A  statement  showing  the  condition  on  October  31,  1897,  of 
the  several  banks  of  discount  and  deposit,  savings  banks  and 
trust  companies,  incorporated  under  the  State  law,  together 
with  comparative  statements. 

The  Sullivan  State  Bank  is  the  only  State  bank  incorporated 
during  the  year.  The  Citizens  State  Bank  of  Kewanna  went 
into  voluntary  liquidation  April  28,  1897. 

Owing  to  the  suspension  of  the  State  National  Bank  of  Lo- 
gansport,  the  State  Bank  of  Monticello  suspended  in  May  last, 
and  this  Department  took  charge  of  its  assets,  pending  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver,  but  before  such  an  appointment  had  been 
consummated,  the  impairment  of  the  stock  of  said  bank  was 
made  good,  its  affairs  satisfactorily  adjusted  and  the  consent  of 
the  White  Circuit  Court  and  the  Department  given  to  resume 
business.  It  is  now  doing  a  good  business,  and  its  suspension 
seems  not  to  have  caused  its  management  to  lose  the  confidence 
of  its  patrons. 

On  August  21st,  the  Farmers'  State  Bank  of  Sullivan  went 
into  voluntary  liquidation  and  transferred  its  business  to  the 
Sullivan  State  Bank.  Owing  to  the  delinquencies  of  its  cashier, 
the  State  Bank  of  Ambia  was  required  to  suspend  during  the 
month  of  August.  The  assets  of  the  bank  were  put  in  the 
charge  of  the  State  Bank  Examiner,  and  pending  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver,  Messrs.  Baldwin  &  Dague  made  an  arrange- 
ment which  was  satisfactory  to  the  Benton  Circuit  Court  and 
to  this  office,  and  the  assets  of  the  bank  were  transferred  to 
them,  they  agreeing  to  assume  its  liabilities  and  giving  a  bond 
approved  by  the  Benton  Circuit  Court,  to  protect  the  creditors 
of  the  bank  against  loss.

Building  Association  Department. 


BUILDING  ASSOCIATION  DEPARTMENT. 


Herewith  is  submitted  a  compiled  stutement,  showing  the 
condition  of  the  several  building  and  loan  associations  of  the 
State  on  June  30,  1897,  together  with  a  statement  showing  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  ending  on  that  date, 
and  tables  giving  statistical  information.  The  reports  of  488 
associations  are  included  in  this  compilation.  There  were,  at 
the  date  of  these  reports,  492  associations  doing  bnsiness  in  the 
State.  One,  the  Elberfeld  B.,  L.  and  S.  Association  of  Elber- 
feld,  failed  to  hie  a  satisfactory  report  in  time  to  be  included. 
Two  others  went  into  liquidation  shortly  after  tiling  their  re- 
ports, and  as  they  were  not  in  a  satisfactory  shape,  were 
omitted.  The  New  Year's  B.  and  L.  Association  of  Indianapo- 
lis filed  its  report,  but  it  was  manifestly  incorrect,  and,  pending 
the  correction  of  the  errors,  the  association  made  an  assign- 
ment. 

The  comparative  statement  accompanying  this  report  shows 
that  the  investments  in  these  associations  have  fallen  off  $470,- 
729.27  during  the  year.  It  will  also  show  that  withdrawals 
have  been  very  heavy,  and  that  there  has  been  a  large  decrease 
in  the  membership.  A  study  of  these  figures  will  prove  inter- 
esting to  those  who  have  followed  the  growth  of  the  business. 
While  these  statements  show  that,  as  a  whole,  the  business  of 
the  year  has  been  unsatisfactory,  those  who  care  to  go  into  de- 
tails will  find  that  many  of  the  associations  have  prospered, 
and  their  business  increased. 

The  new  law  governing  these  associations  became  operative 
July  Ist.  It  will  require  the  changing  of  plans  and  methods 
of  business  on  the  part  of  many  associations,  and  will  un- 
doubtedly prove  beneficial  to  the  systepa  and  restore  confidence 
in  it.  By  the  time  another  report  is  due  from  these  associ- 
ations, the  law  will  have  been  in  force  a  year,  and  it  will  be 
possible  to  then  consider  its  effect,  and  suggest  further  changes, 
if  any  should  be  advisable. 
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The  Imperial  Saving  and  Loan  Association  consolidated  with 
the  Crescent  Loan  and  Investment  Association  on  January  5, 
1897. 

In  May  last,  the  Equitable  Saving  and  Loan  Association  of 
Indianapolis  made  an  assessment  of  fourteen  per  cent,  on  its 
capital  stock  to  make  good  losses.  After  this  assessment  suit 
was  begun  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver.  Pending  the 
trial  of  the  case  before  the  Marion  Superior  Court,  an  official 
examination  of  the  association  was  made  by  this  office,  and  the 
examiners  reported  the  association  solvent  after  charging  the 
assessment  to  the  stock.  The  court  afterwards  refused  to  ap- 
point a  receiver,  and  the  association  is  still  doing  business. 

In  June  of  the  present  year,  the  New  Year's  Building  and 
Loan  Association  of  Indianapolis  made  an  assessment  of  fifteen 
per  cent,  on  its  capital  stock  to  cover  losses,  and  afterwards 
made  an  assignment  to  the  Marion  Trust  Company,  and  its  af- 
fairs are  now  being  wound  up  by  the  assignee. 

On  July  2l8t,  a  receiver  was  appointed  for  the  Indiana  Farm- 
ers' Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Ft.  Wayne,  by  the  Allen 
Circuit  Court.  The  receiver,  at  this  time,  is  unable  to  approx- 
imate the  amount  of  dividends  he  will  be  able  to  pay  the 
stockholders. 

Owing  to  a  shortage  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary,  a  receiver 
was  appointed  for  the  Bee  Hive  Savings  and  Loan  Association 
of  Indianapolis,  early  in  the  year.  The  department  has  been 
unable  to  hear  from  the  receiver,  his  estimate  of  what  dividends 
will  be  paid  stockholders. 

The  report  of  1896  mentioned  the  assignment  of  the  Me- 
chanics' Mutual  Savings  and  Loan  Association  and  the  Me- 
chanics' Mutual  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  No.  1,  both  of 
Indianapolis.

The  receiver  of  the  Mechanics'  Mutual  Savings  and  Loan 
Association  No.  2,  of  Indianapolis,  states  that  no  dividends 
have  yet  been  paid  to  stockholders,  and  that  it  is  his  judgment 
that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  pay  over  25  cents  on  the  dollar.

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LAND  DEPARTMENT. 


LAND   DEPARTMENT. 


Herewith  is  submitted  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Land  Department,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  matters  of  record. 
The  principal  work  of  this  department  is  confined  to  answer- 
ing letters  of  inquiry  relating  to  land  entries  and  original  sur- 
veys. Hundreds  of  such  letters  are  received  annually,  and  the 
investigations  required  consume  much  time  and  labor. 

There  still  remains  in  this  office  a  large  number  of  patents, 
conveying  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  lands.  The  law  directs 
that  these  be  recorded  in  the  county  where  the  land  is  situate, 
and  until  this  is  done  there  will  be  a  defect  in  the  title  to  these 
lands.  Patents,  some  issued  by  the  State  as  early  as  1832,  and 
others  by  the  trustees  of  the  canal  as  late  as  1876,  are  here  for 
lands  in  Allen,  Benton,  Carroll,  Cass,  Clay,  Crawford,  Daviess, 
Dubois,  Fulton,  Gibson,  Greene,  Huntington,  Jasper,  Knox, 
Kosciusko,  Lake,  Lawrence,  Marshall,  Martin,  Miami,  Monroe, 
Newton,  Noble,  Orange,  Owen,  Parke,  Perry,  Pike,  Posey, 
Pulaski,  Putnam,  Spencer,  Sullivan,  Vanderburgh,  Vermillion, 
Wabash,  Warrick,  White  and  Whitley  counties.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  owners  of  canal  lands  in  the  counties  named,  who  have 
not  yet  obtained  their  patents  and  had  them  recorded  will  do 
80  at  once  in  order  that  their  title  may  be  made  perfect. 

The  records  in  this  office  show  that  patents  have  been  issued 
for  several  hundred  tracts  of  Swamp  and  University  lands. 
Most  of  these  tracts  have  undoubtedly  been  sold,  but  pur- 
chasers haAre  neglected  to  obtain  patents  for  same.  This  failure 
leads  to  trouble  when  the  present  owners  desire  to  sell  or  mort- 
gage their  lands.  Such  owners  should  send  to  this  office  their 
certificates  of  purchase  and  obtain  patents. 
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LANDS  HELD  BY  THE  STATE  BY  DEEDS. 


Marion  County. 

The  east  half  of  the  strip  of  land  lying  south  of  the  cross-cut  of  the  Central 
Canal,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  more  particularly  described  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Commencing  at  the  junction  of  Market  and  West  streets  and  running  thence  west 
on  the  line  of  Market  street  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  land  known  on  the 
plat  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  as  "the  reservation;"  thence  north  to  the  southern 
base  of  the  embankment  of  said  canal;  thence  east  along  said  canal  embankment 
to  West  street ;  thence  south  to  Market  street,  the  place  of  beginning.  The  title 
to  this  tract  of  land  was  held  to  be  in  the  State  in  the  suit  of  the  State  of  Indiana 
vs.  The  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis,  by  a  decree  of  the  Hendricks  Cir- 
cuit Court,  rendered  at  the  January  term,  1879. 

This  tract  is  held  by  the  Indianapolis  Benevolent  Society,  under  a  lease  exe- 
cuted by  M.  D.  Manson,  Auditor  of  State,  April  1,  1880. 

All  that  portion  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  one  (1),  in  township  fif- 
teen (15)  north,  range  two  (2)  east,  contained  in  the  following  boundaries,  begin- 
ning in  the  Kockville  road,  at  the  southwest  corner  of  said  quarter  section,  run- 
ning thence  north  forty  (40)  chains  and  twenty-five  (25)  links  to  the  center  of  said 
section;  thence  east  along  the  north  line  of  said  quarter  section  twenty-one  (21) 
chains  and  forty-five  (45)  links ;  thence  south  twenty  (20)  chains ;  thence  east  six 
(6)  chains  and  seventy-five  (75)  links  ;  thence  south  twenty  (20)  chains  and  twenty- 
five  (25)  links  to  the  south  line  of  said  section;  thence  west  along  said  south  line 
in  said  Rockville  road  twenty-eight  (28)  chains  and  twenty  (20)  links  to  the  place 
of  beginning,  containing  one  hundred  acres,  more  or  less. 

This  tract  was  originally  purchased  as  the  site  of  the  House  of  Eefuge.  When 
the  location  of  that  institution  was  removed  to  near  Plainfield  the  land  was  sold 
to  William  J.  McCaslin,  who  failed  to  make  payment  therefor,  and  the  title  to  the 
same  was  in  continuous  litigation  until  affirmed  to  be  in  the  State  by  decision  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  rendered  at  the  November  term,  1884. 

The  act  of  1889  authorized  the  sale  of  this  land  and  it  was  sold,  but  in  a  suit 
for  pospession  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  set  the  sale  aside  on  the  ground  of  irregu- 
larity in  sale 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  State  holds  title  to  the  following  described 
premises,  which  have  not  been  appraised  or  offered  for  sale : 

Lots  242  and  243,  in  E.  J.  Peck's  subdivision  of  the  south  part  of  out-lot  134> 
in  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  Conveyed  to  the  State  by  E.  J.  Peck  and  wife,  in 
consideration  of  $40,  and  with  this  provision :  "  Said  lots  to  be  used  as  a  place  of 
burial  for  the  dead,  and  for  no  other  use  whatever,  and  if  otherwise  used  then  to 
be  forfeited  to  the  original  proprietors,  their  heirs  or  assigns."

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  there  shall  be  in  the  year  1895,  and  annually 
thereafter,  assessed  and  collected,  as  other  taxes  are  assessed 
and  collected,  the  sum  of  nine  cents  upon  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  and  fifty  cents  on  each  tax- 
able poll  in  the  State,  which  money,  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treasury. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  year  1895,  and  annually  there- 
after, assessed  and  collected,  as  other  taxes  are  assessed  and 
collected,  the  sum  of  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property  in  the  State,  which  money,  when 
collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  shall  be 
kept  and  knowQ  as  the  "Benevolent  Institution  Fund,"  and 
shall  be  used  for  the  support  of  the  benevolent  and  reforma- 
tory institutions  of  the  State:  Provided,  That  whenever  there 
shall  be  a  credit  to  said  "Benevolent  Institution  Fund,"  as  the 
result  of  the  tax  in  this  section  provided  for,  or  from  any  such 
tax  heretofore  levied  and  collected,  the  Auditor  of  State  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  charge  to  such  fund  and  transfer 
and  credit  to  the  General  Fund  any  sum  or  sums  that  may 
have  been  heretofore  or  that  may  hereafter  be  paid  out  of  the 
General  Fund  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  benevolent  insti- 
tutions. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  year  1895,  and  annually  there- 
after, assessed  and  collected,  as  other  taxes  are  assessed  and 
collected,  the  sum  of  eleven  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property  and  fifty  cents  on  each  taxable  poll 
in  the  State,  which  money,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  School  Revenue  for  Tuition  Fund  in  the  State  Treasury, 
and  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  counties  of  the  State 
in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 


Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  in  the  year  1895,  and  annually  there- 
after, assessed  and  collected,  as  other  taxes  are  assessed  and 
collected,  the  sum  of  three  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property  in  the  State,  which  money,  when  so 
collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  shall  be 
kept  and  known  as  the  "  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund,"  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  levy  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  the  public  debt  of  the  State  as  the 
same  may  become  payable:  Provided,  That  if  at  any  time 
there  remain  a  balance  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  then  the  Governor,  Auditor 
and  Treasurer  of  State  are  hereby  authorized  to  apply  any 
such  unappropriated  balance  in  said  General  Fund  to  the  pay- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  debt  of  the  State  that  is  payable. 

Sec.  5.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  An  emergency  existing  for  the  immediate  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency  James  A.  Mount,  Governor  of  Indiana: 

In  presenting  this,  trie  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Soldiers"  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home,  we  beg  to  state  that  the  present  Board  met 
and  were  qualified  and  assumed  the  duties  of  their  office  on 
the  31st  Day  of  March,  1897. 

They  organized  by  the  election  of  Harry  Watts,  President, 
Julia  S.  Conklin,  Secretary,  and  George  W.  Ham,  Treasurer. 
We  have  met  in  regular  session  each  month  to  attend  to  the 
regular  business,  and  the  several  members  of  the  Board  have 
made  frequent  visits  to  the  institution. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  our  office  we  found  our  prede- 
cessors had  lelt  everj^thing  in  good  working  order.  There  has 
been  entire  harmony  in  the  workings  of  the  Board,  Superin- 
tendent, and  employes  during  this  period.  In  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  institution  the  past  year,  we  find  we  have  admitted 
138  new  pupils ;  have  found  homes  for,  and  have  discharged  at 
age  limit  and  for  other  reasons  122,  The  Home  at  the  present 
time  is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  having  now  enrolled  639 
pupils.  We  have  applications  for  admission,  now  on  file,  of 
first,  second  and  third  class  together,  163. 

Our  instructors  and  employes  are  doing  good  work.  The 
boys  after  passing  the  age  of  thirteen  years,  are  taught  some 
one  of  the  following  trades,  and  are  detailed  to  work  half 
a  day  and  go  to  school  half  a  day.  They  work  on  the 
farm,  at  farm  work,  on  the  garden  raising  vegetables,  in 
the  greenhouses  and  grounds  at  floriculture,  in  the  shops 
at  carpenter  work,  printing,  glazing,  and  all  kinds  of 
repair  work ;  in  the  boiler  house  they  learn  to  manage 
the  boilers,  run  the  pumps,  engine  and  dynamo,  cut 
and   fit   pipes,    and    all   the    work    pertaining   to    mechanical 
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engineering.  In  the  bakery  the  boys  learn  to  make  and  bake 
bread,  cakes,  and  other  necessary  foods,  pertaining  to  the  craft. 
A  limited  number  of  boys  are  employed  in  the  shoemakiiig 
department  and  tailoring,  and  last,  but  not  least,  we  have  a 
force  of  31  printers  that  do  all  the  work  on  an  eight  page 
weekly  paper,  besides  all  the  necessary  job  work  for  the 
institution.  The  girls,  at  tne  age  of  thirteen,  are  subject  to 
the  same  rules  as  the  boys,  and  are  put  to  work  half  of  thoir 
time,  some  in  the  tailoring,  and  some  in  the  dressmaking 
department;  others  are  detailed  in  kitchens,  diningrooms  and 
laundry.  A  class  of  girls  are  taught  the  art  of  cooking,  while 
others  study  shorthand  and  type-writing.  Every  one  has  work 
to  do  so  soon  as  he  or  she  is  old  enough. 

The  buildings  are  in  very  fair  repair,  and  the  grounds,  farm, 
and  garden  in  good  condition. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Attorney-General  ruled  against 
us  drawing  the  special  fund  appropriated  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  1895  for  building  an  iron  fence  along  the  road  in 
front  of  the  Home  grounds,  wliich  is  very  much  needed. 

No  debts  have  been  incurred  during  the  year,  nor  any  new 
buildings  erected,  the  appropriation  for  repairs  being  barely 
enough  to  keep  the  property  in  order. 

The  institution  is  needing  a  large,  well-ventilated  gymnasium 
or  play  house  for  the  small  girls  to  use  in  rainy  or  disagreeable 
weather — one  is  also  needed  for  small  boys.  During  stormy 
weather  they  now  have  to  be  kept  in  their  division  rooms.  We 
would  also  recommend  the  construction  of  a  bath  house  with 
a  swimming  pool,  as  our  present  facilities  for  bathing  in  bath 
tubs  are  inadequate. 

For  the  work  of  the  year  in  detail,  we  submit  for  your 
perusal  the  following  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  institution.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees: 

In  compliance  with  law  and  custom,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  ISTineteenth  Annual  Report  of  this  institution  for 
the  year  ending  October  31,  1897. 

The  reports  which  have  been  presented  to  you  at  your  monthly 
meetings  have  kept  you  acquainted  with  affairs,  so  that  now 
little  remains  to  do  but  to  oifer  a  candid  and  public  declara- 
tion, in  succinct  form,  of  all  that  concerns  the  health,  develop- 
ment and  training  of  the  children  of  this  Home  during  the 
year.  That  a  kind  Providence  has  spared  us  from  epidemic 
disease,  or  the  destroying  storm,  calls  forth  our  gratitude.

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THE    SCHOOLS. 


The  report  of  the  Principal,  found  elsewhere,  presents  the 
work  of  the  schools  for  the  year,  in  detail,  but  the  educational 
work  occupies  such  an  important  place  in  the  life  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Home,  it  is  worthy  of  general  mention  here. 
When  a  careful  review  or  comparison  with  past  years  is  made, 
I  can  but  feel  that  there  is  cause  for  congratulation.  The 
supervision  has  been  careful  and  constant.  A  higher  standard 
of  proficiency  has  been  required  and  a  strict  dicipline  main- 
tained. Teachers  have  been  untiring  in  their  eftbrts  to  achieve 
these  results  and  governesses  have  heartily  cooperated  with 
them  in  the  work.  As  it  is  well  known,  the  law  provides  that, 
"  after  the  child  has  completed  the  thirteenth  year  of  his  or  her 
age,  except  in  case  of  disability  or  ill  health,  shall  be  required 
to  devote,  of  his  or  her  remaining  time,  some  portion  in  learn- 
ing some  useful  trade,  art  or  occupation  therein  taught.'"  All 
children  in  the  Home,  subject  to  this  provision,  are  given  half 
their  time  in  school,  and  the  remaining  time  are  instructed  in 
some  trade  for  which  they  have  a  decided  preference,  or  to 
which  they  seem  best  suited.  The  following  trades  are  taught : 
Farming,  gardening,  floriculture,  printing,  carpentry,  engi- 
neering, baking,  cooking,  shoemaking,  laundrying,  tailoring, 
sewing,  stenography  and  typewriting.  As  in  any  other  depart- 
ment of  instruction,  the  degree  of  prolicienc}"  depends  upon 
the  habits  and  interest  of  the  pupil  and  the  care  of  the  fore- 
man. That  a  good  measure  of  success  has  been  attained,  is 
attested  by  the  large  number  of  those  who  have  gone  from  the 
Home  and  are  now  maintaining  themselves  well. 

In  this  connection  it  is  appropriate  to  mention  the  Sunday 
School  instruction  and  work  of  the  Christian  Endeavor 
Societies.  The  entire  schools  meet  every  Sunday  morning  in 
Lincoln  Hall  where  the  opening  services  of  the  day  are  held. 
The  children  of  the  several  departments  then  repair  to  the 
school  building  where  the  lesson  assigned  is  heard  by  their 
respective  teachers.  There  are  three  well  organized  sections 
of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  Endeavor  in  the  Home,  the  Junior,  Inter- 
mediate, and  Senior,  with  a  total  membership  of  264.  The 
effect  of  these  services  upon  the  children  is  marked.  Thus  the 
intellectual,  physical,  and  moral  culture  of  the  child  is  embraced 
in  our  school  work. 
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HEALTH. 


In  this  regard,  we  have  been  signally  favored.  Although 
diptheria  and  scarlet  fever  have  been  generally  prevalent  much 
of  the  time  throughout  the  State,  and  in  a  number  of  the 
towns  and  villages  in  this  section,  we  escaped  their  intro- 
duction in  the  Home.  Immediately  following  the  summer 
vacation,  upon  the  return  of  those  who  had  been  allowed  to 
visit  friends,  several  cases  of  malarial  fever  followed.  We 
were  also  visited  with  a  slight  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  early 
part  of  the  season,  but  came  through  with  no  serious  results. 
Our  hospital  equipment  is  very  complete,  and  under  the  prompt 
and  skillful  management  of  our  physician,  and  the  watchful 
care  of  our  Hospital  Matron,  the  conditions  of  our  sick  could 
not  be  improved.  I  call  your  attention  to  Dr.  Halloway's 
report. 

VISITING    COMMITTEES. 

The  several  committees  appointed  by  the  G.  A.  R.,  W.  K.  C, 
and  Sons  of  Veterans'  organizations,  have  visited  and  inspected 
the  Home,  submitting  their  reports  at  the  annual  meetings  of 
their  respective  organizations.  These  visits  have  been  helpful 
in  the  way  of  suggestion  and  encouragement  to  the  manage- 
ment,  and  have  had  great  influence  for  good  upon  the  children. 

The  simple  fact  that  they  are  remembered  with  tender 
interest  by  the  comrades  and  friends  of  their  fathers  is,  in  itself, 
little  less  than  an  inspiration.  It  is  becoming,  in  this  connec- 
tion, to  speak  of  the  long,  loyal  and  faithful  service  of  Judge 
James  B.  Black,  as  chairman  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Committee,  whose 
official  duty  as  such  began  with  the  organization  of  the  com- 
mittee by  the  Department  Encampment  of  1886,  and  continued 
uninterruptedly  until  the  Encampment  of  1897.  His  intense 
interest  in  all  that  concerns  the  moral,  intellectual  and  physical 
development  of  these  children,  endeared  him  to  all.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Col  Benjamin  Starr,  whose  devotion  to  the  Home 
children  is  well  known.  The  W.  R.  C.  have  heartily  co-oper- 
ated with  the  G.  A.  R.  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  and 
happiness  of  the  children. 
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The  money  collected  from  Posts  and  Corps  throughout  the 
State,  supplemented  by  the  very  generous  fund  from  the  old 
soldiers  in  the  Marion  Home,  to  purchase  suitable  presents, 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  W.  R.  C.  Committee,  and  by 
them  very  wisely  expended  for  Christmas  gifts.  Thus  again 
were  they  reminded  that  they  are  tenderly  remembered  on  that 
glad  day.  A  further  happy  surprise  was  given  them  by  the 
Indiana  Division  S.  of  V.,  acting  through  their  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, in  the  presentation  of  a  fine  collection  of  well  selected 
books  for  the  library,  a  new  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary, 
and  a  large  and  handsome  portrait,  elegantly  framed,  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln.  These  coming  so  unexpectedly  from  the  more 
fortunate  sons  of  soldiers,  betoken  the  depth  of  their  sympa- 
thy for  these,  their  less  fortunate  brothers  and  sisters. 


LIBRARY. 

The  value  of  our  library  as  an  educational  adjunct,  can  not 
be  overestimated.  The  greatest  possible  care  is  exercised  in 
selecting  books  and  periodicals  for  our  readers.  The  appro- 
priation ($300.00)  for  this  purpose,  is  well  expended  and  not 
only  renews  worn  out  books  but  considerably  increases  the 
number  of  volumes  from  year  to  year.  We  have  now  upon, 
our  shelves  1,940  books,  embracing  history,  biography,  poetry, 
fiction  and  books  of  reference.  The  following  periodicals  are 
also  found  in  our  reading  room:  Harper's  Monthly,  Weekly 
and  Round  Table,  Leslie's  Weekly,  Scientific  American,  Ladies' 
Home  Journal,  Puritan,  Phonographic  Magazine,  St.  Nicholas, 
Review  of  Reviews,  Wide  Awake,  Birds,  Munsey  and  Century. 
Three  daily  papers  are  taken.  The  books  are  all  under  the 
care  of  the  librarian  who  charges  each  person  taking  a  book 
from  the  library,  and  gives  credit  when  it  is  returned. 


SUMMARY    REPORT    OF    DEPARTMENTS. 

I  have  submitted  for  your  information  at  the  close  of- each 
month  a  detailed  report  made  by  the  head  of  each  department, 
but  wish  to  present  a  brief  statement  covering  the  work  of  the 
year. 
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\  PRINTING. 


At  the  close  of  the  s.chool  year,  there  were  in  this  depart- 
ment thirty  hoys.  Since  then  a  number  were  discharged. 
They  are  now  working  in  printing  offices  in  different  parts  of 
the  State  and  supporting  themselves.  At  present  there  are 
thirty  one  boys  learning  the  work.  The  printing  of  the  Home 
Journal  affords  them  excellent  practice.  In  addition  to  this, 
however,  the  job  printing  of  the  Home,  including  letter-heads, 
envelopes,  vouchers,  blank  applications  and  reports,  and  pro- 
grams, is  done.  The  work  is  performed  entirely  by  the  boys 
under  the  direction  of  the  foreman,  whose  effort  is  to  make  the 
instruction  so  thorough  as  to  fit  them  to  till  places  in  any 
ordinary  printing  office.  The  Home  Journal  is  an  eight-page 
paper  and  is  published  every  Thursday  morning.  Of  the  copies 
printed,  about  half  are  sent  out  by  mail  and  the  remainder  is 
distributed  among  the  children  at  the  Home.  Two  objects  are 
attained  in  its  publication,  namely,  to  furnish  work  for  the 
boys  who  wish  to  learn  the  trade,  and  to  give  additional  read- 
ing matter  for  the  children.  The  Home  is  under  obligations 
to  many  of  the  daily  and  weekly  papers  of  the  State  that  come 
to  us  as  exchanges.  After  selections  are  made  from  them  for 
the  Home  Journal,  they  are  distributed  in  the  cottages  for  the 
children.  The  supscription  price  of  the  Home  Journal  is 
seventy-five  cents  per  year,  and  the  money  secured  from  this 
source  and  the  little  work  that  is  done  for  the  Posts  and  Corps, 
is  used  in  supplying  type  and  other  material  for  the  printing 
departments. 

engineer's  department. 

The  power,  heating  and  lighting  are  of  such  general  im- 
portance in  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  that  I  wish  to  report 
especially  our  condition  in  regard  to  them.  We  have  added 
three  gas  wells  during  the  year,  all  of  which  gave  a  good  press- 
ure for  this  locality.  Our  pipe  line  has  been  extended  to  them, 
and  they  are  now  connected  with  the  Home.  We  think,  with- 
out doubt,  our  supply  of  gas  for  the  coming  year  will  be 
abundant  We  are  able  to  report  further  that  we  have  secured 
by  lease  for  gas  privileges  a  large  tract  of  land  adjacent  to  our 
2— S.  AND  S.  O.  Home. 
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line  for  future  drilling.  This  is  a  guarantee  of  fuel  for  many 
years.  Our  gas  well  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  Buscher  has  failed, 
and  the  pipe  has  been  drawn. 

The  new  Multipolar  dynamo,  lately  placed  in  position,  has 
met  all  our  wants,  furnishing  sufficient  current  to  give  us  many 
additional  lights  in  the  different  buildings,  especially  in  the 
study  rooms  of  the  children,  and  further  to  supply  eight  arc 
lights  for  the  grounds.  The  Home  is  now  well  lighted.  The 
engineer  is  assisted  by  the  night  engineer  and  eleven  boys,  wlio 
are  learning  the  work. 

CARPENTRY    AND    PAINTING. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  confined  chiefly  to  makings 
needed  repairs  of  floors,  windows,  roofs,  chairs,  tables,  etc.,  with 
an  occasional  change  in  some  part  of  a  building,  fence  building, 
gate  making,  etc.  The  painting  and  varnishing  is  also  done  by 
this  department.  The  care  and  use  of  tools  is  taught  the  five 
boys  who  have  assisted  the  foreman  during  the  year. 

FLORICULTURE. 

Few  places  ofter  better  opportunity  for  instruction  in  the 
florist's  art  than  are  given  here.  From  year  to  year  the  grading 
and  draining  of  the  lawns  and  streets  have  steadily  improved^ 
and  the  green-houses  have  been  enlarged.  During  the  late 
summer  and  fall  the  extreme  drought  killed  many  young  trees. 
These  were  replaced  on  the  late  Arbor  Day,  October  29,  and 
other  trees  and  shrubbery  added  to  the  number  of  250  settings. 
We  have  four  green-houses  for  growing  plants,  two  of  them  1(5 
by  68  feet,  one  10  by  68  feet,  another  25  by  48  feet,  for  keeping- 
large  plants  for  decorating  lawns.  Sixteen  boys  assist  the 
florist,  and  are  progressing  well  in  their  work. 

FARM     AND     GARDEN. 

The  liome  farm  contains  247  acres.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 170  acres  under  cultivation.  The  remaining  77  acres 
are  occupied  by  Home  buildings  and  lawns,  timber  land,  and 
a  small  portion  of  waste  land.  In  round  numbers,  the  following 
is  the  crop  of  the  present  year:  Clover  hay,  70  tons;  timothy, 
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30  tons ;  corn,  350  bushels ;  oats,  1,600  bushels ;  wheat  1,315 
bushels;  potatoes,  650  bushels;  clover  seed,  37  bushels.  The 
farmer  was  assisted  in  his  work,  by  three  boys  and  the  dairy- 
man. Of  the  tillable  land  belonging  to  the  Home,  25  acres  are 
used  as  the 

HOME    GARDEN. 

The  yield  has  been  very  good,  our  only  disappointment 
being  in  a  light  tomato  crop.  Our  tables  have  been  well  sup- 
plied during  the  season  with  vegetables.  The  following  shows 
the  principal  garden  products :  Tomatoes,  895  bushels ;  cab- 
bage, 14,500  heads;  onions,  187  bushels;  sweet  corn,  9,000 
dozen.  Beans,  peas,  beets,  rhubarb,  radishes,  lettuce,  turnips, 
etc.,  in  abundance  during  the  season.  The  gardener  has  also 
put  up  19  barrels  of  sauer-kraut.  He  has  been  assisted  by  nine 
boys. 

BAKERY. 

The  foreman,  with  thirteen  boys  under  his  instruction,  has 
done  the  baking  for  the  Home.  The  instruction  is  made  as 
thorough  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.  They  are  taught  how  to 
make  bread,  biscuits,  pies,  ginger  snaps,  rusks,  ginger-bread, 
sponge  cake,  and  at  times,  white,  jelly  and  chocolate  cakes. 


TAILORING. 

This  department  furnishes  pants,  coats,  and  overalls  for  boys. 
The  foreman  is  assisted  by  three  boys,  eight  girls,  and  three 
employed  helpers.  They  made  during  the  year,  2,258  garments, 
distributed  as  follows  :  Coats,  735  ;  long  pants  91 ;  short  pants, 
1,329 ;  overalls,  103. 

SEWING. 

Here  all  articles,  except  those  furnished  by  the  tailor  shop, 
are  made,  and  all  general  sewing  for  the  home  is  done.  The 
foreman  is  assisted  b}^  four  ladies,  who  work  with  and  instruct 
thirty-four  girls.  The  girls  are  taught  to  use  sewing  machines 
and  do  all  kinds  of  plain  sewing. 
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SHOE     SHOP. 


Ten  boys  are  learning  this  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
foreman  and  one  assistant,  who  does  most  of  the  repairing. 
There  were  made  during  the  year,  1,600  pairs  of  new  shoes, 
and  3,513  were  repaired.  The  number  of  pairs  issued  during 
the  year  was  1670. 

LAUNDRY. 

The  washing  and  ironing  for  the  Home  is  done  in  this 
department.  Some  idea  of  this  work  may  be  gathered  from 
the  statement  that  the  average  number  of  pieces  washed  and 
ironed  each  week,  is  a  little  over  9,800.  Three  steam  tubs,  two 
mangles,  and  one  centrifugal  wringer,  are  the  machines  used 
in  this  building. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  an  iron  fence  be  built 
on  the  main  road  in  front  of  the  Home.  The  present  picket 
fence  will  soon  fall,  and  the  change  from  wood  to  iron  will  cer- 
tainly be  economy. 

I  would  further  recommend  the  erection  of  a  summer  or  play 
house  for  the  little  girls.  Much  of  the  time  they  could  be  in 
the  open  air  if  they  were  provided  with  slight  shelter  and  dry 
ground.  As  a  sanitary  measure,  I  believe  the  small  expense  of 
such  a  structure  would  be  warranted. 

In  closing  this  report  of  the  work  and  condition  of  the  Home 
during  the  past  year,  I  am  not  unmindful  of  your  uniform 
kindness  and  help  in  all  m^^  duties.  I  hereby  express  my  grati- 
tude. I  am  also  under  obligations  to  my  official  associates 
for  constant  and  courteous  assistance;  to  the  employes  for 
faithfulness  in  discharge  of  their  various  duties;  and  to  the 
children,  who,  with  rare  exceptions,  have  shown  their  appre- 
ciation of  all  that  is  accomplished  for  them  in  the  I.  S.  and 
S.  O.  Home.

Home  : 

In  the  departments  of  the  Home  directly  under  my  care 
three  objects  are  kept  constantly  in  view  :  Teaching  the  chil- 
dren how  to  do  thorough  work  in  order  that  they  may  become 
self-supporting,  cleanliness,  and  economy. 

The  governesses  have  been  faithful  in  the  care  of  the  rooms 
and  clothing  in  their  departments,  and  are  deeply  interested  in 
the  moral,  religious  and  educational  training  of  the  children 
under  their  care. 

The  sewing,  tailoring  and  bakery  departments  have  had  a 
busy  year,  but  have  met  all  demands  made  on  them  promptly. 
Children  in  these  departments  are  learning  well. 

Much  of  the  comfort  of  the  Home  depends  on  the  laundry, 
and  I  am  glad  to  say  this  department  has  done  satisfactory 
work. 

The  dining-rooms  have  been  nicely  kept  and  beautifully 
decorated  on  all  holiday  occasions. 

The  kitchens  have  furnished  an  abundance  of  well-cooked 
food  for  all. 

The  cooking  school  is  doing  good,  practical  work.  The 
thirty-two  girls  in  this  year's  class  will  become  fairly  proficient 
cooks  by  the  close  of  their  school  term. 

The  three  Y.  P.  S.  C.  Endeavor  Societies  are  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  both  in  number  of  members  and  in  good  results. 
The  effect  of  this  work  is  plainly  shown  in  the  daily  life  of  the 
children.     This  work  is  not  compulsory. 

My  thanks  are  due  and  offered  to  all  for  willing  help  and 
CO- operation,  making  the  past  a  pleasant  year  to  me.

PHYSICIAN^S  REPORT. 


To  the  Sapermtendtnt  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 

Indiana  Soldiers'  and  SaUors''  Orphans'  Home: 

While  the  health  records  of  the  past  j'ear  will  possibly  show 
that  a  greater  number  of  the  children  have  required  medical 
attention  than  during  several  of  the  preceding  years,  yet  I 
think  that  when  the  character  of  the  diseases  treated  is  con- 
sidered, the  past  year  has  been  one  of  comparative  good  health 
am  ng  the  children. 

We  have  escaped  all  of  the  more  serious  contagious  diseases. 
We  have  passed  through  the  year  without  a  case  of  diphtheria 
or  scarlet  fever.  This  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  I  am  sure,  to 
the  strict  and  immediate  quarantine  against  any  infected  locality 
in  the  State  It  has  been  the  invariable  rule  to  allow  no  child 
or  employe  to  visit  their  homes,  either  for  vacation  or  other 
causes,  when  the  State  Board  of  Health  has  reported  any  con- 
tagious diseases  in  that  particular  locality  ;  neither  are  children 
received  from  such  infected  localities  without  first  passing 
through  the  quarantine  hospital. 

We  have  had  but  one  case  of  typhoid  fever.  This  in  a  newly 
admitted  child  The  disease  developed  so  soon  after  her  ad- 
mission that  the  infection  was  evidently  not  of  local  origin. 

We  were  visited  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  by  an 
epidemic  of  measles,  w^hich,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  ex- 
posure, w^e  did  not  attempt  to  quarantine  against,  and  which 
ran  its  course  among  the  children  until  all  the  material  was 
exhausted.  We  had  in  all  84  cases,  with  no  deaths,  and  no 
sequelae  or  bad  after  effects. 

We  have  had  a  greater  number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever 
and  other  troubles  due  to  malarial  influences  this  year  than  is 
usual,  more  in  proportion  than  prevailed  in  the  surrounding 
country. 

Evidently,  this  was  not  due  entirely  to  local  influences,  for 
the  large  majority  of  the  cases  were  in  newly  admitted  chil- 
dren, and  children  who  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  summer 
vacation  in  localities,  and  surroundings,  where  the  poison 
might  readily  be  acquired. 
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On  the  other  hand,  children  remaining  at  the  Home  during 
vacation,  and  those  coming  from  more  healthy  localities  have 
almost  wholly  escaped.  There  are  now  but  two  local  condi- 
tions which  in  any  way  menace  the  good  health  of  the  children, 
from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  They  are  the  limited  supply  of 
water  and  the  imperfect  system  of  disposing  of  the  sewerage. 
The  need  of  a  larger  supply  of  pure  water,  not  only  for  do- 
mestic purposes,  but  for  fire  protection  as  well,  is  clearly  evi- 
dent. The  lake,  which  is  maintained  solely  for  protection  in 
case  of  fire,  is  surface  water,  composed  entirely  of  the  drainage 
from  the  farms  above,  and  is,  of  itself,  certainly  a  source  of 
danger,  but  when  this  water  is  turned  into  the  mains,  as  it 
often  is  in  case  of  fire  practice,  and  for  other  causes,  and  then 
mixes  with,  and  contaminates  the  water  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses, the  danger  is  greatly  increased.  The  lake  should  be 
drained  and  abolished. 

Some  plan  should  be  devised  by  which  the  sewerage  could 
be  emptied  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  Home  grounds,  or 
destroyed  in  some  safe  manner.  In  every  other  particular  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Home  is  excellent,  and  every  care  is 
exercised  to  maintain  it  so. 

We  have  continued  the  plan  inaugurated  last  year,  of  caring 
for  the  very  young,  the  delicate,  the  crippled  and  the  deformed 
children  in  the  Hospital  building.  We  are  thus  enabled  to 
give  them  better  care  as  to  diet,  and  their  general  health,  and 
allow  them  greater  liberties,  regarding  their  coming  and  going, 
than  they  could  possibly  enjoy  under  the  rules  and  regulations 
necessary  in  the  Division  rooms.  The  large,  roomy  veranda, 
with  which  the  Hospital  is  now  provided,  gives  to  these  chil- 
dren sunshine,  fresh  air,  and  exercise,  nearly  every  day  in  the 
year  without  exposure,  or  undue  exertion.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  Prof.  A.  H.  Graham,  Superintendent 

Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home: 

The  "Home  School"  is  divided  into  nine  grades  and  a  Kin- 
dergarten, and  is  conducted  as  other  graded  schools  in  the 
State. 

It  is  the  constant  effort  of  the  teachers  to  make  the  instruc- 
tion thorough,  thoughtful  and  systematic,  and  assisted  by  the 
training  received  in  the  industrial  departments,  the  school  is 
calculated  to  prepare  the  pupils  for  the  practical,  essential 
duties  of  life  and  citizenship. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  gond  results  and  improve- 
ment. Careful  gradation  in  promotions  and  examinations  have 
done  much  to  raise  the  standard  of  excellence,  and  inspire  the 
pupils  with  educational  interest.  The  work  in  the  special 
departments  of  music,  stenography,  and  domestic  economy  is 
satisfactory  to  a  high  degree.  In  the  musical  work  of  the 
school,  special  attention  is  given  to  vocal  drill,  cultivating 
independent  singers,  and  to  instrumental  work  consisting  of 
the  piano  and  band.  Only  pupils  who  manifest  musical  talent 
are  chosen  for  the  instrumental  study. 

The  work  in  stenography  is  practical  and  compares  favor- 
ably with  the  year's  work  in  similar  schools  elsewhere  In 
the  department  of  domestic  economy,  special  attention  is  given 
to  composition  and  comparative  value  of  foods,  economic 
methods  of  preparation,  the  use  and  care  of  utensils,  and  to 
that  part  of  physiology  which  pertains  to  the  digestive  organs. 

All  necessary  supplies  are  furnished  and  used  economically. 

The  following  days  were  observed  with  appropriate  exer- 
cises :  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Washington's  Birthday, 
Easter  Sunday,  and  Arbor  Day. 

The  commencement  exercises  consisted  of  a  band  concert,  a 
musical  recital,  a  cooking  school  exhibition  and  the  planting 
of   "  Class  Flower."      A  class  of   eighteen  pupils  graduated

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


HOAV    TO    SECUBE    THE    ADMISSION    OF    CHILDREN    TO    THE    HOME. 

When  it  is  desirous  to  secure  the  admission  of  a  child  to  the 
Indiana  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  blank  applica- 
tion papers  may  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  by  addressing  the 
Superintendent.  These  are  to  be- filled  out  in  accordance  with 
the  instructions  given  and  to  be  returned  to  the  Superintend- 
ent. At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  next  after 
applications  are  received,  they  will  be  submitted  for  approval 
or  rejection.  In  either  event  official  notice  will  be  given  by 
the  Superintendent  as  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  if  the  action  thereupon  has  been  favorable,  the  date  will  be 
fixed  on  which  the  child  ma}^  be  brought  to  the  Home. 

No  fund  has  been  provided  for  defraying  the  railroad 
expenses  of  children  that  have  been  admitted  to  the  Home.  If 
friends  have  not  the  means,  aid  can  generally  be  obtained  from 
the  Township  Trustees  or  the  County  Commissioners. 

A  family  relative  is  allowed  to  visit  the  children  once  every 
six  months  and  to  remain  twenty-four  hours  on  each  visit. 

Children  may  be  taken  away  during  vacation,  but  the  Home 
can  not  bear  any  part  of  the  expenses  of  transportation,  and 
they  must  be  returned  in  due  time  to  enter  school  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session. 

Whenever  parents  desire  to  take  permanent  custody  of  their 
children,  application  for  discharge,  in  writing,  should  be  made 
through  the  Superintendent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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LAWS    GOVERNING    THE    ADMISSION    OF    CHILDREN. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  and  ( under  regulations  and  a  form 
of  application  which  they  shall  prescribe)  the  Superintendent 
are  authorized  and  required  to  receive,  as  pupils  of  the  Indiana 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  orphans  and  children 
residing  in  this  State,  under  the  age  of  16  years,  who  may  be 
destitute  of  the  means  of  support  and  education,  in  the  follow- 
ing order : 

First.  Orphans,  children  of  such  deceased  Union  soldiers  or 
sailors  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late 
civil  war,  said  orphans  not  having  mothers  living. 

Second.  Orphans,  children  of  such  deceased  soldiers  or  sail- 
ors, said  orphans  having  mothers  living.  If  there  be  not  appli- 
cations for  admission  of  persons  of  said  two  classes  sufficient  to 
fill  said  Home,  then,  in  like  manner,  there  shall  be  admitted: 

Third.  Children  of  permanently  disabled  or  indigent  soldiers 
or  sailors  of  said  service,  residing  in  this  State,  or  in  jSTational 
Military  Homes,  having  been  admitted  thereto  from  the  State. 

All  children  admitted  to  said  Home,  as  pupils  thereof,  shall 
be  supported  and  educated  therein  until  they  shall  be  IfJ  years 
of  age,  unless  for  good  cause  sooner  discharged.  Any  of  said 
pupils,  who,  by  reason  of  physical  disability  or  other  cause,  may 
be,  in  the  judgement  of  said  Board,  unable  to  earn  a  livelihood, 
shall  be  retained  as  pupils  of  said  Home  until  they  shall  be  18 
years  of  age. 

Section  10.  Each  county  in  this  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
have  in  said  Home  a  number  of  pupils  proportionate  to  the 
number  of  soldiers  furnished  by  it  to  the  Union  service  in  said 
war,  which  proportionate  number  shall  be  fixed  by  said  Board 
according  to  the  capacity  of  said  Home  Applicants  from  a 
county  already  having  its  full  quota  in  said  Home  shall  be 
admitted,  if  the  Home  shall  not  be  filled  at  the  time  of  making 
application  ;  but  in  the  admission  of  applicants,  when  all  apply- 
ing can  not  be  accommodated,  preference  shall  be  given  to  those 
from  counties  not  then  having  in  the  Home  as  many  pupils  in 
proportion  to  their  quotas,  as  fixed  by  said  Board,  as  other 
counties  from  which  applications  may  be  pending  shall  have 
therein. 

4— S.  AND  S.  O.  Home. 
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RULES  GOVERNING  THE  HOME. 


For  the  information  of  the  public  and  those  personally  in- 
terested the  rules  governing  the  Home  are  here  inserted : 

1.  All  employes  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  must  give  implicit  obedience  to  his  orders. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent  the  Financial  Offi- 
cer will  be  in  full  charge  and  obedience  to  his  orders  is 
required. 

3.  The  Superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  proper  use, 
care  and  disposition  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Home, 
and  for  the  due  administration  of  its  affairs,  but  the  hearty 
cooperation  of  all  officers  and  employes  is  expected,  and  a 
ready  and  cheerful  compliance  with  all  orders  and  regulations 
is  required. 

4.  No  one  will  be  knowingly  employed  or  continued  in 
service  who  does  not  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  or  fit- 
ness for  the  particular  duties  to  be  performed. 

5.  Cordiality  of  feeling  among  the  employes  is  the  basis  of 
cooperation,  hence  no  one  will  be  continued  in  service  who 
can  not  heartily  unite  with  all  for  the  good  of  all. 

6.  Any  fact  prejudicial  to  the  moral  character  or  standing 
of  any  officer  or  employe  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  another 
should  at  once  be  communicated  to  the  Superintendent,  but 
espionage,  tattling,  and  tale-bearing  are  forbidden. 

7.  Governesses,  teachers  and  heads  of  departments  must 
acquaint  all  under  their  charge  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  institution,  and  will  be  held  accountable  for  the  efficient 
and  faithful  performance  of  the  duty  that  devolves  upon  them 
respectively. 

8.  No  case  of  discipline  must  be  referred  to  the  Superin- 
tendent unless  beyond  the  control  of  the  governess.  Corporal 
punishment  may  be  administered  when  other  remedies  have 
failed,  but  excessive  punishment  is  not  to  be  inflicted  at  any 
time.  Children  deprived  of  their  play  hours  as  a  penalty  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  liberties  of  the  other  children  on  all  in'er- 
vening  holidays  and  Sundays. 
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9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  eveiy  officer  and  employe  to 
report  to  the  governess  of  the  child  any  misdemeanor  or  irreg- 
ularity of  condnct  coming  to  their  knowledge,  and  such  infor- 
mation must  be  received  and  given  in  a  spirit  of  kindness,  and 
with  a  view  to  the  best  interests  of  the  institution. 

10.  Under  no  circumstances  will  an  employe  be  allowed  to 
apply  to  the  children  any  language  or  epithet  calculated  to  ir- 
ritate, humiliate,  or  degrade  them,  ^o  rough  expressions  or 
slang  phrases  must  be  employed;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
correut  and  discreet  use  of  language  in  the  presence  of  the 
children  must  be  observed. 

11.  The  heads  of  each  department  shall  see  that  the  indus- 
try conducted  by  him  is  taught  and  practiced  in  a  thorough 
and  comprehensive  manner,  so  that  each  pupil  shall  obtain,  as 
far  as  possible,  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  same  in  all  its 
parts.  He  shall  be  at  his  post  of  duty  at  the  beginning  oi 
business  hours,  preserve  good  order  among  his  pupils,  and 
secure  close  and  constant  application  to  the  work  in  which 
they  are  engaged. 

12.  Smoking  upon  the  grounds  or  in  the  presence  of  the 
children  by  employes  is  strictly  forbidden. 

13.  Employes  are  expected  to  attend  Sunday  services. 
Habitual  neglect  of  this  duty  will  be  regarded  as  a  lack  of 
proper  interest  in  the  religious  training  of  children  under  their 
care. 

14.  Leave  of  absence  will  be  granted  by  the  Superintendent 
or  Financial  Officer  when  the  Superintendent  is  not  present. 

15.  In  urgent  cases  relief  from  duty  will  be  granted. 

16.  In  case  of  severe  illness,  or  death  of  relatives  or  friends, 
reasonable  leave  of  absence  will  be  granted. 

17.  In  case  of  absence  on  the  part  of  an  employe,  a  sub- 
stitute satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  must  be  provided. 

HOURS. 

18.  All  persons  residing  in  the  institution  are  expected  to 
be  in  their  rooms  by  10  p.  m.,  at  which  hour  the  building  will 
or.linarily  be  closed. 

19      Lights  in  private  rooms,  dormitories  and  division  rooms 

must  be  extinguished  at  10  p.  m.,  except  by  special  permission. 

20.     Ladies  may  receive  gen tb  men  in  the  public  parlor,  which 
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will  be  open  to  the  public  use  until  10  p.  m.  Except  in  the  case 
of  relatives,  ladies  will  not  entertain  gentlemen  in  their  private 
or  division  rooms.  When  ladies  are  apprised  of  the  coming  of 
gentlemen,  the  Superintendent  or  Matron  must  be  informed 
and  consent  obtained. 

21.  Willful  violation  of  the  foregoing  rules  will  subject  the 
offender  to  a  forfeiture  of  position. 

VISITORS 

22.  Are  heartily  welcome,  and  all  employes  are  required  to 
show  every  possible  courtesy  to  all  persons  who  may  wish  to 
pass  through  the  various  buildings  and  about  the  grounds  of 
the  institution. 

23.  Visitors  are  not  allowed  to  go  through  the  buildings 
without  an  attendant. 

24.  The  buildings  will  be  open  to  visitors  every  day  in  the 
week,  except  Sunday.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Honorable  James  A.  Mount,  Gorernor  of  Indiana: 

Sir — In  order  tliat  the  general  pnblic  niav  know  tlie  manner  in 
which  we  haye  discharged  the  trnst  conferred  upon  us  and  to  com- 
ply with  the  requirement  of  the  law  relating  thereto,  we,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Central  Indiana  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  hereby  respectfully  subiuit  our  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  31st,  1897,  showing  in  detail  the  work  done  during 
said  time,  and  making  such  suggestions  as  to  further  appropriations 
and  requirements  as  we  deem  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  tli.,'  In- 
stitution, so  that  proper  treatment  and  care  may  be  assured  for  the 
unfortunate  beings  who  come  witliin  it. 

The  needs  and  requirements  of  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year  have  been  so  pressing  as  to  clearly  demonstrate  that  the  various 
appropriations  for  its  support  and  maintenance  should  be  restored 
to  the  various  amounts  that  had  been  appropriated  to  it  for  so  many 
years  prior  to  the  General  Assembly  of  1895.  While  we  referred 
to  this  matter  in  our  report  of  last  year,  we  desire  now  at  the  begin- 
ning cf  this  report  to  earnestly  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  the 
restoration  of  these  appropriations  to  the  former  sums.  The  prin- 
cipal reason  for  the  reduction  at  the  time  it  w^as  made  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1895  no  longer  exists,  viz.:  the  low  price  of 
provisions  and  supplies.  Flour  is  now  30  per  cent.,  beef  25  per 
cent.,  shoes  15  to  20  per  cent,  higher,  while  potatoes  are  four  times 
higher  than  tw^o  years  ago,  with  all  other  kinds  of  provisions 
ranging  higher  in  price  at  about  the  same  ratio. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  provisions  of  all  kinds  are  higher,  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Institution  is  constantly  increasing.  Since 
the  last  general  report  there  has  been  an  increase  of  about  one  hun- 
dred, in  the  number  of  patients  in  the  Institution,  to  be  cared  for; 
and,  on  account  of  the  crowded  condition,  many  applications  for 
admission  that  oiight  to  have  received  favorable  consideration  have 
been  refused. 

"\Ve  are  aware  that  no  appropriation  can  be  made  and  that. another 
annual  report  will  be  made  by  us  before  the  meeting  of  the  next 
General  Assemblv,  but  we  desire  to  direct  vour  attention  to  this 
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matter,  so  that  you  and  all  other  persons  interested  in  the  institu- 
tion may  investigate  the  conditions  as  they  now  exist,  and  have  an. 
opportunity  to  know  its  needs  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Legislature. 

It  has  been  our  policy,  .as  well  as  that  of  the  Boards  that  preceded 
us  for  several  years,  to  not  only  keep  the  general  condition  of  the 
Institution  up  to  the  standard  heretofore  maintained,  but  to  gradu- 
ally improve  it  from  year  to  year  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  to 
the  patients  confined  therein  the  best  food  and  care  their  needs 
required.  With  the  number  of  patients  constantly  increasing,  and 
with  higher  prices  for  provisions,  it  will  be  impossible  to  keep  up 
the  standard  heretofore  maintained  in  the  Institution  unless  more- 
liberal  appropriations  are  given  by  the  next  General  Assembly. 
There  are  now  in  this  district,  alone,  225  cases  being  cared  for  in 
the  various  County  Asylums,  they  being  confined  there  on  account 
of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Institution.  In  order  to  make 
room  for  new  cases,  fifty  patients,  whose  diseases  were  chronic, 
have,  during  the  past  year,  been  sent  to  the  various  County  Asy- 
lums of  the  district. 

The  great  State  of  Indiana,  now  almost  free  from  debt,  can  not, 
in  our  judgment,  afford  to  permit  these  unfortunate  beings,  who  are 
dependent  upon  its  charity  for  the  few  remaining  comforts  that 
they  are  able  to  enjoy,  to  be  thus  confined  in  these  local  asylums, 
where  the  facilities  for  caring  for  them  are  so  meagre. 

Vfe  believe  that  the  capacity  of  this  Institution,  as  well  as  all 
others  of  the  State,  should  be  so  increased  as  to  furnish  facilities 
for  caring  for  all  of  the  insane  of  the  State,  so  that  none  of  them 
will  have  to  be  confined  in  the  Poor  Asylums,  maintained  by  the 
different  counties  which  have  not  the  means  for  caring  for  them 
that  the  needs  of  those  unfortunate  beings  require  and  deserve,  and 
which  the  proud  State  of  Indiana  should  provide.  And,  again,  it 
seems  almost  inhuman  for  the  intelligent  but  unfortunate  poor  who 
have  to  spend  the  evening  of  their  lives  in  the  Poor  House,  to  be 
brought  constantly  in  contact  with  the  hopelessly  insane. 

For  the  purpose  of  showing  the  increasing  demands  upon  the 
resources  of  the  Institution,  we  give  tlie  following  tal)h\  showing-^ 
a  comparison  between  the  two  years  just  ]iast:

Before  leaving  this  branch  of  the  subject,  we  wish  to  say  that 
there  are  now  in  the  Institution  forty-nine  patients  that  properly 
belong  to  other  districts  of  the  State.  Steps  should  be  taken  to 
have  these^  patients  transferred  to  the  districts  entitled  to  them,  so 
that  better  accommodations  could  be  afforded  to  the  new  cases  con- 
stantly applying  for  admission. 

In  caring  for  those  within  the  Institution,  we  have  endeavored 
to  practice  the  strictest  economy  commensurate  with  the  duty  we 
owed  to  them  and  to  the  people  of  the  State.  The  appropriations 
made  for  this  purpose  are  as  follows:

The  first  three  named  are  the  regular  appropriations,  and  made 
for  the  general  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Institution,  while  the 
special  appropriations  are  made  for  the  specific  purposes  indicated. 
All  of  the  regular  appropriations,  viz:  Maintenance,  Kepairs  and 
Clothing,  have  been  expended  during  the  past  year. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  during  the  past  year  esti- 
mated from  the  total  expenditure  from  the  maintenance  fund  is 
$151.15;  but,  as  the  sum  of  $11,730.15  was  expended  from  the 
sum  for  permanent  improvements,  the  making  of  which  was  abso- 
lutely necessary,  this  amount  should  not  be  considered  in  estimating 


the  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance.  Deducting  this  snm  from  the 
$240,000.00  appropriated  for  maintenance,  leaves  the  snm  of  $228,- 
269.85  expended  for  purely  maintenance  purposes,  making  the 
actual  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  $143.75. 

PROPERTY. 

The  appraisement  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Institution 
shows  its  value  to  be  as  follows:

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  year  we  have  completed  the  plumbing  in  the  depart- 
ment for  men,  which  was  begun  last  year.  The  old  plumbing  had 
been  for  several  years  not  only  a  source  of  annoyance  and  incon- 
venience, but  was  no  doubt  one  of  the  causes  of  much  of  the  sick- 
ness in  that  department.  It  is  now,  we  are  glad  to  say,  all  in  good 
sanitary  condition. 

A  new  kitchen  has  been  completed  at  the  department  for  women, 
by  fitting  up  the  rooms  in  the  rear  of  that  building  formerly  used 
as  boiler  rooms,  so  that  now  the  kitchen  can  be  removed  from  the 
basement  into  these  rooms,  where  the  general  arrangement  and  ven- 
tilation are  such  as  to  make  the  work  much  more  pleasant  for  those 
engaged  therein.  A  new  bakery  has  been  constructed  in  the  rear  of 
the  department  for  women,  separate  from  the  main  building,  so 
that  not  only  is  the  arrangement  and  equipment  a  great  improve- 
ment over  the  old  one,  but  its  being  separated  from  the  main  build- 
ing removes  from  it  any  danger  of  fire  therefrom. 

The  ncAV  green  house  for  wliich  the  appropriation  was  made  by 
the  last  General  Assembly  is  now  being  erected.  This  buil ding- 
will  not  only  enable  us  to  supply  the  various  wards  with  flowers, 
which  have  been  a  great  source  of  enjoyment  and  pleasure  to  the 
patients,  but  its  location  and  architecture  add  greatly  to  the  beauty 
of  the  grounds,  it  being  located  near  the  front  where  the  ]iatients 
are  taken  u])on  their  daily  walks  and  where  all  jiersons  who  vi^it  tlie 
lui-titntioii  can  observe  it. 
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We  have  also  constructed  an  apparatus  for  supplying  the  depart- 
ment for  men  with  hot  water,  so  that  each  ward  is  provided  for  at 
all  times.  During  the  year  the  boilers  and  machinery  of  the  boiler 
house  have  been  overhauled  and  improved  so  that  now  everything 
connected  with  that  department  is  in  good  order. 

A  high  board  fence  has  been  erected  at  the  northwest  portion 
of  the  grounds,  opposite  that  portion  used  for  ball-playing  and 
amusements,  and  the  work  generally  of  improving  and  beautifying 
the  grounds  has  been  continued. 

We  also  secured  an  extension  of  two  years  of  the  contract  with 
the  Manufacturers'  ^Natural  Gas  Company  for  the  supply  of  fuel 
gas  for  the  Institution  at  the  same  rate  as  under  the  old  contract, 
and  also  made  arrangements  to  procure  the  supply  of  gas  direct 
from  the  high-pressure  mains  of  the  company,  which  will  insure  a 
better  supply  of  gas. 

At  the  beginning  of  another  fiscal  year  we  are  confronted  not 
only  wath  increased  numbers  in  the  Institution  and  higher  prices  for 
provisions,  but  with  a  reduced  appropriation  for  maintenance.  The 
last  General  Assembly,  for  some  unexplained  reason,  saw  fit  to 
make  a  further  reduction  of  $15,000.00,  thus  requiring  the  Insti- 
tution, with  its  increased  numbers,'  to  be  maintained  upon  an  appro-, 
priation  of  $225,000.00.  So  that  the  progress  and  improvement 
of  the  past  few  years  can  not  reasonably  be  expected  during  the 
coming  two  years. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  excellent  service 
Tendered  during  the  past  year  by  all  of  the  employes  of  the  Insti- 
tution. The  discipline  maintained,  the  condition  of  each  depart- 
ment, and  the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  year,  all  testify 
to  the  excellent  ability  of  Superintendent  Edenharter.  The  work 
of  Mr.  I^eidigh,  the  steward,  in  discharging  the  important  dutigs 
devolving  upon  him,  deserves  special  mention.  The  work  of  all  the 
subordinate  ofiicers  and  employes  has  been  of  that  excellent  class 
of  service  heretofore  rendered. 

In  caring  for  the  Institution,  and  in  doing  all  things  connected 
with  our  duties,  we  have  endeaA^ored  to  exercise  the  same  care  and 
economy  that  we  would  in  the  transaction  of  our  own  private  af- 
fairs, and  the  results  accomplished  can  best  testify  whether  or  not 
Ave  haA^e  acted  AA^sely  in  so  doing. 
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In  conclusion,  permit  ns  to  say  that  it  is  the  desire  of  this  Board 
that  not  only  yourself,  but  all  people  of  this  State  who  are  inter- 
ested in  this  Institution,  ma}^  visit  it,  and,  by  personal  observation,, 
judge  of  its  merits  and  its  needs.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT, 


To  the  Hoyjorable  Board  of  Trustees: 

GEJfTLEMEis- — In  accordance  witli  tlie  nsiial  custom,  the  follow- 
ing abstract  from  the  statistical  tables  embodied  in  the  report  is 
arranged  for  your  convenience: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  enrolled  1,586  patients 
— 711  men  and  875  women.  At  the  close  of  the  year  we  have 
remaining  1,613  patients — 710  men  and  903  women. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty- two  patients — 290  men  and  232 
women — were  admitted  during  the  year;  367  patients — 165  men 
and  117  women: — were  discharged  (three  of  this  number  were  not 
insane);  126  patients — 71  men  and  57  women — have  died  during 
the  year. 

Total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the  year, 
2,106;  daily  average  number  under  treatment,  1,587.8. 

Percentage  of  recoveries  to  the  total  number  of  patients  mider 
treatment,  8.55;  percentage  of  recoveries  to  daily  average  number 
Tinder  treatment,  11.4;  percentage  of  recoveries  to  number  admitted 
during  the  year,  34.7. 

Percentage  of  deaths  to  the  total  number  of  patients  enrolled, 
6.12;  percentage  of  deaths  to  daily  average  number  under  treat- 
ment, 8.06. 

Two  men  and  one  woman  committed  suicide  during  the  year. 

Pourteen  male  patients  eloped  during  the  year;  all  but  one  of 
them  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  the  grounds,  having  almost  recovered 
from  their  attacks  of  insanity.  All  but  two  of  the  eloped  were  re- 
turned to  the  hospital. 

There  are  yet  49  patients — 7  men  and  42  women — under  our 
care  which  belong  in  the  other  districts. 

I  refer  again  to  the  fact  that  the  capacity  of  this  hospital  is  over- 
taxed. The  increase  during  the  year  was  greater  than  ever  before, 
and  the  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  is  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  this  Institution.  The  relief  asked  for  from  the  last 
'General  Assembly:  an  appropriation  to  erect  two  dining  halls  for 
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the  department  for  men — thereby  improving  the  sanitary  condition? 
of  the  bnikling,  besides  creating  additional  room  for  about  100 
patients — was  not  granted,  and,  in  consequence,  that  department  is 
more  than  ever  overcrowded. _  We  were  compelled  to  discharge  50 
male  patients,  whose  cases  were  chronic  and  who  have  been  in 
this  hospital  over  five  years.  These  unfortunates  were  returned  to 
their  county's  care. 

Last  spring  we  sent  circulars  to  the  42  counties  belonging  to  the 
Central  Indiana  District;  all  but  11  replied  and  we  ascertained 
that  176  patients  were  cared  for  by  the  31  counties.  Marion 
County  headed  the  list  with  51  patients  cared  for  at  its  county 
house,  and  Vigo  following  with  27. 

Some  of  the  counties  earnestly  plead  to  have  their  chronic  cases 
admitted  into  the  hospital,  and  on  being  rejected  or  patients  being- 
already  in  the  hospital,  discharged  to  their  care,  have  felt  the  hard- 
ship thus  imposed  upon  them  by  the  vState  not  providing  adequate 
room. 

There  are  at  this  writing  in  the  neighborhood  of  225  cases  in 
this  district  cared  for  by  the  different  counties.  Certainly  a  de- 
plorable condition  of  affairs  for  the  great  State  of  Indiana. 

In  addition  to  the  lack  of  room,  we  have  a  condition  which,  in 
our  judgment,  is  worse,  staring  us  in  the  face,  and  that  is  a  deficient 
appropriation  in  all  departments  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  It  will 
be  impossible  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the  hospital  upon  the 
amount  granted,  and  this  may  result  in  the  further  discharge  of 
patients  to  counties  for  maintenance. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

With  the  exception  of  Dr.  Franklin  E.  Eay,  the  staff  remain& 
the  same.  Dr.  Eay  resigned  to  enter  private  practice  at  Fairland, 
Ind.  He  severed  his  connection  with  the  Institution  after  six  years 
of  faithful  service,  and  has  the  best  wishes  of  all  for  his  future  suc- 
cess. The  vacancy  Avas  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Edmund 
Ludlow. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Pettijohn,  of  Hamilton  County,  Indiana,  was  appointed 
as  interne  during  the  year.

PATHOLOGIST. 


Dr.  Eobert  Hessler,  of  Connersville,  Ind.,  received  the  appoiut- 
iiient  as  Pathologist  to  the  Institution.  He  enters  upon  his  work 
fully  prepared  for  its  responsible  duties.  It  affords  us  much  pleas- 
ure to  be  able  to  say,  in  this  connection,  that,  after  many  vexatious 
delays,  our  Pathological  Department  has  been  opened  for  practical 
Avork.  Briefly,  this  work  will  consist,  in  the  beginning,  of  a  course 
of  instruction  for  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital  in  histology  and 
clinical  chemistry,  followed  by  bacteriology  and  pathology.  The 
examination  of  blood,  pus,  urine,  new  growths,  etc.,  as  aids  to  a 
thorough  understanding  of  clinical  cases;  systematic  post  mortem 
examinations,  very  thorougli,  of  each  organ;  original  work,  as  op- 
portunity offers;  examinations  of  food  products  can  also  be  made, 
if  occasion  arises — the  laboratory  having  special  apparatus  for  such 
work. 

In  order  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  this  department  to  the  phy- 
sicians of  the  State  generally,  and  to  medical  students  and  persons 
particularly  interested,  clinics  will  be  held  from  time  to  time,  when 
a  necropsy  is  to  be  made,  in  which  opportunity  will  be  given  to  ex- 
amine patients  presenting  a  condition  similar  to  that  of  the  case  to 
be  examined  post  mortem.  It  may  also  be  mentioned  that  regular 
meetings  of  the  medical  staff  will  be  held  for  the  report  and  discus- 
sion of  cases  and  for  the  presentation  of  papers. 


IMPROVEMENT  AND  REPAIRS. 
PLUMBING  AT  DEPAKTMKNT  FOR  MEN. 

The  plumbing  at  the  Deyjartment  for  Men  has  been  completely 
overhauled — finishing  the  work  begun  last  year. 

KITCHEN,    DEPARTMENT    FOR    WOMEN. 

The  new  kitchen  at  this  department  is  rapidly  approaching  com- 
pletion, and  will  be  in  every  respect  a  credit  to  the  Institution. 
I^ew  refrigerators  for  this  department  have  been  purchased. 
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BAKERY. 

A  new  bakery  lias  been  bnilt  to  the  rear  of  the  Department  for 
Women ;  this  was  made  absolutely  necessary  not  only  by  the  fearful 
condition  of  the  "old  shop,"  but  because  of  building'  the  new 
kitchen,  which  necessitated  the  removal  of  the  same. 

HOT  WATER  APPARATUS,   DEPARTMENT   FOR  MEN. 

At  this  department,  owing  to  the  complete  decay  of  the  old 
boiler,  it  became  necessary  to  put  in  two  heaters  of  large  capacity; 
at  the  present  they  are  meeting  all  demands  for  hot  water  for  all 
purposes. 

FENCE. 

A  new  board  fence,  eight  feet  high,  was  constructed  on  the  north 
and  west  &ides  of  the  "ball  ground." 

CARPETS,   PAPERING,    PAINTING. 

The  main  halls  and  all  front  rooms  at  the  Department  for  Men 
were  carpeted.  They  were  also  papered,  changing  their  appearance 
greatly.  The  "telephone  office"  at  the  Department  for  Women 
was  also  carpeted. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

These  have  been,  as  in  former  years,  varying  as  opportunity 
offered,  but  consisting  mainly  of  dancing,  base  ball  and  entertain- 
ments. 

RELIGIOUS   SERVICES. 

These  continue  to  be  of  interest  to  a  great  many,  and  are  highly 
appreciated. 

LIP.RARY. 

Quite  a  number  of  books  have  been  added  to  the  general  library. 
The  latest  medical  works  were  purchased  as  published.  (For  list, 
consult  invoice  in  report). 
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MUSICAL   INSTRUMENTS. 


Four  pianos  and  two  organs  were  purchased  for  use  in  wards 
during  the  past  year. 


FURNITURE. 


All  attendants'  rooms  at  the  Department  for  Women  were  fur- 
nished with  single  iron  bedsteads.  In  this  connection,  I  desire  to 
add  that  the  furniture  of  tlie  entire  Institution  is  in  a  deplorable 
condition,  most  of  it  beyond  repair. 


FIRE   SERVICE. 


We  added  a  considerable  quantity  of  fire  hose  to  our  equipment, 
also  a  number  of  fire  extinguishers. 


FOOD  AND  CLOTHING. 


These  have  in  all  respects  been  sufficient  as  to  quantity  and 
quality. 


CONSERVATORY. 

This  building  was  erected  during  the  past  year. 

NEEDS. 

With  reference  to  our  needs  I  will  simply  repeat  what  is  con- 
tained in  my  last  report,  viz. : 

Additional  room  for  patients. 

]^ew  dining  rooms  at  Department  for  Men. 

Detention  department  for  acute  cases. 

A  building  for  general  hospital  purposes,  with  a  capacity  of  100 
beds  fully  equipped  for  the  best  medical  and  surgical  service. 

Pavilions  for  contagious  diseases. 

Buildings  for  convalescents. 

Cold  storage  system. 

Water-mains  encircling  the  buildings  for  fire  purposes  only. 

Pavilions  for  the  protection  of  the  patients  when  in  the  grove.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Hon.  James  A.  Mount, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

Sir — The  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Trustees,  after  serv- 
ing in  the  same  capacity  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  for 
the  Indiana  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 
prior  and  up  to  March  5,  1897,  were  legislated  out  of  office  on  the 
date  mentioned  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  providing  for  the  better  government,  management,  con- 
trol and  general  supervision  of  certain  institutions.  Afterwards, 
on  March  17,  1897,  each  member  of  the  retiring  Board  was  reap- 
pointed by  yourself — Charles  E.  Haugh  to  serve  until  January  1, 
1898;  Tarvin  C.  Grooms  until  January  1,  1899,  and  .Samuel  A. 
Bonner  until  January  1,  1900.  And  as  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  we  now  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  re- 
port concerning  the  trust  confided  to  our  keeping,  at  the  same  time 
thanking  the  Governor  for  his  manifestation  of  confidence  by  our 
reappointment  and  for  his  interest  in  the  Institution  which  we  rep- 
resent. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  under  the  wise  and  judicious  man- 
agement of  the  Superintendent  and  an  efficient  corps  of  instructors 
success  has  attended  the  Institution  in  every  department  during  the 
year  and  that  it  has  taken  an  advanced  position  among  similar  in- 
stitutions of  our  country.  The  idea  of  the  management  has  been 
to  do  that  which  was  for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  and  in  the 
selection  of  assistants  by  the  Superintendent  and  their  confirmation 
by  the  Board,  merit  has  controlled,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other 
considerations.  By  reason  of  this  much  good  has  been  accom- 
plished— great  good  for  the  pupils  as  well  as  for  the  State.  Har- 
mony has  existed  among  the  Board,  officers,  teachers  and  employes. 

We  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
herewith  attached  and  hereof  made  a  part,  wherein  full  account  is 
given  of  financial  and  other  transactions  for  the  year  and  of  repairs 


and  improvements  made.  Therein  will  be  found  full  and  complete 
statements  concerning  tlie  value  of  the  property  of  the  Institution 
and  of  the  products  of  its  farm  and  garden,  the  amounts  of  earnings 
paid  the  Treasurer  of  State,  the  amount  and  value  of  clothing  fur- 
nished indigent  pupils,  the  receipts,  expenditures  and  per  capita 
expense  and  all  other  necessary  information  required  by  law. 

We  take  a  pardonable  pride  in  the  financial  exhibit  of  the  Insti- 
tution considering  the  increased  number  of  pupils,  the  decreased 
appropriation  and  the  rising  price  of  commodities. 

It  has  been  a  helpful  thing  to  know  that  the  State  has  provided 
a  Board  of  State  Charities  whose  members  are  familiar  with  this 
and  other  State  institutions,  and  who  can  be  depended  upon  for  ad- 
vice and  assistance  whenever  needed.  The  Board  has  been  of  very 
great  value  to  the  public  institution  service  of  the  State,  and  to  its 
Secretary,  Ernest  P.  Bicknell,  and  to  the  committee  upon  this  In- 
stitution we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  their  interest  in 
our  peculiar  work. 

In  concluding  this  report  the  Board  would  fall  short  of  the  full 
discharge  of  its  duty  if  it  failed  to  refer  to  the  work  of  Superin- 
tendent Johnson  and  Mrs.  C.  E.  Johnson,  the  Matron,  and  of  all  the 
officers,  teachers  and  employes  of  the  Institution — their  constant 
loyalty,  their  tireless  industry  and  large  knowledge  of  what  to  do 
and  how  to  do  it ;  their  abiding  interest  in  and  concern  for  and  care 
of  the  cliildren  confined  to  their  keeping,  having  made  the  super- 
visory work  of  this  Board  an  easy  burden  to  bear.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


7o  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  witli  law  and  for  your  consideration 
I  submit  tlie  following  statement  concerning  financial  transactions 
and  scliolastic  record  of  the  Institution  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
October  31,  1897,  it  being  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent and  the  fifty-fourth  of  the  Institution.  As  another  annual  re- 
port, wherein  will  be  set  forth  matters  relating  to  the  biennial  term, 
which  includes  the  past  year,  must  be  presented  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  General  Assembly,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  at  this 
time  to  give  more  than  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  year's  progress  and 
call  your  attention  to  classified  and  itemized  statements,  roster  of 
pupils  and  various  other  exhibits,  including  the  annual  inventory 
hereinafter  set  out  and  made  part  of  this  report. 

CHANGES  IN  OFFICIAL  ROSTER. 

On  September  1  several  changes  occurred  in  the  corps  of  teach- 
ers. Dr.  William  H.  Latham,  full  of  years  and  honor,  beloved  of 
all  who  have  had  to  do  with  the  Institution  either  as  officer,  teacher 
pupil  or  employe,  was  made  "Professor  Emeritus"  of  History,  Moral 
Philosophy  and  Civics  in  token  of  his  long,  faithful  and  valuable 
services  as  instructor  and  author  and  of  his  active  work  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  deaf  covering  a  period  of  fifty-two  years,  forty-four 
of  which  had  been  given  to  the  Indiana  Institution.  Mr.  Stephen 
W.  Gilbert  resigned  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  position  as  teacher 
in  the  Missouri  State  School  for  the  Deaf.  Mr.  Charles  Kerney  re- 
tired on  account  of  ill  health.  Miss  Letitia  M.  Booth,  formerly  a 
teacher  in  this  Institution  and  later  in  the  Central  ISTew  York 
School ;  Miss  Elizabeth  Eay  trained  as  an  oral  teacher  in  the  Clarke 
School  at  ^Northampton,  Mass.,  and  Mr.  Utten  E.  Eead,  M.  A.,  a 
graduate  of  Illinois  College  and  of  the  normal  department  of  Gal- 
laudet  College,  have  been  added  to  the  corps. 
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111  JSTovember,  1896,  Mrs.  Sarali  C.  Peters,  wlio  had  served  as 
Matron  for  a  mimber  of  years,  resigned  to  be  married,  and  Mrs.  C 
E.  Johnson  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  In  August,  1897, 
Miss  Mary  Conghlin,  who  had  served  as  Housekeeper  for  a  long 
period,  retired,  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  Jennie  Hoover  as  Assistant  Matron  and  Housekeeper. 

Misses  Virena  Warburton  and  Jessie  Skinner  and  Mrs.  Margaret 
Bolyn,  of  the  Indianapolis  Kindergarten  and  Primary  Normal 
Training  School,  have  been  received  as  "teachers  in  training"  and 
given  classes  in  the  kindergarten  department,  where  they  are  doing 
excellent  work.

RESIDENCE  OF  PUPILS. 

Tonr  attention  is  called  to  a  tabnlated  statement  arranged  by 
counties  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  report,  showing  the  number 
of  pupils  received,  the  number  discharged  and  the  number  remain- 
ing and  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution.  The  number 
really  entitled  to  its  benefits  is  larger  than  the  number  shown  at 
the  end  of  any  one  year,  for  this  statement  refers  only  to  those  who 
have  been  in  attendance  at  some  time  during  the  year,  those  of 
former  years  being  dropped  from  consideration.  An  inspection  of 
the  statement  will  show  that  pupils  have  been  received  from  82  of 
the  92  counties,  those  not  represented  being  Bartholomew,  Benton, 
Brown,  Fayette,  Ohio,  Eipley,  Scott,  Warren,  Wells,  Whitley. 

THE  HEALTH. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  fiscal  year,  ISTovember  1  to 
January  31,  the  general  health  of  the  school  was  excellent,  but  on 
the  29th  of  January  an  accident  occurred  to  Ellen  Ledwick,  aged 
seven  years,  whereby  she  lost  her  life.  Bushing  from  the  study 
room,  on  the  second  floor,  to  tlje  stairway,  she  attempted  to  slide 
down  the  balustrade,  but,  losing  her  balance,  she  fell  to  the  floor 
below,  striking  upon  her  left  side.  Concussion  of  the  brain  re- 
sulted, from  which  she  died  instantly,  and,  from  all  indications, 
without  pain.  The  body  was  sent  to  her  home  in  South  Bend  for 
interment. 

On  February  6  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  developed  on  the  girls'  side. 
This  case  was  promptly  isolated  under  the  care  of  a  special  nurse, 
and  recovery  followed  in  due  time.    On  March  19  a  case  of  measles 
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appeared,  followed  on  tlie  29tli  by  nine  more  cases  and  a  second  case 
of  scarlet  fever.  During  the  montli  of  April  40  additional  cases 
of  measles  developed,  making  50  in  all  and  of  virulent  form.  Of 
tliese  cases,  many  of  wMcli  were  complicated  with,  other  ailments, 
two  were  complicated  by  cronp,  three  by  pneumonia  and  one  was 
followed  by  diphtheria  and  one  by  scarlet  fever,  making  the  third 
case.  All  were  promptly  isolated  under  the  care  of  special  and 
trained  nurses.  Under  the  watchful  and  kind  attention  of  physi- 
cians and  nurses  complete  recovery  was  made  without  bad  effects  in 
all  but  three  cases: 

Harry  Stephens,  of  Delaware  County,  aged  seven  years,  ill  of 
measles  complicated  by  croup,  died  March  31  at  10:15  o'clock  a.  m. 
Interment  was  made  in  the  Institution  lot  at  Crown  Hill  Cemetery, 
Indianapolis. 

Susan  Gr.  Cummings,  of  Huntingburg,  Dubois  County,  aged 
eight  years,  ill  of  scarlet  fever,  died  April  7  at  Y  o'clock  a.  m.  The 
body  was  sent  to  her  home  for  interment,  all  requirements  of  the 
law  having  been  complied  with, 

Robert  Cutteridge,  of  Chandler,  Warrick  County,  aged  10  years, 
died  on  April  10  at  12  o'clock  noon,  of  heart  paralysis,  following 
diphtheria,  which  succeeded  a  primary  attack  of  measles.  The  body 
was  sent  to  his  home  for  interment. 

The  report  of  the  jSTurse  filed  with  the  Superintendent  at  the 
close  of  the  year  shows  26Y  cases  entered  upon  the  infirmary  regis- 
ter during  the  year.  This  number  does  not  include  the  many  cases 
of  minor  importance  reporting  from  time  to  time  for  treatment  and 
medicine,  but  not  requiring  detention  in  the  infirmary.  The  list  of 
complaints  entered  upon  the  register  is  as  follows :

THE  SCHOOL. 

The  enrollment  of  pnpils  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  was  317, 
five  more  than  at  the  same  time  last  year.  The  school  is  divided 
into  five  departments — the  Manual,  the  Oral,  the  liindergarten,  the 
Art  and  the  Industrial,  the  two  latter  being  composed  of  pupils 
selected  from  the  Manual  and  Oral  classes,  according  to  age  and 
capacity.  The  Kindergarten  classes  are  in  a  great  measure  prepar- 
atory to  the  Oral  department,  and  may  be  set  down  as  part  thereof. 

For  the  Manual  and  the  Oral  departments  a  regular  and  well- 
graded  course  of  study,  given  elsewhere,  and  covering  10  years,  is 
prescribed,  and  the  classes  are  divided  into  five  primary,  two  inter- 
mediate and  three  academic  grades,  each  grade  requiring  a  year  to 
complete  it. 

In  the  Manual  classes  reliance  is  had  nearly  altogether  upon  the 
sign  langiiage,  the  manual  alphabet  and  writing;  in  the  Oral  classes, 
speech,  speech-reading,  the  manual  alphabet  and  writing  are  used, 
the  sign  language  being  discarded  except  in  very  limited  degree. 
]n  the  Kindergarten  classes  every  known  method  is  used  in  regular 
kindergarten  work  adapted  to  the  needs  of  little  deaf  children,  but 
npecial"  attention  is  given  during  the  first  year  of  the  work  to  speech- 
reading,  and  during  the  second  year  to  both  speech  and  speech- 
reading.  In  the  Art  department  drawing  is  taught  to  every  pupil 
and  instruction  is  given  to  the  girls  of  the  last  four  years  in  crayon 
sketching,  pastel  work,  painting  in  oil  and  water  colors,  modeling, 
designing  and  wood-carving.  In  the  Industrial  department  instruc- 
tion is  given  in  printing,  shoemaking,  carpentry,  cabinet-making, 
cooking,  baking,  floriculture  and  barbering.  Instruction  is  given 
to  the  girls  in  all  kinds  of  housework  and  in  plain  and  fancy  sewing, 
dressmaking,  needle  work,  etc.  Boys  not  assigned  to  trade  courses 
and  other  places  mentioned  are  required  to  do  police  duty  around 
the  buildings  and  grounds  and  to  labor  upon  the  farm.

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  city  has  laid  cement  walks  on  both  sides 
of  Southeastern  avenue  (Michigan  road),  on  each  side  of  which  the 
Institution  has  a  frontage  of  1,341  feet.  This  improvement  has 
been  made  by  the  city,  acting  under  a  provision  of  its  charter,  and 
the  Institution  has  had  no  voice  in  the  matter  at  all.  The  work  has 
been  performed,  and  the  contractors  look  to  the  General  Assembly 
for  payment. 

REGULAR  AND  SPECIFIC  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  last  General  Assembly  made  us  regular  and  specific  appro- 
priations as  follows — the  regular  appropriations  for  each  year  of 
the  biennial  term  beginning  ISTovember  1,  1897;  the  specific  appro- 
priations available  from  and  after  the  passage  of  the  appropriation 
bill  and  until  October  31,  1898:

'■'Includes  two  advanced,  or  second  year,  kindergarten  classes,  numbering  nineteen. 
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Altlioiigli  prices  are  steadily  advancing  along  all  lines,  it  is  hoped 
by  strict  economy  to  finisli  eacli  year  of  tha, biennial  term  without  a 
deficiency  chargeable  to  maintenance.  A  very  decided  reduction 
has  already  been  made  by  your  Board  in  administrative  expense, 
but  if  the  school  increases  in  size,  and  if  there  be  still  further  ad- 
vance in  the  prices  of  commodities,  it  is  feared  that  a  small  defi- 
ciency may  be  created.  Every  possible  effort,  however,  will  be 
made  to  prevent  such  a  thing. 

MAINTENANCE. 

Out  of  the  maintenance  fund  during  the  past  year  was  paid  all 
the  running  expenses  of  the  Institution  in  the  way  of  administra- 
tion, office  expense,  household  equipment,  school  expense,  heat, 
light  and  power,  grounds,  stock  and  stable,  pupils'  personal 
expense,  food  supplies,  etc.,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  was 
a  small  balance  unexpended — $367.05 — which  was  returned  to  the 
general  fund. 

CURRENT  EXPENSES  AND  REPAIRS  FUND. 

Out  of  this  fund  a  great  deal  of  ordinary  improving  and  repairing 
was  done  during  the  year,  which  may  be  briefly  and  generally 
stated  as  follows: 

Eoofs  have  been  repaired  in  places,  the  middle  building  gutter 
relined,  and  gutters  and  down-spouis  generally  repaired ;  new  floors 
have  been  laid  and  old  ones  patched ;  several  new  window  sash  have 
replaced  the  old  in  the  fifth  floor  front  and  new  window  sash 
and  glass  in  the  first  floor  rear;  the  bake  shop  has  been  remodeled 
with  new  floor,  wooden  ceiling  and  pantry  rooms,  and  the  bake 
ovens  rebuilt;  new  shingle  roofs  have  been  placed  upon  the  barn 
and  lathe  room ;  fences  have  been  repaired  and  renewed ;  engineer's 
and  electrician's  repairs  have  been  made  and  the  water  closets  and 
lavatories  overhauled;  the  water  tanks  on  the  fifth  floor  were  braced 
with  iron  beams,  broken  sewers  were  patched,  old  cement  walks 
repaired  and  new  sections  laid ;  a  new  receptacle  was  built  for  slops 
and  gravel  placed  in  the  barnyard  and  around  the  gymnasium ;  en- 
gines in  the  boiler  room  and  laundry  were  overhauled  and  pipe  cov- 
ering placed  in  the  lighting  station;  water  closets  and  sinks  have 
been  placed  in  the  two  pest  rooms  and  a  five-section  lavatory  in 
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Dormitory  1;  new  stationary  tubs  have  been  placed  in  tbe  laundry; 
bouse  telephones  have  been  placed,  connecting  tbe  various  build- 
ings with  the  office;  plastering  and  whitewashing  have  been  done 
v/liere  needed,  rooms  have  been  repapered,  and  new  carpets  and 
window  curtains  purchased;  new  ranges,  coffee  urns,  tea  urns, 
broilers,  sauce-pan  racks,  etc.,  have  been  placed  in  the  kitchen,  a 
cement  floor  being  placed  under  the  large  range;  furniture  has 
been  repaired  and  the  painting  of  wood-work  throughout  the  build- 
ings has  been  general;  side  walls  and  ceilings  have  been  painted 
in  many  of  the  private  rooms  and  in  the  bake  shop,  kitchen,  laundry 
and  other  places;  floors  have  been  oiled,  fire  extinguishers  purchased 
and  numerous  minor  improvements  made;  brick  walls  were  built 
under  the  north  greenhouse,  etc.,  etc.  A  small  unexpended  balance 
($29.91)  remained  in  this  fund  and  has  been  returned  to  the  general 
fund. 

INDUSTRIAL  FUND. 

Out  of  this  fund  during  the  year  we  paid  all  running  expenses  of 
the  Industrial  department — printing  office,  cabinet  shop,  shoe  shop 
and  sewing  room;  repaired  and  remodeled  the  cabinet  shop  on  the 
inside,  purchased  new  material  and  tools  therefor,  likewise  new 
material  and  tools  for  the  shoe  shop  and  printing  office.  A  small 
unexpended  balance  ($34.76)  has  been  returned  to  the  general 
fund. 

SPECIAL  PAYMENTS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Through  the  specific  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  we  were  enabled  during  the  past  summer  to  pay  off  the 
deficit  of  the  year  preceding  and  t©  make  several  new  improve- 
ments, as  follows : 

Erect  boiler  house  addition  (brick)  and  place  therein  a  new  tubular 
boiler,  a  steam  pmmp  and  a  combined  heater  and  filter  for  electric 
lighting  purposes. 

Erect  laundry  addition  (brick)  for  use  as  an  ironing  room  and  place 
therein  a  90-inch  mangle,  one  collar,  cuff  and  bosom  ironer  and 
one  30-inch  body  ironer,  making  steam,  gas  and  electric  connec- 
tions to  the  plant. 

Erect  gymnasium  building  (frame). 
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The  funds  for  the  boiler  and  boiler  honse  addition  and  for  the 
'deficit  have  been  completely  exhausted.  A  balance  remains  in  each 
of  the  other  two  specific  appropriations,  which  has  been  carried  for- 
ward for  use  during  the  new  fiscal  year.

In  making  comparison  witli  other  similar  schools  in  other  States 
(and  this  is  the  only  fair  comparison  to  make),  the  total  net  per 
capita  payments  for  maintenance  and  industries  should  be  taken, 
for  it  has  been  found  that  other  schools  do  not  include  repairs  in 
their  showing  of  per  capita  expense — they  confine  themselves  to 
payments  for  ordinary  expense  (maintenance).  Another  thing 
should  be  borne  in  mind:  we  have  tak&n  as  the  divisor  the  average 
daily  nnmber  of  pnpils  present  (302),  and  not  the  total  number  of 
those  enrolled  during  the  year  (364),  which  lattea"  number  is  most 
frequently  used  for  the  purpose  of  computing  per  capita  expense. 
With  364  as  a  divisor,  the  net  per  capita  would  appear  very  much 
less  than  as  given  above.  "While  this  would  not  be  correct,  it  is  not 
as  incorrect  as  one  would  suppose,  if  thought  be  given  to  the  fact 
that  a  certain  fixed  number  of  ofiicers,  teachers  and  employes  must 
be  provided,  whether  the  number  of  pupils  during  the  year  be  more 
or  less,  as  they  are  of  both  sexes  and"  in  or  from  twenty-five  classes. 

Investigation  vdll  show  that  in  most  schools  for  the  deaf  which 
are  progressive,  well-equipped  and  in  the  front  rank,  the  per  capita 
expense  is  far  greater  than  in  Indiana,  and  it  is  with  such  schools 
that  Indiana  files  abreast.  The  latest  published  statement  concern- 
ing the  matter  (American  Annals  for  the  Deaf,  January,  1897), 
shows  that  the  average  per  capita  expense  for  the  maintaining  of 
twenty-four  leading  schools  in  the  United  States  was  $263.66>. 

If  comparison  be  made  with  benevolent,  penal  and  reformatory 
institutions  in  Indiana,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is  purely 
a  school  in  every  sense  of  the  term ;  that  a  gTeater  number  of  teach- 
ers and  smaller  classes  are  required  than  in  ordinary  schools,  and 
that  teachers  who  must  necessarily  be  skilled  in  a  peculiar  work 
•command  higher  salaries  than  do  teachers  in  any  other  line  of  work.

TIO^  OE  PUPILS  AND  WHAT  SHALL  BE 

TAUGHT  THEM. 


(Adopte/d  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  July  6.  1893.) 

1.  This  Institution  is  open  to  all  tlie  deaf  of  the  State  free  of 
charge,  provided  they  are  of  suitable  age  and  capacity  for  receiving 
instruction,  and  are  too  deaf  to  be  educated  in  the  common  schools. 

2.  Pupils  will  be  considered  of  proper  age  between  the  years 
of  eight  and  twenty-one.  No  applicant  who  is  idiotic,  feeble- 
minded, afflicted  with  sore  eyes  or  with  a  contagious  or  offensive 
disease,  or  who  is  an  invalid  so  confirmed  as  to  prevent  study,  will 
be  received. 

3.  This  Institution  is  in  no  sense  an  asylum,  neither  is  it  a  hos- 
pital.    It  is  strictly  an  educational  institution — a  school. 

4.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  pupils  must  be  made  upon 
regular  blanks  of  the  Institution,  which  will  be  furnished  the  ap- 
plicant by  the  Superintendent.  All  questions  on  these  blanks  must 
be  fully  answered,  and  the  requirement  of  the  certificate  of  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  on  the  back  thereof  (that  the  person  seeking  ad- 
mission as  a  pupil  is  a  legal  resident  of  the  county  named),  must  be 
complied  with.     (See  section  2762,  E.  S.  1881). 

5.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions:  (1)  The 
pupil,  provided  with  clothing,  must  be  brought  to  the  Institution 
punctually  at  the  beginning  of  each  session^,  unless  detained  at  home 
by  sickness.  (2)  The  pupil  is  to  remain  in  school  until  the  second 
Wednesday  in  June  of  each  year.  (3)  No  parent  or  guardian  will 
be  allowed  to  take  a  pupil  out  of  the  school  during  the  session  with- 
out some  urgent  reason.  (4)  Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  go  home 
during  the  holidays. 

6.  The  annual  session  of  school  begins  on  Wednesday  of  the 
week  during  which  the  State  Eair  is  held  (usually  September  20  to 
24)  and  closes  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June.  Pupils  must 
report  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
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7.  ISTo  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  circumstances,  will  be 
received  at  any  time  other  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  annual 
session. 

8.  The  Institution  will  provide  for  each  pupil  regularly  admit- 
ted, boarding,  lodging,  washing,  superintendence  of  conduct,  man- 
ners and  physical  needs,  instruction,  school  supplies,  etc.,  but  will 
not  pay  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  in  coming  to  or  going  from  the 
Institution,  nor  supply  them  with  clothing,  except  under  certain 
conditions  mentioned  in  Paragraph  11. 

9.  All  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  to  and  from  the  Institution 
must  be  defrayed  by  their  parents  or  guardians.  They  are  also  re- 
quired to  furnish  annually  to  each  pupil  sent  by  them  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  suitable  clothing  to  last  until  the  close  of  the  term. 
(See  Sec.  2763,  E.  S.  1881.)  A  good,  stout  trunk  must  also  be 
supplied.  The  name  of  the  pupil  must  be  written  with  indelible 
ink  upon  all  articles  of  clothing,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost  when 
not  so  marked. 

10.  The  applicant  must  deposit  with  the  Superintendent,  when 
the  pupil  is  admitted,  a  sum  not  less  than  $5.00  to  defray  incidental 
expenses  for  said  pupil  during  the  year.  If  any  part  of  said  deposit 
should  remain  unexpended  at  the  close  of  the  annual  session,  it  will 
be  returned  or  carried  forward  to  the  next  session,  as  the  applicant 
may  desire. 

11.  When  it  is  established  that  a  person  is  in  indigent  circum- 
stances, and  the  parents  or  guardians  are  either  unable  or  neglect 
to  furnish  the  necessary  clothing,  or  to  pay  the  necessary  traveling 
expenses,  they,  or  either  of  them,  will  be  supplied  by  the  Superin- 
tendent in  pursuance  of  the  following  legislative  enactment:  * 

Sec.  2464,  R.  S.  1881.  In  all  cases  where  suitable  clothing  and 
means  for  defraying  traveling  expenses  are  not  otherwise  supplied 
to  the  pupils,  the  same  shall  be  provided  by  the  Superintendent, 
who  shall  make  out  and  file  with  the  Treasurer  of  State  accounts 
therefor,  separate  in  each  case,  against  the  respective  counties  from 
which  such  pupils  are  sent,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  dollars 
per  annum,  for  every  such  pupil,  which  accounts  shall  be  severally 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Insti- 
tution under  his  charge;  and  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall  charge 
each  account  thus  certified  to  the  county  from  which  the  pupil 
named  therein  was  sent. 
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S'ec.  2765,  R.  S.  1881.  Tlie  Treasiirer  of  State  sliall  forward 
each,  account  so  filed  with  him  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  proper 
county,  who  shall  cause  it  to  be  paid  out  of  the  County  Treasury 
to  the  Treasurer  of  State;  and  such  county  shall,  in  the  name  of  the 
county,  and  by  suit,  if  necessary,  collect  the  amount  of  such  account 
from  the  parents  or  estate  of  such  pupil,  as  the  case  may  be,  where 
there  is  ability  to  pay:  Provided,  That  at  least  three  hundred  dol- 
lars of  the  property  of  such  parents  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  such  account. 

12.  The  course  of  study  in  the  Institution  is  so  arranged  as  to 
cover  ten  years,  and  is  divided  into  primary,  intermediate  and  aca- 
demic courses.  The  primary  and  intermediate  courses  embrace 
spelling,  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  history  and  gram- 
mar. The  two  courses  are  divided  into  seven  grades,  five  primary 
and  two  intermediate,  and  the  time  required  to  complete  them  is 
seven  years.  The  academic  course  comprises  a  three  years'  course 
of  advanced  primary  and  intermediate  work,  and  a  study  of  the 
sciences.  The  number  of  years  a  pupil  may  remain  in  the  school  is 
regulated  by  a  time  schedule,  and  depends  upon  the  mental  ability, 
progress  and  conduct  of  the  pupil  himself.  He  may  remain  cer- 
tainly five  years,  subject  to  condition  named  in  paragraph  13,  and 
as  much  longer  up  to  thirteen  years  as  his  conduct  and  promotions 
from  year  to  year  may  warrant. 

13.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to 
discharge  a  pupil  from  the  Institution  for  inability  to  receive  an 
education,  for  failure  to  make  the  necessary  progress,  for  violation 
of  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  or  where  his  retention  would  prove 
a  detriment  to  others  or  to  the  school.  He  may  also,  when  he  thinks 
the  facts  warrant  it,  extend  the  period  of  instruction  in  individual 
cases. 

14.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  render  the  pupils  self- 
supporting  in  greater  or  less  degree  after  leaving  the  Institution, 
by  requiring  them  to  become  proficient  in  some  useful  trade  or  oc- 
cupation while  in  attendance  at  the  Institution.  In  accordance 
with  this  design  all  the  pupils  will  be  required  to  labor  a  portion  of 
each  day,  the  girls  performing  the  lighter  kinds  of  housework  and 
various  kinds  of  needlework,  such  as  plain  and  fancy  sewing, 
dressmaking  and  tailoring;  and  the  boys  at  various  trades,  such  as 
printing,  cabinet-making,  carpentry  and  wood-turning,  tailoring. 
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slioemaking,  farming,  floriculture  and  baMng.  Pupils  will  be  as- 
signed to  one  or  more  of  these  occupations,  or  others,  as  the  Super- 
intendent may  deem  them  most  fitted  for.  In  addition  to  the  above^ 
the  girls  in  the  Academic  Department  mil  be  taught  drawing, 
painting,  modeling,  designing  and  wood-carving.  Boys  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  these  classes. 

15.  In  the  education  of  the  deaf  there  are  two  methods  and  one 
system  of  instruction  usually  recognized. 

The  Manual  or  French  Method  (using  sign  language,  manual 
alphabet  and  writing),  of  which  there  is  a  variety  that  may  be  called 
the  "Alphabetic,"  wherein  only  the  manual  alphabet  and  writing 
are  used.  The  Oral  or  German  Method  (using  speech  and  speech- 
reading  and  writing),  of  which  there  is  a  variety  that  may  be  called 
the  "Auricular,"  wherein  special  attention  is  given  to  the  develop- 
ment and  training  of  the  hearing,  by  means  of  which  instruction  is 
given.     The  combined  system  (a  combination  of  the  tw^o  methods). 

The  general  system  of  instruction  used  in  this  Institution  is 
known  as  the  American  (combined)  system,  under  which  all  known 
methods  and  their  variations  may  be  used  for  the  attainment  of  an 
object  common  to  all.  Speech  and  speech-reading  are  regarded  as 
very  important,  but  mental  development  and  the  acquisition  of  lan- 
guage are  regarded  as  still  more  important.  It  is  believed  that 
with  a  great  number  of  the  new  pupils  now  entering,  the  necessary 
mental  development  and  acquisition  of  language  may  be  as  well  at- 
tained by  the  Oral  Method,  which  results  in  speech  and  speech- 
reading,  as  by  the  Manual  Method,  Avhich  precludes  this  much-to- 
be-desired  result.  So  far  as  circumstances  permit,  such  method  (or 
methods)  is  chosen  for  each  pupil  as  seems  best  adapted  to  his  needs 
and  capacity  after  tliorough  trial.  In  short,  the  rule  will  be,  "any 
method  for  good  results — all  methods,  and  wedded  to  none." 

16.  The  Institution  is  non-sectarian,  but  thorough  moral  and 
religious  instruction  will  be  given,  especially  on  the  Sabbath,  the 
nature  of  it  being  general  and  such  as  is  accepted  by  all  churches 
and  creeds. 

17.  Those  persons  bringing  pupils  to  or  taking  them  away  from 
the  Institution  can  not  be  furnished  with  board  or  lodging. 

18.  The  pupils  will  be  sent  home  to  spend  the  vacation  on  the 
day  following  the  close  of  the  School. 


19.  Being  Sec.  2767,  R.  S.1881.  Whenever  it  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  Institution  in  accordance 
with  the  by-laws  and  regulations  to  have  any  pupil  removed,  either 
temporarily,  or  on  account  of  ill  health,  or  the  vacation  of  the 
school,  or  permanently  on  account  of  having  completed  his  course 
of  instruction,  or  been  found  disqualified  from  any  cause  for  a 
longer  continuance  in  the  school,  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such 
pupil,  if  he  have  any,  shall  promptly  remove  him  upon  the  require- 
ment of  said  officers;  and  in  case  he  shall  not  be  thus  provided  for, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution  to 
cause  him  to  be  so  removed  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee  of  the 
Township  where  he  resided  before  coming  to  the  Institution;  and 
the  expense  of  su.ch  removal  shall  be  refunded  to  the  Institution  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  in  Sections  2764  and  2765;  and  the 
Coimty  Treasurer  shall  charge  the  same  to  the  proper  township, 
and  collect  it  in  the  manner  as  provided  in  aforesaid  sections. 

20,  All  business  letters  or  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  pupils, 
or  their  concerns,  or  in  regard  to  new  pupils  whom  it  may  be  de- 
signed to  place  in  the  Institution,  must  be  addressed  to  the  Super- 
intendent and  not  to  subordinates,  otherwise  no  attention  will  be 
paid  to  such  letters.

INFORMATION. 


1.  The  purpose  of  this  Institute  is  purely  educatioaal,  and  it  is  in  no  sense 
an  asylum  or  home  for  the  aged  or  helpless.  The  aim  is  to  give  a  practical  edu- 
cation to  the  young  blind  of  both  sexes  residing  in  the  State.  All  the  common 
school  branches  are  taught,  besides  several  industrial  trades,  such  as  broom  and 
mattrefs-making,  cane-seating  chairs  and  piano  tuning.  The  girls  learn  sewing, 
by  hand  and  machine,  knitting,  crocheting,  bead  and  faocy  work.  The  idea 
is  to  make  the  pupils  useful,  contented,  self-supporting  citizens.  An  extensive 
course  in  music  is  available  to  all  who  have  talent  in  this  direction.  In- 
struction is  given  on  the  piano  forte,  organ  and  brass  band  instruments,  while  for 
purposes  of  vocal  training  the  pupils  are  divided  into  two  choirs.  A  gymnasium 
is  equipped  and  a  special  teacher  drills  the  pupils  in  systematic  physical  exercis  s. 
Pupils  while  out  of  recitations  are  in  charge  of  a  governess.  Neatly  furnished 
hospitals  are  provided  for  the  sick. 

2.  The  school  year  commences  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and 
continues  in  session  forty  weeks.     There  is  no  vacation  during  the  session. 

3.  As  a  rule,  applicants  who  are  under  six  or  over  twenty-one  years  of  age 
are  not  admitted,  but  exceptions  sre  sometimes  made  in  favor  of  those  who  are 
ever  age,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

4.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  of  confirmed  immoral  charac- 
ter, will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  Institute;  and  in  case  any  pupil  shall, 
after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetent  for  useful  instruction,  or  disobedient  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Institute  such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

5.  The  Institute  is  maintained  by  the  State,  and  tuition,  board  and  washing 
are  furnished  free  of  cost  to  all  pupils  residing  in  Indiana.  The  parents  or  friends 
of  pupils  are  expected  to  supply  them  with  comfortable  clothing,  suitable  for 
summer  and  winter  wear,  in  such  quantity  as  will  admit  of  necessary  changes. 
Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the  owner's  name,  and 
must  be  sent  in  good  condition.  The  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  must  be  de- 
frayed by  parents  or  friends. 

6.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed  from  the  Insti- 
tute during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as  well  as  at  any  other  time  when 
such  removal  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case 
of  the  failure  of  the  friends  of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision 
is  made  by  the  law  for  the  sending  of  such  pupil  to  the  Trustee  of  the  township  in 
which  he  or  she  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at  the  expense  of  the  county. 

7.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  Institute  or  visiting  them  while  there,  can 
not  be  accommodated  with  boarding  and  lodging  during  their  stay  in  the  city. 

8.  All  letters  to  the  pupils  should  be  addressed  in  the  care  of  the  Institute  in 
order  to  insure  their  prompt  delivery. 


9.  Parties  desiring  the  admission  of  a  pupil  are  required  to  fill  up  the 
required  form  of  application  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Institute,  giving  truthful  answers  to  the  interrogatories  therein  contained,  and 
procuring  the  signature  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  the  certificate  thereunto 
attached;  and  the  pupil  must  in  no  case  be  sent  until  such  application  shall  have 
been  received  and  favorably  responded  to  by  the  Superintendent. 

10.  The  Superintendent  will  cheerfully  give  information  in  regard  to  the 
Institute,  and  will  thankfully  receive  any  information  concerning  those  who 
should  be  receiving  its  benefits. 

That  the  work  of  the  institution  may  be  done  to  the  highest  good  of  all,  it  is 
necessary  that  every  pupil  chall  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  term.  Faithful 
work  and  prompt  and  regular  attendance  are  essential  to  advancement  and  pro- 
motion. No  pupil  who  is  tardy  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  is  irregular  in 
attendance,  or  drops  out  before  the  close  of  the  term,  can  hope  to  do  acceptable 
work  and  receive  promotion.  Unless  there  is  an  excellent  reason  for  doing  other- 
wise every  pupil  should  be  present  on  the  first  day  and  remain  throughout  the 
term. 

Each  pupil  before  entering  the  institution  should  be  supplied  with  the  follow- 
ing clothing  of  good  quality  : 

BOYS — Two  hat^,  two  suits  of  clothes,  two  extra  pairs  of  pants,  four  pairs  of 
socks  or  six  pairs  of  stockings,  four  shirts,  two  suits  of  underwear,  two  pairs  of 
shoes,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  pairs  of  suspenders,  a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush, 
and  a  comb  and  hair  brush.  Small  boys  need  no  suspenders,  but  should  be  sup- 
plied with  an  extra  suit  of  underwear. 

GIRLS — Two  woolen  and  two  cotton  dresses,  four  apron?,  three  night  dresses, 
two  suits  of  summer  and  three  of  winter  underwear,  two  dark  and  two  light  skirts, 
six  pairs  of  stockings,  six  handkerchiefs,  a  wrap,  a  hat,  rubbers,  two  pairs  of  shoes, 
a  tooth  brush,  a  clothes  brush,  a  comb  and  hair  brush. 

This  amount  of  clothing  will  be  necessary  within  the  year,  that  the  children 
may  be  kept  clean  and  comfortable.  When  parents  are  not  able  to  furnish  the  re- 
quired clothing  they  should  not  hesitate  to  call  upon  the  Township  Trustee,  who 
will  cheerfully  provide  for  the  needs  of  those  who  are  worthy.  All  clothing  should 
be  marked  with  indelible  inl^. 

The  appropriation  for  this  institution  has  been  materially  reduced,  making  it 
necessary  for  us  to  reduce  the  cost  of  maintenance  in  like  proportion.  To  this  end 
it  will  be  necessary  for  parents,  guardians,  etc,  to  provide  for  all  incidmtal  expenses 
of  pupils.  It  will  likewise  be  necessary  for  all  persons  sending  children  to  the 
institution  to  furnish  them  transportation  to  their  homes  at  the  close  of  the  term. 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


IIoNORABLE  James  A.  MouNT,   Govemov : 

We  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  Fifty  First  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Indiana  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind. 

The  Board  appointed  under  the  new  law  governing  benevo- 
lent institutions  organized  at  its  April  meeting  as  follows: 
Nelson  Bradley,  President;  John  F.  Hennessey,  Treasurer,  and 
James  L.  Allen,  Secretary. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  health  of  the  pupils  has 
been  unusually  good,  there  having  been  no  serious  sickness  of 
any  kind  in  the  Institution.  The  utmost  harmony  has  pre- 
vailed among  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  Institution,  and 
there  has  been  unity  of  effort  throughout.  The  money  appro- 
priated for  repairs  has  been  judiciously  expended  in  making 
repairs  and  additions  and  in  replacing  the  worn  out  brick 
walks  with  cement  pavement.  The  buildings  are  now  in  ex- 
cellent repair  and  the  conditions  are  generally  favorable  for 
another  prosperous  year's  worn:. 

The  total  enrollment  of  pupils  during  the  past  year  was  137. 
The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  at  the  present  time  is  137,  which 
means  that  the  enrollment  for  the  year  1897-8  will  exceed 
that  of  any  of  the  last  three  years.  The  average  attendance 
during  the  year  just  closed  is  122. 7.  The  per  capita  tor  main- 
tenance for  the  past  six  years  is  as  follows :

Owing  to  the  overcrowded  condition  in  the  lower  grades  of 
the  school,  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  add  another  teacher 
to  the  corps  of  literary  teachers.  This  will  partially  relieve 
the  teachers  in  these  grades  and  make  it  possible  for  them 
to  do  more  satisfactory  work. 


The  former  bookkeeeper  has  been  succeeded  by  a  lady  who 
gives  part  of  her  time  each  day  to  overseeing  the  girls'  dormi- 
tories, and  during  certain  hours  of  the  day  her  room  is  open  to 
the  older  girls  who  can  come  to  her  for  anything  they  may 
need.  Except  in  this  case  we  have  made  no  change  in  the 
official  or  teaching  force  of  the  institution.

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.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  October,  the  following  com- 
munication was  presented  to  us  by  Superintendent  Glascock: 

"As  I  desire  to  re-enter  public  school  work,  I  herewith  tender 
to  you  my  resignation  as  Superintendent  of  the  Indiana  Insti- 
tute for  the  Blind,  and  I  respectfully  ask  that  it  be  accepted, 
to  take  effect  January  5,  1898.  In  giving  up  the  position  at 
this  time,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  buildings,  grounds 
and  equipments  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  that  the  work 
is  in  the  hands  of  an  earnest,  loyal  corps  of  officers  and 
teachers.  The  labors  of  the  position  have  been  reduced  to  a 
minimum  by  the  continuous  cooperation  of  your  Board  and  of 
my  assistants  in  the  institution,  and  to  this  fact  is  due  what- 
ever of  success  has  come  to  the  institution  during  the  past  three 
years. 

"  Wherever  my  work  may  be,  I  shall  not  lose  my  interest  in 
the  progress  of  this  splendid  institution,  nor  shall  I  cease  to  be 
grateful  for  the  faithful,  sympathetic  support  I  have  received 
from  you  and  my  assistants.  Sincerely  yours, 

"W.  H.  Glascock." 

This  communication  was  wholly  unexpected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  Professor  Glascock,  at  the  date  named  for  his  res- 
ignation to  take  effect,  will  not  have  served  out  the  term  for 
which  he  was  re-elected  by  two  years.  His  work  has  been 
eminently  successful  and  his  relations  with  the  Board  agreeable 
and  satisfactory  in  every  repect.  During  the  entire  three  years 
that  he  has  filled  the  position  of  Superintendent,  perfect  har- 
mony has  prevailed  throughout  all  departments.  The  high 
standard  to  which  the  institution  has  been  brought  by  his 
predecessor,  has  been  fully  sustained.  But  not  satisfied  with 
maintaining  this  standard,  Professor  Glascock  has,  with  com- 
mendable zeal,  tact  and  ability,  taken  advantage  of  every  op- 
portunity to  put  into  the  work  and  management  of  the  institu- 
tion the  most  advanced  ideas  and  improved  methods  known  in 
this  branch  of  educational  work.  He  has  thus  placed  the  insti- 
tution upon  a  higher  plane  in  point  of  usefulness,  and  by  his 
strong  personality  imparted  to  it  a  loftier  and  more  general 
moral  tone.  The  organization  and  discipline  of  the  school  has 
been  so  thorough  and  practical  that  better  results  have  been 
obtained  than  was  otherwise  possible.  In  the  musical  and 
literary  departments  these  results  have  been  especially  gratify- 
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ing  and  stand  as  living  nionuments  to  commend  the  ability  and 
devotion  with  which  Prof.  Glascock  has  performed  his  work 
as  Superintendent. 

His  course  from  the  start  inspired  confidence  and  won  for 
him  the  esteem  and  loyal  cooperation  of  all  his  subordinates. 

The  successful  management  of  this  institution  demands  not 
only  a  superior  degree  of  educational  ability  and  experience, 
but  also  a  thorough  and  practical  knowledge  of  human  nature, 
accurate  and  discriminating  executive  judgment,  together  with 
patience,  tact  and  perseverance. 

The  institution  has  been  fortunate  in  having  at  its  head  a 
man  whose  work  speaks  more  effectively  than  words  of  his 
attainments  and  success. 

The  Board  reluctantly  accedes  to  the  wishes  of  Prof.  Glas- 
cock to  retire  from  the  position  he  has  held  for  three  years, 
and  in  doing  so  commend  his  manly  virtues,  his  scholarly 
ability  and  efficient  and  practical  work  as  Superintendent.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees : 

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  Ihird  annual 
report  as  your  Superintendent.  This  being  my  last  report,  I 
herein  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  your 
Board  for  the  unqualified  support  you  have  given  me  and  to 
my  corps  of  officers  and  teachers  who  have  so  faithfully  and 
conscientiously  performed  the  trying  duties  of  their  respective 
positions. 

I  think  it  not  presumptuous  at  this  time  to  call  attention  to 
the  changes  and  improvements  made  during  the  past  three 
years.  When  I  came  into  the  institution  I  found  the  buildings 
and  grounds  in  excellent  condition  and  have  endeavored  to  so 
keep  them,  and  also  to  make  such  additions  and  changes  as 
were  needed  and  the  funds  would  permit. 

The  new  bakery,  which  had  jast  been  completed,  but  had 
not  yet  been  occupied,  has  been  paid  for;  a  new  greenhouse 
has  been  built,  and  cement  walks  have  been  made  about  the 
buildings  and  grounds  where  there  were  formerly  brick  and 
gravel  walks.  A  cement  floor  has  been  made  in  the  barn,  and 
the  basement  under  the  new  part  of  the  building  has  been 
cemented,  thus  materially  bettering  the  system  of  ventilation. 
The  bakery  and  workshops  have  been  newly  painted,  both  in- 
side and  out,  and  much  of  the  woodwork  of  the  main  building 
has  been  repainted  and  revarnished.  New  floors  have  been 
laid  in  the  halls  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  stories  and  the  chapel 
has  been  remodeled  and  made  more  attractive.  The  oflices, 
library  and  the  rooms  of  the  officers,  teachers  and  employes 
have  been  repapered  and  the  whole  building  has  been  practi- 
cally refurnished  with  carpets,  tables,  chairs,  etc. 

The  usefulness  of  the  teachers'  library  has  been  greatly 
increased  by  the  addition  of  200  new  books.  A  museum,  con- 
sisting of  about  two  hundred  specimens  of  brids,  quadrupeds 
and  deep  sea  animals,  has  been  established  and  the  enlargement 
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of  both  the  library  and  the  museum  is  insured  by  the  appro- 
priation of  $1,000  to  be  expended  for  that  purpose  during  the 
next  two  years.  The  literary  department  has  been  reorganized 
and  a  new  teacher  added.  A  new  course  of  study  has  been 
adopted  and  a  special  effort  has  been  made  to  base  all  teaching 
80  far  as  practicable  upon  the  newest  principles  and  methods 
of  pedagogy. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  institution  has 
been  unusually  good  during  the  past  year.  There  have  been 
no  contagious  diseases  and  no  serious  sickness  of  any  kind. 

The  progress  made  by  the  pupils  in  the  various  departments 
has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  heads  of  the  different  depart- 
ments have  shown  commendable  zeal  in  striving  to  make  their 
work  more  efficient  each  year.  The  pupils  in  the  main  have 
shown  more  interest  in  their  work  than  in  former  years.  There 
has  been  perfect  harmony  among  the  officers,  teachers  and  em- 
ployes of  the  institution,  making  possible  the  best  work.  Hav- 
ing the  same  officers  and  teachers,  it  has  been  possible  to  better 
organize  and  systematize  the  work  in  all  the  departments.  The 
work  in  the  literary  and  music  departments  is  more  satisfactory 
than  it  has  been  for  a  number  of  years. 

EXHIBIT. 

At  the  close  of  last  term  we  made  the  second  annual  exhibit  of 
the  work  done  duringthe  year.  The  results  were  very  gratifying. 
The  exhibit  was  larger,  more  varied,  and  more  systematically 
arranged,  and  was  viewed  by  a  larger  number  of  people  than 
the  first  one.  Through  the  exhibit  of  their  work  the  pupils 
were  enabled  to  see  more  fully  what  the  institution  is  doing  and 
the  progress  that  they  are  making  from  year  to  year.  The 
effect  can  but  be  helpful  to  officers,  teachers  and  pupils.

Mr.  Karl  Schneider  kindly  invited 
all  the  music  pupils  to  attend  the  concerts  given  by  the  Sym- 
phony Concert  Company,  and  the  directors  of  the  May  Festi- 
val donated  to  the  institution  thirty  season  tickets. 

R.    A.    NEWLAND. 

The  institution  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death 
of  Mr.  R.  A.  Newland,  Principal  of  the  Music  Department.  Nor 
is  the  loss  limited  to  the  institution.  The  State  has  lost  one 
of  its  most  talented  and  unselfish  musicians,  and  music  a  most 
loyal  devotee.  His  death  occurred  suddenly  on  Saturday  even- 
ing, August  21.  He  entered  the  institution  as  a  pupil  soon 
after  its  organization.  The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Churchman, 
recognized  the  unusual  talent  of  the  boy  and  encouraged  him 
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in  his  musical  studies.  At  the  close  of  his  study  in  the  Indi- 
ana Institute  Mr.  Churchman  persuaded  him  to  continue  hie 
work  in  the  Perkins  Institution  of  Boston. 

After  his  return  from  Boston  he  was  selected  to  take  charge 
of  the  music  department  of  this  institution,  which  position  he 
faithfully  and  successfully  filled  for  more  than  thirty  years. 
During  his  long  term  of  service  he  so  impressed  himself  upon 
his  department  and  the  people  whom  he  met  that  his  name 
was  inseparably  linked  with  that  of  the  institution.  His  kind 
and  sympathetic  nature  endeared  him  to  all  his  pupils  and  co- 
workers, and  these  will  long  feel  his  absence  from  the  institu- 
tion.

The  second  annual  reunion  of  graduates  will  long  be 
remembered  both  on  account  of  the  renewing  of  old  associa- 
tions and  because  of  the  valuable  addresses  and  discussions  of 
each  session.  The  chief  address  of  the  first  session  was  given 
by  State  Superintendent  D.  M.  Geeting,  who  delighted  all  who 
were  present  with  his  discussion  of  courtesy. 

At  the  Friday  morning  session  Mr.  Donnell  and  Mr.  Shannon 
€ach  read  a  paper  on  "  Higher  Education." 

On  the  subject  of  "Higher  Education"  Mr.  Shannon  said, 
in  substance,  the  following  : 

Our  State  schools  for  the  blind,  as  they  are  at  present  or- 
ganized, do  not,  nor  can  they  be  expected  to,  provide  training 
eufiicientto  enable  their  students  to  successfully  cope  with  their 
sighted  competitors  in  any  vocation  in  life,  but  especially  in 
the  professions.  Men  and  women,  in  the  full  possession  of  all 
their  faculties,  have  almost  unlimited  access  to  colleges,  uni- 
versities and  polytechnic  institutions  ;  while  we,  lacking  one  of 
2 — Blind 
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the  most  important  of  these  faculties,  are  limited  to  a  little 
more  than  a  common  school  education,  with  some  training  in 
music  and  a  few  trades.  It  is  next  to  folly  for  us  to  enter  the 
race  without,  at  least,  equal  educational  advantages.  No  very 
great  eti'ort  has  ever  been  made  to  secure  such  advantages  for 
the  blind  ;  but  they  themselves  are  largely  responsible  for  the 
fact  that  people  do  not  yet  recognize  the  necessity  of  a  college 
education.  We  have  been  slow  to  appreciate  this,  so,  instead 
of  complaining  that  others  have  not  interested  themselves  in 
our  behalf,  let  us  begin  at  once  to  enlighten  the  public  mind 
on  this  subject.  There  is  one  thing  of  which  we  may  be  cer- 
tain. That  is,  that  nothing  will  ever  be  done  to  improve  the 
present  condition  of  affairs,  until  we  first  make  the  move.  Not 
that  we  would  for  a  moment  disparage  the  noble  work  these 
schools  are  doing;  for  we,  with  very  few  exceptions,  owe  to 
them  all  we  possess  in  the  way  of  intellectual  and  artistic  de- 
velopment. And  the  present  agitation  for  larger  advantages  is 
but  the  natural  sequence  of  the  elementary  training  they  have 
provided. 

There  is,  at  last,  an  organized  effort  being  made,  by  the  blind 
themselves,  to  obtain  a  university  education.  In  the  spring  of 
ninety- five,  the  graduates  of  the  Missouri  Institute  organized 
what  they  called  The  Missouri  Normal  College  Association. 
Out  of  it  grew  the  National  Association  for  the  Higher  Educa- 
tion of  the  Blind,  which  has  lor  its  object  the  establishment  of 
a  fund,  by  national  appropriation,  by  the  individual  States,  or 
by  private  subscriptions,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  eligible 
graduates  of  the  State  schools,  in  colleges  or  universities  of 
their  own  selection.  At  its  inception  the  Association  advo- 
cated the  establishment  of  special  colleges  for  the  blind,  such 
as  the  deaf  and  dumb  have  already  secured  at  Washington,  but 
the  idea  was  soon  abandoned,  and  the  other  universally  adopted. 

These  are  some  of  the  considerations  which  brought  about 
the  change  in  the  policy  of  the  Association. 

First.  Our  pupils  have  already  suffered  severely  from  being 
set  apart  as  a  separate  class  from  other  children,  and  educated 
by  special  methods,  supposed  to  be  adapted  to  the  use  of  the 
blind.  They  have  no  means  of  comparing  themselves  with 
others  of  their  own  age,  and  consequently  they  often  far  over- 
rate their  ability,  and  quite  as  often  underrate  it,  and  become 
discouraged,  and  fail.     Shut  in  by  the  four  walls  of  the  Insti- 
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tute,  with  little  or  no  association  with  the  outside,  their  minds 
become  narrow  and  distorted.  In  a  special  college  for  the 
blind,  these  conditions  would  still  exist,  while  under  the  schol- 
arship scheme,  the  case  would  be  very  diflFerent.  Here  the 
blind  student  would  measure  himself  daily  with  his  seeing 
fellows,  in  the  class  room,  as  he  must  do  in  the  world. 

Second.  We  could  not  hope  to  secure  instructors  in  a  special 
college  who  would  compare  with  those  of  our  older  and 
wealthier  colleges.  Nor  would  a  diploma  from  such  a  college 
compare  with  one  granted  by  any  of  our  great  universities. 

Third.  It  would  be  impossible  in  any  single  college  to  pro- 
vide for  every  case  that  might  arise,  while  under  the  scholar- 
ship plan,  every  individual  would  be  left  free  to  cultivate  his 
special  taste  or  talent. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  money  required  to  erect  and 
equip  the  buildings  for  the  special  college,  would  be  more  than 
sufficient  to  operate  the  scholarship  system.  Only  those  stu- 
dents who  could  reach  a  certain  standard  of  merit  should  be 
eligible  for  a  scholarship. 

The  papers  of  Mr.  Donnell  and  Mr.  Shannon  elicited  much 
discussion,  in  which  many  of  the  members  of  the  Association 
joined.  There  was  some  difference  of  opinion,  but  nearly  all 
endorsed  the  scholarship  plan. 

The  remainder  of  the  program  was  carried  out  as  indicated, 
each  one  being  full  of  spirit  and  interest. 

The  Reunion  closed  on  Friday  evening  with  a  banquet,  fol- 
lowed by  toasts  of  an  unusually  high  character. 

On  Saturday  all  said  good  bye  and  returned  home  happy  in 
old  friendships  renewed  and  old  associations  remembered.

TRUSTEES^  REPORT. 


Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  October  31,  1897. 

To  Hon.  James  A.  Mount,  Governor  of  Indiana : 

We  present  to  you  the  JSTineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Indiana  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Youth,  being  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  31,  1897. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  smooth  and  steady  progress.  We 
desire  especially  to  commend  the  extension  of  the  Industrial 
Departments,  b}^  means  of  which  a  constantly  increasing  num- 
ber of  the  inmates  are  usefully  and  profitably  employed.  The 
importance  of  this  development  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 
If  ever  the  State  is  to  do  all  that  should  be  done  for  the  feeble- 
minded, it  will  be  as  increasing  numbers  of  them  are  so  trained 
in  usefulness  as  to  become  self-supporting. 

The  most  notable  new  industry  of  the  year  is  that  of  brick- 
making,  which  has  been  successfully  carried  on,  and  hence- 
forth, at  any  rate  until  all  our  improvements  are  completed, 
will  furnish  profitable  employment  for  twelve  or  fifteen  of  the 
older  and  stronger  of  the  male  inmates  during  summer. 

The  Colony  Farm  continues  to  merit  your  commendation, 
and  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of  boys  usefully 
employed  there  is  larger  than  it  was  last  year.  We  believe 
that  there  is  no  better  work  for  our  inmates,  and  that  we  are 
only  at  the  beginning  of  what  will  some  day  be  a  still  more 
useful  branch  of  our  work. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  during  the  early  summer 
we  made  a  very  careful  scrutiny  of  the  institution  pay  roll. 
You  pointed  out  to  us  that  salaries  in  most  institutions  had 
remained  constant  during  the  past  ten  years,  while  the  par- 
chasing  power  of  the  money  in  which  they  are  paid  had 
greatly  increased,  and  almost  every  branch  of  life  except  the 
public  service  had  been  compelled  to  suffer  reduction. 

We  succeeded  in  effecting  a  small  saving  of  about  7  per  cent. 
The  reason  we  could  not  make  greater  reductions  was  that  for 
the  past  few  years  the  necessities  of  the  case  had  compelled 
great  frugality.  Omitting  the  Farm  Colony,  the  number  of 
inmates  had  increased  since  March,  1893,  by  15  per  cent.,  while 


at  the  same  time  the  total  pay-roll  had  been  lessened  by  12  per 
cent.  Or,  including  the  Farm  Colony,  the  number  of  inmates 
had  increased  in  the  four  years  by  26  per  cent.,  and  the  pay- 
roll had  decreased  6  per  cent.  You  will  see,  therefore,  that 
we  had  been  trying  to  practice  the  economy  you  commended 
to  us. 

Until  this  year  the  reductions  made  had  chielly  affected  the 
officers  and  teachers.  This  year  the  salaries  of  the  attendants 
and  industrial  employes  were  reduced  for  the  first  time. 

We  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  for  infor- 
mation as  to  the  few  improvements  we  have  been  able  to  effect. 
We  regret  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  provide  for  some 
of  the  many  pressing  applicants  for  admission  by  building  ad- 
ditional cottages.  The  number  of  suspended  applications 
grows  every  year,  as  the  Institution  is  better  and  more  favor- 
ably known.  The  number  of  these  now  knocking  at  our  doors 
is  over  50  per  cent,  more  than  it  was  a  year  ago,  and  many  of 
the  applications  are  very  pitiful  ones.  Only  the  fact  that  the 
house  is  absolutely  full,  and  that  in  some  divisions  we  are 
really  overcrowded,  can  compel  us  to  refuse  admission  to  many 
poor  children.  We  trust  it  will  not  be  long  until  a  very  con- 
siderable addition  shall  be  made  to  our  accommodations.  As 
we  said  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  we  believe  that  the  State 
ought  to  begin  a  system  of  extension  at  once,  and  carry  it  on 
until  the  idiotic  and  imbecile  of  the  State  are,  at  least  approxi- 
mately, gathered  in  and  guarded.  Only  by  such  permanent 
custodial  care  can  we  hope  that  their  numbers  will  cease  to 
increase  as  rapidly  as  they  have  done  in  the  past.  There  is 
nothing  the  State  can  do  to  promote  econoni}-,  and  good 
public  policy,  which  promises  to  be  so  efficacious  as  the  kindly 
maternal  care  of  the  mentally  defective. 

In  conclusion  we  have  pleasure  in  commending  the  em- 
ploj^es  of  our  institution  of  every  grade,  and  to  say  that  we 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Indiana  School  for  Feeble- 
minded Youth  is  second  to  no  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  nineteenth  report  of  the 
mstitution,  being  the  fifth  annual  report  which  it  has  been  my 
duty  to  make. 

MOVEMENT    OF    POPULATION. 

The  number  of  inmates  has  increased  from  552,  which  was 
the  enrollment  October  31,  1896,  to  570,  tlie  number  now  on 
the  rolL  During  the  year  we  have  received  27  boys  and  19 
girls.     We  have  lost  16  by  death — eight  of  each  sex. 


DISMISSED    OR    WITHDRAWN. 

Two  girls  have  been  dismissed  as  insane  and  dangerous  to 
the  other  children.  Five  boys,  who  have  been  many  years  in 
the  institution  and  have  improved  so  much  that  if  the}'  had 
never  been  inmates  no  one  would  now  think  of  classing  them 
as  feeble-minded,  have  left  us  with  good  prospects  of  a  useful 
life  oatside.  Two  little  boys  and.  one  little  girl,  the  babies 
of  their  respective  families,  have  been  withdrawn  because  their 
parents  missed  them  too  sorely.  One  grown  girl  and  one  large 
boy  have  been  withdrawn  for  similar  reasons. 

The  daily  average  number  present  lias  increased  during  the 
year  from  506.4  to  538.4,  or  nearly  twice  as  much  as  the  en- 
rollment. 

The  very  small  number  dismissed  to  outside  life  emphasizes 
the  fact  that  for  the  vast  majority  this  institution  must  be  a 
permanent  home. 


APPLICATIONS    PENDING. 

Of  these  we  now  have  148 — 114  for  boys  and  34  for  girls, 
which  is  an  increase  of  54  per  cent,  during  the  j^ear.  Eleven 
of  these  have  been  accepted,  and  the  children  will  probably 
be  received  in  a  few  weeks.  The  remainder  can  only  be 
received  in  very  limited  numbers  from  time  to  time  as  vacan- 
cies may  occur  from  death  or  withdrawal.  The  applications 
will  be  found  classified  by  counties  among  the  statistical  pages. 

THE    SCHOOL 

Continues  to  improve.  The  number  receiving  some  instruction 
is  larger  than  ever  before.  Evening  classes  for  older  inmates 
who  are  employed  in  the  shops  or  domestic  departments  during 
the  day ;  special  health  exercises  for  working  boys  and  girls, 
with  normal  classes  in  calisthenics  for  the  employes  and 
attendants  under  whom  they  work,  and  special  instruction  in 
writing  and  drawing,  are  among  the  worthy  new  departures 
for  the  year.  The  brief  report  of  the  Principal  will  be  found 
interesting. 

THE    MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT 

Is  in  satisfactory  condition.  Although  our  death  rate  has  been 
larger  than  for  the  previous  year,  yet  it  seems  by  no  means 
larger  than  might  reasonably  be  expected.  On  the  whole,  the 
health  of  the  children  is  very  good.  The  Physician's  report, 
with  the  mortuary  record  in  detail,  appears  on  another  page. 

Our  agreeable  and  highly  useful  relations  with  the  Fort 
Wayne  College  of  Medicine  and  the  Indiana  Dental  College, 
which  were  established  two  years  ago,  are  still  in  operation. 
The  internes  from  each  college  have  done  excellent  service, 
and  we  hope  the  arrangements  may  continue  year  after  year. 
In  attending  the  annual  mee'ing  of  the  American  Association 
of  Superintendents  of  Institutions  for  the  Feeble-minded  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  presenting  a  paper  on  "Auto-Intoxication  in 
Epilepsy,"  by  Dr.  Bock,  our  medical  interne,  and  one  on  "Ab- 
normal Mouths  of  the  Feeble  minded,"  by  Dr.  LeGalley,  our 
dental  interne,  both  of  which  were  highly  commended.  Our 
dental  interneship  is  the  only  one,  so  far  as  I  know,  in  such  an 
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institution,  and  ours  is  probably  the  only  School  for  the 
Feeble-minded  where  every  child's  mouth  is  examined  and,  as 
far  as  possible,  put  in  order  every  year.  The  advantage  from 
the  sanitary  standpoint  is  apparent. 


THE    DOMESTIC    AND    INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENTS 

Are  in  similar  condition  to  that  reported  last  year.  Our  dis- 
tinguishing feature  in  these  continues  to  be  the  employment 
of  our  inmates,  whom  we  have  trained  to  usefulness.  The 
proportion  of  our  children  usefully  employed  continues  to  in- 
crease from  year  to  year.  I  believe  that  I  can  convince  any 
impartial  observer  who  will  accompany  me  through  the  shops, 
domestic  departments  and  over  the  farm  that  we  may  fairly 
claim  not  less  than  15  per  cent,  of  our  inmates  as  entirely  self- 
supporting,  and  at  least  30  per  cent,  of  the  remainder  do.  some 
useful  work  everj^  day. 


THE    BRICKYARD. 

The  most  useful  new  industrial  pursuit  is  the  making  of 
bricks  to  be  used  for  the  improvements  in  process  in  the  insti- 
tution. An  average  of  nine  of  our  stoutest  (though  not  our 
smartest)  boys,  working  under  one  hired  foreman,  made  during 
the  season  250,000  excellent  well  burned  bricks.  The  expense 
of  equipping  the  brickyard  was  $253.66,  and  the  bricks  cost 
11.33  per  1,000.  This  does  not  include  the  value  of  the  wood 
used  in  burning,  which  we  cut  on  the  premises,  most  of  it  being 
the  tops  left  after  lumbering.  If  this  had  been  bought  the 
bricks  would  have  cost  not  quite  50  cents  per  1,000  more.  It 
includes  every  other  expense,  hired  help,  teams,  sand,  etc.,  ex- 
cept the  labor  of  the  boys.  The  brickyard  gang  and  their  fore- 
man will  be  employed  during  the  winter  in  clearing  up  ground 
and  getting  wood  ready- for  next  year's  operations,  when  we 
expect  to  burn  not  less  than  500,000  bricks.  We  believe  this 
is  the  iirst  successful  attempt  at  manufacturing  bricks  by  ex- 
clusively feeble-minded  labor. 
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THE    FARM    AND    GARDEN. 


Here  we  have  had  a  year  of  only  tolerable  success.  The 
drought  of  July,  August  and  September  cut  short  some  of 
our  crops  quite  seriously.  Still  we  have  had  a  fair  supply  of 
most  uecessaries,  and  our  small  fruits  begin  to  demonstrate 
the  wisdom  of  our  method  of  using  the  land  at  our  disposal. 
The  produce  of  the  farm,  and  also  the  home  garden,  is  shown 
among  the  statistical  reports. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  having  given  us  a  small  amount 
available  for  improvements,  we  have  used  it  to  the  best  possible 
advantage.  Three  brick  tunnels  for  steam  pipes  have  been 
built  with  the  bricks  from  our  own  j^ard.  They  carry  the 
pipes  from  the  main  to  the  industrial  building — from  the  boiler 
house  to  the  pump  house,  and  the  pump  house  to  the  school 
building.  The  total  length  of  the  three  tunnels  is  298  feet, 
of  which  58  feet  is  8  feet  by  4  feet,  and  240  feet  is  4  feet  9 
inches  by  3  feet  3  inches.  They  required  89,000  bricks  and 
cost  $58.25  for  lime  and  cement  and  $110  for  labor.  As  with 
all  improvements,  the  labor  of  our  inmates  is  utilized  as  much 
as  possible,  and  as  we  make  the  bricks  and  dig  the  sand  on 
our  own  grounds,  the  hired  help  and  lime  are  the  principal 
elements  of  cost  in  brick  work. 

At  Colonia,  the  improvements  begun  last  year  have  been 
continued  as  far  as  possible.  The  large  cow  barn  has  been 
completed,  a  horse  barn  45  feet  by  34  feet  has  been  built,  also 
a  wagon  shed.  Much  of  the  lumber  needed  for  these  buildings 
was  cut  in  our  own  woods  and  sawed  on  the  premises,  there- 
fore only  costing  the  price  of  the  sawi-ng,  viz.,  $4.00  per  thou- 
sand. We  have  also  made  some  needed  improvements  at  the 
silo,  built  a  bell  tower  and  a  pump  and  tank  house.  About 
300  rods  of  new  wire  fencing  has  been  made,  and  several  hun- 
dred rods  of  tile  ditching  laid. 

We  have  been  compelled  to  spend  quite  a  sum  to  secure  a 
good  water  supply,  the  total  cost  for  wells,  piping,  hydrants, 
etc.,  having  exceeded  $1,000.     The  total  cost  of  the  permanent

improvements  at  Colonia  which  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  including  the  equipment  of  the  brickyard,  has  been 
$3,389.24.  There  are  still  some  additional  buildings  badl}^ 
needed,  which  we  hope  to  eomplete  partly  during  this  winter 
and  partly  next  spring.  The  small  appropriation  of  $2,500  for 
improvements  will  be  stretched  to  cover  as  much  as  possible  of 
the  many  things  so  badly  needed,  both  at  Colonia  and  at  the 
institution.

PRINCIPALIS  REPORT 


Mr.  Alexander  Johnson,  Superintendent : 

Dear  Sir — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Edu- 
cational Department. 

Our  work  has  progressed  along  the  lines  mentioned  in  \\\j 
last  report.  Many  new  features  have  been  added,  and  there 
are  seventy-two  more  children  than  last  year  receiving  school 
instructions. 

Physical  exercise  still  holds  the  most  prominent  place  in  our 
school  work.  A  normal  class  for  the  attendants  and  industrial 
employes  meets  once  a  week.  The  exercises  there  learned  are 
given  by  the  attendants  to  their  children  every  morning  before 
leaving  the  dormitories.  In  the  industrial  departments  six 
times  a  day  the  work  is  laid  aside  for  five  minutes  and  a  few 
exercises  taken  to  rest  and  invigorate  the  body. 

Our  special  sense  classes  include  some  children  who  have 
heretofore  been  considered  of  too  low  a  grade  to  receive  any 
benefit  from  school  training.  As  all  intelligent  knowledge 
must  come  through  the  senses,  we  are  making  an  effort  to  edu- 
cate them.  The  work  is  slow,  but  there  is  perceptible  im- 
provement in  nearly  every  case.  Touch,  speech,  sight  and 
hearing  are  all  trained  in  these  classes. 

The  night  classes  fill  a  long-felt  want.  Many  of  the  older 
children,  who  have  completed  the  regular  school  course,  here 
find  an  opportunity  to  continue  their  studies.  In  the  girls' 
class  they  are  reading  Evangeline  quite  intelligently.  The 
drawing  teacher  has  two  night  classes.  The  members  of  these 
classes  are  children  who  work  well  during  the  day,  and  who 
then  find  evening  study  pleasant  and  profitable  recreation. 
We  have  found  it  advantageous  to  have  one  of  our  teachers 
give  special  instructions  in  writing  and  drawing  in  each  room 
once  a  week.  Our  teachers'  meetings  once  a  week  continue  to 
furnish  profitable  material  for  thought  and  use  in  the  school 
room.  Child  study  and  nature  study  are  the  topics  for  the 
year.

PHYSICIAN^S  REPORT, 


Mr.  Alexander  Johnson,  Sujperintendent : 

Dear  Sir — Permit  me  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
medical  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31, 1897  : 

Our  general  hospital  has  been  full  most  of  the  year.  The 
deaths,  however,  in  every  case,  except  one  of  septic  peritonitis 
from  pelvic  abscess,  were  due  to  chronic  and  incurable  disease. 
The  cases  reported  as  "Acute  Miliary  Tuberculosis "  resulted 
probably  from  some  focus  of  infection  that  had  been  latent  for 
an  indefinite  number  of  years. 

We  have  had  .during  the  year  a  number  of  cases  of  pneu- 
monia and  pleurisy,  but  good  recoveries  were  made  in  all,  the 
lesions  remaining  very  limited  in  extent,  except  in  two  or  three 
cases.  Ivheumatism  is  prevalent,  and  valvular  heart  disease 
exists  in  many  of  our  children.  Many  of  the  epileptic  in- 
mates, of  whom  we  have  154,  are  suffering  from  organic  brain 
disease,  especially  chronic  meningitis  and  sclerosis,  and  death 
from  an  extension  of  the  lesion  may  be  looked  for  at  any  time 
in  these  cases. 

We  do  not  suffer  during  the  summer  from  the  intestinal 
trouble  so  common  among  children  at  that  season.  Our  milk 
supply  is  excellent,  and  the  out-door  life  so  freely  provided  for 
during  the  summer,  with  care  of  the  diet  in  special  cases,  ren- 
ders dysentery  and  diarrhoea  almost  unknown  among  our 
children.  We  have,  fortunately,  escaped  all  contagious  dis- 
eases, except  a  few  cases  of  mumps,  and  the  isolation  hospital 
has  not  been  opened  during  the  year. 

Our  medical  interne  has  been  highly  satisfactory  and  of 
great  assistance.  The  dental  interne  also  did  us  excellent 
service.  He  examined  the  mouths  and  cleaned  the  teeth  of 
532  children,  placed  387  amalgam  fillings,  117  cement  fillings, 
17  gutta  percha  fillings,  and  38  gold  fillings.  He  extracted 
255  teeth  and  set  one  Logan  crown.  He  also  took  impressions 
of  25  abnormal  alveolar  arches  and  vaults,  which  are  of  scien- 
tific interest.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


Indianapolis,  October  31,  1897. 

Honorable  James  A.  Mount,  Governor: 

We  have  the  honor  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  the 
twenty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  Indiana  Keform  School  for  Girls 
and  Woman's  Prison.  It  contains  the  respective  reports  of  the 
Superintendent,  Physician  and  Bookkeeper,  which  exhibit  the  con- 
dition of  the  Institution  in  detail  during  the  year. 

We  have  held  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  in  order 
to  visit  and  inspect  the  Institution,  examine  into  the  treatment,  em- 
ployment and  condition  of  the  inmates;  consider  the  reports  of  the 
Superintendent  and  subordinate  officers  and  to  direct  the  manage- 
ment of  affairs,  including  the  necessary  repairs  and  expenditures. 

We  have  been  prompt  to  hold  extra  meetings  and  conferences 
when  occasion  required  and  during  the  interim,  through  the  Presi- 
dent, have  been  kept  in  constant  touch  with  the  demands  of  the 
Institution.  ISTot  only  that — we  have  at  all  times  been  quick  to 
avail  ourselves  of  the  privilege  and  advantage  of  conferring  with 
you  as  ex-officio  member  of  the  Board,  and  with  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  on  matters  of  importance.  We  cannot  sufficiently  express 
our  obligations  for  the  helpful  readiness  with  which  you  have  re- 
sponded. Altogether,  we  feel  that  we  have  established  the  advan- 
tages of  a  local  board,  as  far  as  this  institution  is  concerned. 

The  expense  of  repairs  has  arisen  from  the  inevitable  wear  and 
tear  of  those  portions  of  the  building  and  appliances  we  were  not 
given  the  means  to  renew.  In  face  of  the  fact  that  the  life  of  a 
gaspipe  is  only  from  sixteen  to  twenty  years  we  have  pipes  which 
have  been  in  use  since  the  construction  of  the  buildiiig.  The  con- 
sequence is  the  frequent  springing  of  leaks  from  worn-out  pipes  and 
repairs  that  are  necessarily  in  the  nature  of  make-shifts  and  not  in 
line  with  the  true  economy  of  thorough  renewal  of  material.  We 
have  done  what  we  could  to  remedy  this  evil.    Moreover,  in  making 
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all  repairs,  which  in  many  instances  amounted  to  permanent  im- 
provements, we  had  to  contend  with  very  defective  architecture  in 
the  construction  of  the  original  building.  It  would  be  tedious  to 
enumerate  the  many  improvements  thus  made  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  State  Charities.  The  cutting  down  of  the  windows 
and  doors  of  the  basement  was  especially  commended.  The  free 
admission  of  light  and  air  joined  to  having  made  the  floors  water- 
proof has  really  placed  the  basement  on  a  par  with  the  other  floors 
of  the  building. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  building  is  very  nearly  perfect,  not 
only  because  of  the  excellent  system  of  ventilation,  but  by  virtue  of 
constant  attention  to  cleanliness  and  order.  In  this  connection, 
however,  we  can  not  sufiiciently  deplore  the  failure  of  the  last  Legis- 
lature to  make  the  appropriation  asked  for  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  a  Woman's  Prison  quite  removed  from  the  present  site, 
but  within  easy  reach  of  the  city,  so  that  it  could  come  under  the 
direction  of  the  same  Board  of  Managers  as  the  Reform  School  for 
Girls. 

As  it  is,  the  lack  of  room  in  the  girls'  department  is  almost  crimi- 
nal. Over  two  hundred  girls  are  crowded  into  the  space  intended 
for  the  accommodation  of  one  hundred  and  sixty.  It  reflects  dis- 
credit on  a  General  Assembly  which  provided  men  and  boys  so 
liberally  with  prisons  and  reformatories.  When  the  number  of 
criminal  women  and  unfortunate  girls  is  compared  with  the  corre- 
sponding number  of  men  and  boys — scarcely  one  to  fifteen — the 
injustice  is  more  apparent.  There  are  only  forty  odd  inmates  of  the 
Woman's  Prison,  and  as  the  number  does  not  rapidly  increase,  a 
small  prison  adapted  to  the  accommodation  of  seventy-five  would 
answer  the  purpose  for  years  to  come. 

In  vain  has  the  Board  of  State  Charities  instructed  the  courts  of 
competent  jurisdiction  to  limit,  as  much  as  possible,  commitments 
to  the  Reform  School.  The  number  is  steadily  increasing  far  be- 
yond the  possibility  of  proper  sanitary,  not  to  say  moral,  condi- 
tions. The  industry  and  watchfulness  thus  rendered  necessary  can 
hardly  be  estimated.  , 

To  remedy  the  evil  a  greater  number  of  girls  have  been  sent  out 
on  ticket-of -leave  this  year  than  usual,  but  this  method  of  relief  is 
attended  by  the  danger  of  sending  out  many  girls  who  are  insuffi- 
ciently equipped  either  in  capacity  for  usefulness  or  moral  strength. 


The  extension  of  the  term  of  commitment  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
one  years  was  intended  for  the  protection  of  girls  until  well 
grounded  in  habits  of  industry  and  principles  of  virtue.  With  the 
additional  space  afforded  by  the  prison  facilities,  the  reformation 
and  usefulness  of  the  girls  would  be  immeasurably  increased.  They 
would  especially  be  given  the  much-needed  opportunity  to  learn  the 
useful  industries  of  cooking,  sewing  and  housework  so  necessary  to 
their  success  in  life. 

We  earnestly  pray  that  you  will  aid  us  in  the  formation  of  a  senti- 
ment which  will  impel  the  members  of  the  next  Legislature  to  come 
to  our  relief;  and,  at  the  same  time,  promote  the  public  welfare  by 
the  establishment  of  a  Woman's  Prison  separate  from  the  Reform 
School  for  Girls. 

The  annual  election  or  naming  of  officers  of  the  Reform  School 
for  Girls  and  Woman's  Prison  for  the  year  ending  March  4,  1898, 
took  place  April  7,  1897.  The  result  was  as  follows:  President  of 
the  Board,  Laura  Ream;  Superintendent,  Sarah  F.  Keely;  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Susanna  J.  Pray;  Physician,  Sarah  Stockton,  M, 
D. ;  Resident  Secretary  and  Bookkeeper,  Sara  E.  Downing. 

On  the  31st  of  May,  in  compliance  with  your  request,  we  ordered 
an  eight  per  cent,  reduction  of  salaries  to  take  effect  the  1st  of 
August.  In  the  meantime,  with  your  approval,  the  time  of  reduc- 
tion was  extended  until  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  N^o- 
vember  1,  1897.  We  also  dispensed  with  one  office,  that  of  Assistant 
Matron  of  Administration  Building. 

We  have  kept  up  the  usual  amount  of  insurance  upon  buildings 
and  furnishings.    The  necessary  repairs  amounted  to  $4,479.52. 

The  number  of  girls  in  the  Reform  School  at  close  of  the  year, 
October  31,  1897,  is  206.  The  number  of  women  in  the  Prison, 
October  31,  1897,  is  43, 

As  required  by  section  6192,  Re^dsed  Statutes  of  1881,  we  have 
estimated  the  actual  expense  per  annum  of  subsisting  an  infant 
committed  to  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  during  the  year  and 
fixed  the  amount  as  follows,  $168.00.  The  counties  of  the  State 
are  required  by  law  to  pay  one-half  of  this  amount. 
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The  sum  reported  to  the  Treasurer  of  State  during  the 

fiscal  year  from  this  source  was $16,878  03 

The  earnings  and  receipts  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer 

quarterly  have  amounted  to 2,048  04 

Thus  we  have  a  credit  of $18,926  07 

Leaving  a  net  cost  to  the  State  of 21,572  94 

Total  amount  expended $40,499  01 

Amount  turned  back  into  State  Treasury  at  end  of 

fiscal  year 09 

Total  amount  of  appropriation $40,500  00 

You  will  observe  that  the  routine  of  the  year  has  been  compara- 
tively uneventful.  The  blessings  of  health.  Christian  endeavor  and 
security  have  been  vouchsafed  us,  largely  owing  to  the  efiicient 
services  of  the  Superintendent  and  her  corps  of  officers  and  em- 
ployes and  the  Physician  and  Secretary. 

We  are  under  many  obligations  to  you  for  repeated  favors,  and 
earnestly  bespeak  your  continued  interest  and  aid  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Institution.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Institution  Office,  October  31,  1897. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers  : 

Ladies — In  submitting  to  von  the  twentv-sixtli  annual  report  of 
the  Reform  School  for  Girls  and  Woman's  Prison  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  the  year  not  only  compares  favorably  with  other  years,  but  in 
many  respects  it  surpasses  them. 

We  have  received  a  larger  number  of  girls  in  the  Reform  School. 

Many  of  them  are  so  unpromising  that  we  wonder  if  we  can  make 
anything  out  of  them.  We  find  that  the  girls  who  are  retained  the 
longest  in  the  School  make  the  best  records  when  granted  a  release 
or  temporary  absence. 

We  have  never  had  so  many  girls  out  on  ticket-of-leave  do  as  well 
as  they  have  this  year,  and  we  believe  it  is  because  they  have  been 
retained  under  the  influences  and  instruction  of  the  School  for  a 
longer  time.  We  know  this  is  not  in  accordance  with  public  opin- 
ion and  the  thought  expressed  in  all  our  public  conventions  against 
institutionizing  children  by  retaining  them  too  long,  but  experience 
is  always  the  best  teacher. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Institution  we  have  received. .  .1,135  girls 

Have  received  during  the  year 46  girls 

Have  returned  from  ticket-of-leave  during  the  year.  ...  13  ^Is 

Have  sent  out  on  ticket-of-leave  during  the  year 4:4  girls 

Have  discharged  (near  of  age) 11  girls 

Have  now  out  on  ticket-of-leave 63  girls 

Remaining  October  31,  1897 206  girls 

Our  number  of  girls  is  larger  than  ever  before,  while  our  capacity 
-remains  the  same.  Our  disappointment  at  being  unable  to  secure 
the  removal  of  the  criminal  women  from  this  building,  as  well  as 
obtaining  a  cooking  school  and  a  regular  dressmaking  department, 
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can  never  be  expressed.  These  girls  should  be  taught  to  cook^  but 
our  hands  are  tied  and  only  a  few  out  of  the  many  who  desire  to 
learn  this  accomplishment,  can  be  accommodated. 

I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Physician  for 
our  health  record,  and  also  to  the  detailed  statements  of  all  financial 
matters  and  statistical  facts  of  the  fiscal  year  as  given  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  her  various  exhibits  and  statements. 

INDUSTRIES. 

We  have  seven  different  industrial  departments.  These  are  under 
the  care  of  competent  women,  who  do  all  in  their  power  to  give 
practical  instruction  in  house  and  domestic  labor  in  all  of  its  de- 
tails, A  record  book  is  kept,  in  each  one  of  these  departments,  of 
both  conduct  and  work.  Girls  are  changed  from  one  department  to 
the  other  as  often  as  possible;  sometimes  these  changes  must  be 
made  too  soon  in  order  to  give  other  girls  a  chance. 

LAUNDRY. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  the  Laundry  must  see  that  all  the  laundry 
work  of  the  Reform  School,  together  with  that  of  nine  olficers  and 
twelve  city  washings,  is  done  properly.  She  must  see  to  listing  all 
this  clothing,  which  amounts  to  thousands  of  articles  in  a  month. 
She  must  also  see  to  making  out  the  bills  for  city  washings  and 
returning  correct  lists  of  all  clothing  received  and  making  a  cash 
report  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  work  done  and  cash  received. 
Most  of  this  clothing  must  also  be  marked  with  indelible  ink.  She ' 
has  a  wash  room,  ironing  room,  stove  room  and  office  to  oversee, 
with  seventy-nine  young  and  inexperienced  girls  to  watch  and  con- 
trol. To  assist  her  an  older  girl,  who  has  graduated  from  the  laun- 
dry, is  made  guard  of  honor  in  the  wash  room,  another  is  made 
guard  of  honor  in  the  ironing  room,  and  still  another  must  sit  or 
stand  at  the  stove  room  door  to  prevent  girls  from  collecting  therein 
and  wasting  time.  These  guards  of  honor  are  only  girls,  and  fre- 
quently need  watching  themselves.  The  laundry  must  be  kept 
scrupulously  clean.  There  is  a  morning  class  and  an  afternoon  class, 
and  there  are  four  divisions  in  the  laundry — A,  B,  C,  D.  Girls  enter- 
ing are  put  in  the  D  class  and  receive  their  promotions  as  they  merit 
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it  from  good  work.  She  begins  on  towels,  kitchen  aprons  and  plain 
garments.  A  girl  in  the  A  class  polishes  shirts,  cuffs  and  collars, 
irons  the  elaborate  garments  and  does  shirt  waists  to  perfection,  and 
when  she  is  reported  by  her  officer  as  completing  the  course,  she  is 
changed  to  another  department,  providing  she  can  be  spared.  A 
girl  who  washes  and  irons  well  is  frequently  placed  over  the  new 
girls  to  teach  them  the  work.  This  method  relieves  the  officer  con- 
siderably, but  is  not  alwavs  satisfactory,  for  the  reason  that  girls  are 
not  always  willing  to  be  taught  by  other  girls,  and  thereby  con- 
fusion sometimes  occurs. 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  done  in  this  depart- 
ment during  the  year  let  me  give  you  the  officer's  report:

For  Eeform  School,  including  Hospital 144,405  pieces

This  money  has  been  turned  into  the  State  Treasury. 

KITCHEN. 

In  the  Reform  School  Culinary  Department  one  officer  must  over- 
see all  the  cooking,  bread-making,  dining  .room  and  storeroom  work. 
She  has  twenty-two  girls  in  her  department.  These  are  divided  into 
two  classes — morning  and  afternoon.  One  barrel  of  flour  is  used 
each  day  and  corn  bread  is  always  baked  for  dinner.  The  bread 
must  be  good,  the  food  well  seasoned  and  properly  cooked,  and  the 
dishes  clean.  During  the  year  there  has  been  baked  in  this  depart- 
ment: 

29,528  loaves  of  bread. 
1,068  pans  of  coffee  bread. 
1,4:77  pans  of  corn  bread. 

347  pans  of  gingerbread. 
4,548  light  rolls. 
82,521  biscuits. 
25,301  cookies. 
721  pies. 
It  may  seem  unnecessary,  and  it  may  seem  extravagant  to  some, 
for  us  to  give  these  girls  biscuits,  cookies  and  pies,  but  they  are  only 
children  and  need  these  things  as  much  as  the  children  outsid(3  do.

During  tlie  summer  the  girls  canned  from  our  own  garden: 

81  gallons  of  tomatoes. 

22  gallons  of  tomato  butter. 

22  gallons  of  tomato  preserves. 

3 If  gallons  of  tomato  catsup. 

16^  gallons  of  toiuato  pickles. 

40  gallons  of  cu cumber  pickles. 

7^  gallons  of  watermelon  preserves. 

It  is  seldom  that  the  girls  complain  of  their  food.  They  are  well 
supplied  with  fresh  vegetables  from  the  garden  during  the  summer 
and  wdth  as  great  a  variety  as  possible  during  the  winter. 

We  also  have  guards  of  honor  in  the  kitchen.  One  strong  Ger- 
man girl  has  had  entire  charge  of  the  bread-baking  for  several 
months.  The  store-room  girl  must  be  a  trusty  girl,  as  her  position 
is  an  important  one.  A  daily  record  of  both  conduct  and  work,  as 
well  as  a  roll  of  honor,  is  kept  in  this  department,  as  in  all  others. 

SEWING  DEPARTMENT. 

When  we  had  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  girls  our  sewing  officer 
was  greatly  crowded,  but  now  this  one  officer  must  get  the  sewing 
done  for  two  hundred  and  six  girls  beside  the  outfits  for  girls  going 
out  on  ticket-of-leave.  So  you  see  how  over-crowded  this  depart- 
ment is.  The  amount  of  darning,  patching,  mending  and  repairing 
is  simply  enormous,  and  is  in  itself  sufficient  for  one  officer  if  the 
girls  are  taught  to  do  it  properly,  without  the  added  care  of  dress- 
making. This  is  one  of  our  most  important  industries.  One  of  our 
girls,  who  is  out  on  ticket-of-leave,  is  earning  $6.00  per  week  in  a 
dressmaking  establishment,  and  she  told  me  a  few  days  ago  that  she 
never  could  be  thankful  enough  for  the  instruction  in  sevdng  she 
received  while  here. 

During  the  year  there  were — 

Dresses  made 1,449 

Dresses  repaired 3,378 

The  total  number  of  garments  made  and  repaired  in  this  depart- 
ment was  26,472.  For  an  itemized  list  of  other  garments  made  and 
repaired  see  Table  No.  7. 
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By  utilizing  a  life  prisoner  for  np-stairs  work  in  tlie  Prison,  we 
have  obtained  the  services  of  the  officer  who  had  charge  of  this  work 
part  of  the  time  for  a  separate  dressmaking  department  in  the  Re- 
form School,  as  she  is  a  practical  dressmaker,  thus  relieving  to  some 
extent  this  crowded  department  and  giving  to  the  girls  the  opportu- 
nity of  learning  to  cut  and  fit  by  scientific  methods.  HowcA'er,  this 
officer  is  so  di^dded  in  her  duties  and  is  called  away  so  often  that 
this  arrangement  is  not  altogether  satisfactory.  She  has  also  charge 
of  the  knitting,  crocheting  and  embroidery  classes,  which  she 
teaches  Saturday  afternoons. 

DORMITORY  DEPARTMENT.  : 

Our  dormitory  officer  oversees  the  cleaning  of  four  halls,  four 
flights  of  stairs,  three  toilet  rooms,  chapel,  gallery  and  attic.  The 
linen  room,  where  the  clothing  of  the  entire  School  is  kept;  ten: 
officers'  rooms,  twenty-four  dormitories,  with  one  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-eight beds.  Twenty-eight  girls  are  detailed  to  accomplish  this 
work.  Besides  this,  this  officer  teaches  four  classes  in  Physical 
Culture  each  day,  has  entire  charge  of  the  vocal  music  as  well  as  all 
our  entertainments  given  during  the  year.  Any  leisure  time  she  has 
is  given  to  hall  work  down  stairs  or  supplying  in  the  absence  of 
another  officer.  The  walls  of  these  twenty-four  dormitories,  four 
halls,  two  bath  rooms  and  linen  room  were  all  painted  by  the  girls 
under  the  direction  of  this  officer. 

The  saving  to  the  State  by  the  girls  doing  this  work  amounted  to 
several  hundred  dollars. 

ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING. 

Unlike  other  institutions,  the  Superintendent  and  her  staff  oc- 
cupy the  same  dining  room.  The  officer  in  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment must  oversee  the  cleaning  of  four  bedrooms,  four  halls,  two 
bath  rooms,  two  flights  of  stairs,  office,  reception  room,  veranda,  the 
grounds  about  the  veranda,  besides  the  dining  room,  butler's  pantry, 
care  of  bed  and  table  linen,  china,  silver  and  glassware,  milk  cellar, 
store  rooms  and  a  cold  storage  room  and  a  basement  dining  room  and 
kitchen.  She  must  see  to  the  preparation  of  all  the  food  for  from 
eighteen  to  twenty  people  and  any  guests  who  may  be  present.    She 
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has  sixteen  girls  in  her  department,  divided  into  morning  and  after- 
noon classes.  She  must  teach  them  all  kinds  of  ordinary  cooking — 
soups,  meats,  poultry,  vegetables,  to  can  fruit,  make  jelly,  preserves, 
pickles  and  catsups,  bread,  rolls,  puddings,  cakes  and  pies.  They 
must  be  taught  to  lay  the  tables  properly,  as  well  as  to  wait  upon 
them,  and  everything  pertaining  to  dining-room  work. 

This  department  in  its  several  branches  is  the  most  important  in 
the  house,  us  it  is  where  the  girls  are  finished  in  their  domestic  edu- 
cation and  are  deemed  efficient  for  outside  homes. 

There  are  not  many  among  our  girls  who  are  capable  or  quick  to 
learn,  so  w^e  can  use  only  a  few  in  this  department.  Most  of  them 
lack  in  judgment  and  discretion,  and  this  is  not  surprising  when  we 
remember  their  former  surroundings  and  inheritance.  We  would 
be  very  glad  to  give  more  of  the  girls  a  chance  in  this  department, 
but  we  find  it  impossible  to  make  changes  very  often.  One  of  our 
greatest  needs  is  a  cooking  school.  Other  institutions  are  advancing 
more  rapidly  in  this  direction  than  w^e  are.  This  necessity  has  been 
so  often  brought  before  you  that  it  seems  useless  to  multiply  words; 
we  are  expected  to  send  out  our  girls  well  trained,  while  we  have 
not  the  facilities  for  so  doing.  If  the  Prison  could  be  removed  and 
the  entire  building  used  for  the  Keform  School,  we  could  then 
■easily  have  a  cooking  school. 

HOSPITAL   DEPARTMENT. 

A  girl  must  be  peculiarly  fitted  to  be  of  use  as  a  nurse  in  this 
department.  To  become  a  good  nurse  requires  a  special  talent.  We 
alw^ays  have  from  two  to  four  girls  in  training.  While  we  have  not 
had  a  death  this  year  and  no  epidemics  or  serious  illnesses,  yet  a 
constant  watchful  care  is  required,  as  these  girls  are  very  careless  of 
their  health. 

In  the  girls'  hospital  there  are  thirteen  beds  in  eight  sick  rooms, 
an  officers'  sick  room,  surgery,  kitchen  and  linen  closets  to  be 
cleaned  and  kept  in  order,  with  halls  and  stairways. 

ISTew  girls  are  always  sent  to  the  hospital  to  remain  until  exam- 
ined by  the  Physician.  IN'o  new  girl  leaves  the  hospital  until  her 
head  and  body  are  perfectly  clean.  Eight  girls  have  had  to  remain 
there  for  three  weeks  for  that  cause,  and  four  girls  were  kept  there 
four  weeks,  not  being  in  a  physical  condition  to  mingle  with  other 
ffirls. 
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One  scrofulous  girl  was  kept  nine  months,  given  medicine  three 
times  a  day  and  had  her  glandular  abscesses  dressed  twice  a  day, 
Avhen  she  was  discharged  and  sent  home  to  her  mother,  as  we  were 
unable  to  cure  her. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  seventy-one .  cases  have  been 
treated  in  the  hospital  and  many  of  these  have  been  there  several 
times.  In  addition  to  these,  many  others  take  medicine  prescribed 
by  the  Physician  before  and  after  meals.  The  average  number  of 
emergency  doses  given  during  six  days  of  each  week  is  four  per  day, 
making  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-two  doses.  Tonsilitis, 
bronchial  or  catarrhal  troubles  are  the  prevailing  diseases. 

The  girls  in  this  department  are  well  trained  and  the  instruction 
and  practice  they  receive  are  invaluable  to  them  throughout  their 
lives. 

DISBURSING   OFFICER.  s] 

We  have  no  clerk  or  stewardess.  All  purchases  are  made  by  the 
Superintendent.  The  disbursing  ofiicer  receives  all  purchases  and 
has  entire  care  of  them,  checks  off  bills,  fills  all  daily  requisitions,  at- 
tends to  store  rooms  and  makes  out  all  daily  orders  for  articles 
needed.  The  rest  of  her  time  is  devoted  to  hall  duties,  which  are 
numerous,  showing  visitors  over  the  house,  which  requires  a  great 
deal  of  time,  and  supplying  other  departments  during  the  absence  or 
illness  of  their  ofiicers. 

GOVERNESS  AND  PRIMARY  TEACHER. 

The  children's  department  is  on  the  second  floor  and  consists  of  a 
large  hall,  four  dormitories,  in  which  fifty  girls  sleep,  four  oflicers' 
rooms,  a  school  room,  play  room  (often  used  as  a  sewing  room), 
toilet  and  bath  rooms.  On  special  cleaning  days  eighteen  girls  are 
detailed  to  do  the  work  in  this  department,  while  on  other  days 
twelve  girls  can  put  things  in  order  by  9  a.  m.  This  work  is  all 
done  by  the  younger  girls.  The  children  not  engaged  in  these- 
household  duties,  sew  one  hour  before  school  in  the  morning  and  all 
day  on  Saturday. 

They  do  their  own  darning  and  a  part  of  their  mending,  besides 
some  of  the  w^ork  of  the  house,  such  as  hemming  sheets,  towels,  mak- 
ing pillow  slips,  aprons  and  patchwork.  During  the  year  they  have 
darned    two   thousand   three   hundred    and   twenty-two    stockings, 
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mended  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  pieces  and  have  made  seven 
hundred  and  ninety  pieces.  Some  of  this  work  has  been  on  their  owu 
dresses.  Aside  from  this  they  are  taught  to  do  different  kinds  of 
needlework  on  samples^the  making  of  buttonholes,  different  kinds 
of  hemming,  back-stitching,  felling,  darning,  patching,  matching 
plaids  and  stripes.  Much  time  is  given  to  this  kind  of  work  during 
the  School  vacation  in  July  and  August. 

A  clay  modeling  class  is  taught  in  the  yard  under  the  shade  of  a 
tree  during  the  summer,  and  physical  culture  is  given  to  each  girl 
during  the  school  year. 

The  school  in  this  department  includes  both  primary  and  inter- 
mediate grades.  This  year  there  are  twenty-eight  girls  who  are  in 
school  all  day,  in  addition  there  are  fourteen  girls  attend  the  morn- 
ing session  and  ten  the  afternoon  session,  making  an  attendance  of 
forty-two  in  the  morning  and  thirty-eight  in  the  afternoon. 

"We  have  the  first  (only  two  in  this  grade),  second,  third,  fifth  and 
seventh  grades  this  year.  With  two  exceptions  each  girl  writes  her 
own  letters.  Aside  from  the  common  branches,  they  are  taught 
simple  elements  of  botany,  physiology,  hygiene  and  calisthenics. 
An  earnest  effort  is  made  to  educate  the  heart,  mind  and  hand,  as  we 
believe  this  to  be  the  true  development. 

The  girls  are  very  much  interested  in  their  school  work,  and 
their  minds  are  reaching  out  beyond  their  text  books. 

INTERMEDIATE  AND  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

The  school  year  begins,  in  the  Institution,  the  first  Monday  in 
September  and  closes  the  last  Friday  in  June.  The  sessions  are 
from  8:45  a.  m.  to  12:00,  and  from  1:10  to  5:00  p.  m.  As  the 
girls  attend  school  but  one-half  day,  all  the  grades,  except  the 
fourth  and  eighth  (these  being  too  small),  are  divided  into  two 
classes,  and  one  of  each,  with  the  fourth  grade,  attend  the  morning 
session,  and  the  other  classes  of  corresponding  grades,  with  the 
eighth,  the  afternoon  session. 

In  addition  to  this  there  are  four  pupils  in  the  third  grade  and 
two  in  the  first  who  come  to  the  morning  session.  This  plan  has 
proven  a  great  incentive  to  concentration  and  studious  effort  on  the 
part  of  every  class  to  maintain  its  standing  with  the  corresponding 
e-rade. 
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The  number  in  each  grade  is  as  follows:  Eighth  grade,  fifteen; 
seventh,  thirty-one;  sixth,  twenty-nine;  fifth,  forty-eight;  fourth, 
twenty-one;  third,  four;  first,  two;  total,  one  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

Our  aim  and  purpose  is  to  follow  the  outline  of  graded  work  and 
methods  as  indorsed  by  our  best  public  schools.  While  many  of  the 
girls  possess  bright  minds  and  are  eager  to  advance,  much  of  the 
Avork  is  hindered  by  the  constant  discovery  that  the  foundation  that 
should  have  been  laid  in  childhood  must  be  created  here,  although 
they  are  of  an  advanced  age. 

Text  books  used  are  as  follows:  Higginson's  Young  Folks'  His- 
tory of  the  United  States;  Eeed  and  Kellogg's  Graded  Lessons  in 
Language;  Stoddard's  Intellectual  Arithmetic;  Indiana  Series  Ele- 
mentary and  Complete  Arithmetic;  Geography;  Readers  and 
Speller.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  writing,  orthography  and  letter 
forms.  Oral  instruction  is  given  to  all  grades  in  physiology.  Lan- 
guage work  is  varied  by  compositions  and  letter  writing.  Map-draw- 
ing forms  a  prominent  feature  in  geography,  also  imaginary  trips, 
etc. 

Interest  in  history  is  sustained  and  encouraged  by  historical  con- 
tests, use  of  encyclopedias  and  collateral  readings.  Occasional  tests 
or  examinations  form  a  proof  of  work  well  done.  The  girls  are  con- 
stantly informed  as  to  current  events  that  they  may  be  in  touch  with 
the  times.  The  general  routine  of  school  work  is  frequently  varied 
by  the  special  preparation  of  exercises  to  celebrate  the  poets'  birth- 
days, also  Washington's  and  Arbor  Day.  By  the  use  of  the  "Little 
Citizen"  on  such  occasions  we  inculcate  and  encourage  a  love  and 
devotion  for  one  country,  one  language  and  one  flag. 

RELIGIOUS   SERVICES. 

We  do  not  believe  in  the  permanency  of  a  reformation  without  a 
Christian  basis.  There  must  be  a  change  of  heart  as  well  as  a 
change  of  surroundings  and  therefore  much  time  is  given  to  religi- 
ous instruction. 

Daily  devotional  exercises  are  held  morning  and  evening. 
Wednesday  evening  prayer  meetings,  Friday  evening  song  service, 
Sunday-schools  and  band  meetings  are  held  regularly.  We  con- 
tinue to  use  the  Berean  lesson  leaves,  the  Peloubet  iSTotes  and  Sun- 
day-school journals,  and  thus  we  keep  in  touch  with  the  outside 

2 — Kef.   for  Girls. 
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religious  world.  Clergymen  from  the  city  pulpits,  laymen  and 
women  assist  in  our  union  cliapel  service.  Tlie  Pentecost  Band, 
Messrs.  Wheeler  and  KoU  of  the  Rescue  Mission,  and  others  have 
helped  us  in  revival  ser^dces.  Our  singing  has  improved  greatly  un- 
der the  faithful  instructions  given  in  vocal  music.  A  normal  Sun- 
day-school class  was  organized  a  few  months  ago,  and  girls  were 
appointed  Sunday-school  teachers.  Many  are  from  the  younger 
girls.  The  opening  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel,  from  which 
classes  are  dismissed  to  rooms  below,  where,  under  the  oversight  of 
officers,  the  lesson  is  carefully  reviewed  after  having  been  taught  by 
the  girls. 

The  King's  Daughters  circles  and  voluntary  prayer  meetings  are 
held  each  week.  One  of  our  girls  has  become  a  Pentecost  Mission 
worker.  Another,  who  is  of  age,  is  assistant  superintendent  of  a  Sab- 
bath-school in  the  northern  part  of  the  city.  A  lady  who  has  one 
of  our  girls  in  domestic  service,  writes  that  her  beautiful  Christian 
character  is  a  benediction  in  their  home. 

LIBRARY. 

Our  library  is  w^ell  patronized.  A  good  book  is  always  a  safe 
companion.  Some  girls  would  rather  read  than  play.  A  fresh 
supply  of  books  is  added  from  time  to  time,  and  a  new  book  or  paper 
is  always  hailed  with  delight. 

The  papers  from  other  institutions  are  very  welcome.  Of  these 
we  receive  regularly  "The  Dawn,"  "The  Silent  Hoosier,"  "The  Ad- 
vance," "Record  and  Appeal,"  "The  Home  Journal,"  "The  Gem," 
"Our  Companion,"  "Glen  Mills  Daily,"  "The  Plainfield  Reforma- 
tory," "The  Organizer,"  "The  Boys'  Lantern,"  "Lend  a  Hand," 
"The  Boys'  Journal,"  "The  Indiana  Farmer,"  and  "The  Industrial 
Gem."  These  are  all  read  with  pleasure.  We  are  also  greatly  in- 
debted to  the  Bible  Institute  Colportage  Association  of  Chicago  for 
a  number  of  religious  volumes,  also  to  S.  B.  Shaw  and  wife,  of 
Grand  Rapids,  for  additional  valuable  literature. 

We  still  subscribe  for  "St.  Nicholas,"  "Youth's  Companion," 
"Review  of  Reviews,"  "The  Ladies'  Home  Journal,"  "Harper's  Ba- 
zar," "The  Chautauquan,"  "Silver  Cross,"  "Ram's  Horn,"  "Sun- 
day-School Advocate"  and  "Children's  Picture  Papers,"  or  illus- 
trated lesson  leaves. 
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RECREATIONS. 


Our  recreations  remain  about  the  same.    We  liave  plenty  of  fun. 

The  first  grade  girls  are  frequently  taken  out  for  walks  in  good 
weather.  Entertainments  of  various  kinds  are  given  and  everything 
is  done  to  make  this  home  like  any  other  well  regulated  family.

This  Prison  is  unlike  other  prisons.  It  is  more  of  a  home,  and 
any  one  desiring  to  lead  a  better  life  has  every  opportunity  and  help 
offered  her.  It  would  be  a  great  help  in  our  discipline  if  the  life 
women  could  be  separated  from  the  short-time  women.  Their  influ- 
ence is  not  always  good. 

The  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done  during  the  year,  al- 
though many  of  our  women  are  broken  down  in  health  and  not  able 
for  continued  or  hard  labor.  All  kinds  of  family  sewing,  dressmak- 
ing, mattress  making,  quilting,  laundry  work,  besides  all  kinds  of 
fancy  work,  fill  up  the  hours  and  make  the  time  pass  rapidly. 
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LAUNDRY.

PRISON   HOSPITAL. 

This  department  contains  six  rooms  with  fourteen  beds,  surgery, 
two  bath  rooms  and  linen  closet,  three  halls  and  steps  to  keep  clean. 

Eighty-three  cases  have  been  treated  in  this  hospital  during  the 
year.  Eight  of  these  were  there  several  different  times.  One  life 
woman  has  been  here  all  year.  One  woman  with  a  burned  face  was 
there  five  months,  one  with  melancholia  for  six  months,  one  case  of 
la  grippe  followed  by  melancholia  and  threatened  suicide,  had  to  be 
closely  watched  for  five  months.    One  child  was  born. 

The  number  of  women  who  had  to  have  medicine  given  before 
and  after  each  meal  by  the  Physician's  prescription  averages  eight 
per  day. 

Every  dose  of  medicine  given  is  put  down  in  a  book,  to  whom 
given,  and  for  what  cause.  Every  meal  ordered  for  the  sick,  as  well 
as  every  meal  served  in  either  institution,  is  recorded  in  a  meal  book, 
with  date  of  day  and  month. 

Every  woman  is  examined  and  weighed  by  the  Physician  when 
she  enters  as  well  as  when  she  leaves  the  Institution,  and  a  written 
statement  is  always  kept.  The  same  officer  has  charge  of  both  hos- 
pitals. 

Several  cases  of  acquired  morphine  habit  have  had  to  be  cured. 

These  women  have  become  so  accustomed  to  tobacco,  beer,  whisky 
or  other  strong  drinks,  that  there  is  a  continual  cry  for  medicine, 
the  stronger  the  better.  Four  thousand  and  twenty  meals  have  been 
prepared  for  the  sick,  besides  much  cooking  that  has  been  done  in 
the  hospital. 
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SEWING   DEPARTMENT. 


Tor  a  full  list  of  articles  made  or  mended  see  Table  'No.  7. 

Perhaps  the  most  remunerative  work  is  the  quilting  department. 
Fifty-four  quilts  have  been  quilted  and  one  pieced.  In  this  depart- 
ment there  is  no  outlay  of  money.  The  introduction  of  a  double- 
needle  sewing  machine  into  the  overall  factory  has  cut  us  off  from 
this  industry,  as  the  machines  are  heavy  and  must  be  run  by  power, 
while  all  our  work  is  hand  work. 

The  Prison  Matron  has  the  oversight  of  all  the  sewing  done,  as 
well  as  the  culinary  department.  The  food  is  always  well  prepared 
and  wholesome. 

In  this  department  there  was  made  during  the  summer —

Our  garden  was  very  good,  notwithstanding  the  hot  weather,  and 
both  women  and  girls  were  abundantly  supplied  with  fresh  vegeta- 
bles. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

All  of  the  shutters,  outside  woodwork,  gutters  and  tin  roofing 
have  been  repaired  and  painted.  A  storm  door  has  been  built  at  east 
entrance  of  Prison.  A  double  fire  escape  from  second  and  third 
floors  has  been  put  up.  Several  rooms  have  been  painted,  and  the 
usual  amount  of  plumbing  and  repairing  that  demands  attention  al- 
most every  week. 

The  inclosure  of  the  front  porch  with  glass  supplies  a  long-felt 
want  of  an  additional  room,  as  well  as  a  place  to  shelter  and  grow 
plants. 
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The  basement  bath  room  in  the  Prison  has  been  entirely  reno- 
vated and  thereby  better  sanitation  secured. 

The  officers,  teachers  and  employes  have  been  very  faithful  in 
the  performance  of  their  various  duties,  and  much  of  the  success  of 
our  work  is  the  result  of  their  untiring  efforts  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Institution. 

To  all  who  have  helped  us  in  any  way  we  will  remember  with 
grateful  hearts,  and  while  we  are  permitted  to  see  good  results  of  our 
incessant  labors,  we  ever  remember  that  "Paul  may  plant  and 
ApoUos  may  water,  but  it  is  God  who  giveth  the  increase."

PHYSICIAN^S  REPORT. 


Ladies — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment of  the  Institution  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1897. 

In  the  Reform  School  the  prevailing  forms  of  illness  have  been 
disorders  of  the  respiratory  and  gastro-intestinal  tracts.  There  were 
many  cases  of  acute  coryza;  tonsilitis;  acute  gastric  catarrh;  follicu- 
lar pharyngitis;  diarrhoea;  indigestion  and  constipation.  They  were 
unusually  mild  and  uncomplicated  and  yielded  readily  to  treat- 
ment. 

Of  the  severer  forms  there  were  "several  cases  of  tonsilitis  which 
resulted  in  suppuration,  with  marked  constitutional  disturbances. 
During  and  after  convalescence  there  was  prolonged  anaemia  and 
general  debility,  some  of  them  remaining  in  the  hospital  for  several 
weeks. 

One  case  was  complicated  by  pneumonitis  followed  by  occasional 
pulmonary  hemorrhages.  She  recovered  after  an  illness  of  several 
months'  duration.  A  malarial  condition,  resulting  from  colds,  was 
present  in  a  number  of  the  cases.  There  was  one  case  of  erysipelas 
followed  by  acute  rheumatism. 

There  were  three  cases  of  granular  conjunctivitis  (one  of  them 
was  afflicted  when  admitted),  four  cases  of  dermatitis.  Four  when  re- 
ceived had  venereal  disease.  There  have  been  several  cases  of  in- 
continence of  urine  and  menstrual  derangement.  The  age  of  pu- 
berty has  occasioned  some  slight  nervous  disturbances,  manifested 
usually  as  neuralgia  and  congestive  headaches. 

Only  minor  surgical  attention  was  required.  This  department 
has  been  unusually  free  from  casualties.  Slight  burns,  simple  ab- 
scesses, toothache  and  a  few  slight  injuries  have  been  all  in  which 
surgical  treatment  was  indicated.  There  was  one  case  of  scrofulous 
abscess  of  the  submaxillary  and  cervical  glands.  She  was  kept  un- 
der treatment  in  the  hospital  for  several  months. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-one  cases  have  been  in  the  hospital 
during  the  year.  Many  of  them  were  recurrent  or  receiving  treat- 
ment for  other  forms  of  illness.  There  have  been  no  deaths,  and  in 
almost  every  case  complete  recovery. 

In  the  Prison  department  there  were  many  cases  of  slight  ail- 
ments, such  as  headache,  neuralgia,  indigestion,  constipation,  fol- 
licular pharyngitis,  rheumatism,  bronchitis,  both  acute  and  chronic. 
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One  case  of  chronic  rliemnatism  was  associated  with  general  debil- 
ity. A  few  cases  were  suffering  from  venereal  disease  when  ad- 
mitted. Several  have  had  treatment  for  various  uterine,  pelvic  and 
rectal  derangements.  There  were  several  cases  of  suppressed  and 
painful  menstruation. 

Of  the  severer  form  of  illness  there  were  five  cases  of  la  grippe, 
one  of  them  resulting  in  pneumonitis.  She  was  in  the  hospital  for 
several  weeks.  One  case  of  obstinate  constipation  with  partial  sup- 
pression of  urine.  Before  admission  she  was  addicted  to  the  exces- 
sive use  of  morphia,  which  has  resulted  in  some  disturbance  of  the 
nervous  system  and  general  debility.  The  case  of  tertiary  syphilis 
of  last  year  was  in  the  hospital  under  treatment  for  several  weeks. 
One  case  of  vericella,  two  of  dysentery,  two  of  acute  ophthalmia, 
three  cases  of  malarial  fever,  one  of  erysipelas,  one  of  epilepsy.  One 
case  of  la  grippe  manifested  symptoms  of  melancholia  with  ten- 
dency to  suicide.  She  ultimately  recovered  her  usual  health.  One 
case  of  chronic  melancholia  has  been  in  the  hospital  for  several 
months.  She  seems  to  be  perfectly  harmless,  is  very  much  debili- 
tated and  inclined  to  keep  her  bed  most  of  the  time. 

There  w^ere  several  cases  of  chronic  malaria.  All  of  the  acute 
attacks  were  associated  Avitli  the  effects  of  cold.    One  case  of  otitis. 

The  case  of  incomplete  fracture  of  the  femur  with  rheumatic 
complication  of  last  year  is  still  in  the  hospital.  She  is  not  suffer- 
ing from  tlie  effects  of  the  injury  and  is  otherwise  very  much  im- 
proved. 

One  case  of  recurrent  insanity  was  committed  to  the  Hospital  for 
Insane.    A  white  male  child,  legitimate,  was  born  July  21. 

There  have  been  few  cases  requiring  surgical  attention.  ISTone 
were  serious,  and  all  resulted  in  complete  recovery. 

There  were  eighty-three  patients  in  the  hospital  during  the  year. 
A  nimiber  of  them  were  recurrent  or  under  treatment  for  some 
other  form  of  illness. 

jSTo  deaths  have  occurred.  The  excellent  sanitary  condition  of 
the  Institution,  the  good  management  and  care  given  the  inmates 
have  greatly  aided  in  preventing  illness  and  restoring  the  sick.

AVOMAN  S  PRISON. 


LAWS. 


AN  ACT  to  establish  a  female  prison  and  reformatory  institution  for  girls 
and  women,  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  government  thereof 
and  making  appropriations. 

[Approved  May  13,  1869.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tbe  State 
of  Indiana,  Tliat  there  shall  be  established,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
an  institution  to  be  known  as  the  Indiana  Reformatory  Institution 
for  Women  and  Girls. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  supervision  and  government  of  said  Insti- 
tution shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  three 
persons,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Indiana  Reformatory  Institution  for  Women  and  Girls ;  and  the 
members  of  said  Board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  the  respective  terms  of  two,  three  and  f out  years  from  the 
first  day  of  May,  1869,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified,  the  term  of  each  Manager  to  be  designated  in  his  certifi- 
cate of  appointment,  and  thereafter,  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  service  of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  one  Man- 
ager shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  continue  four  years  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  his  predecessor,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified, 
and  all  vacancies  in  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Governor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  at  its  next  succeed- 
ing session,  and  the  person- appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  en- 
titled to  hold  his  office  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  of  the 
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person  whom  lie  may  be  appointed  to  succeed.  Said  Managers, 
before  entering  upon  tbe  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  take  an 
oath  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  office,  which  oath  shall 
be  filed  and  preserved  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
number  as  President  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  is  hereby  empowered  to  select  and  estab- 
lish a  site  for  said  Institution,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  five 
miles  distant  from  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
and  for  that  purpose  he  is  authorized  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the 
State,  by  donation  or  purchase,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
ten  acres  of  land,  and  he  shall  deposit  a  certificate  of  his  location  of 
the  Institution,  together  with  the  deed  or  deeds  of  conveyance  of 
such  land,  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Institution  shall  consist  of  two  separate  and 
distinct  departments,  one  of  which  shall  be  designated  as  the  Re- 
formatory Department,  and  the  other  as  the  Penal  Department. 
Both  of  said  departments  shall  be  under  the  management  of  the 
same  officers,  but  separate  buildings  for  the  inmates  of  each  depart- 
ment shall  be  provided  on  the  same  grounds. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  prepare  and  adopt  plans  for  the  grounds,  buildings  and 
fixtures  necessary  and  proper  for  such  an  Institution,  within  the 
limits  of  the  appropriation  hereinafter  made,  and,  if  practicable, 
the  plans  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  buildings  can  be  enlarged 
or  added  to  without  injury  to  their  symmetry  or  usefulness,  and  the 
said  Board  may,  with  the  like  approval  of  the  Governor,  make  and 
execute  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  construction  of  such  build- 
ings and  fixtures,  and  the  improvement  of  the  grounds,  according 
to  the  plans  which  may  have  been  so  adopted. 

Sec.  T.  Said  Board  of  Managers  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  appoint  a  suitable  Superintendent  of  said  Institution, 
and  all  necessary  subordinates,  not  exceeding  a  number  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Governor,  and  fix  their  respective  salaries,  and  shall  have 
power,  with  the  like  approval,  to  make  and  enforce  all  such  rules, 
regulations,  ordinances  and  by-laws,  for  the  government  and  disci- 
pline of  said  Institution,  and  for  the  admission  of  girls  into  the  Re- 
formatory Department  thereof,  as  they  may  deem  just  and  proper. 
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The  Siiperinteiicleiit  and  all  the  subordinate  officers  of  said  Institu- 
tion shall  be  females:  Provided,  however,  That  if  a  married  woman 
shall  be  appointed  Superintendent,  or  to  any  subordinate  position, 
the  husband  of  such  appointee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board^ 
reside  in  the  Institution,  and  may  be  assigned  such  duties  or  em- 
ployment as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  her  duties  the 
Superintendent  shall  give  bond  to  the  State  of  Indiana  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  or  over,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  said 
Board  of  Managers,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  her 
duties  as  such  Superintendent,  and  that  she  will  faithfully  account 
for  all  moneys,  property  and  effects  entrusted  to  her  as  such,  and 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  discharge  the  duties  of  her  said 
office  with  fidelity,  and  if  said  Superintendent  shall  be  a  married 
woman  such  bond  shall  be  executed  by  her  husband  and  her  sure- 
ties, but  need  not  be  signed  by  herself. 

Sec.  9.  The  Superintendent  shall  reside  at  the  Institution,  and 
shall  have  the  charge  and  custody  of  the  buildings  and  other  prop- 
erty thereof,  and  of  the  inmates  who  may  be  committed  to  both  de- 
partments of  the  Institution,  and  shall  govern  them  in  accordance 
vsdth  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  pre- 
scribe, and  shall  employ  such  methods  of  discipline  as  will,  as  far  as 
possible,  reform  the  characters,  preserve  the  health,  promote  regu- 
lar improvement  in  the  studies  and  industrial  employment  of  the 
inmates  of  the  Institution,  and  secure  to  them  fixed  habits  of  in- 
dustry, morality  and  religion,  but  the  rules,  regulations  and  disci- 
pline of  each  department  of  the  Institution  shall  be  adapted  to  the 
character  of  the  inmates  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  ISTo  manager,  officer  or  employe  of  said  Institution 
shall  be  personally  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract, 
purchase  or  sale,  made  by  or  to,  or  on  behalf  of  said  Institution ;  or 
in  any  business  carried  on  for  or  on  behalf  of  said  Institution;  and 
all  contracts,  purchases  or  sales  made  in  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  and  held  null  and  void ;  and  all  money  paid  to  such 
managers,  officers  or  employes,  or  to  any  person  for  their  benefit, 
in  whole  or  in  part  consideration  of  such  purchase,  contract  or  sale, 
may  be  recovered  back  by  a  civil  action,  in  the  name  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  against  such  manager,  officer  or  employe,  or  against  any 
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person  acting  in  liis  or  her  behalf;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Managers,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
of  such  interest,  to  immediately  remove  such  manager,  officer  or 
employe  so  offending,  and  to  report  the  facts  to  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who  shall  take  such  legal  steps  in  the  premises  as  he  m.ay  deem 
expedient. 

Sec.  11.  Said  Board  of  Managers  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year  after  the  Institution  is  open  for  the 
reception  of  inmates,  make  to  the  Governor  a  full  and  detailed  report 
of  their  doings  as  such  Managers,  and  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  said  Institution,  with  such  other  information  relating  to  the 
condition  of  the  Institution  and  its  inmates,  and  the  results  attained, 
as  may  be  deemed  interesting  or  useful  to  the  public,  which  report 
shall  be  communicated  by  the  Governor  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  the  next  succeeding  session  thereof. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  said  Institution,  or  either  department 
thereof,  shall  have  been  so  far  completed  as  to  admit  of  the  recep- 
tion of  inmates  intended  to  be  committed  thereto,  the  Governor 
shall  make  due  proclamation  of  the  fact,  and  thereafter  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  Board  of  Managers  to  receive  into  their  care  cus- 
tody or  guardiansliip,  such  inmates  as  may  be  committed  or  trans- 
ferred to  either  of  the  departments  of  said  Institution  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sec.  13.  The  Penal  Department  of  said  Institution  shall  be 
used  for  the  imprisonment,  safe  custody  and  reformation  of  such 
women  and  girls  as  shall  heretofore  have  been  convicted  of  criminal 
offenses,  and  sentenced  to  the  State's  Prison  at  Jeffersonville,  and 
who  are  now  undergoing  imprisonment  in  that  prison  in  pursuance 
of  such  sentences,  and  also  of  such  women  and  girls  over  the  age 
of  fifteen  years  who  may  hereafter  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  the  Penal  Department  of  the  Institution  created  by  this  act,  upon 
conviction  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  of  any  crime  for 
which  such  woman  or  girl  might,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act, 
have  been  sentenced  to  said  State  Prison. 

Sec.  14.  As  soon  as  the  Penal  Department  of  the  Institution 
created  by  this  act  shall  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  inmates,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  of  said  State  Prison,  upon  the  order 
of  the  Governor,  to  transfer  and  convey  to  the  Institution  created 
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by  this  act,  all  tlie  female  convicts  who  may  be  then  confined  in  said 
prison,  and  deliver  them  to  the  Superintendent  of  said  Institution, 
with  a  certified  statement  in  writing,  signed  by  such  Warden,  set- 
ting forth  the  name  of  each  convict,  the  court  by  which,  and  the 
offense  of,  and  for  which  she  was  convicted  and  sentenced,  the  date 
of  the  sentence,  the  term  of  the  court  at  which  sentence  was  pro- 
nounced, and  the  term  for  which  such  convict  was  sentenced;  which 
certified  statement  in  writing  shall  be  sufficient  authority  for  the 
confinement  of  such  convict  in  the  Institution  created  by  this  act, 
for  the  portion  of  the  term  of  such  convict  which  may  be  and  re- 
main unexpired  at  the  time  when  she  shall  be  transferred  to  said 
Institution  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  15.  When  the  Penal  Department  of  said  Institution  shall 
be  ready  for  the  reception  of  inmates  as  aforesaid,  the  Governor 
may,  as  to  any  or  all  of  the  female  convicts  who  may  then  be  con- 
fined as  aforesaid  in  said  State  Prison,  instead  of  making  an  order 
for  their  transfer  as  aforesaid,  commute  the  sentences  of  said  con- 
victs, or  any  or  either  of  them,  by  substituting  imprisonment  in  the 
Penal  Department  of  said  Institution  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  they  may  have  been  respectively  sentenced,  or  for  any  less 
period  of  time. 

Sec.  16.  After  the  Penal  Department  of  said  Institution  shall 
have  been  proclaimed  open  for  the  reception  of  female  convicts  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  court  to  sen- 
tence any  female  convict  to  the  State  Prison  upon  conviction  of 
any  crime,  but  thereafter  every  female  convict  shall  be  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  Penal  Department  of  the  Institution  created 
by  this  act,  and  the  term  of  imprisonment  for  which  such  female 
convict  may  be  sentenced  shall  be  any  period  of  time  for  which  she 
might,  on  conviction,  have  been  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison,  at 
and  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  If  at  any  time  the  Penal  Department  of  said  Institu- 
tion shall  become  so  filled  with  female  convicts  that  no  more  can  be 
received  therein  for  the  time  being,  nor  until  it  shall  be  enlarged 
or  relieved  of  some  of  its  inmates,  then  the  Governor  shall  proclaim 
the  fact,  and  after  such  proclamation  any  court  may  sentence  a  fe- 
male convict  over  the  age  of  fifteen  years  to  the  State  Prison  to  the 
same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  never  been 
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passed,  and  any  female  convict  so  sentenced  may  at  any  time  there- 
after, wlien  she  can  be  received  in  the  Penal  Department  of  the  In- 
stitntion  created  by  this  act,  be  transferred  thereto  and  imprisoned 
therein  in  either  of  the  modes  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Sec.  18.  N^othing  in  the  provisions  of  this  act  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  court,  upon  the  conviction  of  any 
woman  or  any  girl  over  fifteen  years  of  age  of  any  criminal  offense, 
from  sentencing  such  convict  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of 
the  proper  county  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  in  force  in  this 
State  prior  to  and  at  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  act. 

Sec.  19.  Whenever  said  Institution  shall  have  been  proclaimed 
to  be  open  for  the  reception  of  girls  in  the  Reformatory  Department 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Board  of  Managers  to  receive  into 
their  care  and  management  in  said  Reformatory  Department,  girls 
under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  who  may  be  committed  to  their  cus- 
tody in  either  of  the  following  modes,  to  wit: 

First.  When  committed  by  any  Judge  of  a  Circuit  or  Common 
Pleas  Court,  either  in  term  time  or  in  vacation,  on  complaint  and 
due  proof  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  that  by  reason  of  her  incor- 
rigible or  vicious  conduct  she  has  rendered  her  control  beyond  the 
power  of  such  parent  or  guardian  and  made  it  manifestly  requisite 
that  from  regard  to  the  future  welfare  of  such  infant  and  for  the 
protection  of  society,  she  should  be  placed  under  such  guardianship. 

Second.  When  such  infant  shall  be  committed  by  such  Judge 
as  aforesaid,  upon  coinplaint  by  any  citizen,  and  due  proof  of  such 
complaint,  that  such  infant  is  a  proper  subject  for  the  guardianship 
of  said  Institution,  in  consequence  of  her  vagrancy  or  incorrigibility 
or  vicious  conduct,  and  that  from  moral  depra^dty  or  otherwise  of 
her  23arent  or  guardian,  in  whose  custody  she  may  be,  such  parent 
or  guardian  is  incapable  or  unveiling  to  exercise  the  proper  care  or 
discipline  over  such  incorrigible  or  vicious  infant. 

Th  ird.  When  such  infant  shall  be  committed  by  such  Judge  as 
aforesaid,  on  complaint  and  due  proof  thereof,  by  the  Township 
Trustee  of  the  township  where  such  infant  resides,  that  such  infant 
is  destitute  of  a  suitable  home  and  of  adequate  means  of  obtaining 
an  honest  hving,  or  that  she  is  in  danger  of  being  brought  up  to  lead 
an  idle  and  immoral  life. 
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Sec.  20.  All  commitments  to  the  Penal  Department  made  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  until  the  infants  committed 
respectively  attain  the  age  of  eighteen  years;  and  all  commitments 
to  the  Reformatory  Department  until  they  respectively  attain  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  from  either  depart- 
ment by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  otherwise,  as  else- 
where provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  21.  If  any  girl  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  shall,  under 
existing  laws,  or  under  those  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  be 
tried  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  any  criminal  offense 
for  which  she  might,  on  conviction,  be  sentenced  for  any  period  of 
time  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  proper  county  jail,  it  shall  be  compe- 
tent for  the  court  or  jury  by  which  the  case  may  be  tried,  at  their 
discretion,  on  conviction,  to  substitute  confinement  in  the  Reforma- 
tory Department  of  the  institution  created  by  this  act  for  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail,  and  such  confinement  shall  be  until  the 
infant  attains  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  unless  sooner  lawfully  dis- 
charged by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  22.  If  any  girl,  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  shall  be 
accused  before  any  grand  jury  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  and 
the  charge  is  supported  by  evidence  sufficient  to  put  the  accused 
upon  trial,  the  grand  jurors  may,  in  their  discretion,  instead  of  find- 
ing an  indictment  against  the  accused,  make  a  return  to  the  court 
that  it  appears  to  them  that  the  accused  is  a  suitable  person  to  be 
committed  to  the  guardianship  of  the  Reformatory  Department  of 
the  Institution  created  by  this  act,  and  the  court  may  thereupon 
order  such  commitment  until  the  infant  shall  attain  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  unless  sooner  discharged  as  aforesaid,  if  satisfied 
from  evidence  adduced  that  such  commitment  ought  to  be  made: 
Provided,  however.  That  the  production  of  evidence  may  be  waived 
by  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Sec.  23.  If  any  girl,  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  shall  be 
arraigned  for  trial  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
charged  with  the  violation  of  any  criminal  law  of  this  State,  the 
Judge  of  such  court  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  accused,  arrest  at 
any  stage  of  the  cause  any  further  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the 
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prosecution,  and  commit  the  accused  to  the  Reformatory  Depart- 
ment of  said  Institution,  until  she  shall  attain  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  unless  sooner  lawfully  discharged  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  24.  Whenever  any  girl  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  shall 
be  imprisoned  to  await  her  trial  on  any  charge  punishable  with  im- 
prisonment, such  girl  may  be  brought  before  the  proper  Circuit  or 
Common  Pleas  Judge,  in  term  time  or  vacation,  on  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  private  examination  and  trial  be- 
fore such  Judge,  with  a  view  to  the  question  whether  such  infant 
ought  to  be  committed  to  said  Institution.  Only  the  parties  to  the 
case  and  the  parents  or  guardian  of  the  accused  shall  be  admitted 
to  such  examination,  unless  one  of  the  parents,  the  guardian  or  the 
legal  representatives  of  the  accused  shall  demand  a  public  trial;  in 
which  case  all  proceedings  shall  be  in  the  usual  manner.  And  upon 
such  hearing  it  shall  be  competent  for  such  Judge  to  make  an  order 
committing  the  accused  to  the  Reformatory  Department  of  said 
Institution  until  she  shall  attain  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  unless 
sooner  lawfully  discharged  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or  otherwise. 

•  Sec.  25.  Whenever  any  infant  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years 
shall  be  committed  to  the  Reformatory  Department  of  said  Institu- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  order  of  commitment  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Judge  by  whom  it  is  made,  and  authenticated  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  proper  court,  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  and  such 
order  shall  state  the  name  and  age  of  the  infant,  and  the  section  of 
this  act  under  which  she  may  be  committed,  without  setting  forth 
or  mentioning  the  offense  with  which  she  may  have  been  charged, 
and  no  other  or -further  record  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  made 
unless  demanded  by  the  infant,  or  her  parents  or  guardian.  If, 
however,  there  shall  be  a  regular  trial  and  conviction  under  the 
twenty-first  section  of  tliis  act,  the  usual  record  shall  be  made,  and  in 
such  cases  a  certified  copy  of  the  judgment  shall  constitute  the  order 
of  commitment. 

Sec.  26.  When  a  commitment  shall  be  made  under  either  of 
the  specifications  of  Section  19  of  this  act,  the  order  of  commitment 
shall  also  specify  under  which  of  the  clauses  or  specifications  of  said 
section  such  order  is  made. 
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Sec.  27.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  Institution  may  pro- 
vide by  general  regulations  for  the  discharge  of  girls  committed  tO' 
the  Reformatory  Department  of  said  Institution,  under  any  section 
or  provision  of  this  act,  such  discharge  to  be  made  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  with  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  28.  Any  person  who  may  be  committed  to  or  confined  in 
either  department  of  said  Institution,  and  who  may  escape  there- 
from, may  be  arrested  and  returned  to  said  Institution  by  any  officer 
or  citizen  on  the  written  order  or  request  of  the  Superintendent  or 
Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  29.  The  Superintendent  of  said  Institution  shall  have 
power  to  place  any  girl  committed  to  the  Reformatory  Department 
thereof  at  any  employment  for  account  of  the  Institution,  or  other- 
wise, and  cause  her  to  be  instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful 
knowledge  as  such  Superintendent  may  think  proper,  and  shall  also 
have  power  to  bind  out  such  infant,  with  her  consent,  during  her 
minority,  and  may  execute  indentures  of  apprenticeship  for  such 
infant,  which  shall  have  the  like  force  and  effect  as  other  indentiu'es 
of  apprenticeship  made  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  but  every  in- 
denture of  apprenticeship  so  made,  before  the  delivery  thereof,  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  Institution,  which 
approval  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  indenture  and  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board,  and  a  record  of  such  approval  shall  be  made  in 
the  minutes  of  the  business  transactions  of  the  Board;  and  in  case 
any  girl  so  apprenticed  shall  prove  untrustworthy  or  unreformed, 
the  Superintendent  may  permit  her  to  be  returned  to  the  Institution 
to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  before  any  such  apprenticeship, 
whreupon  the  indenture  may  be  canceled  by  order  of  the  Board; 
and  if  such  infant  shall  have  an  undesirable  master  or  mistress,  the 
Superintendent  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  take  her  back 
into  said  Institution  with  or  without  the  consent  of  such  master  or 
mistress,  and  thereupon  the  indenture  shall  be  canceled.  All  in- 
dentures so  made  shall  be  filed  and  kept  in  said  Institution,  and  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  file  or  record  them  in  any  other  office  or 
place,  but  the  master  or  mistress  of  any  girl  so  apprenticed  shall,  on 
request,  be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  her  indenture.

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Sec.  30.  If  any  girl  shall  be  committed  to  the  Eeformatory 
Department  of  said  Institution,  npon  the  complaint  or  at  the  in- 
stance of  her  parent  or  guardian,  the  cost  of  transporting  such  girl 
to  the  Institution,  and  the  cost  of  her  subsistence  and  clothing,  shall 
be  paid  by  such  parent  or  guardian,  unless  such  parent  is  unable,  by 
reason  of  his  or  her  poverty,  to  pay  the  same,  or  unless  such 
guardian  has  no  funds,  effects  or  estate  of  such  infant,  out  of  which 
the  same  could  be  paid.  The  order  of  commitment  shall,  in  every 
such  case,  state  whether  the  parent  is  able  to  pay  the  cost  of  the 
subsistence  and  clothing  of  the  infant,  or  whether  the  guardian  has 
any  estate  or  effects  of  the  infant  out  of  which  such  costs  can  be 
paid.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall,  in  every  such  case,  estimate 
and  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Superintendent  quarterly  in  advance. 

Sec.  31.  Said  Board  of  Managers  shall,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Governor,  estimate  and  determine,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  actual 
expense  per  annum  of  clothing  and  subsisting  an  infant  committed 
to  the  Reformatory  Department  of  said  Institution,  and  include  a 
statement  of  such  estimated  price  in  each  annual  report,  one-half 
of  the  cost  of  keeping,  according  to  such  estimates,  together  with 
the  entire  cost  of  conveying  each  infant  to  the  Institution,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county  from  which  such  infant  may  be  committed,  ex- 
cept in  cases  where  the  cost  of  transporting  such  infant  to  the  Insti- 
tution, and  her  subsistence  and  clothing,  is  chargeable  to  her  parent 
or  guardian,  under  the  last  preceding  section. 

Sec.  32.  The  expenses  which  any  county  may  be  liable  to  pay 
for  the  clothing  and  subsistence  of  any  girl  committed  to  the  Re- 
formatory Department  of  said  Institution,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  such 
county  into  the  State  Treasury,  on  a  certified  statement  in  detail 
of  the  amount  due  therefor  from  such  county  being  transmitted  by 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution  through  the  Treasurer  of 
State  to  the  Auditor  of  the  proper  county. 

Sec.  33.  And  whenever  an  inmate  of  the  Penal  Department, 
by  continuous  good  conduct,  gives  CAddence  of  permanent  reforma- 
tion, she  may,  in  like  manner,  be  transferred  to  the  Reformatory 
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Department  on  probation,  and  may  be  continued  therein  so  long  as 
her  conduct  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
Superintendent,  justify  it. 

Sec.  34.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  sum  of  $50,000  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
State  Treasury  upon  the  warrants  of  the  Governor:  Provided, 
That  no  building  shall  be  erected  under  this  act,  which  shall  exceed 
in  cost  to  the  State  the  sum  hereby  appropriated.     *     *     * 

Sec.  35.  If  a  parent,  guardian  or  master  of  any  infant  commit- 
ted to  the  Reformatory  Department  of  said  Institution,  or  any  per- 
son occupying  the  position  of  parent  or  guardian  in  fact,  or  any 
relation  by  blood  or  marriage  not  more  remote  than  first  cousin  to 
such  infant,  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  commitment  of  such  infant 
to  said  Institution,  he  may  make  written  application  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  said  Institution  for  the  discharge  of  such  infant,  which 
application  shall  be  filed  with  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  inform 
the  Managers  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
by  said  Managers  at  such  time  as  they  shall  appoint  for  that  pur- 
pose, not  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  Such 
application  shall  state  the  grounds  of  the  applicant's  claim  to  the 
custody  of  the  infant  and  the  reasons  for  claiming  such  custody. 
Within  ten  days  after  the  hearing  of  such  application  the.  Board 
of  Managers  shall  make  and  announce  their  decision  thereon,  and 
if  they  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  welfare  of  such  infant  would 
be  promoted  by  granting  the  application,  they  shall  make  an  order 
to  that  effect ;  otherwise  they  shall  deny  the  application.  The  appli- 
cant may,  upon  the  denial  of  the  application,  by  first  giving  security 
for  the  payment  of  all  costs  (the  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  proper  court),  commence  an  action  in  the  Circuit  Court 
or  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  Institution 
may  be  situated,  for  the  recovery  of  the  custody  of  such  infant 
against  the  managers  of  the  Institution,  and  the  complaint  in  said 
action  shall  state  the  facts  and  manner  of  the  comiMitment,  and  the 
making  of  the  plaintiff's  application  to  the  managers  for  the  custody 
of  such  infant,  and  the  denial  of  such  application  by  said  managers, 
as  well  as  the  ground  upon  which  the  plaintiff  relies  for  the  recovery 
of  the  custody  of  such  infant.  Such  action  shall  be  prosecuted  in  like 
manner  as  other  civil  actions,  and  the  costs  thereof  shall  be  paid  by 
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the  plaintiff,  without  reference  to  the  result  of  the  action,  unless  the 
court  shall  state  in  the  judgment  that  the  refusal  of  the  managers 
to  grant  the  application  of  the  plaintiff  was  plainly  unreasonable, 
or  that  the  original  commitment  was  manifestly  unnecessary  and 
improper. 

Sec.  36.  Whenever  any  female  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years 
shall  be  sentenced  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  impris- 
onment in  any  county  jail,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  on 
the  application  of  such  infant,  her  parent,  guardian,  or  any  other 
person,  to  commute  her  punishment  by  substituting  therefor  the 
commitment  of  such  infant  to  the  Reformatory  Department  of  the 
Institution  created  by  this  act,  during  the  minority  of  such  infant, 
unless  sooner  lawfully  discharged  by  the  Board  of  Managers  or 
otherwise. 

Sec.  37.  Said  Managers  shall  be  allowed  for  their  services  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  per  anniim,  payable  quarterly 
on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  State, 
and  no  traveling  expenses  or  other  allowances  shall  be  paid  to  said 
Managers,  or  any  of  them. 

Sec.  38.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Managers  to  pro- 
vide teachers  and  as  far  as  practicable  instruct  the  inmates  of  said 
Institution  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

Sec.  39.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  from  time  to 
time,  as  he  may  deem  it  necessary,  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Visitors 
to  visit  and  inspect  said  Institution  and  examine  as  to  the  treatment, 
employment  and  condition  of  its  inmates,  and  the  management  of 
its  affairs,  including  the  expenditures  thereof;  and  to  enable  them 
to  do  so,  the  Board  of  Managers  and  Superintendent  of  the  Institu- 
tion shall  afford  such  Board  of  Visitors  all  needful  facilities  to 
enable  them  thoroughly  to  perform  their  duty,  including  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  books,  records  and  accounts  of  the  Institution.  Such 
Board  of  Visitors  shall  consist  of  one  man  and  two  women,  and  at 
least  two  visitations  shall  be  made  each  year,  and  the  result  thereof 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Governor,  but  such  visitations  shall  be  made 
without  any  cost  or  expense  to  the  State. 
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CHAPTER  L. 

AN  ACT  supplemental  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  female 
prison  and  reformatory  institution  for  girls  and  women,  and  to  provide 
for  the  organization  and  government  thereof,  and  making  appropria- 
tions;" approved  May  13,  1869. 

[Approved  February  3,  1873.] 

Sectioin^  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  appropriated  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  and  finishing 
the  building  already  erected  for  said  institution,  and  for  fencing  and 
putting  in  order  the  grounds  appurtenant  to  said  building ;  the  said 
appropriation  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  original  act,  to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  said  Institution  or  any  portion  or  depart- 
ment thereof  is  ready  to  be  furnished,  the  Board  of  Managers 
thereof  shall  present  to  the  Auditor  of  State  an  itemized  estimate 
of  the  articles  needed  for  that  purpose,  with  the  estimated  cost  of 
each  item  or  article,  which  estimate  or  statement  shall  be  verified  by 
the  oath  of  the  President  of  said  Board,  and  upon  the  presentation 
of  said  estimate  or  statement  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  said  Auditor 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  notify  the  Governor,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  State  of  the  filing  of  such  statement,  and  if  the  ma- 
jority of  said  officers  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  ex- 
penditure or  some  part  thereof  is  necessary  for  the  proper  furnishing 
of  said'  Institution,  or  any  part  or  department  thereof,  they  shall 
direct,  in  writing,  the  Auditor  of  State  to  draw  his  warrant  for  the 
amount  so  estimated  for,  or  such  part  or  portion  thereof  as  they  may 
approve,  on  the  Treasurer  of  State,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
President  of  said  Board,  or  to  his  order,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.   3.      As  it  is  almost  impossible,  without  knowing  the  num- 
ber of  inmates  that  will  be  in  said  Institution,  and  the  number  of 
officers  that  will  be  necessary  to  manage  and  govern  its  affairs,  the 
current  expenses  of  said  Institution  shall  be  estimated  for,  allowed 
and  drawn  from  the  treasury  as  follows,  viz. :

At  the  commencement  of  each  month  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Institution  shall  prepare  and  verify  by  his  oath  an  estimated  item- 
ized statement  in  writing  of  the  amounts  that  "v^dll  be  required  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  of  such  Institution  during  such  month, 
and  present  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  who  shall  notify  the 
Governor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  State  thereof,  and  if  a 
majority  of  said  officers  shall  approve  and  allow  said  estimate,  or  a 
part  thereof,  they  shall  direct  in  writing  the  Auditor  of  State  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State  for  the  amount  which 
may  be  so  allowed  by  said  State  officers,  or  by  a  majority  of  them, 
and  said  Treasurer  shall  pay  said  warrant  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  Every  such  estimated  item- 
ized statement  shall  set  forth  the  number  of  inmates  in  each  of  the 
departments  of  the  Institution,  and  also  the  number  of  officers  and 
persons  employed  therein. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Managers  and  Superintendent  of  said 
Institution  shall,  at  the  end  of  every  period  of  six  months,  com- 
mencing with  the  first  money  which  may  be  drawn  from  the  Treas- 
ury on  any  estimate  made  under  either  of  the  previous  sections  of 
this  act,  make  an  itemized  report  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money 
which  may  have  been  so  drawn  from  the  Treasury  under  this  act, 
and  the  Auditor  shall  carefully  examine  such  report,  and  if,  in  his 
opinion,  any  money  shall  have  been  improperly  expended  by  the 
purchase  of  unnecessary  articles,  or  by  paying  too  much  therefor, 
or  otherwise,  said  Auditor  shall  immediately  notify  the  Governor, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  State,  who,  in  conjunction  with  such 
Auditor,  shall  immediately  proceed  to  investigate  the  matter, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  these  offi- 
cers the  account  shall  be  audited:  Provided,  however,  That  be- 
fore rendering  an  adverse  decision  upon  any  such  account,  or  any 
part  thereof,  they  shall  notify  the  disbursing  officer  and  allow  him 
to  present  such  explanations  or  adduce  such  testimony  as  he  may 
desire  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  they  shall  have  the  same  power 
to  summon  and  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  as  are  given  to 
the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditor  of  State  shall  keep  and  preserve  a  full 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  said  officers  of  the  State  under  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  act. 
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Sec.  6.  An  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist  for  the  imme- 
diate taking  effect  of  this  act;  therefore,  the  same  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  bv  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  section  twenty-one  of  "An  act  to  establish  a  Fe- 
male Prison  and  Reformatory  Institution  for  Girls  and  Women,  to 
provide  for  the  organization  and  government  thereof,  and  making 
appropriations,"  approved  May  13,  1869,  be  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  Section  21.  If  any  girl  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years; 
shall,  under  existing  laws,  or  under  those  which  may  hereafter  be 
enacted,  be  tried  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  for  any 
criminal  offense  for  which  she  might,  on  conviction,  be  sentenced 
for  any  period  of  time  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  proper  county  jail 
it  shall  be  competent  for  the  court  or  jury  by  which  the  case  may  be 
tried,  at  their  discretion,  on  conviction,  to  substitute  confinement

That 
if  such  child  be,  at  the  time  of  filing  and  hearing  such  petition,  an 
inmate  of  the  House  of  Kefuge  for  Juvenile  Offenders,  or  of  the 
Indiana  Reformatory  Institution  for  Women  and  Girls,  committed 
thereto  by  law,  for  other  reason  than  the  conviction  for  crime  or 
incorrigibility,  such  petition  may  be  filed  in  any  Circuit  or  Superior 
Court  of  this  State,  and  upon  the  filing  of  the  written  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Control  or  Board  of  ^lanagers  of  such  Institution,  to  such 
adoption,  then  such  court  may  adopt  such  child. 

Sec.  2.  AVhereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  the  same  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 


CHAPTER  XLII. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  two  and  repealins;  section  39  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  establish  a  Female  Prison  and  Reformatory  Institution  for 
Girls  and  Women,  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  government 
thereof,  and  making  appropriations."  approved  May  13,  1869. 

[Approved  March  3,  1877.] 

SECTioisr  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  section  two  of  an  act  entitled  ^^An  act  to  establish 
a  Pemale  Prison  and  Reformatory  Institution  for  Girls  and 
Women,  to  pro^dde  for  the  organization  and  government  thereof, 
and  making  appropriations,"  approved  May  13,  1869,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Section  2.  The  general  supervision  and  government  of  said  In- 
stitution shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers  consisting  of  three 
persons,  who  shall  be  women,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Indiana  Reformatory  Institution  for 
Women  and  Girls.  The  members  of  the  first  Board,  to  be  appointed 
under  this  act,  shall  be  Mrs.  Emily  A.  Roache,  Mrs.  Rhoda  M. 
Coffin  aufl  Mrs.  Eliza  Hendricks,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be 
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respectively  two,  four  and  six  years;  said  terms  of  office  to  expire 
in  the  same  order  as  the  names  occur  in  this  act.

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CHAPTEE  CLXXIV. 

AN  ACT  entitled  an  act  changing  the  name  of  the  Indiana  Refoi-matoi-y 
Institution  for  Women  and  Girls  to  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  and 
Woman's  Prison,  changing  the  age  at  which  girls  may  be  committed 
to  and  discharged  from  the  Reformatory  Department  of  said  Institu- 
tion; an  appropriation  for  said  Institution,  and  declaring  an  emergency. 

[Approved  March  9,  1889.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  That  the  name  of  the  Indiana  Eeformatory  Institution 
for  Women  and  Girls  be  changed  to  the  Eeform  School  for  Girls 
and  Woman's  Prison. 

Sec.  2.  That  commitments  under  existing  law,  or  laws  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  to  the  Eeformatory  Department  of  the 
Institution  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  act,  may  be  made  to  read 
"for  girls  not  under  eight  nor  over  fifteen  years  of  age."

(6,000)  dollars  for  the  construction  of  a  wall  on  the  east  side  of  the 
grounds  belonging  to  said  "Eeform  School  and  Prison,"  and  also 
the  sum  of  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital 
building,  and  equipments  for  the  same,  for  the  use  of  Prison  and 
School  aforesaid. 
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Sec.  6.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  therefore  the  same  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage.

James  A.  Mount,  Governor  of  Indiana: 

Dear  Sir — As  required  by  statute  we  respectfully  submit 
this,  the  thirty-first,  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Octo- 
ber 31, 1897,  of  the  doings  of  the  Board  of  Control,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  said  institution  for  the  past  fiscal  year. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held  at  the  Reform 
School. 

These  meetings  have  been  held  on  or  about  the  last  day  of  each 
calendar  month.  At  each  meeting  the  books  and  accounts, 
reports  and  vouchers  of  expenditures  for  the  month  have  been 
carefully  examined. 

The  estimates  of  the  probable  expenditures  for  the  ensuing 
month  have  been  considered  and  signed  as  required  by  law. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  the  Board  notes  the  fact  (which 
can  not  fail  to  be  encouraging  to  the  citizens  of  Indiana,  by 
whom  the  Reform  School  was  established  and  is  maintained) 
that  while  the  Indiana  Reform  School  for  Boys  stands  in  the 
front  rank  in  the  work  it  does  for  the  boys  committed  to  its 
charge,  the  "per  capita"  cost  to  the  taxpayers  for  main- 
tenance is  among  the  lowest  of  any  school  of  reform  in  the 
United  States. 


Credit  for  this  satisfactory  condition  is  due  to  Supt.  T.  J. 
Charlton,  to  Mrs.  Alice  R.  Charlton,  the  Matron,  and  to  the 
efficient  and  faithful  corps  of  assistants  whose  services  it  has 
been  their  good  fortune  to  secure  and  retain.  Ability  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  has  been  the  only  test  applied  in  the 
selection  of  assistants,  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  those 
duties  has  been  the  only  requirement  for  their  holding  their 
places. 

Secure  in  the  retention  of  their  positions  so  long  as  they 
render  faithful  service,  and  certain  of  commendation  and  ad- 
vancement in  responsibilities  and  compensation  as  a  result  of 
meritorious  work,  the  institution  has  been  the  beneficiary  of 
the  best  endeavors  of  its  employes.  Some  of  these  assistants 
have  had  experience  elsewhere,  but  for  the  most  part  they 
have  been  trained  in  their  special  duties  as  House  Fathers  here 
in  this  School,  and  imbued  with  its  spirit  and  methods  have 
during  the  subsequent  years  of  their  stay  been  able  to  carry 
on  its  work  on  lines  approved  by  the  long  experience  of  the 
Superintendent. 

It  is,  of  course,  to  be  understood  that  as  this  is  a  Trade  as 
well  as  a  Reform  School^  and  as  each  officer,  in  addition  to  his 
duties  as  House  Father  or  assistant  in  the  management  of  the 
boys,  must  be  an  expert  in  some  trade,  a  knowledge  of  the 
trade  he  will  be  required  to  teach  is  a  prerequisite  of  employ- 
ment 

The  Board  of  Control  especially  desires  to  commend  the 
management  of  the  Superintendent  in  his  rigid  adhennce  to 
these  rules  in  selecting  and  retaining  his  assistants. 

To  this  is  attributed  the  good  loork  done  for  the  boys  by  the  School. 


LOSS    BY    FIRE. 

On  the  1st  day  of  June  last  the  two-storj^  brick  building 
occupied  jointly  by  the  laundry  and  printing  office  caught  fire. 
The  origin  of  the  fire  is  not  known. 

It  happened  while  all  the  officers  and  boys  were  at  dinner. 
It  thus  came  about  that  the  building  was  enveloped  in  flames 
before  it  was  discovered,  and  it  was  then  impossible  to  extin- 
guish the  fire.     All  the  inflammable  material  in  the  printing 


office  was  destroyed  or  badly  damaged.  The  loss  in  the  laun- 
dry was  not  so  complete.  Work  at  rebuildiDg  was  begun  at 
once  and  the  building  has  been  restored. 

The  W'Ork  has  all  been  done  by  the  boys  under  the  superin- 
tendency  of  their  House  Fathers.  In  the  doing  of  it  many  have 
been  trained  in  brick-making,  brick-laying,  carpentering,  plas- 
tering, etc.  The  printing  office  has  been  partially  restored  and 
the  laundry  re-equipped  by  the  judicious  trading  of  a  part  and 
repairing  the  other  portions  of  the  laundry  machinery. 


LIBRARY    AND    SCHOOL    BUILDING. 

A  specific  appropriation  of  $4,000  was  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture at  its  last  session  for  a  school  building  and  library.  This 
building  is  now  almost  complete. 

It  is  a  handsome  two-story  brick  structure,  and  is  con- 
veniently located.  It  has  five  large  school-rooms,  and  a  com- 
modious library  and  reading-room. 

The  reading-room  is  41  feet  6  inches  by  43  feet,  while  the 
larger  portion  of  the  structure  of  which  this  is  a  part  is  104  feet 
by  33  feet. 

The  building  was  constructed  in  accordance  with  plans  drawn 
by  an  officer  of  the  institution.  In  it  400,000  bricks  were  laid. 
All  of  these  bricks  were  made  by  the  boys  in  the  School's  own 
brick  yard.  They  w^ere  laid  in  the  walls  by  the  boys.  The 
plastering  and  carpenter  work  was  all  done  by  them.  In.  short, 
this  building  for  the  boys  was  made  by  them  under  the  direc- 
tion of  officers  of  the  institution,  and  in  its  erection  a  large 
number  of  the  boys  received  instruction  in  the  several  building 
trades  that  will  be  of  great  value  to  them  in  securing  positions 
and  earning  a  livelihood  when  they  go  away  from  the  School. 

The  building  is  now  almost  complete  and  will  be  erected 
within  the  appropriation,  for  all  the  material  that  wall  enter 
into  its  construction  has  been  bought  and  paid  for,  and  what 
remains  to  be  done  will  be  done  by  the  boys  in  their  regular 
course  of  trade  teaching.

COMMUTED  BOYS. 


Section  15  of  our  law  is  as  follows : 

Section  15.  Whenever  any  boy  under  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  shall  be  sentenced  by  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion to  imprisonment  in  any  county  jail  or  to  the  State's 
prison,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  on  the  application 
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of  such  boy,  his  parents  or  guardian,  to  commute  the  punish- 
ment by  substituting  therefor  the  commitment  of  such  boy  to 
the  Indiana  Reform  School  for  Boys  during  the  minority  of 
such  boy,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  the  Board  of  Control, 
under  the  regulations  hereinbefore  provided.  But  should  such 
boy,  after  being  sent  to  said  institution,  persist  in  a  depraved 
course  or  escape  therefrom,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Gov- 
ernor to  revoke  said  commutation  and  to  remand  him  to  the 
State's  prison  or  jail  vs^hence  he  came,  to  serve  out  his  unex- 
pired term,  and  the  time  so  spent  by  him  at  the  Reform  School 
or  while  a  refugee  therefrom,  shall  not  be  considered  as  part  of 
his  original  term  of  commitment. 

Under  this  law  during  the  year  the  Governor  commuted  five 
boys  to  this  School,  and  at  present  all  are  doing  well.

EXCEPTIONS. 


In  the  summer  season  the  higher  grades  are  given  a  vaca- 
tion, but  the  primaiy  grades  continue  all  the  year. 

New  boys,  who  can  not  read  nor  write,  are  put  into  school 
the  day  they  are  admitted  and  are  kept  in  school  all  of  each 
day  until  they  make  such  progress  that  they  can  read  well  and 
write  a  good  letter,  at  which  time  they  are  allowed  to  work 
one-half  of  the  day.  The  length  of  the  school  or  workday  is 
eight  hours  in  the  summer  and  seven  and  a  half  hours  in  the 
winter.  At  this  season  these  hours  are  from  7  :00  a.  m.  to  11 :00 
A.  M.,  and  from  12:30  p.  m.  to  4  :30  p.*m.,  allowing  30  minutes 
for  the  two  recesses.  Our  schools  are  graded  as  strictly  as  in 
the  best  graded  schools  of  our  cities.  As  all  educational  men 
know,  the  "  graded  system  "  multiplies  the  power  of  the  teacher 
several  fold.  We  see  here  the  good  results  of  our  well  graded 
schools.     Each  grade  is  divided  into  two  sections,  A  and  B. 
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TEACHING  OF  PATRIOTISM. 


To  train  up  a  boy  to  become  a  good  citizen  is  the  primary 
object  of  the  State  in  establishing  reform' schools.  To  teach 
those  who  have  once  been  law  breakers  to  obej'  the  laws  of  a 
State  we  must  first  teach  them  to  respect  the  State  or  nation 
which  makes  and  executes  the  laws.  ~No  one  can  truly  respect 
a  government  and  be  ignorant  of  its  history  and  its  benefits. 
Therefore,  we  teach  the  history  of  our  country  during  nine 
months  of  each  year. 

We  constantly  teach  those  things  about  our  country  which 
all  should  admire,  and  to  honor  the  flag  as  the  representative 
of  our  Republic.  We  do  not  believe  that  there  are  boys  in  this 
country  who  are  more  patriotic  than  those  of  our  School. 
Patriotic  teaching  is  a  great  aid  in  the  moral  upbuilding  of 
character.  True  patriotism  means  good  citizenship,  and  that 
involves  moral  uprightness.

During  the  past  year  the  School  has  proceeded  along  its 
well-established  lines.  Each  week  one  or  more  boys  have  been 
received  ;  each  month  a  number  of  boys  have  gone  out  on  their 
"honor."  In  each  case  these  boys  have  gone  back  better 
equipped  than  when  they  entered. 

They  have  been  taught  the  elements  of  a  serviceable  educa- 
tion in  the  several  branches  of  a  common  school  course.  They 
are  in  every  way  better  equipped  for  the  duties  of  life  and  bet- 
ter able  to  make  a  living  than  when  they  came.  Their  moral 
and  physical  welfare  have  also  been  considered,  and  by  careful 
discipline  they  have  been  taught  self-control.  The  year  ended 
with  the  doors  of  the  hospital  closed  for  several  weeks  for  want 
of  patients.

PHYSICIAN^S  REPORT. 


Supt.  T.  J.  Charlton : 

The  general  health  of  the  hoys  the  past  year  has.  been  un- 
usually good,  there  having  been  less  sickness  than  during  any 
year  in  the  history  of  the  School.  Had  it  not  been  for  two 
deaths  from  pneumonia  and  two  resulting  from  measles,  there 
would  have  been  but  little  to  report.  The  four  typhoid  pa- 
tients convalescent  at  the  time  of  last  annual  report  made  good 
recoveries.  We  have  had  no  typhoid  fever  this  year,  and  no 
serious  malarial  trouble. 

Otto  Simms  was  received  in  hospital,  April  26,  with  pleu- 
ritic pneumonia  and  soon  developed  evidence  of  a  cigarette 
heart  (which  was  contracted  before  his  admission  to  this  School) 
which  added  greatly  to  the  suffering  and  distress  of  the  form 
of  pheumonia,  from  which  he  died  May  1,  aged  16. 

Eoy  Stillinger  came  into  hospital  May  9,  afflicted  in  the  same 
way,  succumbed  to  the  disease  and  heart  trouble  May  13, 
aged  16. 

Wm.  Lynch  was  taken  sick  May  12,  with  measles  and  had  a 
very  severe  attack,  but  became  convalescent  and  seemed  to  be 
getting  well,  until  about  the  3d  of  Jane  an  abscess  of  the 
middle  ear  developed,  from  which  he  died  June  7,  aged  13. 

Fred.  Chaney  took  the  measles  May  15,  and  did  not  have  an 
unusually  hard  attack,  but  it  was  followed  by  an  attack  of  ca- 
tarrhal pneumonia,  and  that,  complicated  with  the  effects  of 
cigarette  smoking  before  admission  to  this  School,  caused  his 
death  June  4,  at  the  age  of  17. 

During  April  and  May  we  had  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
cases  of  measles,  several  of  them  quite  severe,  but  most  of  them 
in  rather  light  form.  Considering  the  large  number  of  boys, 
one  or  both  of  whose  parents  have  died  from  consumption,  we 
think  we  fared  well  to  have  had  no  more  serious  results  follow 
the  epidemic.

GENERAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD. 


It  is  an  era  of  progress,  and  the  spirit  of  the  time  has  entered 
strongly  into  those  departments  of  State  and  local  government  which 
fall  under  the  official  observation  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities. 
Although  reforms  come  slowly,  the  visible  results  of  long  continued 
and  patient  effort  may  appear  with  a  completeness  and  rapidity  of 
succession  which  seem  surprising  to  those  who  are  unacquainted  with 
the  preliminary  steps.  Such  a  culmination  of  effort  has  occurred 
during  the  year  ending  October  31,  1897.  Since  this  Board  was 
created,  in  1889,  it  has  labored  incessantly  for  improved  methods  in 
the  care  and  treatment  of  dependent  children  and  of  criminals,  and 
has  persistently  endeavored  to  bring  about  such  changes  in  laws  and 
in  the  government  of  institutions  for  children  and  for  criminals  as 
would  put  them  in  line  with  the  best  principles.  In  this  effort  the 
Board  has  been  seconded  by  faithful  and  devoted  citizens  and  public 
officers.  At  times  the  outlook  has  appeared  discouraging,  but  the 
effort  has  not  been  relaxed.  The  Board's  confidence  in  the  public  has 
remained  unshaken.  It  has  steadfastly  believed  that  when  the  objects 
for  which  it  has  been  striving  could  be  properly  and  clearly  presented 
to  the  public  in  such  a  way  as  to  attract  the  necessary  amount  of 
consideration,  there  could  be  but  one  result.  That  this  belief  was 
sound  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  enactment  into  law  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1897  of  the  most  important  principles  which  this  Board  has 
advocated,  and  the  prompt  and  cordial  manner  in  which  these  laws 
have  been  placed  in  operation. 

This  advancement  has  been  observed  with  marked  interest  by  other 
States,  and  instead  of  looking  upon  Indiana  as  unprogressive,  they  are 
beginning  to  turn  to  her  for  consideration  and  suggestion.  It  would 
be  difficult  to  overestimate  the  rise  in  esteem  for  Indiana's  intelli- 
gence and  progressiveness,  which  in  the  past  year  has  occurred  in  the 
minds  of  students  of  social  and  economical  movements  throughout 
the  United  States. 

Laws  which  are  in  advance  of  public  sentiment  become  inoperative 
or  are  enforced  with  difficulty,  and  with  only  partial  success.  With 
a  knowledge  of  this  fact,  the  Board  of  State  Charities  has  consistently 
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followed  the  policy  of  devoting  its  efforts  first  to  satisfying  the  people 
of  the  desirability  of  a  change  in  laws.  This  object  having  been 
attained,  it  has  had  comparatively  little  difficulty  in  securing  the 
enactment  of  such  measures  as  will  bring  the  desired  changes  inta 
legal  operation.  In  speaking  thus  of  its  own  work,  the  Board  does  not 
intend  to  assume  more  than  its  just  share  of  the  credit  for  good  work 
accomplished.  It  knows  that  it  is  but  the  means  through  which  the 
wishes  of  the  great  public  are  expressed  and  are  given  proper  form  and 
direction.  "Without  the  hearty  sympathy  and  support  of  a  multitude 
of  intelligent  and  public-spirited  citizens,  any  effort  which  this  Board 
might  exert  would  be  in  vain. 

As  regarded  from  the  standpoint  of  this  Board,  the  Legislature  of 
1897  is  entitled  to  much  credit.  As  a  body  it  responded  promptly  and 
effectively  to  influences  for  the  improvement  of  our  benevolent  and 
correctional  affairs.  Its  leaders  championed  reform  measures  gener- 
ously, and  the  opposition,  when  the  test  of  voting  was  applied,  was 
surprisingly  small.  In  fact,  the  bills  establishing  the  Eeformatory  for 
Men  and  the  indeterminate  sentence  and  the  bill  for  the  improvement 
of  the  methods  of  caring  for  dependent  children  met  with  such  small 
opposition  that  their  enactment  was  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote. 
These  manifestations  of  good  will  are  significant  of  the  growing  inter- 
est of  intelligent  citizens  and  the  breadth  of  view  of  men  in  public 
service.  An  indication  of  the  spirit  of  the  people  and  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1897  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  following  laws,  among" 
many  of  importance,  were  enacted  and  are  now  in  effect: 

A  comprehensive  law  for  the  better  care  and  control  of  orphan^ 
dependent,  neglected  and  abandoned  children.  By  this  law  the  State 
assumes  direct  supervision  of  the  work  for  children,  and  in  a  broad 
way  the  principle  of  State  care  is  recognized. 

A  compulsory  school  law,  requiring  every  child  in  the  State  between 
the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  except  in  cases  of  physical  or 
mental  incapacity,  to  attend  school  each  year  for  a  period  of  at  least 
twelve  consecutive  weeks.  The  law  provides  for  the  appointment  of 
truant  officers  to  enforce  its  provisions,  and  for  the  establishment  of 
special  schools,  to  which  children  who  are  incorrigibly  truant  may  be- 
committed  under  certain  conditions. 

A  law  converting  the  institution  formerly  known  as  the  State  Prison 
South,  at  Jefferson ville,  into  the  Indiana  Eeformatory,  to  which  all 
men  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  thirty  years  shall  be  sentenced 
upon  conviction  of  any  crime  for  which  the  punishment  was  formerly 
imprisonment  in  State's  Prison.  Men  convicted  of  treason  or  murder 
in  the  first  or  second  degree,  regardless  of  age,  are  exceptions  to  t^iis. 
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requirement,  and  are  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  at  Michigan  City. 
The  law  also  establishes  a  system  of  indeterminate  sentence,  under 
T  i-ieh  men  convicted  of  crime  are  sentenced  to  the  Reformatory  with- 
out definite  term.  Between  the  minimum  and  maximum  terms  of 
imprisonment  fixed  by  law  for  the  various  crimes,  the  prisoners  may 
be  released  upon  parole  by  the  Board  of  Reformatory  Managers. 
Ample  provision  is  made  in  the  law  for  the  industrial  and  literary 
training  of  prisoners  in  the  Reformatory,  and  authority  is  given  the 
management  to  establish  such  rules  for  the  classification,  reward  and 
punishment  of  prisoners  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

A  law  changing  the  name  of  the  State  Prison  North,  at  Michigan 
■City,  to  the  Indiana  State  Prison,  and  establishing  for  it  a  system  of 
indeterminate  sentences  identical  with  the  system  provided  for  the 
Reformatory.  This  law  provides  that  all  men  thirty  years  of  age  and 
over,  who  are  convicted  of  crime  for  which  the  punishment  is  impris- 
onment in  State's  Prison,  shall  be  sent  to  the  State  Prison  at  Michigan 
City,  and  that  men  under  thirt}^  years  of  age  who  are  convicted  of 
treason  or  murder  in  the  first  or  second  degrees  shall  also  be  sent  to 
the  same  institution.  This  law  also  empowers  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  State  Prison,  in  connection  with  the  warden,  chaplain  and  phy- 
sician, to  parole  prisoners  who  have  completed  the  minimum  time  of 
imprisonment  fixed  by  law. 

A  law  for  the  abolition  of  contract  prison  labor  in  the  State  Prison 
and  Reformatory.  By  this  law  the  management  of  the  Prison  and  the 
Reformatory  is  authorized  to  employ  the  prisoners  in  the  manufacture 
of  supplies  for  the  State  charitable  and  correctional  institutions. 
Hand  labor  alone  is  to  be  used  as  far  as  practicable.  Existing  con- 
tracts are  to  be  continued  until  their  expiration. 

A  law  for  the  benefit  of  discharged  prisoners,  requiring  that  each 
prisoner,  upon  his  discharge,  shall  be  given  a  suit  of  clothes,  $10  in 
money  and  a  railroad  ticket  to  any  point  to  which  the  discharged  man 
may  desire  to  go,  not  farther  from  the  Prison  than  the  point  from 
which  he  was  sentenced. 

A  law  prohibiting  the  State  Prison  or  Reformatory  from  receiving 
prisoners  sentenced  from  the  Federal  Courts.  The  purpose  of  this 
law  is  to  relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Indiana  institutions 
and  to  avoid  the  confusion  resulting  from  the  presence  of  jjrisoners  in 
the  same  institution  who,  because  sentenced  under  different  laws,  re- 
quire different  methods  of  treatment. 

A  law  requiring  that  the  expense  of  poor  relief  by  township  trustees 
shall  be  borne  by  the  respective  townships,  instead  of  by  the  counties, 
.as  formerly. 
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A  law  creating  a  Labor  Commission,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist 
in  the  settlement  of  labor  disputes  between  employers  and  employes. 

A  law  establishing  a  system  of  factory  inspection,  regulating  the 
employment  of  women  and  children  in  manufacturing  establishments, 
and  creating  the  office  of  State  Factory  Inspector. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
that  it  had  previously  recommended  and  actively  championed  the 
passage  of  the  law  for  the  better  care  and  control  of  orphan,  depend- 
ent, neglected  and  abandoned  children,  the  law  regulating  township 
poor  relief,  and  the  laws  relating  to  the  penal  institutions,  except  that 
concerning  the  labor  of  convicts.  The  other  laws  mentioned  had  the 
approbation  of  the  Board,  but  as  they  are  outside  the  direct  field  of  the 
Board's  jurisdiction,  they  were  not  given  active  advocacy. 

the  state  charitable  and  correctional  institutions. 

Year  by  year  the  Avork  of  enlarging  and  improving  the  great  State 
charitable  and  correctional  institutions  goes  on.  Every  succeeding 
Legislature  appropriates  money  by  which  these  improvements  are 
made  possible.  By  such  a  gradual  system  of  enlargement,  the  facilities 
for  the  care  of  dependents,  defectives  and  delinquents  grow  without 
the  cost  in  any  one  year  being  especially  burdensome  upon  the  tax- 
payers. It  is  doubtful  whether  the  general  public  fully  comprehends 
the  extent  of  this  steady  expansion.  The  total  amount  of  money  ap- 
propriated by  the  Legislature  of  1897  for  the  enlargement  and  im- 
provement of  the  various  charitable  and  correctional  institutions  was 
$214,700.  This  money  was  distributed  in  various  amounts,  ranging 
from  $1,500  for  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  to  $63,000 
for  the  State  Prison  at  Michigan  City.  An  unusual  fact  to  be  noted 
in  connection  with  these  appropriations  is  that,  with  the  exception  of 
two  institutions,  they  are  not  intended  to  increase  the  number  of 
inmates  which  can  be  cared  for.  Appropriations  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  about  $24,000  were  made  for  increasing  the  capacity  of 
the  Southern  Hospital  for  Insane  and  the  State  Soldiers'  Home.  The 
remainder  of  the  appropriations  for  improvements,  amounting  to 
$190,000,  was  for  the  purpose  of  better  equipping  the  institutions  for 
the  care  of  the  inmates  which  they  could  already  accommodate. 

The  statement  is  a  conservative  one  that  those  institutions  of  the 
State  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
are  at  this  time,  without  exception,  better  equipped  for  accomplishing 
the  purposes  for  which  they  were  established,  than  ever  before  in 
their  history. 
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'lilt;  close  of  the  fiscal  year  offers  an  opportunit}^  for  a  comparison  of 
the  operations  of  the  various  institutions  in  the  past  twelve  months 
with  the  operations  of  the  same  institutions  in  preceding  j^ears.  Such  a 
comparison  with  the  year  just  closed  with  1893,  this  being  an  interval 
of  five  years,  will  present  some  indicaton  of  such  changes  as  have  oc- 
curred in  expenditures,  population,  etc. 

The  number  of  inmates  of  the  State  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions  upon  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year  five  years  ago  was 
6,264.  Of  this  number  4,106  were  in  the  charitable  institutions  and 
2,158  in  the  correctional  institutions.  At  the  close  of  the  past  fiscal 
year  the  number  of  inmates  of  the  State  charitable  and  correctional 
institutions  was  7,136,  of  which  4,654  were  in  charitable  and  2,482  in 
correctional  institutions.  From  these  figures  it  is  seen  that  the  total 
population  of  both  charitable  and  correctional  institutions  has  in- 
creased 872  in  the  past  five  years.  The  increase  in  the  charitable  insti- 
tutions has  been  548  and  in  the  correctional  324.  The  increase  in 
the  total  of  all  institutions  has  amounted  in  the  five-year  period  to 
13.9  per  cent.,  while  in  the  correctional  institutions  alone  the  increase 
in  five  years  has  amounted  to  15  per  cent.  During  the  decade  from 
1880  to  1890  the  total  population  of  Indiana  increased  11  per  cent. 
If  the  same  rate  of  increase  has  continued,  the  population  of  Indiana 
has  increased  5.5  per  cent,  in  the  past  five  years,  while  during  the  same 
period  the  number  of  inmates  of  our  State  prisons  for  men  has  in- 
creased 20.8  per  cent.  Apparently  the  prison  population  has  in- 
€reased  nearly  four  times  as  rapidly  as  the  general  population  in  the 
past  five  years. 

While  the  population  of  the  charitable  and  correctional  institutions 
has  thus  increased,  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  cost  of  mainte- 
nance has  not  occurred.  It  is  a  singular  fact  that  the  total  cost  of 
maintaining  these  institutions  in  the  year  just  closed  was  smaller 
by  $6,830.17  than  in  the  year  which  ended  October  31,  1893. 
How  this  has  been  done  is  shown  by  the  reduced  per  capita  cost  of 
maintaining  nearly  all  the  institutions.  If  maintenance  to-day  cost 
as  much  for  each  inmate  as  it  did  five  years  ago  the  total  cost  of  sup- 
porting the  charitable  and  correctional  institutions  in  the  last  "year 
would  have  been  greater  by  $157,535.56  than  it  actually  was. 

THE  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Insane  Hospitals. — The  number  of  patients  enrolled  in  the  four 
insane  hospitals  of  the  State  on  October  31,  1897,  was  3,219,  an  in- 
crease of  61  over  the  enrollment  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year. 
During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  882  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
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hospitals,  and  821  were  discharged,  or  withdrawn  from,  or  died  in  t lie- 
hospitals.  The  average  niimher  of  patients  actually  present  in  the- 
four  insane  hospitals  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  2,992,  an  increase 
of  79  over  the  preceding  year,  and  of  201  over  the  year  1895.  In  the- 
past  five  years  the  increase  in  the  average  number  of  patients  actually 
present  in  the  insane  hospitals  has  been  345.  The  average  per  capita 
cost  of  maintenance  in  the  year  ending  October  31,  1897,  was  $172.27^ 
a  decrease  of  $5.03  from  the  average  per  capita  cost  in  the  preceding- 
year.  The  decrease  in  the  average  per  capita  cost  of  caring  for  a 
patient  in  our  insane  hospitals  in  the  past  five  years  has  been  $31.63. 
This  decrease  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  reduction  in  the  cost 
of  administration  and  repairs  and  in  part  by  the  decreased  cost  of  sup- 
plies. 

Speaking  of  the  insane  hospitals  individually,  it  is  observed  that 
the  most  notable  reduction  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  in  the  past 
five  years  has  occurred  at  the  Northern  Hospital  at  Logansport.  Five- 
years  ago  the  total  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  was  $205.81,  while 
in  the  past  year  the  total  per  capita  cost  was  $153.84,  a  decrease  of 
$51.97.  The  largest  single  item  of  decrease  is  in  the  cost  of  adminis- 
tration, although  important  reductions  are  noted  in  other  departments. 
An  explanation  of  this  large  reduction  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  is 
to  be  found  in  part  in  the  largely  increased  population,  which  can  he 
properly  cared  for  without  a  corresponding  increase  in  expenditure  for 
administration  or  supplies.  In  the  five  years  past  the  decrease  in  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  in  the  Central  Hospital  has  been  $26.64;  in 
the  Eastern  Hospital  at  Eichmond  the  decrease  in  the  same  period  has 
been  $26.31,  and  in  the  Southern  Hospital  at  Evansville  $28.03.  The- 
cost  of  administration  includes  the  expenditures  for  salaries  of  officers- 
and  employes.  The  per  capita  cost  of  administration  in  the  insane 
hospitals  in  the  past  year  was:  In  the  Central,  $57.97;  Northern, 
$66.87;  Eastern,  $67.15;  Southern,  $74.43.  The  per  capita  cost  for  all 
food  supplies  in  the  Central  Hospital  in  the  past  year  was  $57.97; 
Northern,  $42.90;  Eastern,  $46.29;  Southern,  $60.24.  A  pecuHar  co 
incidence  is  noted  in  the  fact  that  the  per  capita  cost  for  administra 
tion  in  the  Central  Hospital  was  precisely  the  same  as  the  per  capita- 
cost  for  food  supplies.  Some  analysis  of  the  statistics  shows  that  the 
per  capita  cost  for  meat  in  the  Northern  and  Eastern  hospitals  is 
smaller  than  in  the  Central  and  Southern,  and  that  the  Northern  and 
Eastern  hospitals  maintain  dairy  herds  and  produce  all  the  milk  used 
in  the  institutions,  while  the  milk  used  by  the  Central  and  Southern 
hospitals  must  be  purchased. 
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•  The  Legislature  of  1895  appropriated  $30,000  to  be  used  by  the 
Southern  Hospital  for  the  Insane  in  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 
The  entire  sum  appropriated  was  expended  for  construction,  leaving 
no  funds  for  furnishing  and  equipment.  This  building  has  been  com- 
pleted since  June,  1896,  but  has  remained  vacant,  awaiting  appropria- 
tions necessary  for  furnishings.  In  the  meantime  a  great  many  insane 
persons  have  accumulated  in  the  county  poor  asylums  and  jails  in  the 
hospital  district,  awaiting  the  day  when  they  may  be  transferred  to 
the  hospital  for  proper  treatment.  The  Legislature  of  1897  appro- 
priated $4,000  for  furnishings  for  this  building,  but  at  the  close  of 
the  past  fiscal  year  it  was  not  quite  ready  to  receive  patients.  The 
problem  of  proper  drainage  for  the  Southern  Insane  Hospital  has  been 
a  difficult  one  ever  since  the  institution  was  completed.  Succeeding 
Legislatures  have  made  appropriations  for  the  building  of  a  sewer  to 
connect  the  hospital  with  the  sewer  system  of  the  city  of  Evansville, 
but  the  city  authorities  have  steadily  declined  to  permit  the  improve- 
ment to  be  made.  The  Legislature  of  1897  appropriated  $18,000  to 
be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  or  for  any  other  system  of 
disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  hospital  which  might  be  determined 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  After  careful  study  of  the  conditions 
the  trustees  in  the  last  few  months  have  established  a  system,  which 
it  is  hoped  will  solve  the  problem  permanently.  The  sewage  from  the 
hospital  is  conducted  to  a  point  several  hundred  yards  from  the  main 
building,  where  it  flows  into  a  series  of,  pools,  through  which  it  passes 
so  slowly  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  solids  held  in  solution  is  pre- 
cipitated and  sinks  to  the  bottom.  The  sewage  at  this  point  is  also 
treated  with  a  preparation  of  lime,  which  is  intended  to  hasten  the 
process  of  purification.  After  passing  through  the  series  of  precipi- 
tation pools,  four  in  number,  the  sewage  enters  a  filter  composed  of 
sand  and  gravel.  From  the  filter  it  issues  quite  transparent  and  al- 
most free  from  offensive  qualities,  and  is  carried  away  in  an  open 
ditch.  If  this  system  is  successful  in  operation,  it  will  be  better  than 
a  ^ewer  connecting  with  the  city  sewer  system,  since  it  will  retain  upon 
the  farm  a  large  amount  of  rich  fertilizing  material.  It  will  also  avoid 
the  criticism  and  friction  which  are  almost  certain  to  arise  if  the  sew- 
age must  be  taken  away  from  the  institution  for  disposal.  The  system 
which  has  been  constructed  is  less  expensive  than  the  proposed  sewer 
to  the  city,  and  a  portion  of  the  appropriation  of  $18,000  has  been 
returned  to  the  State  Treasury. 

An  important  change  in  the  administration  of  the  Southern  Hospi- 
tal for  Insane  was  made  during  the  year  just  closed.  Two  new  mem- 
bers were  appointed  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees,  following  which  Dr. 
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A.  J.  Thomas  retired  from  the  superintendency  of  the  hospital,  which 
he  had  held  ever  since  its  opening,  and  Dr.  George  C.  Mason  was 
appointed  to  succeed  him.  The  assistant  physicians,  steward  and 
other  subordinate  officers  were  retired  and  their  successors  appointed. 
These  changes  caused  no  marked  departure  from  the  policy  of  caring 
for  the  insane  which  has  heretofore  been  followed. 

No  changes  of  importance  in  the  management  of  the  other  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Small  sppropria- 
tions  for  minor  improvements  in  the  Central  and  Northern  hospitals 
were  made  by  the  Legislature  and  have  been  expended  in  accordance 
with  law.  At  the  Eastern  Hospital  a  small  building  has  been  con- 
verted into  a  hospital  for  the  sick,  with  isolated  wards  for  patients 
afflicted  with  tuberculosis  or  other  infectious  or  contagious  maladies. 
Although  not  designed  for  the  purpose,  this  building  seems  admirably 
suited  to  the  use  to  which  it  has  now  been  converted.  The  best  of 
sanitary  appliances  has  been  installed,  and  it  promises  to  be  an  exceed- 
ingly valuable  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  women's  department 
of  the  hospital.  At  the  Central  the  most  noteworthy  of  the  physical 
improvements  made  during  the  year  is  the  erection  of  a  large  new 
kitchen  for  the  department  for  women.  In  the  upper  floors  of  the 
same  building  are  new  and  comfortable  quarters  for  a  large  number 
of  the  employes  of  this  department. 

The  Scliool  for  Feeble-Minded. — The  total  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  for  the  past  year  was  $156.79, 
an  apj)arent  increase  over  the  per  capita  cost  for  the  preceding  year 
of  $5.13.  The  total  per  capita  cost  five  years  ago  was  $191.07,  the  per 
capita  decrease  in  the  five-year  period  being  $34.28.  The  actual  de- 
crease in  the  five-year  period,  however,  is  greater  than  is  apparent 
from  these  per  capitas.  The  School  for  Feeble-Minded  closed  the 
fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1896,  with  a  deficiency  of  $7,213.67. 
The  Legislature  last  winter  made  a  deficiency  appropriation  of  the 
same  amount.  In  calculating  the  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  in 
the  year  just  closed  this  deficiency  appropriation  was  included  the 
same  as  though  the  money  had  been  expended  for  maintenance  during 
the  past  year,  whereas  it  was  really  expended  in  the  preceding  year. 
The  exact  total  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  in  the  School  for 
Feeble-Minded  for  the  past  year  was  $143.40.  To  be  exact,  then,  the 
total  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  of  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded 
in  the  past  year  was  a  decrease  of  $8.27  from  the  cost  in  the  preceding 
year,  and  of  $47.67  from  the  cost  five  years  ago.  This  large  reduction 
in  per  capita  cost  is  due  to  various  causes.  Chief  among  them  is  the 
addition  of  a  large  and  fertile  farm  to  the  institution's  equipment. 
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enabling  the  administration  to  profitably  employ  the  services  of  the 
larger  and  stronger  inmates  in  the  prodnction  of  food  supplies  of 
various  kinds.  The  industrial  training  of  the  inmates  has  also  been 
greatly  developed  in  the  direction  of  mechanical  trades,  and  the  in- 
mates now  perform  much  labor  formerly  performed  by  employes.  The 
increase  in  population  during  the  five-year  period  has  been  115,  the 
average  number  of  inmates  present  during  the  past  year  having  been 
538.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  total  appropriation  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  in  the  year  just  closed 
was  smaller  by  $5^200  than  five  years  ago,  although  during  the  five- 
year  period  the  number  of  inmates  in  the  school  has  increased  over  21* 
per  cent. 

The  Legislature  of  1897  appropriated  $2,500  for  various  miscel- 
laneous improvements  at  this  institution,  chief  of  which  were  several 
tunnels  connecting  the  different  buildings  and  used  for  carrying  steam 
pipes,  water  pipes,  electric  wires,  etc.  The  brick  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  these  tunnels  were  manufactured  on  the  farm  of  the  institu- 
tion, the  work  being  entirely  done  by  inmates  under  the  supervision 
of  one  paid  employe.  This  is  probably  the  first  instance  on  record 
where  the  work  of  feeble-minded  boys  has  been  utilized  in  the  manu- 
facture of  brick,  but  the  character  of  the  brick  produced  in  the  first 
experimental  kiln  at  the  Indiana  institution  promises  excellent  results 
in  the  future.  There  seems  no  reason  why  brick  for  the  construction 
of  additional  buildings  which  will  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  may 
not  be  manufactured  on  the  farm  by  the  boys  themselves. 

The  Institution  for  the  Deaf. — The  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining 
the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  has  been  steadily  reduced  in  the  past  five 
years.  The  total  per  capita  cost  in  the  year  just  closed  was  $205.49. 
Five  years  ago  the  total  per  capita  cost  was  $251.04.  Important  re- 
ductions have  been  made  in  all  departments,  but  with  such  care  and 
wisdom  that  it  is  believed  the  institution  has  been  in  nowise  crippled 
in  its  efficiency.  The  average  daily  number  of  pupils  in  this  institu- 
tion has  increased  41  during  the  five-year  period.  Appropriations 
were  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  permanent  improvements  in  this 
institution  as  follows:  For  a  new  boiler  and  a  boiler  house, $1,600.  This 
money  was  expended  in  adding  one  large  boiler  to  the  battery  of  boilers 
already  in  use.  For  laundry,  $3,000.  This  money  was  expended 
upon  an  ironing  room  and  machinery  to  properly  equip  it.  Here- 
tofore the  ironing  in  the  laundry  has  been  done  by  hand,  the  pupils 
of  the  school  doing  the  work.  The  plan  was  unsatisfactory  in  many 
ways,  and  the  new  building,  with  modern  machinery,  is  a  substantial 
improvement.     For  gymnasium,  $1,500.     In  inclement  weather  the 
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Loys  of  the  school  have  had  no  place  to  play  except  in  the  school 
rooms,  where  the  presence  of  the  school  desks  interfered  seriously  with 
the  sports,  and  at  the  same  time  the  sports  injured  the  desks  and 
other  school-room  furniture.  This  appropriation  was  employed  in 
erecting  a  large  wooden  building  in  the  grounds,  which  will  he  used 
for  a  play-ground  and  for  systematic  physical  training  for  the  boys. 

The  Institute  for  the  Blind. — The  operation  of  this  institution  has 
been  quiet  and  uninterrupted  during  the  year.  The  number  of  pupils 
varies  but  slightly,  and  at  the  close  of  the  period  included  in  this 
report  was  no  greater  than  has  been  noted  in  some  preceding  years. 
The  total  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  last  year  .was  $242.72,  an 
increase  of  $4.93  over  the  preceding  year,  but  a  decrease  of  $25.02 
from  the  total  per  capita  cost  five  years  ago.  A  short  time  before  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  Mr.  W.  H.  Glascock,  resigned  the  superintendency  in  order 
to  take  up  other  lines  of  work  in  which  he  was  especially  interested. 
His  administration  had  been  recognized  as  a  successful  one,  and  his 
retirement  was  accepted  with  regret  by  the  trustees  of  the  institution 
and  by  the  public.  Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  Mr.  George  S. 
Wilson  has  been  elected  to  the  superintendency,  assuming  the  duties 
of  the  position  on  January  5,  1898. 

The  Soldiers'  Home. — The  capacity  of  the  State  Soldiers'  Home  has 
been  largely  increased  during  the  year  included  in  this  report.  Several 
counties  have  erected  cottages  upon  the  Home  grounds  for  the  accom- 
modation of  members.  Besides  these  cottages  two  buildings  have  been 
erected  by  means  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1897. 
One  of  these  buildings  will  accommodate  a  large  number  of  men, 
while  a  portion  of  the  other  is  occupied  by  rooms  for  women.  The 
increasing  capacity  of  the  Home  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  at  the 
close  of  the  preceding  year  the  number  of  members  was  274,  while  at 
the  close  of  the  past  year  the  number  of  members  was  467.  This 
institution  is  supported  in  part  by  Federal  appropriations.  The  bur- 
den upon  the  State  of  Indiana  is  consequently  lighter  than  would 
appear  from  a  statement  of  the  total  cost  of  maintaining  the  Home. 
The  total  cost  of  maintaining  the  Home  during  the  past  fiscal  year 
was  $44,850.44.  This  entire  amount  was  paid  primarily  from  the 
State  Treasury,  but  the  State  was  reimbursed  to  the  amount  of  $100 
for  each  male  member  of  the  Home.  The  total  amount  due  from  the 
United  States  government  in  this  manner  was  $22,925,  leaving  the 
net  cost  to  the  State  of  maintaining  the  instituion  $21,925.44.  The 
surroundings  of  the  Home  are  gradually  assuming  an  appearance  of 
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greater  completeness  and  attractiveness.  One  who  has  not  given  the 
matter  particular  attention  would  hardly  realize  the  great  amount  of 
labor  necessary  to  establish  and  equip  a  large  public  institution  upon 
a  new  site  which  had  not  been  previously  prepared  to  receive  it.  The 
cost  and  labor  expended  in  the  erection  of  new  buildings  but  faintly 
indicates  the  difficulties  which  must  be  overcome.  Since  the  Soldiers' 
Home  was  founded  at  Lafayette  a  very  large  amount  of  work  has  been 
accomplished.  It  will  be  some  years,  however,  before  the  institution 
can  bear  that  appearance  which  characterizes  older  institutions.  To 
properly  organize  the  administration  department  is  also  a  task  requir- 
ing much  time  and  executive  ability.  In  the  beginning  the  various  de- 
partments must  be  put  in  charge  chiefly  of  inexperienced  officers  and 
employes.  The  inmates  are  unaccustomed  to  compliance  with  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  in  the  proper  management  of  a 
community  of  people  thrown  into  such  close  association,  yet  differing 
widely  in  tastes,  inclinations  and  habits.  When  all  the  facts  and  con- 
ditions are  properly  considered,  it  is  evident  that  the  Soldiers'  Home 
has  been  organized  and  placed  in  active  and  efficient  operation  with 
as  small  an  amount  of  friction  and  dissatisfaction  as  could  possibly 
have  been  expected.  As  officers  and  members  of  the  Home  become 
thoroughly  accustomed  to  their  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  the 
official  and  social  relations  among  officers  and  members  fall  into  proper 
and  fixed  lines,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  institution  will  become 
a  credit  to  the  State  and  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  to  the  friends 
of  the  disabled  and  destitute  veterans  of  the  late  war. 

The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home. — Little  requiring  espe- 
cial note  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  in  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Orphans'  Home.  This  institution  for  several  years  has  been 
exempt  from  serious  charges  of  mismanagement.  Its  operations  have 
been  uninterrupted  by  changes  in  management  and  its  efficiency  has 
probably  been  greater  than  at  any  previous  time  in  its  history.  The 
past  year  has  witnessed  some  wise  development  of  the  system  of  indus- 
trial training.  The  criticism  has  been  made  that  the  inmates  of  the 
Home  are  retained  for  a  longer  period  than  their  own  best  interests 
justify,  instead  of  being  placed  in'  good  family  homes,  where  they 
would  receive  the  benefits  of  individual  training  and  experience,  and 
be  surrounded  by  natural  conditions.  Another  criticism  which  has 
been  made  is  that  the  standard  of  living  in  the  school  is  higher  than 
a  majority  of  the  inmates  can  expect  after  their  discharge,  the  result 
being  that  they  are  placed  somewhat  at  a  disadvantage  when  they  as- 
sume the  responsibilities  of  their  own  support,  after  leaving  the  Home. 

The  total  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Home  in  the  past 
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year  was  $169.40,  as  compared  with  $167.23  five  years  ago.  During 
the  same  period  the  average  daily  population  of  the  Home  has  de- 
creased 27.  The  cost  of  food  supplies  during  the  past  year  was  $55.26 
per  capita,  as  compared  Avith  $53.35,  the  average  for  the  insane  hos- 
pitals, $36.96  for  the  Institute  for  the  Deaf,  $45.63  for  the  Institute 
for  the  Blind,  and  $32.02  for  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded. 

THE  CORRECTIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Tlie  Reform  Scliool  for  Girls  and  Woman's  Prison. — A  marked  de- 
crease in  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintaining  the  Eeform  School  for 
Oirls  and  Woman's  Prison  has  occurred  in  the  past  year.  The  total 
per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  October 
31,  1897,  was  $161.03,  as  compared  to  $175.70  in  the  preceding  year, 
a  reduction  of  $14.67.  The  decrease  in  the  per  capita  cost  noted  is  due 
especially  to  reductions  in  the  salary  list  and  in  the  cost  of  carrying 
■on  the  office,  out-door  and  certain  of  the  domestic  departments.  More 
money  than  usual  was  expended  for  clothing  for  inmates  and  for 
repairs  upon  the  buildings  and  equipment,  while  a  similar  reduction 
was  made  in  the  cost  of  food  supplies.  The  general  effect  of  the  re- 
ductions and  increases  in  the  various  departments  has  been  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  without  a 
corresponding  reduction  in  the  quality  or  quantity  of  supplies  or 
services  rendered  the  inmates.  The  average  number  of  inmates  of  the 
institution  during  the  year  was  251,  an  increase  of  21  over  the  pre- 
ceding 3'ear.  The  prison  has  ample  accommodations  for  all  the  in- 
mates in  custody,  but  the  Eeform  School  is  seriously  over-crowded. 
It  is  evident  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  additional  provisions 
must  be  made  for  the  care  of  the  girls  sent  to  the  Eeform  School.  The 
over-crowding  already  existing  in  the  school  interferes  with  the  most 
efficient  reformative  work,  and  each  year  this  condition  becomes  more 
aggravated. 

The  Reform  Scliool  for  Boys. — The  total  per  capita  cost  of  main- 
tenance in  the  Eeform  School  for  Boys  in  the  past  year  was  $108.45, 
a  decrease  of  $7.25  from  the  previous  year.  The  per  capita  cost  for 
maintenance  five  years  ago  was  $144.22,  the  decrease  during  the  period 
which  has  elapsed  since  then  being  $35.77.  This  large  reduction  in 
expenses  is  due  chiefiy  to  the  addition  of  more  farm  land  to  the 
school's  resources,  enabling  the  production  of  great  quantities  of  vege- 
tables and  other  food  supplies,  which  it  was  formerly  necessary  to 
purchase.  The  average  number  of  inmates  of  the  school  in  the  year 
just  closed  was  34  greater  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  work  of 
the  school  went  on  as  in  the  past,  with  little  interruption.    The  print- 
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ing  office  and  laundiy,  Avhich  were  destroyed  by  fire  last  spring,  liave 
been  rebuilt  and  refitted.  A  great  deal  of  attention  continues  to  be 
given  to  the  training  of  the  boys  in  useful  occupations.  As  in  other 
years,  a  large  number  of  brick  have  been  manufactured  by  the  inmates 
in  the  past  year.  Abundant  use  for  the  product  of  the  kilns  is  always 
found  in  the  maldng  of  substantial  improvements.  The  brick  manu- 
factured in  the  past  season  have  been  used  in  the  construction  of  a 
new  school  building.  The  average  number  of  inmates  of  the  school  in 
the  year  just  closed  has  been  exceeded  in  but  one  year  in  the  past  five. 
'No  boys  are  turned  away,  however,  and  comfortable  accommodations 
.are  found  for  all. 

21ie  Reformatory  for  Men. — The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  con- 
version of  the  Prison  South  into  the  Indiana  Eeformatory.  Under 
laws  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature,  all  men  under  thirty  years  of  age 
who  are  convicted  of  felonies  are  sentenced  to  the  Reformatory,  except 
in  cases  of  murder  in  the  first  or  second  degree,  or  treason.  All  men 
thirty  years  of  age  and  over  and  all  persons  of  whatever  age  convicted 
of  murder  in  the  first  or  second  degree,  or  treason,  are  sent  to  the 
State  Prison.  The  operation  of  this  law  has  greatly  changed  the  char- 
.acter  of  the  population  of  the  institution  at  Jeffersonville.  Some  un- 
usual expenditures  have  been  necessary,  and  increased  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  mental  and  industrial  training  of  the  inmates.  Par- 
ticular efforts  are  being  made  to  make  the  life  of  the  inmates  within 
the  walls  a  natural  one,  in  order  to  prepare  those  in  confinement  for 
properly  supporting  and  conducting  themselves  after  they  are  re- 
leased. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  and  ingenious  instrumentalities  for  the 
introduction  of  natural  conditions  into  the  life  of  the  inmates  and  for 
a  stimulus  to  good  conduct,  is  what  is  known  as  the  wage-earning  sys- 
tem. Each  inmate  is  credited  with  a  certain  amount  of  earnings  for 
each  day's  performance  of  duty.  Upper-grade  men  each  receive  fifty- 
five  cents  per  day,  middle-grade  fifty  cents,  and  lower  grade  forty-five 
cents.  From  these  earnings  the  inmates  are  required  to  pay  for  what 
they  receive.  Men  in  the  upper  grade  pay  forty-five  cents  per  day  for 
board  and  clothing,  in  the  middle  grade  forty  cents,  and  in  the  lower 
grade  thirty-seven  cents.  For  medical  attendance  each  man  pays  ten 
cents  for  each  visit  which  he  makes  to  the  physician  or  which  the 
physician  makes  to  him.  This  arrangement  leaves  a  net  earning  above 
the  cost  of  board  and  clothing  of  ten  cents  for  each  man  in  the  upper 
and  the  middle  grades,  and  eight  cents  for  each  man  in  the  lower 
grade.  As  a  punishment  for  infractions  of  the  rules,  men  are  fined 
:such  amounts  as  are  fixed  by  the  Eeformatory  rules.  Whatever  is 
2 — Chakities. 
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deemed  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  inmates  in  addition  to- 
the  board  and  clothing  is  charged  to  the  inmates,  and  any  inmate  who 
carelessly  or  maliciously  destroys  property  is  required  to  replace  it  at 
his  own  cost. 

Many  different  advantages  have  been  found  to  result  from  the  wage- 
earning  system.  The  infliction  of  fines  is  found  to  be  an  effective 
mode  of  punishment  for  misconduct,  and  is  free  from  the  degrading^ 
and  humiliating  influences  accompanying  many  punishments  which 
are  common  in  prison  administration.  The  inmate  knows  that  by 
making  a  perfect  record  he  is  enabled  to  accumulate  money,  which 
will  be  paid  him  upon  his  release  on  parole,  or  which  will  be  sent  ta 
the  members  of  his  family  to  aid  in  their  support.  His  love  of  home 
and  family  is  thus  appealed  to  and  is  found  to  be  a  powerful  stimulus 
to  good  conduct.  At  the  same  time  the  training  in  carefulness  and 
obedience  and  in  habits  of  economy  and  business  methods  proves  most 
valuable.  Careful  computations  have  shown  that  the  system  will  pro- 
vide the  man  who  is  released  on  parole  with  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
to  enable  him  to  provide  himself  with  necessary  clothing  and  a  small 
reserve  fund  to  enable  him  to  get  safely  established  in  his  employment 
outside.  ISTo  plan  for  the  general  disciplinary  control  and  training  of 
inmates  has  been  found  which  is  more  comprehensive  or  more  satis- 
factory than  the  wage-earning  system. 

The  total  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  past  year  has 
been  $118.03,*  an  increase  of  $15.21  over  the  preceding  year.  The  cost 
of  guarding  each  inmate  was  $26.0,7,  as  compared  with  $25.35  in  the 
preceding  year,  and  as  compared  with  $25.60  five  years  ago.  The 
average  daily  number  of  inmates  during  the  past  year  was  811,  a  de- 
crease of  16  from  the  previous  year.  Statistics  gathered  in  this  and 
other  States  indicate  that  more  than  60  per  cent,  of  the  men  con- 
victed of  felonies  in  the  courts  are  under  thirty  years  of  age.  It  seems 
reasonable  to  suppose,  therefore,  that  in  time  the  population  of  the 
Eeformatory  will  largely  increase  and  the  population  of  the  State 
Prison  decrease.  This  tendency  to  an  increased  population  in  the  Ee- 
formatory will  be  in  some  degree  counteracted  by  the  operation  of  the 
parole  system  and  by  a  section  of  the  law  which  authorizes  the  man- 
agers of  the  Eeformatory  to  transfer  certain  classes  of  prisoners  to  the 
State  Prison. 

Work  in  progress  upon  the  physical  improvements  at  the  Eeforma- 
tory goes  on  steadily,  but  somewhat  slowly.    In  transferring  the  older 

■'Note.— The  total  per  capita  cost  as  given  in  the  last  quarterly  bulletin  (.1113.33)  is  in- 
correct.

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prisoners  to  the  State  Prison  it  was  found  that  the  Eeformatory  had 
sent  away  nearly  all  its  skilled  artisans.  This  has  made  it  difficult  to 
find  a  sufficient  number  of  prisoners  to  put  upon  those  portions  of  the 
work  requiring  skilled  men.  The  number  of  inmates  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  contracts  in  force  in  the  Eeformatory  has  also  greatly 
reduced  the  number  available  for  work  upon  the  improvements.  Nev- 
ertheless, much  has  been  done  since  the  legislative  appropriations  were 
made.  A  new  power  plant  and  an  electric-light  plant  have  been  al- 
most completed  and  are  in  full  operation.  Every  cell  in  the  institu- 
tion now  has  an  electric  light,  and  the  grounds  within  the  wall  are 
brightly  lighted  at  night.  The  new  hospital  is  approaching  comple- 
tion. It  will  contain,  besides  wards  for  the  sick  and  the  quarters  for 
the  physician,  an  office  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  a  num- 
ber of  isolated  cells,  to  be  used  for  solitary  confinement  of  inmates 
undergoing  punishment.  Kew  dining  and  sleeping  rooms  for  officers 
and  employes  of  the  Eeformatory  have  also  been  erected.  Other  im- 
provements have  been  made  or  will  be  begun  at  the  earliest  possible 
d.3,te. 

The  State  Prison. — Under  the  stimulus  of  appropriations  amount- 
ing to  $63,000  for  improvements  at  the  State  Prison,  a  great  amount 
of  work  has  been  accomplished  at  this  institution  during  the  past 
year.  The  large  number  of  prisoners  not  employed  upon  contracts 
has  enabled  the  management  to  proceed  with  vigor  and  rapidity.  The 
day  has  gone  by  when  the  many  complaints  of  the  dilapidated  condi- 
tion of  this  institution  were  true.  With  ample  appropriations  for 
repairs,  as  well  as  for  additional  buildings  and  equipment,  the  Prison 
is  being  revolutionized  in  its  physical  condition.  The  new  system  of 
water  works,  by  which  a  supply  of  pure  water  is  expected  to  be  drawn 
from  the  lake,  is  near  completion,  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  in  operation 
within  a  few  weeks.  A  new  chapel  has  been  completed.  The  new 
hospital  is  approaching  completion,  but  will  probably  not  be  occupied 
before  spring.  It  is  believed  that  this  hospital  will  be  the  equal  of  any 
prison  hospital  in  the  country.  Adjoining  the  hospital,  a  series  of 
new  solitary  cells  is  being  erected  and  a  new  office  for  the  Deputy 
Warden  in  immediate  connection  with  both  the  hospital  and  the  soli- 
tary cells.  A  complete  new  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  is  being 
installed  in  the  cell-houses.  The  old  tubs  have  heen  removed  from 
the  bath  house  and  shower-baths  have  been  put  in.  Fifty- three  small 
stalls  or  closets  have  been  erected,  and  that  number  of  prisoners  can 
now  bathe  at  the  same  time.  The  stalls  assure  a  certain  amount  of 
privacy,  which  was  impossible  under  the  old  arrangement.  The  im- 
provement in  cleanliness,  speed  and  decency  is  so  great  that  the 
prison  officials  wonder  how  they  managed  to  get  along  so  many  years 
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with  the  tubs.  A  large  and  well-lighted  school-room,  which  is  con- 
nected with  both  cell-houses,  has  been  built  and  will  soon  be  ready  for 
occupancy.  Prisoners  will  be  able  to  pass  to  and  from  this  room  from 
the  cell-houses  without  stepping  out  of  doors  and  without  the  risk 
which  accompanies  the  transfer  of  prisoners  across  the  prison  grounds 
at  night.  The  prison  entrance  has  been  improved  and  strengthened. 
A  sitting  room  for  prison  employes  has  been  provided  which  will  en- 
able them  to  pass  the  hours,  when  they  are  not  on  duty,  in  comfortable 
quarters  and  save  them  the  necessity  of  going  away  from  the  Prison 
for  rest  and  recreation.  A  second  story  has  been  added  to  the  Prison 
office  building  and  comfortable  quarters  provided  for  the  Prison  offi- 
cers. In  addition  to  these  extensive  improvements,  a  great  amount  of 
painting,  replacing  and  rebuilding  of  roofs,  repairing  of  water-spouts 
and  down-spouts,  rebuilding  of  crumbling  walls,  etc.,  has  already  been 
accomplished. 

The  administration  of  the  Prison  continues  the  same  as  one  year 
ago,  with  the  exception  that  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  position 
of  Deputy  "Warden.  The  deputy,  who  occupied  the  place  a  year  ago 
retired  last  winter,  and  after  an  interval  of  several  months,  Mr. 
Charles  C.  McClaughry,  of  Illinois,  was  appointed  to  the  position.  Mr. 
McClaughry  has  had  many  years  of  experience  in  prison  management 
and  brings  to  the  place  a  record  of  success  elsewhere.  Following  the 
appointment  of  the  new  Deputy  Warden,  a  system  of  grading,  similar 
to  that  in  use  in  the  Reformatory,  was  introduced  and  is  now  in  suc- 
cessful operation.  Late  in  the  year  steps  were  also  taken  by  the 
Prison  management  to  put  into  force  that  provision  of  the  l&w  which 
authorizes  the  Prison  authorities  to  parole  prisoners.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  no  paroles  had  been  granted,  but  shortly  afterward  a  small 
beginning  was  made  in  this  direction.  Since  August  1,  when  the 
new  deputy  assumed  his  position,  no  person  in  the  institution  has 
been  whipped.  For  several  months,  therefore,  whipping  as  a  mode  of 
punishment  in  the  State's  penal  institutions  has  been  abandoned, 
since  it  was  abolished  in  the  Southern  Prison  more  than  a  year  ago. 
This  is  a  condition  of  affairs  which  has  probably  never  before  existed 
in  the  history  of  the  State. 

The  prison  labor  problem  is  becoming  a  serious  one  at  the  State 
Prison.  The  expiration  of  contracts,  which,  under  the  law,  can  not 
be  renewed,  has  left  almost  five  hundred  prisoners  in  the  institution 
with  no  employment,  except  what  can  be  provided  for  upon  the  exten- 
sive improvements  which  the  State  is  making  in  the  institution  and  in 
the  general  care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  In  a  few  weeks  these 
improvements  will  be  practically  completed.     The  result  of  the  con- 
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tract  labor  law  will  then  be  found  in  the  necessity  of  keeping  hundreds 
of  prisoners  locked  in  their  cells  a  large  part  of  the  time.  The  effect 
of  this  upon  the  prison  discipline  and  upon  the  health  and  moral  wel- 
fare of  the  prisoners,  it  is  feared,  will  be  most  injurious.  ISTo  active 
steps  have  been  taken  to  put  into  operation  that  part  of  the  law  which 
provides  that  the  prisoners  in  the  State's  Prisons  shall  manufacture 
supplies  for  the  public  institutions.  No  appropriations  were  made  for 
the  putting  of  this  law  into  effect,  and  it  is  regarded  as  extremely 
doubtful  whether  the  law  would  be  of  j)ractical  utility,  even  if  funds 
were  provided. 

The  total  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  State  Prison  in  the 
past  year  was  $116.93,  which  is  an  increase  of  but  one  cent  over  the 
cost  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  number  of  prisoners  during 
the  year  was  899,  the  number  present  at  the  close  of  the  year  being 
884.  The  per  capita  cost  of  administration  was  $42.91,  a  decrease  of 
$2.58  from  the  previous  year  and  of  $6.39  from  the  cost  five  years 
ago.  The  per  capita  cost  for  guards  in  the  past  3^ear  was  $31.68,  a 
decrease  of  $4.69  from  the  previous  year,  and  of  $7.63  from  the  cost 
five  years  ago. 

DEPENDENT  CHILDREN. 

The  Board  believes  that  in  the  new  law  for  the  better  care  and 
control  of  orphan,  dependent,  neglected  and  abandoned  children  the 
State  has  taken  a  long  step  toward  the  solution  of  the  problems  of 
child  dependency.  Under  the  operation  of  this  law  Wm.  B.  Streeter 
was  appointed  State  Agent  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  and  as- 
sumed the  duties  of  the  position  April  1,  1897.  Since  that  time  work 
has  gone  on  actively  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  Much  time  has  been 
given  by  the  Board  and  by  the  State  Agent  to  acquaint  interested  offi- 
cers and  societies  and  the  general  public  with  the  provisions  of  the 
new  law.  Plans  for  co-operation  among  the  orphan  asylums  and  child- 
saving  societies  have  been  prepared,  and  are  gradually  being  put  into 
effect.  As  the  work  expands,  the  possibilities  of  increased  efficiency, 
arising  from  uniformity  in  methods  and  a  mutual  interchange  of 
services,  become  more  and  more  comprehensive.  The  work  is  in  part 
experimental,  and  our  experience  is  yet  too  limited  for  us  to  speak 
with  entire  positiveness  of  results.  The  attitude  of  the  press  and  the 
public  is  cordial  and  helpful.  The  law  is  in  its  infancy,  but  we  believe 
that  under  proper  direction  it  may  become  a  power  for  good.  Among 
the  especial  advantages  which  we  have  endeavored  to  secure  by  the 
passage  of  the  new  law,  the  following  seem  to  us  of  particular  im- 
portance : 
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Taxpayers  will  be  relieved  by  a  reduction  in  expenses. 

Children  will  not  be  permitted  to  be  retained  in  county  poor 
.asylums. 

The  use  of  orphan  asylums  as  convenient  depots  for  the  temporary 
storage  of  troublesome  and  unwanted  children  will  be  discouraged 
-and  in  general  prevented. 

The  evils  which  result  from  the  bringing  together  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  children  of  all  classes  in  a  State  institution  will  be  avoided, 
while  the  benefits  which  may  be  derived  from  a  period  of  institution 
training  will  be  secured. 

Sufficient  elasticity  is  allowed  to  permit  the  exercise  of  individuality 
in  the  management  of  different  institutions  for  children  and  to  permit 
adjustment  to  local  conditions.  At  the  same  time  there  is  enough  of 
centralized  power  and  authority  to  secure  uniformity  and  system  in 
-essentials  throughout  the  State. 

Local  interest  in  child-saving  and  local  pride  in  home  institutions 
are  preserved  and  fostered,  thus  keeping  every  part  of  the  State  alive 
-to  the  importance  of  child-saving  effort,  and  assuring  an  active  and 
intelligent  support  for  such  future  advance  movements  as  may  be 
necessary. 

In  a  subsequent  part  of  this  report  will  be  found  an  account  in 
■detail  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Board  of  State  Charities  under 
the  operation  of  the  law  of  1897. 

OFFICIAL  TOWNSHIP  POOR  RELIEF. 

In  the  matter  of  the  official  distribution  of  poor  relief  by  township 
"trustees,  the  State  is  making  noteworthy  advancement.  Prior  to  the 
year  1895  this  important  function  of  the  township  trustees  was  per- 
formed in  a  manner  which  reflected  no  credit  upon  the  State.  A  sum 
of  money  amounting  to  half  a  million  dollars  or  more  was  annually 
expended  for  poor  relief,  with  no  proper  supervision  and  without  any 
official  record  to  show  why  or  for  whom  the  money  was  expended. 
The  trustee  had  substantially  unlimited  power  to  draw  upon  the 
country  treasury  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  his  township,  with  no 
corresponding  responsibility  to  anv  sunerior  authority.  He  was  not 
■even  responsible  to  the  constituents  who  elected  him,  for  the  public 
funds  which  he  expended  for  poor  relief.  In  a  general  way  the  an- 
nual financial  reports  of  the  county  auditors  showed  the  sum  total  of 
expenditures  for  poor  relief  by  the  trustees  in  the  different  counties. 
Aside  from  merely  indicating  the  total  amount  of  money  thus  paid 
■out,  these  reports  were  of  no  value. 
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For  several  years  the  Board  of  State  Charities  carefully  collected  all 
the  information  available  concerning  this  matter.  The  result  of  its- 
investigations  demonstrated  that  some  important  reforms  were  neces- 
sary. It  was  evident  that  the  amount  of  money  spent  for  poor  relief 
in  any  township  or  county  was  not  an  index  to  the  actual  amount  of 
poverty  or  destitution  in  that  county  or  township.  It  was,  instead^ 
simply  an  indication  of  the  carefulness  or  the  carelessness  with  which- 
the  trustees  discharged  their  duty  and  of  the  degree  to  which  people- 
had  been  educated  into  pauperism  and  dependence.  It  was  plain  that 
before  any  effective  measures  could  be  taken  to  properly  regulate  the- 
methods  of  administering  township  poor  relief,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  collect  a  large  amount  of  definite,  detailed  information.  For  the 
purpose  of  collecting  the  information  required,  a  bill  was  prepared  and 
introduced  into  the  Legislature  of  1895,  requiring  of  township  trustees- 
detailed  quarterly  reports  of  the  poor  relief  given  in  their  respective- 
townships.  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  were  forbidden  to  allow 
the  poor-relief  bills  submitted  by  township  trustees  until  these  quar- 
terly reports  had  been  properly  made  out  and  filed  in  duplicate  in  the- 
office  of  the  county  auditor.  It  was  also  made  the  duty  of  the  county 
auditor  to  forward  one  set  of  these  reports  quarterly  to  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  State  Charities.  This  bill  was  received  with  favor,  and* 
became  a  law. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1895  the  reports  under  this  law  began- 
to  come  to  the  office  of  the  Board,  and  in  the  annual  report  of  the- 
Board  published  one  year  ago  the  results  of  the  first  full  year  of  its- 
operation  were  presented  in  compact  form.  The  facts  shown  in  this- 
report  were  a  revelation  to  the  people  of  the  State.  It  was  found  that 
in  the  year  included  in  the  report  one  person  in  every  thirty-one  of 
the  total  population  of  the  State  had  been  given  assistance  by  town- 
ship trustees.  It  was  shown  that  in  counties  and  townships  in  which 
the  amount  of  actual  destitution  was  known  to  be  small,  the  amount 
of  relief  given  was,  in  many  cases,  greatly  in  excess  of  the  amount 
given  in  townships  in  which  more  destitution  was  known  to  exist.  In- 
brief,  it  was  clearly  proved  that  the  great  sum  of  money  annuallv  dis- 
trilmted  in  poor  relief  by  the  tnistees  was  managed  without  system  or 
nniformit}^  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  foster  pauperism  in  a  very^ 
large  percentage  of  the  townships  of  the  State.  One  of  the  principal 
causes  for  this  condition  of  affairs  was  found  in  the  fact  that  the  town- 
ship trustee  was  not  responsible  to  those  who  elected  him,  for  the 
manner  in  which  he  performed  some  of  the  most  important  duties  of 
his  office.  The  anomalous  condition  which  permitted  an  officer  of  one 
township  to  expend,  without  supervision  or  check,  the  taxes  paid  by" 
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the  citizens  of  other  townships  was  brought  into  striking  prominence. 

When  the  Legislature  of  1897  convened,  another  bill,  approved  by 
the  Board  of  State  Charities,  was  introduced,  which  so  changed  the 
law  as  to  require  each  township  to  bear  the  expenses  of  the  poor  relief 
administered  by  its  trustees.  In  this  way  the  trustee  was  made  di- 
rectly responsible  to  those  who  elected  him  for  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  his  duty  in  the  relief  of  the  poor.  This  bill  was  enacted  into 
law  and  went  into  operation  in  the  summer  of  1897.  It  is  yet  too 
soon  to  observe  the  effects  of  the  operation  of  this  statute,  but  many 
indications  have  been  noted  which  lead  the  Board  to  anticipate  re- 
forms of  importance.  The  principal  value  of  these  reforms  is  expected 
to  be  found  in  the  administration  of  poor  relief  in  the  townships,  and, 
second,  in  a  large  saving  of  expenditure  to  the  taxpayers.  It  is  the  un- 
varying experience  throughout  the  world  that  improved  methods  in 
the  administration  of  poor  relief  lead  to  reduced  expenses,  and  at  the 
same  time  result  in  a  wiser  and  better  care  of  those  in  poverty  and  dis- 
tress than  is  possible  under  the  looser  and  more  expensive  methods. 

It  is  not  expected  that  the  recent  laws  governing  the  administration 
of  township  poor  relief  will  correct  all  the  evils  which  have  crept  in. 
They  are  simply  a  start  in  the  right  direction.  With  increasing  ex- 
perience and  accumulating  knowledge,  based  upon  wider  observation, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  additional  laws  will  be  found  desirable.  The 
object  to  be  attained  is  a  system  of  poor  relief  which,  at  a  minimum 
of  expense,  will  assure  all  proper  relief  to  those  actually  in  need  and 
will  at  the  same  time  encourage  and  support  independence  and  self- 
support  among  the  people. 

In  subsequent  pages  of  this  report  will  be  found  detailed  informa- 
tion concerning  the  second  year  of  the  operation  of  the  law  requiring 
■quarterly  reports  of  poor  relief  by  township  trustees.  In  the  tables 
and  context  accompanying  them  many  facts  of  great  interest  and  im- 
portance will  be  observed.  It  is  only  by  thus  bringing  together  the 
results  of  the  operation  of  our  system  of  poor  relief  in  such  a  manner 
that  they  may  be  carefully  studied  and  compared,  that  we  shall  be  able 
to  introduce  reforms  which  will  lead  to  yet  further  improvement. 

COUNTY  institutions. 

The  only  new  legislation  affecting  the  management  of  county 
orphan  asylums,  poor  asjdums  and  Jails  which  has  been  enacted  in 
several  years  is  the  law  of  1897,  providing  for  the  better  care  and  con- 
trol of  orphan,  dependent,  neglected  and  abandoned  children.  This 
law  does  not  change  former  legal  requirements  and  powers  governing 
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the  erection  of  orphan  asyhims,  but  affects  only  the  administration,  of 
such  institutions.  Comment  upon  the  law  and  its  effects  will  be  found 
on  other  pages  of  this  report. 

The  county  poor  asylum  system  remains  precisely  as  it  has  been  for 
many  years.  Gradually  the  poorly  constructed  and  arranged  asylums 
of  the  State  are  giving  away  to  structures  better  adapted  to  their  pur- 
pose. The  process,  however,  is  slow,  and  it  will  be  many  years  at  the 
present  rate  before  Indiana's  poor  asylums  are  such  as  to  be  creditable 
to  the  State.  This  statement  is  true  only  in  a  general  way.  At  the 
present  time  several  counties  have  poor  asylums  which  have  been  con- 
structed according  to  the  best  modern  ideas.  Other  counties  have 
substantial  buildings,  which  are  not  arranged  for  a  satisfactory  separa- 
tion and  classification  of  inmates.  A  considerable  percentage  of  the 
counties  has  old,  dilapidated  asylums  which  are  thoroughly  unfit  in 
every  particular  for  the  habitation  of  man.  This  Board  does  not  be- 
lieve that  the  taxpayers  in  these  counties  would  object  to  the  erection 
of  new  asylums  did  they  clearly  understand  the  existing  conditions. 

The  most  serious  criticism  which  can  be  made  upon  the  poor  asy- 
lums of  the  State,  however,  does  not  apply  to  the  buildings,  l)ut  to 
the  system  under  which  they  are  managed  by  the  local  authorities. 
The  tendency  to  regard  the  position  of  poor-asylum  superintendent 
as  a  political  "plum,"  to  be  given  to  some  active  party  worker,  who 
has  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  party  in  power,  has  been  almost 
universal,  and  has  probably  been  more  influential  in  keeping  poor  asy- 
lum management  upon  a  low  plane  than  any  other  single  agency. 
Eare,  indeed,  have  been  the  instances  in  which  a  good  superintend- 
ent's record  has  been  permitted  to  save  him  from  dismissal  when  the 
majority  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  is  not  in  agreement 
with  him  politically.  The  same  spirit  which  animates  local  officers 
in  the  removal  of  competent  superintendents  leads  them  to  disregard 
the  question  of  real  fitness  for  the  duties  in  making  appointments. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  boards  of  commissioners  commonly  select 
honest  and  industrious  men  for  poor  asylum  superintendents.  Sel- 
dom, however,  do  they  go  further  into  a  consideration  of  the  qualities 
necessary  to  successful  asylum  management.  As  a  body,  the  county 
poor  asylum  superintendents  in  Indiana  are  honorable  men,  animated 
by  good  motives.  Here  and  there  is  one  who  is  naturally  fitted  for  the 
work. .  Many  others  who  have  no  particular  natural  ability  for  poor 
asylum  administration  gradually  fit  themselves  for  it  by  conscientious 
efforts.  Many  others,  try  though  they  may  to  become  efficient,  can 
never  succeed.  If  boards  of  county  commissioners  would  come  to  a 
realization  of  the  importance  of  well-conducted  poor  asylums,  and 
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^dopt  the  policy  of  dismissing  only  inefficient  men^  retaining  suceess- 
:ful  superintendents  as  long  as  their  services  proved  satisfactory,  the 
standard  of  management  in  a  few  years  would  vastly  improve. 

The  results  of  such  improvement  would  be  various.  The  county 
property  would  be  preserved  and  improved  in  appearance  and  value; 
the  constant  expenditures  which  are  now  necessary  for  repairs  and 
temporary  improvements  would  be  greatly  reduced;  the  stigma  which 
has  always  been  connected  with  the  name  of  poor  asylum  would  be 
gradually  removed,  as  the  reputation  of  the  institutions  as  places  of 
refuge  for  the  unfortunate  grew  better;  with  the  better  reputation,  it 
would  be  found  that  the  objection  of  respectable  people  to  becoming 
inmates  of  the  asylums  would  largely  disappear  and  many  persons  who 
-are  now  inadequately  and  improperly  cared  for  by  township  trustees 
■could  be  much  more  comfortably  and  satisfactorily  maintained;  with 
■a  reasonable  tenure  of  office,  successful  business  men  of  intelligence 
■could  be  secured  as  superintendents.  Any  one  who  will  acquaint  him- 
■self  with  the  condition  of  the  various  county  institutions  in  the  State 
will  find  that,  as  a  rule,  the  counties  in  which  good  superintendents 
are  retained  when  secured  have  the  best  managed  and  maintained  asy- 
lums. 

It  is  when  we  come  to  consider  the  jail  system  of  the  State  that  we 
lfind  the  least  satisfactory  feature  of  county  government.  The  county 
jail  is  a  hopper,  into  which  many  different  classes  of  citizens  are 
thrown,  to  be  indiscriminately  mingled  together,  the  good  to  be  made 
bad  and  the  bad  to  be  made  worse  by  enforced  evil  associations.  Our 
jail  system  is  a  survival  of  the  prison  system  of  England,  of  a  hundred 
jears  or  more  ago.  England  has  steadily  improved,  until  her  jails  are 
now  probably  the  best  in  the  world,  but  in  most  of  the  States  of  this 
•country  little  progress  has  been  made.  The  people  of  Indiana  always 
favor  the  better  way  of  conducting  any  department  of  government, 
when  they  have  once  clearly  comprehended  the  need  of  change.  The 
■difficulty  which  must  be  encountered  in  bringing  about  a  reform  in 
the  jail  system  in  this  State  is  not  in  securing  the  enactment  of  neces- 
sary laws  so  much  as  it  is  in  presenting  the  actual  facts  concerning 
ihe  jail  system  to  the  public  in  such  a  way  that  they  will  command 
general  attention  and  arouse  widespread  interest.  The  average  good 
citizen  is  so  wholly  immersed  in  his  business  and  social  affairs  that  he 
hardly  gives  his  county  jail  a  thought.  He  not  only  does  not  visit  the 
jail,  but  does  not  keep  himself  at  all  informed  concerning  its  adminis- 
tration. If  his  attention  is  casuallj''  called  to  the  jail's  condition,  he 
thinks  of  the  institution  merely  as  a  place  for  the  confinement  of 
-criminals,  and  probably  remarks  thoughtlessly  that  "the  jail  is  good 
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enough  for  the  men  who  occupy  it,"  or,  "if  people  do  not  like  the  kind 
of  accommodations  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  jail,  they  had  better 
keep  away  from  it/'  If  this  citizen  could  be  made  to  understand  that 
less  than  half  of  the  persons  confined  in  his  county  jail  are  convicted 
of  crime;  if  he  understood  that  the  manner  in  which  they  are  huddled 
together  is  repugnant  to  every  sense  of  decency;  if  he  knew  that  their 
health  is  broken  down  by  wretched  sanitary  conditions  and  their 
morals  corrupted  by  enforced  contact  with  hardened  criminals — if  all 
these  facts  could  be  brought  clearly  and  forcibly  to  his  attention,  he 
would  be  prompt  and  positive  in  his  demands  for  radical  reform.  It 
is  a  simple  fact  that  such  conditions  as  these  exist  in  the  jails  in  a  large 
number  of  the  counties  in  Indiana,  among  them  many  composed  of 
the  most  prosperous  and  intelligent  communities  in  the  State.  When 
the  public  awakes  fully  to  the  demands  of  civilization  and  humanity 
in  this  important  matter,  sweeping  reforms  will  quickly  follow. 

ISTumerous  causes  have  contributed  to  the  wretched  state  of  affairs 
here  described  in  our  jails.  Some  of  them  are  the  indifference  of  the 
public;  ignorance  of  proper  principles  of  jail  construction;  narrow 
ideas  of  economy  in  the  erection  of  jails;  frequent  changes  in  manage- 
ment; the  relegation  of  jail  management  to  irresponsible  and  un- 
trained deputies;  the  disinclination  of  county  commissioners  to  make 
repairs  because  of  the  expense,  or  to  build  new  jails  for  fear  of  arous- 
ing public  opposition  which  will  lead  to  their  failure  of  re-election; 
the  growth  in  population  in  counties  in  which  old  and  inadequate 
jails  are  still  maintained;  the  lack  of  regular  employment  for  pris- 
oners; the  unwillingness  of  prisoners  to  do  the  small  amount  of  work 
necessary  to  keep  jails  clean  and  properly  ventilated,  and  the  unwill- 
ingness of  authorities  to  offend  prisoners  by  compelling  them  to  work,. 
for  the  reason  that  contented  and  friendly  prisoners  require  less 
attention  and  trouble,  or  because  the  sheriff,  having  political  aspira- 
tions, considers  it  bad  policy  to  offend  prisoners  who  are  voters,  or 
who  belong  to  influential  families. 

.  .  In  the  construction  and  management  of  her  State  institutions,  In- 
diana has  taken  high  rank  and  need  not  fear  comparison  with  other 
States.  The  time  will  surely  come  when  the  same  will  be  true  of  her 
county  institutions. 

THE  STATE  CONFERElSrCE  OF  CHARITIES. 

The  sixth  annual  State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  was 
held  at  Evansville,  November  9,  10  and  11.  This  meeting,  like  those 
which  had  preceded  it,  was  an  occasion  of  much  interest.  The  attend- 
ance from  different  parts  of  the  State  was  slightly  smaller  than  in

some  preceding  years,  because  of  the  distance  necessary  to  be  traveled 
in  order  to  reach  the  place  of  meeting  from  a  large  number  of  the 
counties.  The  attendance  by  Evansville  citizens  was  exceedingly 
gratifying. 

Subjects  pertaining  directly  to  the  management  of  State  and  local 
charitable  and  correctional  institutions  and  to  the  administration  of 
public  and  private  poor  relief  were  discussed  by  men  and  women  who 
are  actively  engaged,  officially  or  privately,  in  the  lines  of  work  of 
which  they  severally  spoke.  By  this  means  those  in  attendance  re- 
ceived the  benefit  of  the  experience  and  counsel  of  experts.  Those 
new  in  the  work  were  enabled  to  profit  by  the  experience  of  others. 
The  general  interchange  of  ideas  which  the  meeting  made  possible 
was  stimulating,  and  is  certain  to  be  of  direct  value  in  an  increased 
efficiency  in  the  performance  of  public  duties.  Particular  attention 
was  given  to  the  organization  and  co-operation  of  different  charitable 
agencies  in  cities.  The  beneficial  and  practical  side  of  this  work  was 
so  strongly  set  forth  that,  immediately  following  the  Conference,  an 
organization  of  the  various  charitable  societies  in  Evansville  was 
formed,  with  a  central  office  in  charge  of  an  experienced  officer. 

Indianapolis  has  been  selected  as  the  meeting  place  for  the  seventh 
annual  Conference,  to  be  held  in  the  autumn  of  1898.  The  first  two 
conferences  were  held  in  Indianapolis,  after  which  it  was  decided  to 
be  good  policy  to  move  about  the  State  for  a  time.  Since  then  Con- 
ferences have  been  held  in  Terre  Haute,  Fort  Wayne,  Eichmond  and 
Evansville.  After  one  or  two  more  meetings  in  Indianapolis  it  is 
probable  that  another  round  of  the  different  sections  of  the  State  will 
be  made.  The  value  of  the  Conferences  has  been  thoroughly  demon- 
strated, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  nothing  will  be  allowed  to  interfere 
with  their  continuance  and  future  success. 

THE  national  ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  met  in  July, 
in  Toronto,  Canada.  The  National  Prison  Association,  which  was  to 
have  met  in  Austin,  Texas,  in  October,  was  postponed  until  December 
because  of  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  in  the  South.  Eepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  attended  both  these  meetings,  as 
usual.  An  invitation  to  the  Prison  Association,  to  hold  its  meeting  in 
the  autumn  of  1898  in  Indianapolis,  was  accepted.  The  annual  meet- 
ings of  this  Association  are  attended  by  the  most  successful  prison 
and  reformatory  managers  and  the  most  prominent  students  of  crim- 
inal sociology  in  the  country.  The  meeting  next  fall  can  not  fail  to 
be  of  great  interest  to  Indiana,  which  is  just  now  advancing  so  rapidly 
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in  its  treatment  of  crime  and  criminals.  The  next  meeting  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction  will  he  held  in  May. 
1898,  in  the  cit}^  of  jSTew  York. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Dnriug  the  year  included  in  this  report  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
has  endeavored  to  comply  with  the  laAV  which  says  that  it  "shall  inACs- 
tigate  the  whole  system  of  pnblic  charities  and  correctional  institu- 
tions of  the  State/'  and  "examine  into  the  condition  and  management 
thereof,  especially  of  prisons,  jails,  infirmaries,  pnblic  hospitals  and 
asylums."  In  the  performance  of  these  comprehensiA-e  dnties,  the 
Board  has,  by  its  members  or  its  Secretary,  visited  the  several  State 
charitable  and  correctional  institutions  several  times  during  the  year: 
has  coimseled  with  the  officers  in  charge  of  these  institutions,  and 
has  endeavored  in  every  way  to  assist  them  in  elevating  their 
standard  of  administration,  and  in  preventing  the  presence  or  continu- 
ance of  improper  conditions  and  influences  wherever  found.  The 
policy  of  this  Board  has  ever  been  to  cultivate  relations  of  mutual 
friendship  and  confidence  between  the  institutions  under  its  super- 
vision and  itself.  It  has  endeavored  to  scrupulously  avoid  any  policy 
or  actions  of  a  petty  or  meddling  character.  Its  experience  has  justi- 
fied its  belief  that  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  great  charitable  and 
correctional  institutions  of  the  State  are  not  only  Avilling,  but  anxious 
that  the  trusts  imposed  in  them  shall  be  discharged  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  bring  credit  upon  them  and  upon  the  State.  With  few  excep- 
tions, these  officers  have  given  the  heartiest  co-operation  to  the  efforts 
of  this  Board  to  introduce  and  establish  better  conditions.  Whatever 
success  has  come  to  the  Board  of  State  Charities  has  been  due  in 
great  measure  to  the  fact  that  it  has  maintained  mutually  friendly 
and  helpful  relations  with  the  institutions  which,  by  law,  are  given 
into  its  supervision. 

In  the  past  year  the  Board  has  held  such  regular  and  special  meet- 
ings as  the  business  to  be  transacted  made  necessary.  Full  minutes 
of  the  Board's  proceedings  have  been  kept  in  permanent  form.  Sev- 
eral investigations  and  inquiries  of  greater  or  less  importance  were 
made  in  certain  of  the  public  institutions.  The  reports  of  these 
inquiries  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Governor  in  accordance 
with  law,  and  the  evidence  upon  which  they  were  based  is  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Board. 
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The  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Board,  covering  the  fiscal  year 
ending  October  31,  1896,  was  published  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  past 
year.  The  publication  of  the  quarterly  Bulletin  of  Charities  and  Cor* 
rection  has  been  continued  and  has  been  found  to  be  an  agency  of 
much  value  in  acquainting  the  public  with  the  Board's  work  and  with 
the  condition  of  the  State  and  local  institutions.  In  the  following 
pages  of  this  report  certain  subjects  of  importance  are  discussed  more 
fully  and  in  greater  detail  than  is  desirable  here. 

In  closing,  the  Board  desires  to  express  its  gratitude  for  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  hearty  sympathy  and  assistance  which  it  has  received 
from  those  with  whom  it  has  had  official  relations  in  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 


To  the  Board  of  State  Charities : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemev — It  is  a  requirement  of  law  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  shall  make  an  annual  report, 
accompanying  the  general  report  of  the  Board.  The  work  of  the 
Secretary  is  so  intimately  associated  and  blended  with  that  of  the 
Board  that  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  distinct  separation  of  the  two 
for  the  purposes  of  report. 

Under  general  instructions,  the  Secretary,  as  the  active  representa- 
iive  and  executive  officer  of  the  Board,  has  paid  frequent  visits  to 
public  institutions  of  the  State  and  counties,  has  conducted  the  corre- 
spondence, directed  the  office  work  and  carried  out  the  Board's  policy 
as  fully  as  possible.  In  obedience  to  law,  the  Secretary  has,  from  time 
to  time,  examined  and  signed  the  discipline  records  in  the  State  penal 
institutions.  The  compulsory  education  law,  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1897,  requires  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  State 
Charities,  one  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  su- 
perintendent of  schools  in  the  city  or  county  affected,  shall  compose 
a  board  for  the  appointment  of  truancy  officers.  The  putting  into 
operation  of  this  law  imposed  a  large  amount  of  labor  and  difficulty 
upon  the  Appointing  Board.  Under  the  law,  the  Board  has  authority 
to  appoint  as  many  as  five  truancy  officers  in  each  county  of  the  State, 
or  a  total  of  460  such  officers.  The  Appointing  Board  early  reached 
the  conclusion  that  a  conservative  policy  would  best  fulfill  the  spirit 
of  the  law.  Accordingly,  the  Board,  after  much  consideration,  ap- 
pointed but  236  truant  officers,  and  believes  that  that  number  is  suffi- 
cient. In  making  the  appointments,  partisan  considerations  have  been 
entirely  ignored,  and  a  consistent  attempt  has  been  made  to  select 
for  appointment  only  men  known  to  be  personally  fitted  for  the  work. 
The  compulsory  education  law  has  been  well  received  throughout  the 
State,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  results  of  its  operation  are  such  as  to 
justify  the  policy  which  the  Appointing  Board  adopted. 

The  active  work  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  during  the  past 
year  has  been  carried  on  by  a  force  of  three  persons,  in  addition  to  the 
Secretary.  This  force  consists  of  William  B.  Streeter,  State  Agent, 
who  devotes  his  entire  time  to  the  child-saving  department  of  the 
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Board's  work;  Miss  Laura  Greely,  chief  clerk,  and  Miss  Leila  M. 
Thomas,  clerk.  Miss  Thomas  was  appointed  to  her  position  Jnne  1st, 
1897,  succeeding  Mr.  Charles  A.  Ballon,  who  had  been  incapacitated 
for  work  by  a  long  and  painful  illness.  Mr.  Ballou's  death  occurred 
early  in  the  summer. 

A  carefully  itemized  account  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
Board  has  been  maintained  during  the  year,  as  in  preceding  years,, 
and  a  condensed  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  is  included  in 
subsequent  pages.  A  report  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  child- 
saving  department  of  the  Board  will  also  be  found  on  other  pages, 
together  with  the  detailed  statement  of  the  operations  in  that  depart- 
ment.

The  kindness  which  officers  of  the  public  institutions  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Board  have  shown  to  the  Secretary  on  many  oc- 
casions has  also  been  keenly  appreciated,  and  has  made  enjoyable  and 
effective  the  discharge  of  duties  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
difficult  and  unsatisfactory.

STATE  AGENT'S  REPORT. 

To  Ernest  Bicknell,  Secretary : 

I  herewith  hand  yon  my  report  of  the  work  in  my  department  for 
the  seren  months  ending  October  31,  1897.  I  include  therewith 
statistical  information  covering  the  Avork  of  the  varions  associations 
engaged  in  the  work  with  dependent  children  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
October  31,  1897,  and  certain  statistics  concerning  the  subject  of 
child  dependence  in  the  State  from  May  1,  1895,  to  October  31,  1897. 

Vnder  the  law  of  1897,  quoted  after  this  report,  I  was  appointed 
State  Agent  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  on  April  1,  1897,  and 
began  the  work  of  my  department  at  once.  At  the  date  of  this  report 
I  have  completed  seven  months  of  service,  and  in  table  ^o.  1  are  given 
in  condensed  form  the  results  secured.  A  large  amount  of  the 
work  done  can  not  be  shoAvn  in  tabular  form,  and  can  be  but  inade- 
quately expressed  on  i^aper  in  an}^  form.  One  of  my  duties  was  to 
conve}'  to  the  various  authorities  having  control  of  the  dependent 
children  a  knowledge  of  the  plans  and  policy  of  this  Board,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  law  authorizing  it  to  assume  control  of  the  direction 
of  the  work  of  child-saving  in  this  State.  Aside  from  numerous  let- 
ters required,  personal  visits  were  made  to  as  many  of  these  authorities 
as  possible  and  careful  explanations  made  as  to  the  plans  proposed  by 
this  Board  and  the  duties  of  the  authorities  in  the  premises.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  state  that  while  at  first,  in  many  cases,  there  was  a  disposi- 
tion to  resent  what  was  called  interference  on  the  part  of  this  Board, 
as  soon  as  its  plans  were  fully  understood  most  of  these  authorities 
entered  into  the  heartiest  co-operation  with  us  and  have  aided  in  every 
way  possible  to  give  the  new  law  the  best  of  chances.  Some  two  or 
three  associations  that  I  have  visited  are  still  reluctant  to  accept  the 
services  of  this  Board,  but  I  think  I  can  see  a  rapidly  growing  ten- 
dency on  their  part  to  enter  into  co-operation  with  us.  A  little  further 
insight  into  the  working  of  our  plans  will,  I  think,  convince  all  such 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  children  are  conserved  by  making  the 
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greatest  possible  use  of  the  service  this  Board  can  render  in  their  care. 
Another  reason  for  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  associations  was,  of 
course,  due  to  my  being  a  stranger  to  every  one  connected  with  the 
work  in  the  State.  In  nearly  all  my  visits  I  have  been  most  cordially 
received,  and  highly  appreciate  the  many  marks  of  confidence  shown 
me  by  the  workers. 

Under  the  law  it  is  made  a  part  of  my  duty  to  inspect  the  various 
orphans'  homes  irt  the  State  and  make  reports  to  this  Board  and  to  the 
Boards  of  County  Commissioners  interested  in  these  homes.  Thus 
far  I  have  visited  thirt3^-one  of  the  forty-eight  orphans'  homes  where 
children  are  maintained  at  public  expense,  and  in  nearly  every  case 
found  the  children  well  cared  for  and  in  excellent  surroundings  as 
regards  sanitary  and  moral  conditions.  Two  or  three  of  the  homes 
are  not  at  all  adapted  to  the  use  to  which  they  are  put,  and  one  is  a 
veritable  fire-trap.  It  is,  in  addition,  badly  arranged,  too  small  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  number  of  children  maintained  there,  and  can 
not  be  kept  in  the  neat  sanitary  condition  desirable.  The  Commis- 
sioners should  either  provide  a  new  place,  or  abandon  this  one,  and 
arrange  with  an  adjoining  county  for  the  accommodation  of  the  chil- 
dren in  its  home,  which  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  and  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  the  children  of  the  two  counties  and  still 
have  room  to  spare.  In  all  the  homes  visited  I  found  honest  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  matrons  to  make  the  most  of  the  facilities  at  hand. 
In  most  places,  too,  I  found  existing  the  disposition  to  consider  the 
orphans'  home  a  temporary  place  of  residence  only;  the  children  to 
stay  there  only  till  good  families  could  be  found  to  take  them  in  and 
care  for  them.  There  is  one  notable  exception  to  this  idea  in  the 
State,  and  that  county  is  supporting  about  eighty  children  at  public 
expense.  This  county  has  a  population  of  about  25,000,  and  has 
placed  in  family  homes  but  ten  children  since  May  1,  1895.  Only  two 
other  counties  in  the  State  have  so  large  a  child  dependence,  and  they 
place  -the  children  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  action  of  the  county 
referred  to  is  unjust  to  the  children  and  to  the  taxpayers.  There  are 
a  few  children  that  the  public  will  have  to  support  for  an  extended 
period,  some  permanently,  but  it  should  not  be  required  to  support  any 
child,  not  a  defective,  if  a  good  family  home  can  be  found  to  take  it  in 
and  give  it  the  natural  training.  The  institution  can  do  certain  things 
for  the  child,  but  only  in  the  rarest  of  cases  is  it  other  than  a  detriment 
to  the  child  to  require  it  to  spend  the  impressionable  years  of  its  life 
in  a  i^lace  where  the  struggle  for  the  means  of  existence  is  not  daily 
witnessed  and  taken  part  in  by  the  child.  Long  residence  in  an  insti- 
tution teaches  a  child  to  expect  his  support  whether  he  earns  it  or  not. 
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When  he  goes  out  into  the  world  to  take  care  of  himself,  as  he  eventu- 
ally must,  he  has  to  learn  all  those  lessons  that  the  home-bred  boy  has 
already  acquired,  almost  unconsciously,  in  his  daily  contact  with  his 
fellows  and  with  the  people  surrounding  him.  Aside  from  the  disad- 
vantages accruing  to  the  child  by  unnecessary  detention  in  an  institu- 
tion, the  taxpayers,  whose  money  supports  the  institution,  have  the 
right  to  demand  that  they  be  relieved  of  the  burden  of  the  support  of 
a  child  as  soon  as  the  best  interests  of  the  child  can  be  protected  by 
such  a  course.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  coimty  to  care  for  the  chil- 
dren regardless  of  cost  is  true;  but  that  it  is  still  the  county^s  duty 
to  maintain  the  child  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers  after  a  good 
family  offers  to  take  upon  itself  the  care  of  the  child,  is  not  true.  Yet 
I  have  found  instances  where  the  authorities  refuse  to  allow  families 
to  take  the  children  away  from  the  orphans'  home,  on  the  principle 
that  the  asylum  is  the  best  place  for  the  child. 

The  principal  part  of  the  State  Agent's  work  under  the  law  is  to 
find  homes  for  the  children  and  to  supervise  them  after  they  are  in 
these  homes.  In  this  part  of  the  work  but  little  visting  of  the  chil- 
dren has  been  done,  other  than  in  the  course  of  the  work,  it  has  been 
•convenient  for  me  to  visit  all  but  two  or  three  that  have  been  placed 
in  homes  of  those  making  application  to  this  Board;  most  of  my  efforts 
being  directed  to  the  task  of  securing  suitable  homes  for  as  many  as 
possible.  At  this  date  (October  31,  1897),  there  have  come  to  this 
Board  179  applications,  of  which  139  have  been  investigated,  112  ap- 
proved and  17  rejected.  Of  those  approved,  83  were  supplied  with 
children  and  64  have  proven  permanent  to  this  date.  Some  two  or 
three  will  probably  have  to  be  transferred,  as  they  do  not  seem  just 
the  children  for  the  homes  in  which  they  are.  Of  the  nineteen  other 
homes  tried,  two  proved  decidedly  bad  ones  and  the  children  were  re- 
moved and  placed  elsewhere.  Some  of  the  others  were  dissatisfied  with 
the  children  placed  with  them  and  returned  the  children  to  our  care; 
in  other  cases  the  children  proved  unfit  physically  and  had  to  be  re- 
turned to  their  counties.  So  that  in  one  way  and  another  all  but  three 
of  these  nineteen  homes,  though  approved  in  the  start,  are  now 
unavailable  for  children.  Some  of  them  became  so  disgusted  with  the 
children  placed  with  them  that  they  positively  refuse  to  have  any 
other  child  in  the  house. 

It  is  a  principle  in  child-saving  that  for  every  homeless  child  there 
is  some  family  home  open  that  is  suitable  for  that  child  and  that  would 
take  it  in  and  care  for  it,  if  the  opportunity  offered.  Much  of  the  dif- 
ficulty encountered  in  placing  children  is  to  select  the  right  child  for 
the  right  home.    We  might  state  it  in  the  other  way — the  selectioii  of 
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the  right  home  for  the  chikl.  But  the  chiklren  we  have;  the  homes 
we  have  to  find.  Hence^  it  is  more  expedient  to  say:  "'Fit  tlie  child  to 
the  home." 

The  policy  adopted  hy  this  Board  in  the  selection  of  suitable  fami- 
lies from  among  the  various  applicants  has  been  for  the  State  Agent, 
personally,  to  visit  the  home  of  the  applicant  for  the  purpose  of  study- 
ing the  family  in  its  home  surroundings  and  its  every-day  life.  Suffi- 
cient inquiry  is  made  among  those  acquainted  with  the  family  to 
ascertain  its  moral  tone  and  its  financial  ability  to  care  for  a  child.  In 
the  personal  study  of  the  family  lies  an  agent's  greatest  safeguard 
against  mistakes.  Long  practice  in  the  noticing  of  little  details  in  and 
about  the  home,  little  peculiarities  in  speech,  in  action,  etc.,  enables 
one  to  Judge  very  closely  of  a  family's  motives  in  making  application 
for  a  child.  It  becomes  easy  to  detect  those  who  are  looking  for  cheap 
servants.  Such  are  refused  without  scruple,  unless  there  is  a  child 
\vhose  only  hope  in  life  is  to  be  a  menial.  Such  are  ^^laced  with  these 
families,  if  we  can  be  assured  of  kind  treatment  and  safe  moral  train- 
ing. ]\[ost  such  people  are  sharp  in  their  disguise  in  their  letters,  and 
can  usually  send  the  best  of  references.  All  children  are  expected  to 
be  taught  to  work  and  to  respect  honest  labor.  It  is  cruelty  to  the 
child  not  to  require  it  to  labor.  The  only  thing  we  have  to  look  out 
for  on  that  score  is- that  the  child  be  not  overworked. 

Another  class  of  applicants  desire  the  labor,  but  are  honest  in  their 
purpose  to  give  the  child  value  received  in  return.  They  do  not  expect 
to  have  much  affection  for  the  child,  but  will  treat  it  kindly  and 
justly.    Some  of  the  most  successful  homes  are  among  that  class. 

A  third  class  is  entirely  selfish  in  its  purpose,  a  selfishness  due  to 
its  great  love  for  children,  and  to  its  strong  desire  to  enjoy  the  de- 
lights of  child-life  in  the  house.  They  wish  the  child  for  its  own 
sake,  not  for  any  possible  or  probable  future  financial  return.  These 
are  the  homes  where  the  children  are  soon  adopted  legally  and  made 
heirs.  No  questions  are  asked  by  these  people  as  to  the  terms  on 
which  the  children  are  placed. 

After  the  home  is  approved,  the  next  step  is  the  selection  of  the 
child  that  will  most  likely  suit  the  applicant,  and  the  transfer  from 
the  orphans'  home  to  the  new  home.  The  personal  visit  the  Agent  has 
made  to  the  applicant's  home  and  the  study  he  has  made  of  the  family 
and  its  preferences  enables  him  to  select  with  a  good  degree  of  cer- 
tainty the  proper  child  for  the  home.  To  provide  for  mistakes  in 
judgment,  and  to  enable  people  to  study  the  child  in  the  environment 
most  suitable  for  ascertaining  its  fitness  to  become  a  permanent  mem- 
ber of  the  family,  a  sixty-day  trial  period  is  provided  for  in  the  con- 
tract of  indenture,  during  which  period  the  party  taking  the  child  has 
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the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  hy  returning  liini  to  the  care  of  the 
Agent.  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  me  that  72  per  cent,  of  my 
-choices  thus  far  have  proven  satisfactory.  In  no  one  of  these  cases 
did  the  people  see  the  child  till  it  was  actually  turned  over  to  them  at 
the  railroad  station. 

After  a  home  is  approved  the  application  is  offered  to  the  authori- 
iies  in  the  county  where  the  child,  which  in  my  opinion  will  fit  the 
Iiome,  is  temporarily  maintained,  but  it  has  been  left  optional  with  the 
association  having  the  child  in  charge  whether  it  accepted  the  chance 
of  a  good  home  for  the  child  or  not.  If  accepted,  a  full  description  of 
ihe  home  is  filed  with  the  authority  in  whose  guarclianshin  the  child 
is,  and  the  proper  indenture  papers  are  executed  by  this  association 
and  the  party  taking  the  child  The  transfer  to  the  new  liome  is 
-arranged  for  by  the  Agent,  and  he  or  some  responsible  person  accom- 
panies the  child  to  the  railroad  station  where  the  new  guardian  is  to 
receive  him.  This  new  home  is  seldom  less  than  one  hundred  miles 
irom  the  county  where  the  child  became  dependent,  it  l^eing  the  policy 
of  this  Board  to  place  the  child  entirely  outside  of  the  region  of  his 
previous  environment.  This  plan  serves  two  purposes;  first,  to  help 
"the  child  forget  the  old  surroundings;  secondly,  it  lessens  the  likeli- 
liood  of  parents  or  other  relatives  creating  a  breach  between  the  foster- 
Iiome  and  the  child.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  carr}'  this 
idea  of  distant  jjlacement  to  the  extent  of  going  outside  the  State. 
It  firmly  believes  that  Indiana  is  large  enough  and  its  people 
walling  to  take  care  of  all  her  dependent  children.  Further,  it  be- 
•comes  diificult  and  very  expensive  properly  to  supervise  children 
placed  outside  the  State.  It  is  hoped,  too,  that  the  people  of  the  State 
will  think  it  is  best  to  take  care  of  our  own  State's  children  before  they 
will  admit  into  their  homes  those  brought  from  distant  or  neighbor- 
ing States.  At  present  there  is  no  statutory  provision  regulating  the 
placing  children  from  other  States  in  Indiana,  and  many  scores  of 
children  from  outside  the  State  find  homes  in  Indiana  to  the  exclusion 
■of  equally  good  and  deserving  children  from  this  State.  Every  child 
from  another  State  finding  a  home  in  Indiana  displaces  one  from  this 
State,  and  really  adds  another  to  the  public  burden.  If  an  Indiana 
<3hild  is  placed  in  an  Indiana  home,  the  State  is  relieved  of  the  care  of 
•one.  If  an  outside  child  is  placed  in  that  home,  the  State  still  has  its 
own  child  to  care  for,  and  one  less  home  for  children  is  available. 

Michigan's  law  relative  to  the  care  of  children  not  actually  her  de- 
■pendents  is  so  severe  that  it  practically  prohibits  other  States  inden- 
turing their  children  within  her  borders.  Previous  to  its  passage,  it 
ll^'as  the  practice  of  Eastern  associations  to  bring  children  to  Michigan 
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by  the  carload  and  place  them  in  families,  with  little  regard  to  the- 
suitability  of  these  homes;  and,  after  placing  them,  to  give  no  further 
attention  to  their  welfare.  A  large  percentage  soon  became  public 
charges.  Since  the  passage  of  the  law  this  practice  has  ceased,  and, 
while  some  children  from  other  States  have  found  homes  in  Michigan^ 
they  have,  as  a  rule,  been  placed  by  reliable  associations  and  have  been 
guarded.  Wisconsin,  caring  for  her  children  on  practically  the  same 
plan  as  Michigan,  is  confronted  with  the  same  problem,  and  is  casting 
about  for  means  to  correct  the  trouble. 

Indiana,  I  find,  has  been  for  years  the  favorite  dumping  ground  for 
children  from  the  East  and  from  the  West,  and  many  people  have 
become  accustomed  to  the  idea  that,  if  they  want  to  get  a  child,  thej 
must  have  it  brought  to  them  from  outside  the  State.  To  such  an 
extent  has  this  practice  been  carried  on  that,  within  the  past  year, 
several  bands  of  children  have  been  distributed  in  counties  in  this 
State  where  orphans'  homes  are  located  and  where  there  were  many 
good  children  for  whom  homes  were  desired. 

Till  a  statute  can  be  incorporated  in  our  laws  regulating  this  matter, 
we  shall  have  to  depend  on  the  loyalty  of  our  citizens  to  aid  us  in  the 
work  of  reserving  their  homes  for  Indiana's  children  first;  other 
States'  children  after  Indiana's  are  cared  for. 

In  the  selection  of  homes,  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  there 
are  three  grades  of  children  to  be  provided  for.  The  child  of  good 
parts  should  by  all  means  have  the  opportunity  to  develop  them,  and 
it  is  ill-treatment  to  place  him  in  a  home  where  the  dominant  idea 
is  work,  eat,  sleep.  The  child  of  moderate  mental  ability,  and  the 
most  of  those  we  have  to  deal  with  are  of  this  class,  should  be  with 
those  who  recognize  the  value  of  an  education  and  secure  for  their 
dependents  as  much  as  their  mental  calibre  will  stand  and  at  the  same 
time  teach  them  the  value  of  labor  and  insist  on  industry,  sobriety 
and  fidelity;  teaching  the  child  an  occupation  suitable  to  the  station 
he  must  of  necessity  occupy  in  life.  The  child  of  meager  mentality 
is  best  cared  for  in  a  family  where  there  is  honesty  and  morality, 
strong  pride  in  self-support,  and  little  knowledge  of  anything  but  hard 
labor;  where  the  desires  are  limited  to  the  necessities  and  where 
luxury  is  not  known.  In  such  homes  we  find  useful,  self-supporting, 
law-abiding  citizens,  and  their  dependents  usually  follow  in  their  foot- 
steps. Ownership  of  real  estate  is  not  considered  a  necessary  adjunct 
to  an  applicant's  fitness  to  have  a  child.  It  is  a  comfortable  one,  we 
will  admit,  but  if  we  were  to  make  it  a  requisite  to  our  approval  of 
homes,  child  dependence  would  rapidly  increase.  Thrift,  good  health, 
the  ability  and  will  to  earn  a  living;  these,  coupled  with  morality^ 
integrity  and  kindness  are  the  special  qualifications  of  a  good  home. 
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Our  special  effort  is  to  place  the  children  on  farms  as  far  as  possible. 
To  this  end  no  effort  is  made  to  find  city  or  town  homes  for  them. 
No  such  home  is  refused,  if  it  is  a  good  one.  We  are  influenced  in 
selecting  the  farm  home  in  preference  to  the  city  one  largely  because 
it  more  effectually  removes  the  child  from  familiar  surroundings  and 
•enables  him  to  start  anew.  "We  think,  too,  that  he  will  sooner  learn 
the  dignity  of  labor  and  sooner  fit  himself  for  his  life  struggle  there. 
Not  that  he  will  necessarily  follow  the  life  of  a  farmer  when  he  reaches 
the  age  when  he  shall  select  his  occupation,  but  he  witnesses  here  best 
ihe  struggle  for  existence  and  learns  the  source  of  the  means  of  such 
■existence.  Then,  too,  the  family  life  is  more  likely  to  be  shared  in  on 
the  farm,  a  thing  we  are  seeking  for  especially  and  which  is  provided 
for  in  the  contract.  This  applies  especially  to  the  cases  of  older  chil- 
•dren.  With  the  little  ones  under  six  it  matters  little  whether  they  are 
in  the  city  or  country. 

In  the  matter  of  the  supervision  of  the  children  after  they  are  placed 
in  families,  it  will  be  done  in  two  ways.  Once  a  year  the  family  will  be 
asked  to  report  the  condition  of  the  child.  Twice  a  year  the  State 
Agent  will  visit  the  child  and  report  its  condition  to  the  Board  of  State 
"Charities  and  to  the  county  authorities  of  the  county  of  which  it  is  a 
ward.  This  applies  especially  to  the  children  placed  by  this  agency. 
Those  children  placed  by  the  various  associations  will  be  visited  by  the 
State  Agent  once  every  year,  if  he  can  do  it,  and  all  such  will  be  re- 
ported on  by  the  families  having  them  once  a  year.  Besides,  this  latter 
-class  must  be  visited  at  least  once  a  year  by  the  association  placing 
them  and  reports  made  as  to  their  condition.  So,  it  is  a  part  of  the 
plan  to  hear  directly  from  each  child  placed  at  least  three  times  a 
year.  If  the  child's  welfare  seems  to  demand  it,  it  will  be  visited  as 
many  more  times  each  year  as  seem  necessary.  A  full  history  of  each 
-child  will  be  kept  in  this  Board's  office. 

By  consulting  table  No.  1  a  record  of  the  State  Agent's  visits  may 
Tje  noted.  As  stated  before,  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  that 
branch  of  the  work  yet  by  the  Agent  outside  of  those  placed  by  him- 
self. As  a  more  complete  organization  of  the  work  is  effected  he  will 
"be  able  to  pay  more  attention  to  visiting  the  children.

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COMMENTS  ON  TABLES  II.  AND  III. 

The  total  populaton  of  the  Orphans'  Homes  on  the  31st  of  October 
was  1,401.  There  were  in  the  Poor  Asylums  on  the  same  date  256 
children  under  the  age  of  17,  a  total  child  population  in  these  two 
places  of  detention  of  1,657.  Of  those  in  the  Orphans'  Homes  a  care- 
ful canvass  was  made  to  ascertain  how  many  defectives  there  were  on 
October  31st,  and  from  the  reports  received,  all  homes  but  one  report- 
ing, it  was  found  that  99  were  not  suitable  to  place  in  families.  The 
registration  shows  that  there  are  12  in  the  home  not  reporting, 
making  a  total  of  111  unsuitable.  Deducting  these,  there  were  1,309 
children  in  these  Homes  suitable  to  be  placed  in  families.  Of  the  256 
in  the  poor  asylums,  about  57  were  defectives.  So  there  were  in  the 
State  that  day  a  total  of  about  1,508  children  eligible  to  placement, 
and  about  -168  unsuitable.  This  shows  a  slight  decrease,  as  compared 
with  the  number  of  dependent  children  maintained  in  poor  asylums 
and  orphan's  homes  a  year  ago.

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COMMENTS  ON  TABLE  V. 

This  table  was  prepared  to  show  the  extent  to  which  it  was  the 
practice  of  parents  to  place  their  children  in  the  asylum  and  then 
take  them  out  at  their  convenience,  a  manifest  imposition  on  the 
public.  Also  to  show  as  far  as  possible  the  effect  of  the  new  law  re- 
quiring parents  to  release  their  children  to  public  care,  if  they  were 
going  to  allow  the  public  to  support  them.  A  study  of  the  table 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  law  is  having  a  wholesome  effect  in 
causing  more  parents  to  take  care  of  their  own  children  than  had 
been  accustomed  to  do  it. 


In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  yourself  for  the  generous  consideration  given  my  ef- 
forts and  for  your  hearty  co-operation  and  suggestions.  I  wish  to 
thank  the  press  of  the  State  for  their  generous  aid  in  the  work  in  the 
publication  of  items  calling  people's  attention  to  the  efforts  of  this 
Board  to  find  families  willing  to  make  homes  for  the  children.

A  BILL  for  an  act  to  authorize  the  better  care  and  control  of  orphan, 
dependent,  neglected  and  abandoned  children,  providing  for  the  estab- 
lishment, government  and  maintenance  of  associations  and  asylums, 
the  appointment  of  agents,  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the 
expenses  of  such  agents,  regulating  the  retention  of  children  in  county 
poor  asylums,  repealing  all  laws  in  contact  therewith,  and  declaring 
an  emergency. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  That  the  Board  of  Coimty  Commissioners  in  each  county 
in  this  )State  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  and  maintain  asylums 
for  the  support,  care,  education,  control  and  protection  of  orphan, 
dependent,  neglected  or  abandoned  children,  or  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts with  associations,  of  the  class  herein  described,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  such  benefits  to  such  children  as  are  in  this  act  pro- 
vided and  contemplated;  and  that  any  county  having  established  such 
an  asylum  prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  and  all  associations  of 
the  class  hereinafter  described  as  eligible  to  the  benefits  of  this  act, 
and  organized  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  such  children,  prior  to  its 
taking  effect,  shall  be  hereafter  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  are  hereby  invested  with  the  powers  and  duties  herein  set  forth: 
Provided,  That  the  several  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  of  con- 
tiguous counties  may,  by  mutual  agreement,  unite  in  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  such  an  asylum,  or  in  the  maintenance  of  such  an 
association  as  is  herein  contemplated,  each  county  bearing  its  propor- 
tionate share  of  expense. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  any  county  or  counties  where  an  association  has 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  organized  and  incorporated  under  any  law  of 
this  State,  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  such  county  or  counties 
finds  that  such  association  is  organized  for  the  purpose  herein  contem- 
plated, such  board  or  boards  may  provide,  by  purchase  or  otherwise, 
suitable  grounds  and  buildings  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  such  as- 
sociation and  its  wards,  unless  such  provision  be  already  made,  title  to 
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such  grounds  and  buildings,  in  case  of  purchase,  to  be  and  remain  in 
said  county  or  counties.  The  sum  to  be  expended  for  buildings  and 
improvements  shall  be  limited  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit:  If  the 
county  or  counties  did  not  contain  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  (20,000) 
population  according  to  the  United  States  census  of  1890,  five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($5,000);  and  for  every  additional  five  thousand  (5,000) 
of  population  an  additional  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  ma}'  be  ex- 
pended if  necessary  for  the  wants  of  such  association.  The  cost  o£  lots 
and  lands,  in  case  of  purchase,  shall  not  exceed  one-half  the  cost  of 
buildings  and  improvements.  Said  board  or  boards  shall  keep  such 
buildings  and  improvements  in  repair  and  be  liable  to  such  association 
therefor  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so  after  reasonable  notice  of  the 
necessity  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  Before  receiving  any  compensation  for  the  care  of  such 
children,  it  shall  be  obligatory  upon  such  association  to  file  with  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  county  where  such  child  is  a  resident, 
an  itemized  bill  or  statement,  sworn  to  by  one  of  the  general  officers  or 
the  Matron  of  such  association,  showing  the  name  and  age  of  each 
child  for  whose  care  compensation  is  required,  the  number  of  days  of 
care  it  has  received  during  the  period  included  in  the  bill,  and  whether 
it  has  been  committed  to  the  association  by  the  Township  Trustee  or 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  as  a  pauper.  If  such  child  has  not  been 
so  committed,  said  sworn  statement  must  show  that  it  has  no  means 
which  can  be  applied  to  its  support  or  any  friends  or  kindred  who  are 
able  and  can  be  compelled  to  pay  for  its  care  and  that  it  has  been  abso- 
lutel}^  released  to  said  association  or  that  proceedings  are  pending  to 
secure  such  release.  Said  sworn  statement  shall  also  show  that  no 
child  in  the  care  of  said  association  is  retained  under  any  terms  or  sys- 
tem of  management  which  will  operate  to  the  financial  profit  of  any 
person  or  of  the  association  or  under  the  operation  of  which  any 
officer  or  employe  of  such  association  might  profit  by  reducing  the 
quantity  or  quality  of  the  food,  care  or  clothing  supplied  to  such  child. 
After  such  bill  or  statement  is  filed,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
allow  and  pay  to  said  association  twenty-five  (25)  cents  for  each  day 
said  association  has  had  the  custody  of  such  child  and  for  which  it  has 
not  already  been  paid,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  Board  to  allow 
or  pay  any  sum  to  any  association  as  compensation  for  taking,  keeping 
or  caring  for  or  securing  homes  for  any  such  children  other  than  as  in 
this  section  provided.  Nothing  in  this  section,  however,  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  conflict  with  section  nine  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  association  to  receive  and 
care  for  children  under  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  who  have  no  means  of 
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support,  or  who  are  negieeted  or  abandoned  by  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians, unless  unsuitable  to  j^lace  in  private  homes  or  to  be  associated 
with  other  children  in  an  asylum  because  of  incorrigibility,  disease  or 
serious  mental  or  physical  defect. 

Sec.  5.  That  such  association  shall  have  the  power  and  the  right  ta 
require  of  the  parents  or  guardians  of  every  child  committed  to  its 
care  a  release  of  all  rights  they  or  either  of  them  may  have  in  or  to 
such  child;  and  if  such  parent  or  guardian  refuse  to  agree  to  such  re- 
lease, or  if,  because  of  abandonment,  no  such  parent  or  guardian  can  be 
found,  such  association  may  file  a  petition  in  the  Circuit  Court,  show- 
ing the  facts  and  reasons  why  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  such 
child  should  be  committed  to  it.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition  the 
court  shall  direct  notice  of  such  filing  of  said  petition  given  to  such 
parent  or  guardian  or  both,  by  personal  service,  if  the  whereabouts  of 
such  parent  or  guardian  is  known  and  within  the  State.  In  case  the 
whereabouts  of  the  parent  or  guardian  can  not  be  ascertained,  such 
notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  county,  the  same  to  be  in  the  manner  and  form  thought 
right  and  proper  by  such  court.  After  such  notice  shall  have  been 
given  as  ordered,  the  court  shall  hear  said  matter  and  make  such  order 
as  the  best  interests  of  the  child  demand.  The  order  of  any  such  coui-t 
committing  a  child  to  such  an  association  or  the  release  of  a  child  liyits 
guardian,  parents  or  surviving  parent,  to  such  association,  shall  make 
such  association  the  legal  guardian  of  such  child,  with  all  the  rights 
and  powers  vested  in  parents.  Such  association  may  indenture  such 
child  to  any  proper  person  until  it  has  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  (18) 
years,  and  may  consent  to  the  adoption  of  such  child  by  any  suitable 
and  proper  person  which  any  court  having  Jurisdiction  in  such  matters 
shall  approve.  Such  association  shall  also  have  the  power  to  cancel 
articles  of  indenture  whenever  in  its  opinion  an  indentured  child  is 
abused  or  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and  treatment,  and  may  again 
take  possession  of  such  child. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  association  to  secure  per- 
manent homes  for  the  children  in  its  charge  with  proper  persons,  and 
to  ascertain  by  visits  and  reports  that  they  are  properly  cared  for  and 
educated  until  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  association,  by  its  officers  or  agents,  to  visit  each 
child  placed  in  a  home  in  the  manner  described  above  at  least  once 
each  5^ear,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  welfare  of  the  child  may  make 
necessary,  until  such  time  as  it  is  evident  that  such  child  is  perma- 
nently and  happily  established  in  such  home,  and  thereafter  such  visits 
may  be  discontinued,  and  if  any  association  fail  so  to  do  and  fail  in 
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their  report  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  that  they  have  so  done,  ©r 
give  some  good  reason  why  the  same  is  impossible,  no  allowance  shall 
be  made  to  them  for  the  support  of  the  children  then  under  their  care : 
Provided,  That  the  officers  or  agents  of  such  association  shall  not  be 
required  to  visit  such  children  as  are  taken  from  the  charge  of  the  as- 
sociation and  placed  in  family  homes  in  other  counties  by  State  agents, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  7.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1898,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  child  between  the  ages  of  three  (3)  and  seventeen 
(17)  years  to  be  retained  as  an  inmate  of  any  county  poor  asylum  for 
a  longer  period  than  ten  (10)  days,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  every  county  in  the  State  of  In- 
diana to  make  such  lawful  provision  for  such  children  as  will  allow 
full  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  State  Charities  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point a  suitable  State  agent  or  State  agents,  who  may  serve  during 
its  pleasure,  and  to  formulate  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
will  assist  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Every 
such  agent  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  inspect 
asylums  carried  on  under  this  act,  and  to  report  the  result  of  every 
such  inspection  to  such  board  and  to  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners interested  therein.  He  shall  seek  out  proper  permanent  homes 
for  the  children  of  such  asylums,  or  who  are  in  charge  of  such  asso- 
ciations, as  are  hereinbefore  specified.  He  shall  visit  children  for 
whom  he  has  procured  permanent  homes,  and,  when  practicable,  other 
•children  indentured  or  otherwise  placed  in  family  homes  by  any  asso- 
ciation. Such  agent  shall  apportion  the  permanent  homes  found  by 
him  among  the  dependent  children  in  the  various  counties  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  equitably  distribute  his  services.  He  shall  also  keep  a 
■complete,  itemized  record  of  his  work,  and  shall  report  concerning  the 
care,  condition  and  education  of  every  child  visited  by  him  to  the 
•association  or  Board  of  Commissioners  from  which  it  was  received,  and 
to  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  and  if  at  any  time  he  is  convinced 
that  any  child  under  his  supervision  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and 
treatment,  he  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  re- 
move such  child  from  the  home  in  which  it  has  been  placed  and 
return  it  to  the  association  or  county  from  which  it  came.  To  enable 
such  agent  to  properly  perform  his  duties,  every  such  association  shall, 
immediately  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  send  to  the  Board  of 
State  Charities  the  name,  age  and  description  of  each  child  then  in  its 
■charge  and  of  every  child  which  it  has  indentured  during  the  two  years 
last  past,  together  with  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person 
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to  whom  each  child  was  indentured,  and  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday 
of  each  month  such  association  shall  forward  to  such  board  the  name, 
age  and  description  of  each  child  which  it  has  received  during  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  the  name  and  age  of  each  child  indentured,  and  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  each  person  to  whom  such  association 
has  indentured  any  child  during  the  same  period,  and  such  other  facts 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  State  Charities:  Provided,  That 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act  such  agent  shall  be  invested  with  the  same 
authority  and  powers  as  are  delegated  to  the  associations  herein  con- 
templated, said  authority  and  powers  being  defined  in  section  6  of 
this  act.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  County  Commission- 
ers in  any  county  in  which  no  such  asylum  or  association  as  herein 
described  is  situated,  to  place  orphan,  dependent,  neglected  or  aban- 
doned children  in  charge  of  such  agent  without  the  intervention  of 
any  such  asylum  or  association,  the  duties  of  the  agent  in  such  case  be- 
ing the  same  as  hereinbefore  described. 

Sec.  9.  The  traveling  expenses  of  any  child  which  is  conveyed 
from  place  to  place  by  any  such  agent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  in  which  such  child  became  a  public  charge, 
such  expenses  to  be  paid  quarterly,  upon  specific  itemized  vouchers,, 
signed  and  sworn  to  by  such  agent. 

Sec.  10.  That  to  pay  the  salary  of  such  agents  and  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  them  and  by  said  Board  of  State  Charities  on  ac- 
count thereof,  not  including  the  traveling  expenses  of  children  who 
may  be  transferred  from  place  to  place  by  such  agents,  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  each  year  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  the 
same  to  be  paid  to  said  Board  of  State  Charities  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  State  of  Indiana  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in 
the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  kind  of  vouchers  as  the  expenses- 
of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  are  paid. 

Sec.  11.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  12.  Whereas  an  emergency  exists  for  the  taking  effect  of  this- 
act,  the  same  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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POOR  RELIEF  BY  TOWNSHIP  TRUSTEES. 


The  report  of  poor  relief  by  township  trustees,  as  given  in  the  last 
annual  report,  has  attracted  much  attention,  and  it  has  been  thought 
best  to  give,  in  connection  with  the  tables  which  are  to  be  found  re- 
garding the  same  subject  in  this  report,  a  brief  synopsis  of  a  few  of  the- 
facts  that  are  apparent  to  one  who  will  take  the  time  to  investigate 
the  figures  given  herein.  These  are  not  by  any  means  all  of  the  items 
of  importance  which  will  attract  one  who  studies  the  reports  from  the 
trustees,  but  they  are  selected  as  bearing  upon  the  same'  objects  to- 
which  reference  was  made  last  year. 

In  most  of  the  counties  the  township  trustees  have  obeyed  the  law,, 
and  forwarded  the  reports  without  delay  to  the  Board  of  State  Chari- 
ties. There  are  some  counties,  however,  where  the  law  has  not  been 
fully  complied  with,  and  it  is  well  to  call  the  attention  of  the  county 
commissioners  to  the  fact  that  they  should  require  such  reports  before 
approving  the  "bills  of  the  township  trustees.  Failure  to  do  this  is  an 
evident  violation  of  the  law,  and  it  i?  hoped  that  any  oversight  in  this- 
matter  will  receive  prompt  attention. 

The  reports  which  are  at  hand  have  been  summarized  and  are  given 
in  itemized  form,  by  townships,  in  the*  following  pages.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  those  who  may  desire  some  of  the  more  important  facts, 
the  foUoMdng  statements  are  given.  For  convenience,  the  figures 
given  in  the  last  annual  report  are  placed  in  a  parallel  column  with 
those  of  the  present  report.  In  the  reports  for  this  year  the  item  indi- 
cating the  number  of  males  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  sixty 
has  been  divided,  so  as  to  include  two  headings:  those  between  seven- 
teen and  twenty  and  those  between  twenty-one  and  sixty.  Conse- 
quently, the  sum  of  these  and  of  the  females  will  correspond  to  the 
one  item  in  which  they  are  included  in  the  last  report:

It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  persons  aided  by  the  town- 
ship trustees  in  the  past  year  was  82,235.  This  is  an  increase  of  10,- 
821  over  the  preceding  year,  and  is  an  average  of  894  to  each  county, 
and  of  81  to  each  township.  In  consequence  of  this  increase  in  the 
total  number  aided,  the  proportion  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 
It  is  therefore  found  that  instead  of  one  in  every  thirty-one  persons 
in  the  State  receiving  aid,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  the  number  this 
year  is  one  in  almost  every  twenty-seven. 

The  number  of  children  aided  this  year  is  4,709  greater  than  was 
reported  a  year  ago,  making  the  total  number  of  children  sixteen  years 
of  age  and  under  who  received  aid  38,692.  This  is  an  average  of  421 
•children  in  each  count}"  and  38  in  each  township. 

The  number  aided  from  seventeen  to  sixty  years  of  age,  which  in- 
■cludes  those  who  under  ordinary  circumstances  would  be  self-support- 
ing, has  increased  by  3,926,  until  the  total  of  these  persons  aided  in 
the  last  year  was  31,773.  This  indicates  that  such  persons  averaged 
345  to  each  county  and  31  to  each  township.  An  additional  glance 
at  the  table  shows  that  16,834  males,  of  twenty-one  years  and  over, 
were  aided  by  the  trustees.  Computation  will  show  that  this  means 
an  average  of  183  to  each  county  and  16  to  each  township  in  the  State. 
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As  there  is  also  a  considerable  number,  amounting  in  this  year's  report 
to  2,703,  of  males  whose  age  is  not  given,  it  may  be  supposed  that  a 
number  of  these  at  least  should  be  placed  under  this  heading,  did  we 
know  their  age. 

For  the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  ascertain  how  much  of  the  aid 
that  is  given  was  of  a  temporary  character  and  how  much  was  to  per- 
sons who  received  assistance  for  a  considerable  period  of  time,  the 
reports  for  the  past  3^ear  have  been  made  to  specify  the  number  of 
those  Avho  were  aided  temporarily, — that  is,  for  a  period  of  less  than 
three  months, — and  the  number  of  persons  who  were  aided  for  three 
months  or  more.  It  was  found  that  the  number  receiving  temporary 
aid  was  48,343;  that  those  who  were  aided  for  three  months  or  more 
amounted  to  33,892.  As  is  found  b}'^  a  reference  to  the  detailed  re- 
ports in  this  office,  some  of  these  are  persons  who  receive  aid  regularly, 
every  month  in  the  year.  It  is  no  unusual  thing  to  find  records  of 
families  which  have  been  aided  from  forty  to  fifty- two  weeks,  at  an 
average  rate  of  from  $1  to  almost  $3  a  week. 

As  an  illustration  of  the  extreme  to  which  this  matter  of  permanent 
relief  has  gone,  reference  may  be  made  to  one  or  two  instances.  In 
Portage  Township,  St.  Joseph  Count}^,  there  are  no  less  than  132 
instances  in  which  families  or  individuals  were  each  aided  over  thirty 
times  in  the  past  year,  and  seventy  of  these  families  or  individuals 
were  helped  on  an  average  once  each  week.  In  one  case  the  total 
amount  of  aid  given  was  $153.55,  the  family,  which  consisted  of  a 
man,  woman  and  six  children,  being  assisted  fiftj^-two  times.  In  an- 
other township.  Pike  Township,  Marion  County,  a  family,  consisting 
of  a  woman  and  six  children,  was  aided  sixty-eight  times,  and  the 
total  amount  of  aid  received  was  $114.95.  While,  doubtless,  there  are 
persons  who  are  worthy  and  are  dependent,  to  whom  this  assistance 
properly  goes,  there  seems  no  question  to  one,  in  looking  over  the 
detailed  statements  as  given  by  the  trustees,  but  aid  is  often  given 
without  discrimination,  and  that  there  is  growing  up  an  extended  sys- 
tem of  permanent  relief  which  is  in  effect  an  increasing  pauper  list, 
supported  at  the  expense  of  the  tax-payers. 

St.  Joseph  County,  with  a  population  of  42,457,  has  1,416  pen- 
sioners; Vanderburgh  County,  with  a  population  of  59,809,  has  3,320 
pensioners;  Allen  County,  with  a  population  of  66,689,  has  1,231 
pensioners,  and  Grant  County,  with  a  population  of  31,943,  has  1,129 
pensioners,  while  Marion  County,  with  a  population  of  141,156,  has 
1,122  pensioners.  Grant  County,  with  much  less  than  one-fourth  the 
population  of  Marion  County,  has  seven  more  pensioners. 
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Turning  to  another  phase  of  the  subject,  the  cost  of  the  poor  relief 
given  by  the  township  trustees  is  equally  surprising.  St.  Joseph 
County  gave  poor  relief  to  the  amount  of  $19,218;  Allen  County, 
$14,184;  Elkhart  County,  $15,940;  Grant  County,  $12,822;  Marion 
County,  $12,816. T2.  In  other  words,  Elkhart  County,  with  much  less 
than  one-third  the  population  of  Marion  County,  gave  away  over 
$3,000  more.  The  total  value  of  aid  given  in  the  past  year,  as  shown 
by  the  reports,  was  $388,343.67,  an  increase  of  $33,088.38  over  the 
amount  expended  the  preceding  year.  This,  considering  the  increased 
number  of  persons  helped,  is  a  little  lower  average  per  capita  than 
last  year.  This  year  the  average  amount  given  to  each  person  helped 
was  $4.72,  Avhile  last  year  it  was  $4.97.  As  was  stated  last  year^  this 
immense  sum  expended  by  township  trustees  does  not  include  the 
assistance  given  by  the  county  commissioners,  and  omits  much  of 
the  medical  aid  that  is  furnished.  It  is  probable  the  total  official  poor 
relief  given  in  the  counties  outside  of  the  poor  asylums  and  orphans' 
homes  was  considerable  in  excess  of  $500,000. 

Last  year  an  attempt  v,as  made  to  show  that  one  of  the  facts  that 
appeared  prominent  in  the  statistics  gathered  is  that  the  amount  of  aid 
given  is  not  a  measure  of  the  actual  amoimt  of  poverty  or  distress  in 
a  given  locality.  To  illustrate  that,  certain  groups  of  counties,  in 
which  the  population  and  character  of  the  soil  and  general  conditions 
are  similar,  were  taken.  For  the  sake  of  comparison,  the  same  coun- 
ties are  given  this  3'ear,  and  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  summary 
of  the  reports  here  given  with  that  in  the  last  report.  Of  necessity, 
the  comparison  must  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  population  of  the 
counties  as  given  by  the  census  of  1890.  So  far  as  this  relates  to  the 
counties  in  which  there  is  no  great  increase  of  population,  it  is  satis- 
factory, but  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  some  of  the  more  prosperous 
and  rapidly  growing  counties  of  the  State,  the  reports  are  unsatisfac- 
tory. As  it  is  evident,  the  proportion  based  upon  the  population  eight 
years  ago  is  not  the  actual  proportion. 

In  the  group  of  counties  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  State,  com- 
posed of  Adams,  Allen,  Dekalb  and  Wells,  the  following  is  the  show- 
ing: Township  trustees'  reports  show  that  on  the  average,  one  person 
in  every  86  in  Adams  County  received  aid;  one  in  25  in  Allen  County; 
one  in  65  in  Dekalb  Count}',  and  one  in  57  in  Wells  County. 

In  the  group  of  counties  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  composed 
of  Henry,  Wayne,  Eayette,  Eush  and  Union,  the  township  trustees  of 
Henry  County  gave  aid  to  one  person  in  every  26  of  population;  in 
Wayne  County,  to  one  in  19;  in  Faj'^ette  County,  to  one  in  22;  in  Rush 
County,  to  one  in  25;  in  Union  County,  to  one  in  38.

QQ  Board  of  State  Charities. 

The  group  that  was  selected  in  southeastern  Indiana  Avas  composed 
of  Eipley,  Switzerland,  Franklin,  Ohio,  Dearborn  and  Jefferson.  The 
past  year  the  township  trustees  gave  help  in  Eipley  County  to  one  in 
81  of  population;  in  Switzerland  County,  to  one  in  32;  in  Franklin 
County,  to  one  in  61;  in  Ohio  County,  to  one  in  45;  in  Dearborn 
County,  to  one  in  35;  in  Jefferson  County,  to  one  in  17.  Last  year 
Jefferson  County,  in  proportion  to  its  population,  showed  the  largest 
number  of  persons  receiving  relief  from  township  trustees,  in  the 
State;  that  is,  one  in  13;  and  Ripley  County,  the  smallest  number  of 
persons  aided  in  proportion  to  its  population,  one  in  208. 

In  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State,  a  group  of  counties  was  se- 
lected, composed  of  Vanderburgh,  Posey,  Gibson,  Warrick  and  Pike. 
The  records  as  given  this  year  indicate  that  of  the  population  of  Van- 
derburgh County,  one  in  every  16  received  aid  from  the  township 
trustees;  in  Posey  County,  one  in  16;  in  Gibson  County,  one  in  19: 
in  Warrick  County,  one  in  24;  in  Pike  County,  one  in  28. 

A  group  of  interior  counties,  composed  of  good  soil  and  settled  with 
prosperous  people,  was  also  taken.  These  are  Tippecanoe,  Mont- 
gomery, Boone,  Clinton  and  Carroll  counties.  In  Tippecanoe  County, 
one  in  16  of  its  entire  population  was  aided  by  the  township  trustees; 
in  Montgomery  County,  one  in  20;  in  Boone  County,  one  in  33;  in 
Clinton  County,  one  in  19:  in  Carroll  County,  one  in  22. 

Along  the  northern  border  of  the  State,  Laporte,  St.  Joseph,  Mar- 
shall, Starke,  Elkhart  and  Kosciusko  counties  were  associated  for  pur- 
poses of  illustration.  In  Laporte  County  the  township  trustees'  reports 
show  that  one  person  in  every  35  of  population  received  poor  relief: 
in  Marshall  County,  one  in  33;  in  St.  Joseph  County,  one  in  18;  in 
Starke  County,  one  in  28;  in  Kosciusko  County,  one  in  26;  in  Elkhart 
County,  one  in  18. 

The  eight  counties  in  Indiana  containing  the  eight  largest  cities 
were  also  referred  to  last  year.  The  trustees'  reports  for  the  year 
ending  August  31,  1897,  show  that  in  Vigo  County,  one  person  in  26 
of  its  population  was  aided  by  the  township  trustees;  in  Floyd  County, 
one  person  in  23;  in  Marion  Count}^,  one  person  in  35;  in  Allen 
County,  one  person  in  25;  in  Waj^ne  County,  one  person  in  19;  in 
Vanderburgh  County,  one  person  in  16;  in  Tippecanoe  County,  one 
person  in  16;  in  St.  Joseph  Countj^,  one  person  in  18. 

Last  year  it  was  noted  that  the  two  counties  in  the  State  which 
gave  the  greatest  and  smallest  proportion  of  poor  relief  lay  side  by 
side.     This  year  it  is  also  evident  that  some  of  the  counties  which 
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make  the  best  showing  and  others  which  appear  the  poorest  are  ad- 
joining. It  will  be  seen  that  neither  location  nor  soil,  climate  nor  sur- 
roundings, numerous  noi  scanty  population,  the  advantage  nor  lack 
of  means  of  communication,  can  explain  the  differences  that  appear  in 
the  figures  given.  Once  more  it  is  necessary  to  say  that  there  is  but  one 
explanation  for  the  striking  differences  that  are  seen,  and  that  may 
all  be  summed  up  in  the  one  word,  administration.  Indiscriminate 
giving  and  unbusiness-like  methods  are  the  cause  of  iinfavorabie  re- 
ports, while  care  and  ordinary  prudence  are  the  secret  of  the  more  fa- 
Torable  shoAving  made  by  certain  townships.

To  His  Excellency,  Governor  James  A.  Mount : 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  Section  16  of  an  act  of  the  Indiana  Legis- 
lature, passed  March  2,  1897,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  em- 
23loyment  of  Avomen  and  children  in  manufacturing  establishments, 
and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  inspectors  to  enforce  the  same," 
I  respectfully  report  the  work  of  the  office  of  the  State  Factory  In- 
spector from  May  14,  1897,  the  date  of  entering  upon  its  duties,  until 
the  close  of  the  year,  December  31,  1897. 

The  position  of  inspector  of  manufactories  being  a  newly  estab- 
lished one  in  this  State,  in  assuming  its  varied  and  important  trusts,  we 
were  necessarily  required  to  commence  the  work  at  the  initiative,  rely- 
ing for  success  partty  upon  a  personal  knowledge  of  machinery  and 
the  needs  of  industrial  establishments  and  their  operatives  gained  by 
a  long-time  service  as  active  mechanics,  and  depending  also  largely 
upon  information  derived  from  the  practical  experience  of  inspectors 
of  other  States  where  similar  laws  have  been  in  satisfactory  operation 
for  from  four  to  twenty  j^ears. 


The  State  of  Indiana,  with  her  Avonderful  fields  of  natural  gas, 
petroleum,  coal,  building  stone  and  extensive  tracts  of  most  valuable 
timber  lands,  as  well  as  fertilit}^  of  soil  and  vast  network  of  living- 
streams,  lakes  and  railways  for  the  convenience  and  rapid  transporta- 
tion of  products  to  all  marts  of  this  nation  and  the  world,  although 
yet  comparatively  in  her  teens,  has  become  renowned  everywhere  as 
the  pride  and  wealth  of  her  people,  and  has  attracted  and  continues  to 
attract  scores  of  manufactories  under  the  supervision  of  the  most  de- 
sirable and  energetic  operators  of  the  country,  whose  output  embraces 
nearly  all  descriptions  of  needed  mechanical  products.  Consequently 
there  are  already  very  large  numbers  of  operatives  in  employ,  from 
the  skilled  mechanic  at  the  topmost  notch  of  his  chosen  artisanship 
down  to  the  wage-earner  of  both  sexes  in  their  less  complicated  but 
necessary  grades  of  labor.  Beginning  with  the  closing  months  of  the 
year  just  past,  it  requires  no  prophet  to  foresee  that  this  long  list  of 
factories  and  work  rolls  of  operatives  will  continue  to  increase  until 
Indiana  will  rival  in  her  quality  and  quantity  of  manufactures  any  of 
the  larger  and  elder  States  of  the  Union.  The  beneficial  importance 
of  the  office  of  State  Factory  Inspector  will  be  found  to  also  corre- 
spondingly increase,  and  the  necessity  for  its  permanency  and  the 
adoption  of  such  helpful  modifications  of  the  law  as  may  from  time  to 
time  present  themselves,  cannot  but  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual 
fbserver. 

It  has  therefore  been  our  earnest  eft'ort  from  the  outset  of  our 
official  intercourse  Avith  the  large  number  of  employers  and  employes 
of  the  State  whom  the  limited  period  of  service  has  permitted  us  to 
visit,  to  so  shape  the  enforcement  of  the  law  as  will  best  carry  out  its 
real  intent  and  inure  to  the  most  gratifying  results  for  the  two  all- 
important  factors — capital  and  labor — and  we  conscientiously  feel  that 
success  has  resulted  from  the  undertaking. 

By  noting  carefully  the  numerous  compliance's  by  manufacturers 
with  the  orders  of  the  Factory  Inspector  for  the  better  safety,  protec- 
tion in  their  rights  of  payments,  comfort,  etc.,  of  the  35,370  operatives 
in  the  establishments  we  have  thus  far  had  opportunity  to  inspect,  it 
is  thought  the  Avork  cannot  but  commend  itself.  Employers,  as  well 
as  employes,  are  gratified  with  the  improvements  which  have  been 
made. 

The  very  few  business  men  who  were  in  attitude  of  open  opposition 
to  or  evasion  of  the  new  law  in  this  State,  who  at  first  thought  their 
interests  would  be, injuriously  affected  by  it,  after  time  and  observation 
are  now  in  sincere  co-operation  with  the  law,  and  do  not  hesitate  to 
state  that  its  provisions  reflect  in  nearly  every  instance  with  equal 
advantages  upon  themselves  as  well  as  their  operatives. 


LABOE  LAW  NOTES. 

We  attended  the  eleventh  annual  convention  of  the  International 
Association  of  Factory  Inspectors  held  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  August  31 
to  September  2,  1897.  There  were  seventy  inspectors  and  assistants 
present  from  the  various  States  and  Canada.  Many  important 
speeches  were  made  and  papers  read  on  the  different  branches  of  the 
inspection  service  by  experienced  and  intelligent  officials,  from  which 
we  derived  much  information  of  value  in  our  home  work. 

Factory  bureaus  are  now  in  force  in  thirteen  of  the  United  States 
and  two  Canadian  provinces,  viz.:  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Ehode  Island, 
Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and  Missouri  and  the  provinces  of 
Quebec  and  Ontario. 

Japan,  which  within  a  few  short  years  has  made  most  wonderful 
strides  alongside  the  older  civilized  nations,  has  now  before  her  Diet, 
and  will  pass,  a  factory-inspection  act  covering  the  grounds  of  the 
Indiana  law  and  containing  improvements  which  we  could  profitably 
adopt. 

In  Massachusetts  the  railroad  commissioners  have  power  to  ex- 
empt any  railway  corporation  from  the  weekly  pay  law,  if  in  their 
opinion  any  of  the  employes  of  said  corporations  wish  less  frequent 
payment. 

The  first  labor  law  Avas  passed  by  the  Colony  of  Ehode  Island  in 
1679,  "for  the  protection  of  servants  whom  'sundrie  persons,  being 
evil-minded,  were  in  the  habit  of  overtasking  in  fields  and  shops  or 
forcing  them  to  work  on  Sunday.'  " 

Child  age  limitation  for  labor  is  14  years  and  upward  in  Indiana, 
New  York,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Michigan  and  Ontario;  in  Maine,  Ehode 
Island,  New  Jersey  and  Quebec,  13  years,  and  in  Massachusetts  and 
Pennsylvania,  13.  Children  in  Ontario  are  not  limited  to  age  when 
canning  or  desiccating  fruit  and  vegetables. 

All  public  buildings,  hotels,  tenement  fiats,  school  houses,  mercan- 
tile blocks,  machine  and  all  other  work  shops,  bakeries,  laundries  or 
any  establishment  where  five  or  more  men,  women  or  children  are 
employed  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  factory  statutes  of  most 
other  States  having  laws  on  the  subject. 

The  front  or  back  doors  leading  in  or  to  any  manufactory,  public 
building,  etc.,  are  required  by  law  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  out- 
wardly. This  requirement  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  architects  and 
builders  in  future,  as  by  compliance  the  inconvenience  and  expense  of 
changing  will  be  avoided. 


THE  WOEK  OF  INSPECTION. 

Knowing  that  very  many  of  our  people  have  not  yet  had  opportu- 
nity to  learn  the  details  of  the  workings  of  the  Factory  Inspector's  De- 
partment, we  have  thought  proper  to  include  in  this  report  a  con- 
densed copy  or  explanation  of  the  blanks  used  in  the  course  of  inspec- 
tion and  the  work  connected  therewith: 

Sections  1  and  2  of  the  factory  law  set  forth  the  age  at  which  minors 
may  be  employed;  the  hours  of  work;  an  educational  requirement;  test 
as  to  physical  ability  to  perform  labor  and  the  posting  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  each  manufactory  a  list  with  the  name,  age,  etc.,  of  all  minors. 
In  commencing  his  labors  the  Inspector  starts  out  with  Form  1,  which 
is  conveniently  bound  in  pocketbook  form,  each  number  containing 
104  pages,  sufficient  for  26  manufactories.  The  book  consists  of  ques- 
tions and  answers  covering  all  phases  of  the  law,  is  applicable  to  every 
class  of  manufactory  and  has  proper  blanks  for  entering  the  necessary 
safety  or  sanitary  changes  ordered  in  the  condition  of  working  estab- 
lishments.   Following-  is  the  form:

REMARKS: 


The  foregoing  form  is  duplicated  on  foolscap  paper  for  folding  and 
filing  purposes,  on  wliich  the  reports  in  the  original  inspection  book  are 
carefulty  copied  for  ready  reference.  In  connection  with  these  two 
blanks,  and  transcribed  therefrom,  an  order  book  is  kept,  containing 
all  orders  for  fire  escapes,  improved  safety  guards  for  machinery,  reg- 
ulation of  child  labor,  payment  of  employes,  sanitary  conditions,  etc., 
with  date  of  order,  what  orders  have  been  complied  with  and  those  not 
obeyed,  and  the  number  of  times  orders  have  been  repeated  to  non- 
compliants. 

Having  completed  the  work  prescribed  in  the  question  book,  Form  1, 
thereby  learning  the  number  of  minors  (if  any)  between  the  ages  of 
14  and  16  years  legally  qualified  to  work,  the  Inspector  supplies  the 
employer  with  the  printed  blanks  he  has  prepared  to  comply  with  the 
sections  of  the  law  relating  to  children,  and  instructs  him  how  to  exe- 
cute and  post  and  file  them.  On  first  inspection  the  illegal  minors  are 
ordered  discharged  forthwith;  if  any  are  found  employed  afterward, 
prosecutions  follow.  These  minors'  blanks  are  four  in  number:  Af- 
fidavit of  parent  or  guardian  as  to  age;  record  of  children  (one  to  be 
posted  in  each  work  room);  register  of  children  under  16  years  (on 
which  the  children  sign  their  names  as  proof  that  they  can  read  and 
write),  and  the  hours-of-labor  blank,  certifying  that  minors  are  not 
working  overtime.  These  documents  are  ordered  to  be  completed 
without  delay  and  held  in  readiness  for  examination  by  the  Inspector 
or  his  assistant  upon  future  visits.  The  forms  are  here  given  in  the 
order  in  which  they  belong:

No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  iu  any  manufacturing 
establishment  within  this  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  employing 
children  to  keep  a  REGISTER,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  birthplace, 
age  and  place  of  residence  of  every  person  employed  by  him  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  proprietor,  agent,  foreman  or  other 
person  in  or  connected  with  a  manufacturing  establishment  to  hire  or  employ  any 
child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  to  work  therein  without  there  is  first  provided 
and  placed  on  file  in  the  otBce  an  affidavit  made  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  stating 
the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth  of  said  child;  if  said  child  have  no  parent  or  guar- 
dian, then  such  affidavit  shall  be  made  by  the  child,  which  affidavit  shall  be  kept  on 
file  by  the  employer,  and  said  REGISTER  and  affidavit  shall  be  produced  for  inspec- 
tion on  demand  made  by  the  Inspector  appointed  under  this  Act.— [Section  2,  Chap- 
ter 65,  Laws  of  1897.] 

No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  j^ears  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing 
establishment  who  can  not  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, except  during  the  vacation  of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  or  town  where 
such  minor  lives.  The  Factory  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  to  demand  a  certifi- 
cate of  physical  fitness  from  some  regular  physician  in  the  case  of  children  who 
may  seem  physically  unable  to  perform  the  labor  at  which  they  may  be  employed, 
and  shall  have  the  power  to  prohibit  the  employment  of  any  minor  that  can  not 
obtain  such  a  certificate.— [Section  2,  Chapter  65,  Laws  of  1897.]

That  no  person  under  sixteen  years  of  age  and  no  woman  under  eighteen  years 
of  age,  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  shall  be  required,  permitted 
or  suffered  to  work  therein  more  than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  weeli,  or  more  than 
ten  hours  in  any  one  day,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  mailing  a  shorter  work  day  on 
the  last  day  of  the  week,  nor  more  hours  in  any  one  week  than  will  make  an  aver- 
age of  ten  hours  per  day  for  the  whole  number  of  days  in  which  such  person  or 
such  woman  shall  so  work  during  such  week.  Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
company  employing  any  person  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  or  any  woman  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  room  where  such  help  is  employed,  a  printed 
notice  stating  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  per  day  required  of  such  persons  for 
each  day  of  the  week,  and  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  exacted  or  permitted  to 
be  performed  by  such  persons  shall  not  exceed  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  so 
posted  as  being  required.  The  time  of  beginning  and  ending  the  day's  labor  shall 
be  the  time  stated  in  such  notice;  provided,  that  such  women  under  eighteen  and 
persons  under  sixteen  years  of  age  may  begin  after  the  time  set  for  beginning 
and  stop  before  the  time  set  in  such  notice  for  the  stopping  of  the  day's  labor; 
but  they  shall  not  be  permitted  or  required  to  perform  any  labor  before  the  time 
stated  on  the  notices  as  the  time  for  beginning  the  day's  labor,  nor  after  the  time 
stated  upon  the  notices  as  the  hour  for  ending  the  day's  labor.— [Section  1,  Chapter 
65,  Laws  of  1897,  approved  March  2,  1897.] 

Not  less  than  sixty  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  the  noon-hour  meal  in  any  man- 
ufacturing establishment  in  this  State.  The  Factory  Inspector  shall  have  power 
to  issue  written  permits  in  special  cases,  allowing  shorter  meal  time  at  noon,  and 
such  permit  must  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the  main  entrance  of  the  establish- 
ment, and  such  permit  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  the  Factory  Inspector  deems 
necessary,  and  shall  only  be  given  where  good  cause  can  be  shown.— [Section  10, 
Chapter  6.5,  Laws  of  1897,  approved  March  2,  1897.]

The  InsjDector  then  passes  through  the  several  departments  of  the 
manufactory,  nsnally  in  company  with  the  superintendent  or  foreman, 
and  makes  careful  examination  of  all  machinery,  belting,  belt  shifters, 
pulleys,  fly-wheels,  elevators  and  elevator  shafts,  hoistways,  gearing, 
manholes,  stairways,  how  doors  open,  facilities  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 
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sanitary  condition  of  wash  rooms,  water  closets,  walls  and  ceilings

Brackets  must  not  be  less  than  %xl%-inch  wrought-iron,  placed  edgewise,  or 
1%-inch  angle  iron,  J4-inch  thick,  well  braced  and  not  more  than  3  feet  apart  (unless 
to  obtain  headroom  at  balcony  openings),  and  the  braces  to  brackets  must  not  be  less 
than  1-inch  square  wrought-iron,  with  square  shoulder  for  washer  4  inches  from 
end,  and  must  extend  two-thirds  of  the  width  of  the  respective  brackets  or  bal- 
conies. In  all  cases  the  brackets  must  go  through  the  wall,  and  be  provided  witk 
screw  nuts  and  washers  not  less  than  5  inches  square  and  %  inch  thick.  The  part 
going  through  the  wall  shall  not  be  less  than  1  inch  diameter. 

Top  Rails.— The  top  rail  of  balcony  must  be  l%x%-inch  wrought-iron,  or  lio-inch 
angle  iron,  %  inch  thick,  and  in  all  cases  must  go  through  the  walls,  and  be  se- 
cured by  nuts  and  4-inch  square  washers,  at  least  %  inch  thick,  and  no  top  raU 
.  shall  be  connected  at  angles  by  the  use  of  cast-iron. 

Bottom  Rails.— Bottom  rails  must  be  li/4x%-inch  wrought-iron,  or  l%xli^-inch 
angle  iron,  %  incb  thick.  Where  in  order  to  obtain  headroom  in  balcony  openings, 
the  central  brackets  are  placed  more  than  3  feet  apart,  2x2-inch  angle  iron,  14  inch 
thick,  must  be  used  for  bottom  rails.  In  frame  buildings  the  top  rails  must  go 
through  the  studding,  and  be  secured  on  the  inside  by  washers  and  nuts,  as  In  the 
case  of  brackets. 

Connections  or  Filling-in  Bars. — Top  and  bottom  rails  may  be  connected  by 
^x^-inch  iron  not  more  than  3  feet  apart,  with  ',4xl-inch  iron  cross  bars,  all  well 
riveted  at  top  and  bottom  and  also  at  crosses.  If  fllling-in  bars  are  used  they 
must  not  be  less  than  %-inch  round  or  square  wrought-iron,  placed  not  more  than 
G  inches  from  centers,  and  well  riveted  to  the  top  and  bottom  rails. 

Stairs. — The  stairs,  in  all  cases,  must  properly  incline  and  be  not  less  than  18 
inches    wide,    and   constructed   of   %x4-inch    wrought-iron    sides    or   strings.      Steps 
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must  be  of  not  less  than  6-ineh  tread,  not  more  than  9  inches  apart,  of  i/ixl-inch 
wrought-iron,  1  inch  apart,  or  double  rungs,  and  well  riveted  to  the  strings.  No 
cast-iron  steps  shall  be  used.  The  stairs  must  be  secured  to  a  bracket  on  top  and 
rest  on  and  be  secured  to  a  bracket  or  extra  cross  bar  at  the  bottom.  All  stairs 
must  have  a  %-inch  hand  rail  of  wrought-iron  on  both  sides,  well  braced. 

Floors.— The  flooring  of  balconies  must  be  of  wrought-iron  lxli,4-inch  slats,  placed 
edgewise,  not  over  1%  inches  apart,  with  3  rows  of  thimbles,  strung  on  wrought- 
iron  rods,  running  through  and  well  fastened  at  the  ends.  Flooring  must  be  fast- 
ened to  bottom  rail  by  %-inch  round  wrought-iron  clips,  not  more  than  4  feet  apart. 
The  openings  for  stairways  in  all  balconies  shall  not  be  less  than  20  inches  wide 
and  36  inches  long,  and  have  no  covers. 

Drop  Ladders.— Drop  ladders  through  lower  balconies,  where  required,  shall 
not  be  less  than  12  inches  wide,  and  shall  be  made  of  li4x%-ineh  sides  and  %-inch 
rungs  of  wrought-iron.  In  no  case  shall  the  ends  of  balconies  extend  more  than 
9  inches  over  the  brackets. 

The  Height  of  Railing  around  balconies  shall  not  be  less  tlian  3  feet. 


If  such  fire  escape not  erected  within  TWENTY  day^  from  the  date  of  this 

notice  LEGAL  proceedings  will  be  commenced  against  you  forthwith.     {See  Section  6.)

Following  is  File  Indoesement  of  Accident  Report  : 
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I  Form  2  lias  its  relative  blauk  oi:  same  number,  Avliicli  is  known  as 
Factory  Inspector's  Accident  Eeport.  In  cases  of  injuries  to  employes 
of  a  seriousness  which,  the  Inspector  believes  warrants  his  personal 
attendance,  or  where  the  report  from  the  manufactory  is  not  clearly 
set  forth  or  evinces  a  suppression  of  any  of  the  circumstances,  he 
makes  an  official  visit,  scrutinizes  all  the  surroundings,  and  prepares 
his  own  report.  It  is  placed  on  record  with  that  of  the  employer,  and 
will  be  observed  to  be  of  much  value  to  either  party  should  litigation 
occur,  and  for  other  reasons. 

Section  16  of  the  factory  law  prescribes  the  general  duties  and 
powers  of  the  Inspector — that  he  shall  enforce  said  law  and  cause  all 
violators  of  it  to  be  prosecuted,  and  that  he  shall  examine  into  all  vio- 
lations of  any  other  laws  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  labor  and  prose- 
cute them  also.  By  section  17  of  the  factory  law  the  prosecuting  at- 
torney of  any  count}''  is  authorized,  upon  request  of  the  Inspector,  to 
commence  and  prosecute  to  termination  before  the  courts  all  actions 
or  proceedings  against  any  person  or  persons  reported  to  him  from 
reliable  source  to  have  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

It  will  be  observed  that  by  the  16th  section  it  is  made  obligatory 
that  the  Inspector  shall  enforce,  in  addition  to  the  factory  law,  which 
creates  his  oflfice,  all  laws  of  the  State  Legislature  enacted  for  the 
better  protection  of  labor.  The  act  of  March  5,  1891,  page  108,  chap. 
S3,  requires  all  corporations,  companies,  individuals,  etc.,  engaged  in 
any  kind  of  manufacturing  in  this  State  to  pay  their  employes  once 
every  two  weeks  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States;  prohibits  the 
use  of  scrip  or  due  bills;  regulates  the  sale  of  merchandise  by  em- 
ployer to  employe  and  fixes  penalty.  The  act  of  February  25,  1893, 
page  146,  chap.  76,  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  firm  or 
individual  employer  to  prevent  employes  from  joining  and  belonging 
to  any  lawful  labor  organization,  and  provides  penalty  for  any  coer- 
cion, by  discharging  or  threatening  to  discharge  any  workmen  because 
of  their  connection  with  such  lawful  labor  organization.  An  act  of 
March  3,  1893,  page  201,  chap.  104,  amends  the  act  of  March  5,  1891, 
so  as  to  require  payment  of  wages  weekly  and  makes  void  any  con- 
tract to  the  contrary. 

Several  cases  have  presented  themselves  under  these  labor  laws  of 
1891  and  1893,  most  of  which  have  been  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  both  interested  parties  without  resorting  to  litigation.  Payments 
were  being  made  in  some  places  every  four  or  five  weeks,  oftener  bi- 
monthly, but  most  generally  the  weekly  pay  day  was  the  custom. 
There  were  and  still  are  two  or  three  instances  where  operators  of 

2 — Fac.  Tnspec 
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large  concerns  are  struggling  heroically  to  bridge  over  the  disconraging 
period  of  Ijusiness  depression.  They  have  pnt  forth  every  effort  to 
save  themselves  in  their  investments,  as  well  as  to  continue  to  furnish 
labor  for  the  employes,  l^sually  the  much  larger  number  of  their 
laborers,  upon  conference  with  the  employers,  and  knowing  the  panic 
and  distress  prevailing  in  all  marts  of  trade,  have  been  content  to 
accept  temporarily  this  long  time  between  pay  days,  believing  in  the 
sincerity  of  the  operators  and  knowing  that  if  strict  compliance  with 
law  was  exacted  at  once  the  plant  would  perforce  close  down  and  work 
cease  altogether.  The  Inspector  has  thought  it  the  part  of  pru- 
dence to  leave  these  conditions  unmolested,  for  a  time  at  least.  Nearly 
all  other  heretofore  monthly  paying  establishments  have  shortened  the 
time  to  either  bi-monthly  or  weekly. 

In  one  locality  it  was  found  that  where  payments  were  made 
monthly  one-half  of  it  was  in  lawful  money,  the  other  half  in  due  bills, 
redeemable  in  60  days;  but  that  by  submitting  to  a  discount  of  10  per 
cent,  the  employes  were  receiving  cash  for  the  due  bills  without  delay. 
This  has  also  been  changed,  and  the  laborer  is  now  getting  the  full 
earnings. 

Two  cases  were  developed  where  a  dollar  per  month  was  being  taken 
from  the  earnings  of  each  married  person  and  fifty  cents  from  all  un- 
married employes  to  establish  a  fund  for  the  annual  services  of  a 
factory  physician  and  surgeon  to  render  professional  services  to  the 
work  people  and  their  families  to  a  limited  extent.  Complaints  of 
these  wrongs  having  reached  this  office,  measures  were  taken  and  the 
custom  abolished. 

.  At  the  entrance  to  two  extensive  manufactories  signs  were  found 
erected  to  the  effect  that  no  members  of  labor  unions  would  be  per- 
mitted to  work,  which  is  contrary  to  the  statute  of  February  25,  1893, 
page  146.  One  sign  reads:  "This  is  an  independent  axe  factory,  and 
■will  be  operated  as  such,  and  no  union  axemaker  Avill  be  employed." 
The  president  of  this  factory,  after  an  interview  with  the  Inspector, 
consented  to  remove  some  of  the  distasteful  wording,  and  the  inscrip- 
tion now  is:  "This  is  an  independent  factory  and  will  be  operated  as  an 
independent  factory."  With  the  president  of  the  other  establishment 
even  less  success  attended  our  efforts  to  secure  the  removal  of  the 
odious  barrier  to  union  mechanics. 

The  preceding  pages  will  give  to  all  interested  a  fairly  intelligent 
insight  to  the  manner  in  which  the  work  of  inspection  is  carried  on.  *

,  INSPECTIONS. 

The  following  pages  embrace  the  inspections  made  and  safety  and 
«anitaiy  changes  ordered  in  the  various  mannfactories  enumerated 
from  date  of  inaugurating  our  official  labors,  May  14  last,  until  De- 
cember 31,  1897.  The  number  of  employes  given  in  most  estaldish- 
ments  should  not  be  regarded  as  the  general  average,  for  the  reason 
that  most  of  the  inspections  were  taken  during  a  period  of  great  busi- 
ness depression,  when  little  work  Avas  lieing  done,  and  many  factories 
Avere  inoperative.  When  we  shall  be  enabled  to  reach  the  uninspected 
factory  centers  of  the  State,  betAveen  this  time  and  the  close  of  the 
spring  months,  the  number  of  employes  will  be  shown  to  have  in- 
creased 40  per  cent.,  and  a  second  visit  to  the  factories  named  herein 
will  likewise  prove  that  their  work  roll,  too,  in  most  instances,  has 
more  than  doubled:

EEPOETS  OF  ACCIDENTS. 

This  clause  of  the  law  has  so  far  proved  to  be  that  which  is  most 
difficult  to  secure  full  compliance  with,  for  in  nearly  every  case  re- 
ported we  have  had  to  solicit  the  report  from  the  manufacturers  before 
getting  it.  Many  have  been  gotten  through  a  careful  perusal  of  the 
daily,  press  for  accidents,  and  then  writing  for  them.  But  53  injuries 
were  reported  between  beginning  of  our  work,  May  14,  and  December 
31,  1897.  Doubtless  more  occurred.  Of  this  number  six  proved  fatal; 
four  lost  an  arm — amputated;  one  shoulder  and  one  thigh  dislocated; 
two  lost  an  eye;  four  had  thumb  and  first  two  fingers  cut  off;  two  lost 
a  hand  each;  one  a  thumb;  and  fifteen  had  one  finger  taken  off.  The 
remainder  were  but  of  a  slight  nature  and  did  not  detain  those  injured 
from  work  but  two  or  three  days. 

Annexed  are  those  accidents  that  caused  loss  of  life  or  limb,  which 
we  made  careful  investigation  of,  and  we  accompany  the  statement 
of  the  firm  or  proprietor  with  our  own  report  thereon: 

Fred  Herzel,  Indianapolis.  Indianapolis  Brewing  Co.  May  23,  1897.  Com- 
pany's report:  "Extent  of  injury:  death;  caused  by  the  explosion  of 
a  thirty-five  barrel  beer  cask."  Inspector's  report:  "I  find  it  to  be 
the  custom  of  brewers  to  use  wooden  casks  ranging  from  four  feet 
and  a  half  in  diameter  to  nine  or  more  feet,  in  which  a  pressure  of 
at  least  fifteen  pounds  to  the  square  inch  is  carried  while  emptying 
the  cask.  I  also  find  that  these  casks  are  used  from  thirty-five  to 
fifty  years,  or  until  they  explode,  taking  chances  as  to  whether  any 
person  is  present  or  not.  As  there  is  no  way  to  tell  whether  a  cask 
is  strong  or  not,  and  as  the  wood  from  one  tree  will  deteriorate 
faster  than  that  of  another,  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  each 
cask  be  tested  by  hydraulic  pressure  to  at  least  one  and  a  half  times 
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the  amount  they  are  expected  to  bear,  ouce  eacli  year.  It  is  claimed  by 
brewery  men  that  this  kind  of  a  test  would  spring  the  staves  so  that 
they  would  always  after  leak;  but  it  appears  to  me  the  only  practical 
solution  of  the  problem." 

Charles  Neal,  Indianapolis.  Chandler  &  Taylor.  June  7,  1897.  Com- 
pany's report:  "Cause,  breaking  of  crank  handle  on  traveling  crane. 
Extent  of  injury:  hit  on  left  side;  probably  hurt  internally."  In- 
spector's report:  "This  was  a  very  peculiar  accident,  as  the  crank 
handle  was  fastened  on  the  shaft  by  a  set-screw,  and  retained  its 
place,  the  break  occurring  where  it  is  bent  at  right  angles,  the  iron 
showing  a  very  good  fiber,  except  slight  appearance  of  crystalizing  on 
opposite  sides.     Injury  proved  not  so  serious  as  reported." 

C.  M.  Kiler,  Indianapolis.  Indiana  Bicycle  Co.  May  25,  1897.  Com- 
pany's report:  "Cause:  set-screw  on  machine  caught  his  sleeve. 
Extent  of  injury:  left  forearm  lacerated."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause: 
sleeve  caught  by  head  of  set-screw.  After  having  thoroughly  examined 
the  machine  and  circumstances  in  this  case,  I  cannot  at  this  time 
conceive  what  recommendation  to  make,  unless  it  should  be  that 
more  care  be  exercised  on  the  part  of  the  employed  person,  as  this 
accident  was  undoiibtedly  caused  by  reaching  with  the  left  hand 
when  the  right  should  have  been  used." 

William  C.  Smith.  Indianapolis.  Nordyke  tS:  Marmon  Co.  July  19.  1897. 
Company's  report:  "Cause:  W.  C.  Smith  said  to  S.  S.  Griffith,  his 
foreman,  that  the  saw  caught  his  sleeve  and  jerked  his  arm  into  the 
saw.  Extent  of  injury  may  involve  the  loss  of  his  right  arm.  and 
may  possibly  cause  death."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  right  arm 
caught  hj  rip-saAV,  resulting  in  amputation  at  or  near  the  elbow. 
This  distressing  accident  occurred  from  over-confidence  of  the  in- 
jured party  and  lack  of  assistance.  Mr.  Smith  had  some  seventeen 
years'  experience,  and  Avhen  the  firm  prociired  and  fitted  their  saws 
with  guards  he  removed  it,  saying  he  did  not  wish  to  be  bothered. 
It  appears  from  what  can  be  learned  that  he  was  sawing  lumber 
sixteen  feet  long  on  a  short  table,  without  the  necessary  supports  at 
end  of  table  to  keep  board  from  tipping,  and  in  pressing  down  his 
sleeve  caught  the  saw,  after  the  board  had  passed  the  saw,  jerking 
his  right  arm  down  upon  it.  Kemarks:  Had  Mr.  Smith  used  the 
guard,  as  he  could  have  done,  while  sawing  this  sized  lumber,  or  had 
he  placed  proper  supports  at  the  end  of  the  table,  or  had  the  foreman 
given  him  a  man  to  take  away  the  lumber  from  the  saw,  he  would 
not  to-day  be  in  his  maimed  condition.  Kecommendations:  First — 
That  the  use  of  saw-guards  be  made  obligatory  where  possible.  Sec- 
ond— That  foremen  shall  exercise  more  vigilance  over  their  workmen, 
and  not  permit  them  to  take  such  risks,  as  in  this  case,  where  a 
helper  at  the  saw  would  in  all  probability  have  prevented  the  acci- 
dent." 

George  E.  Helm,  Indianapolis.  E.  C.  Atkins  &  Co.  July  19,  1897.  Com- 
pany's report:  "Cause:  rip-saw.  Extent  of  injury:  third  and  fourth 
fingers  and  part  of  thumb  of  left  hand  cut  off.     He  was  ripping  a 
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piece  of  clean  poplar  about  three  feet  lonj;-.  He  docs  not  know  how 
it  occurred,  but  as  the  saw  had  passed  clear  throujih  the  board,  it  is 
probable  he  had  his  hand  too  near  the  line  of  cut."  Inspector's  re- 
port: "Cause:  carelessness  on  part  of  employe;  also  carelessness  on 
part  of  Company  in  requiring  too  great  a  variety  of  work  on  the  one 
saw.  This  accident  occurred  on  Avhat  the  foreman  of  INIr.  Helm's 
room  termed  a  dangerous  tool,  and  was  caused,  first,  by  the  firm 
requiring  too  great  a  variety  of  work  on  one  saw.  As  Helm  was 
sawing  lumber  i^.-inch  thiclv  on  a  saw  that  extended  iip  through  the 
table  three  inches,  causing  the  board  to  .lump  or  rattle  on  the  table, 
when  he  reached  over  with  his  left  hand  iiatending  to  steady  it,  from 
some  unlvuown  cause  he  placed  his  liand  on  the  saw,  thereby  losing 
part  of  thumb  and  third  and  fourth  fingers,  cutting  through  the  palm 
of  the  hand.  Recommendations:  That  adjustable  tables  be  used,  and 
that  where  possible  to  attach  them  guards  be  used  on  all  saws." 

Ervin  Jacobus,  Albany.  Albany  Paper  Co.  August  27,  1897.  Company's 
report:  "Cause:  caught  in  belt,  resulting  in  internal  injuries  as  well 
as  large  cut  in  groins,  from  which  he  died  in  about  a  half  hour  from 
time  of  accident."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  unguarded  belting 
and  contributory  negligence  on  part  of  deceased.  On  August  13th 
prior  to  this  fatality,  I  inspected  this  factory  and  remarked  to  a  per- 
son who  accompanied  me  that  it  was  a  great  wrong  to  allow  belting 
to  be  so  exposed,  with  the  temptation  to  step  over  it  so  inviting.-  I 
stated  to  the  manager  when  I  met  him  in  the  office  that  he  was  run- 
ning his  belting  in  a  dangerous  manner.  His  answer  was  that  they 
had  not  hurt  anybody  in  six  years,  and  thought  it  all  right.  I  re- 
plied, that  unless  it  was  guarded  he  would  kill  some  one  in  less  than 
six  months.  My  orders  were  to  have  it  properly  protected  by  railing 
at  once,  which  he  agreed  should  be  done.  The  railing  was  not  up  at 
time  of  accident." 

James  Smith.  Indianapolis.  L.  S.  Lakiu  &  Co.  October  22,  1897.  Com- 
pany's report:  "Cause:  caught  in  edging  saw.  Extent  of  injury: 
thumb  and  two  first  fingers  of  left  hand  amputated  at  first  joint  of 
thumb  and  middle  joint  of  fingers."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause: 
saw  without  guard.  Sawdust  accumulated  under  Mr.  Smith's  feet, 
causing  him  to  slip.  This  accident  could  have  been  prevented  by  the 
use  of  a  guard  on  the  saw,  and  by  keeping  the  sawdust  from  under 
his  feet.  All  of  which  the  Company  are  willing  to  do.  Saw  is  now 
guarded." 

Charles  Brendall,  North  Indianapolis.  Udell  Works.  October  2G,  1897. 
Company's  report.  "Cause:  piece  kicked  back  from  slotting  head 
and  let  his  hand  into  the  grooving  head  on  saw  table,  causing  loss 
of  part  of  third  finger  of  left  hand."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  care- 
lessness on  the  part  of  operator.  In  examining  into  this  accident  I 
find  that  there  cannot  be  a  guard  placed  on  this  machine  without 
destroying  its  usefulness,  it  being  a  double  saAv.  made  to  cut  a  slot 
part  way  through  the  board.     I  believe,   however,   that   it   is   poo» 
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policy  to  place  a  man  to  operate  tbis  machine  who  has  not  had  con- 
siderable experience  on  a  less  dangerous  one.  I  learn  from  Mr. 
Brendall  that  be  had  been  operating  tbis  machine  about  one  year, 
but  liad  no  previous  experience  on  any  other." 

Mont.  Baker,  Martinsville.  Davis'  Wooden  "Ware  Factory.  November  1, 
1897.  H.  C.  Davis'  report:  "Cause:  cleaning  planer  hood  without 
first  stopping  machine  with  loose  pulley,  as  instructed.  Extent  of 
injury:  right  arm  mangled  and  cut  off  between  wrist  and  elbow." 
Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  defective  hood  on  planer;  lack  of  power 
to  carry  shavings  away.  Upon  examining  into  this  accident  Novem- 
ber 23d,  1897,  the  hood  on  the  machine  had  been  repaired,  and  am 
unable  to  decide  as  to  where  the  blame  rests.  The  firm  claims  that 
Mr.  Baker  was  violating  direct  orders  in  cleaning  out  the  hood  with- 
out first  stopping  the  machine,  but  admit  that  the  hood  was  slightly 
defective,  and  that  the  power  was  insufficient  at  times  to  carry  ofC 
the  shavings.  Mr.  Baker  claims  that  he  was  not  cleaning  out  the 
hood,  but  on  account  of  the  hood  being  defective  it  had  worked  down 
on  the  knives  and  was  about  to  be  caught  by  them,  which  would  al- 
most ruin  them,  when  he  grabbed  the  hood  just  as  it  caught  the 
knives,  and  his  arm  was  drawn  into  the  machine.  Mr.  Davis  has 
agreed  to  put  in  a  larger  engine  the  first  of  the  year  (1898),  as  his 
present  one  is  not  of  sufficient  power." 

Fred  Meyers,  Indianapolis.  H.  Lauter,  furniture  and  bicycles.  November 
9,  1897.  Superintendent's  report:  "Cause:  rip-saw.  Extent  of  in- 
jury: lost  little  finger  and  ring  finger  of  left  hand.  Machine  was 
properly  guarded."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  from  what  I  have 
learned,  was  carelessness.  An  examination  of  the  circumstances, 
and  viewing  the  guard  used  upon  the  saw  while  sawing  mud-guards 
for  bicycles,  I  am  convinced  Mr.  Meyers  could  not  have  received  the 
injuries  except  through  his  own  carelessness  or  forgetfulness." 

Andrew  Larson,  Anderson.  Indiana  Box  Co.  November  17,  1897.  Firm's 
report;  "Cause:  block  of  wood  in  the  machine  getting  out  of  place, 
bent  the  saw  up,  and  the  teeth  being  knocked  off  struck  him  in  the 
face.  Extent  of  injury:  facial  scratches;  and  one  tooth  became  im- 
bedded in  the  corner  of  the  eye,  but  it  is  not  thought  the  sight  is  in 
jured."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  faulty  construction  of  machine. 
This  accident  proved  much  less  serious  than  at  first  supposed.  It 
occurred  on  a  double  shingle  saw,  which  was  slightly  faulty  in  con- 
struction, permitting  the  block  of  wood  to  get  in  such  position  as  to 
force  the  saw  teeth  up  against  an  iron  dog,  causing  them  to  bi*eak 
off,  one  of  them  striking  him  in  the  face  near  the  eye." 

Robert  Clark,  Martinsville.  H.  C.  Davis,  cooperage  and  wooden  ware. 
November  9,  1897.  Mr.  Davis'  report:  "Cause:  lap  of  hoop  was 
turned  to  him,  instead  of  from  him.  Extent  of  injury:  wrist  cut  by 
hoop-lap  turning  up  on  pail  while  the  pail  was  being  sanded  in  the 
machine."  Inspector's  report:  "This  accident  was  caused  by  the 
carelessness  of  the  employe,  Avho  lapped  the  hoop  the  wrong  way,  so

that  when  it  was  being  sand-papered  it  turned  toward  Mr.  Clark, 
struck  his  wrist  and  cut  an  artery,  causing  him  to  lose  several 
weeks'  time.  Can  he  prevented  by  more  caution  and  less  crowding  of 
employes." 

John  Boettcher,  Indianapolis.  The  Fred  Dietz  Co.,  manufacturers  of 
boxes.  November  29,  1897.  Firm's  report:  "Cause:  carelessness. 
Extent  of  injury:  rip-saw  cut  into  thumb  and  first  two  fingers  on 
right  hand.  No  special  guard,  but  in  ruuniug  order."  Inspector's 
report:  "Cause:  saw  being  unguarded,  and  contributory  negligence 
on  part  of  employe.  The  saw  in  this  case  had  no  guard  of  any  kind. 
A  knot  in  the  piece  required  unusual  force  to  be  exerted,  and  not 
having  a  stick  to  shove  with,  as  is  commonly  the  case  when  sawing 
stuff  of  that  size,  his  hand  slipped  and  was  caught  by  the  saw.  Ac- 
cidents of  this  kind  could  in  a  great  many  cases  be  avoided  was  it 
not  for  the  prejudice  of  operators  and  foremen  against  all  saw- 
guards." 

Wilda  Handly,  Indianapolis.  U.  S.  Encaustic  Tile  Works.  December  6;. 
1897.  Company's  report:  "Cause:  accidentally  struck  by  a  press- 
wheel.  Extent  of  injury:  a  blow  on  the  head."  Inspector's  report: 
"Cause:  confessed  carelessness.  Upon  calling  on  Wilda  Handly,  she 
stated  that  it  was  her  own  carelessness  or  lack,  of  watchfulness. 
This  being  the  case,  there  is  nothing  further  to  be  said,  as  it  is  in  no 
way  a  dangerous  machine." 

William  Patterson,  Marion.  G.  S.  Ackermann  &  Co.  November  30,  1897. 
Firm's  report:  "Accident,  which  caused  death,  occurred  by  letting 
the  bolt  arm  fall  on  the  saw."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause:  crude 
construction  of  appliance  for  cut-off  saw.  This  accident,  which 
caused  the  death  of  a  young  man  of  nineteen  years,  was  the  result 
of  using  an  appliance  with  a  cut-off  saw  which  would  have  been 
perfectly  safe  if  used  only  when  light  timber  was  being  sawed,  but 
when  used  for  the  purpose  of  sawing  logs  weighing  from  300  to  500 
pounds,  as  in  this  instance,  it  was  extremely  dangerous." 

George  Adrian,  Kokomo.  National  Order  Blank  Co.  December  21,  1897. 
Company's  report:  "Cause:  caught  on  line  shaft.  Extent  of  injury: 
right  arm  torn  off;  left  leg  broken  below  the  knee;  death  resulting 
from  injui'ies.  Accident  was  due  to  want  of  care  on  part  of  employe, 
whose  duties  did  not  require  him  to  be  where  he  was  at  the  time 
accident  occurred,  or  at  any  other  time."  Inspector's  report:  "Cause: 
caught  by  belt.  This  accident  emphazises  the  importance  of  keeping 
all  persons  unacquainted  with  machinery  away  from  it.  Here  is  a 
case  causing  the  death  of  one  of  the  employes  where  there  was  the 
least  reason  to  expect  it.  In  endeavoring  to  start  a  small  emery 
wheel  to  sharpen  his  knife,  he  evidently  climbed  on  a  box,  and  tried 
to  shift  the  belt  from  the  loose  pulley  with  his  hands.  He  was  caught, 
drawn  up  and  whirled  around  the  line  shaft,  tearing  off  right  arm 
and  'breaking  left  leg  below  the  knee,  causing  death.  The  belt  by 
which  he  was  caught  was  only  one  inch  and  a  half  wide."

Of  the  116  safety  and  sanitary  changes  ordered  and  complied  with, 

two-thirds  caused  the  placing  of  protective  guards  around  or  upon  very 
dangerous  machinery — rip-saws,  cog-wheels,  shafting,  belting,  set- 
scrcAvs,  elevators,  etc.  How  man}^  lives  were  saved,  or  how  many 
work-people  were  thus  jDrevented  from  being  made  cripples  by  the 
timely  application  of  these  safety-guards,  can  not  be  told.  One  inci- 
dent in  this  connection  goes  far  to  show  how  life  may  be  lost  and  sor- 
row entailed  by  but  a  short  period  of  delay  in  making  safety  improve- 
ments after  the  necessity  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Factory  In- 
spector. The  proprietor  of  a  leading  manufactory  in  the  Gas  Belt, 
while  passing  through  his  shops  with  us  last  autumn,  was  notified  to 
construct  protective  railing  to  surround  some  quite  unsafe  belting. 
He  complied  with  the  order  immediatel}^  in  so  far  as  the  making  of 
the  railing  went,  but  before  putting  it  in  position  his  millwright  was 
taken  ill,  and,  during  the  some  48  hours'  delay  that  elapsed  awaiting 
his  convalescence,  an  emjDloj^e  became  caught  in  the  belt  and  was 
hurled  to  instant  death,  leaving  a  home  desolate  and  a  sympathetic 
•employer  overcome  with  sorrow. 

Another  case  was  where  an  Indianapolis  manufacturer  has  provided 
-every  safety  device  of  merit  for  his  machinery  that  is  in  the  market. 
When  a  protective  guard  was  placed  over  a  rip-saw,  operated  by  a 
long-time  employe,  the  mechanic  tested  it  for  a  while  and  then  threw 
it  aside,  ignoringly,  saying  he  ^'had  worked  the  saw  14  years  without 
accident,  and  didn't  propose  at  this  late  date  to  be  annoj'ed  or  have 
his  work-speed  diminished  by  the  guard."  But  a  few  days  elapsed 
when  his  right  arm  came  in  contact  with  the  saw,  and  was  so  seriously 
injured  as  to  require  ampiitation  below  the  elbow.  The  firm  is  now 
kindl}^  enabling  the  unfortunate  man  to  earn  a  livelihood  at  a  situa- 
tion that  can  be  filled  with  one  arm. 

Other  somewhat  similar  occurrences  are  on  record.  These  are  men- 
tioned with  the  hope  that  they  will  lead  mechanics  and  employers  to 
do  more  thinking  and  inspecting  for  themselves.  There  have  been 
few  times  when  manufacturers  objected  to  common-sense  alterations 
for  safet}^  when  pointed  out  to  them;  they  stating  that  in  the  rush 
and  push  to  fill  contracts  everything  else  but  rapid  work  is  overlooked 
unless  some  one  gets  injured  or  machinery  breaks — neither  operator 
or  operatives  taking  time  or  precaution  to  notice  Avhere  accidents  could 
be  averted.  We  know  that  a  dangerous  calling  can  not  be  made  alto- 
gether safe,  but,  with  proper  forethought,  labor  and  expense,  it  can 
be  made  greatly  less  dangerous.  It  is  cheering  to  note  the  growing 
sense  of  responsibility  which  the  public  and  the  employers  feel  for  the 
conditions  of  labor,  and  it  is  a  sure  guarantee  of  orderly  life  when 
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good  laws  are  engrafted  in  the  eustonis  and  lial)its  of  soeiety.  A  moral 
A'itality  is  thns  instilled  into  the  wage-earner  and  his  co-laborer,  the 
employer,  and  helps  to  shape  traditions  in  socinl  intoreinirse  and  all 
lines  of  business. 


CHILD  LABOR. 

Althongh  every  phase  of  the  factory  law  is  of  vital  consequence 
for  good  to  the  public,  to  the  home,  and  to  the  operators  of  industrial 
manufactories  and  their  work-people,  paramount  to  all  others  are  the 
provisions  for  the  protection  of  children — the  coming  fathers  and 
mothers  of  our  land — the  future  generations  of  men  and  women,  who 
are  either  to  maintain  and  add  still  more  grandeur  and  strength  and 
renown  to  our  unrivalled  and  emulated  great  government,  or  who  are 
to  fill  the  land  with  ignorance,  pauperism,  crime  and  cripples — dwarfs 
in  body  and,  what  is  worse,  dwarfs  in  intellect.  The  employment  of 
child  labor  throughout  the  Ignited  States  had  attained  such  a  foothold 
in  the  manufactories  that  its  numerical  power  in  the  performance  of 
many  kinds  of  labor  industry  had  become  appalling,  and  tlie  suljject 
has  attracted  the  earnest  attention  of  all  thinking  people  and  pro- 
moters of  Christian  civilization  everywhere.  The  movement  for  its 
abolition  has  come  to  stay  and  will  be  found  to  gain  greater  strength 
with  each  succeeding  year,  with  the  accompanying  results  of  a  more 
perfect  manhood  in  intelligence,  stature,  bodily  perfection  and  pro- 
gressive, moral  citizenship. 

The  streets  of  our  cities  and  towns,  as  well  as  the  country  districts, 
a  generation  since,  presented  many  persons  who  had  lost  a  hand,  an 
arm,  a  leg,  or  both,  and,  although  attracting  the  attention  and  elicit- 
ing the  sympathy  of  everybody,  were  readily  recognized  as  veterans 
of  the  maimed  brigade,  whose  repl}^  as  to  the  cause  of  their  misfor- 
tunes is  to  be  found  in  the  story  of  the  hard-fought  battles  of  the 
war.  These  men  were  usuall}^  well  educated,  had  Ijeen  well-to-do  fol- 
lowers of  the  farm,  the  workshop,  and  of  literary  and  scientific  profes- 
sions. But,  after  the  lapse  of  a  third  of  a  century,  these  crip])led  sol- 
diers have  mostly  passed  from  public  view — many  by  death,  and  many 
consigned  to  the  kindly  care  of  the  Nation's  Soldiers'  Homes.  Yet 
there  appears  to  be  scarce  a  noticeable  depletion  of  the  numi)er  of 
crippled  and  deformed  (many  as  beggars)  now  met  upon  the  streets, 
the  highways  and  in  almshouses.  These  are  of  a  class  born  since  the 
war.  The  greater  number  belong  in  the  child-labor  column — put  to 
work  in  the  years  they  should  have  been  in  school,  l)efore  reaching  the 
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age  of  watchfulness  and  matured  presence  of  mind;  victims  of  the  ma- 
chinery or  riskful  work  at  which  they  were  employed.  The  buzz  and 
"the  rip-saw,  the  unguarded  cog-wheel,  fly-wheel  or  belting,  and  the 
unprotected  elevator  or  hoistway  have  left  sad  legacies  to  these  un- 
fortunate persons.  How  many  of  them  who  can  neither  read  nor  write 
is  an  important  question,  to  be  answered  only  by  the  census-taker; 
but  there  are  many.  Thousands  reach  the  age  of  manhood  without 
schooling  or  a  vocation  by  which  to  earn  a  self-maintenance — men 
born  of  the  health  and  bone  and  sinew  of  the  land,  with  physical 
strength,  and  who  would,  with  opportunity,  have  achieved  that  mental 
intelligence  to  make  worthy,  moral  and  influential  citizens.  There 
are  but  few  openings  in  business  which  they  can  fill,  and  the  natural 
trend  is,  in  very  many  instances,  into  the  channels  of  crime.  Aboli- 
tion of  child  labor,  and  compulsory  education  until  the  age  of  15  or 
16  years  is  reached  (which  is  the  proper  time  to  commence  learning 
the  trades  or  other  occupations),  will  prove  the  remedy  for  the  evils 
which  now  prevail. 

The  child-labor  feature  of  the  law  up  to  the  present  time  has  re- 
ceived the  greater  part  of  our  attention;  and,  as  the  number  of  minors 
•employed  was  the  greatest  in  the  Gas  Belt,  that  section  has  been 
looked  after  more  than  any  other.  It  was  learned  that  in  a  goodly 
number  of  factories  the  proprietors  had  erased  from  their  work-rolls 
the  children  who  were  under  the  required  age  as  soon  as  the  law  was 
enacted,  and  therefore  not  so  many  violations  existed;  but  the  neces- 
sity of  the  statute  is  in  evidence  in  the  size  of  many  of  the  boys  who 
had  been  engaged  in  the  factories  from  the  age  of  10  years  or  younger, 
on  account  of  their  dwarfed  and  undeveloped  appearance.  Quite  a 
number  of  factories  had  not  a  sufficient  number  of  boys,  and  conse- 
quently adults  had  secured  the  labor  previously  done  by  children.  I 
believe,  however,  that  within  a  few  months  all  the  boys  of  legal  age 
needed  will  be  had  without  any  trouble.  A  few  factory  operators  were 
inclined  to  be  evasive  as  to  the  number  of  minors  under  14  years  pre- 
viously employed,  but,  from  the  best  information  derived,  I  estimate 
the  number  of  children  who  were  kept  out  of  the  factories  by  the  law 
at  800  in  the  Gas  Belt  alone.  Occurrences  were  found  where  the 
taking  of  children  from  labor  and  placing  them  in  schools  seemed  a 
temporary  hardship  upon  their  widowed  mothers,  but  the  laws  em- 
powering School  Commissioners  and  Trustees  to  furnish  aid  to  the 
worthy  needy  fully  compensates  for  the  value  of  the  labor  of  the  child 
who  is  now  receiving  an  education. 

We  have  met  quite  a  number  of  citizens  Avho  suppose  that  the  fac- 
tory inspection  laws  are  made  to  cover  the  employment  of  children 
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under  the  age  of  14,  wherever  they  may  be  found.  This  is  an  erro- 
neous impression,  as  our  authority  only  extends  to  the  working  of 
minors  in  such  places  as  can  be  shown  to  be  manufacturing  establish- 
ments within  the  meaning  of  the  law.  To  explain:  If  minors  are 
employed  in  the  manufacturing  millinery  apartment  of  a  department 
store,  they  come  under  the  control  of  the  factory  law,  and  must  be 
of  the  age  of  14  and  upward:  but  if  they  are  engaged  as  cash  boys  or 
girls  in  an  apartment  where  no  manufacturing  is  done,  as  the  law 
now  stands,  the  Factory  Inspector  has  no  jurisdiction. 

The  School  Board,  Township  Trustees,  Principals  of  schools  and 
Truancy  Officers,  by  co-operating  with  the  Factory  Inspector  in  the 
.application  of  pro^^sions  of  law  belonging  to  their  respective  offices, 
are  so  systematizing  the  work  that  but  few  minors  will  be  found  out 
of  school,  and  their  actual  wants,  and  those  of  dependent,  aged  or 
invalid  parents,  will  be  provided  for. 

In  the  work  of  getting  children  who  have  not  the  legal  require- 
ments of  age,  education  and  physical  strength  to  labor,  from  factories 
into  the  schools,  it  is  gratifying  to  reflect  that  our  efforts  have  been 
kindly  appreciated  by  school  superintendents  and  truant  officers.  A 
superintendent  in  a  small  town  writes:  "We  have  already  felt  the  re- 
sults of  your  work — 13  new  pupils  in  from  the  factory  on  Tuesday 
and  to-day,  and  more  yet  to  follow.  Quite  a  change  has  been  felt  here, 
and  every  citizen  is  in  sympathy  with  it,  although  few  would  take  the 
responsibility  of  bringing  it  about.  Thanks  for  your  prompt  attention 
in  this  matter."    Others  have  written  in  a  like  feeling. 

What,  with  the  Factory  Inspector  enforcing  the  law  forbidding 
child  labor  under  14  years  and  the  truant  officers  visiting  all  parents 
or  guardians  who  are  neglecting  to  send  these  children  to  school,  the 
list  of  enumerated  pupils  has  loomed  up  surprisingly  during  the  pres- 
ent school  term,  increasing  some  25,000.  With  the  law  vigilantly 
and  prudently  enforced,  but  few  years  will  have  gone  by  before  the  ad- 
vancement of  moral  sense,  intelligence  and  law-abiding  citizenship 
will  be  gladly  recognized  throughout  Indiana;  where,  else,  woidd  have 
flourished  ignorance,  crime,  degeneracy  of  good  government  and  a 
demand  for  more  room  in  our  penal  institutions.

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FIEE  ESCAPES. 

A  prudent  enforcement  of  this  part  of  the  law  is  one  of  the  most 
essential  safeguards  provided  hj  it,  and  is  of  greater  import  to  em- 
ployes and  patrons  of  wholesale  manufactories  and  the  numerous  pa- 
trons of  large  department  stores  than  the  general  puhlic  are  apt  to 
consider.  Imagine,  for  illustration,  a  room  on  the  fifth  or  sixth  floor, 
containing  from  90  to  150  women  and  girls,  working  at  rows  of  sewing 
machines  placed  so  closely  together  that  when  the  operators  are  in 
their  places  there  is  not  space  to  pass  between  them,  their  elbows 
almost  touching,  with  perhaps  a  single  stairway  for  their  exit  and 
inflammable  matter  all  about  them;  or  a  special  sales  day,  or  the  holi- 
day crowds  on  every  floor  and  in  the  basement  of  our  magnificent  de- 
partment houses,  with  only  a  stairway  and  elevator  as  means  of  escape ! 
Fires  originating  in  lower  floors  find  stairways  most  ready  chimneys 
for  the  destructive  flames,  and  Avithout  efficient  outside  escapes  a 
holocaust  would  be  the  most  usual  result.  The  commonly  used 
straight  ladder  affords  but  little  safety  for  women  and  children.  The 
escape  provided  by  the  factory  law,  with  its  balcony  and  stairway 
at  each  floor,  affords  greater  safety  for  a  larger  number  of  persons  in 
a  short  space  of  time  than  any  other  yet  invented.  We  have  thus  far 
had  placed  in  position  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis  seventeen  of  this  im- 
proved fire  escape,  which,  besides  the  important  protection  afforded 
employes  and  others,  adds  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  property  for 
rental  purposes. 

S.\X1TATI0N. 

Of  the  nimiber  of  manufactories  visited  we  were  gratified  to  note 
the  sanitary  conditions  generally  good.  The  principles  of  sanitary 
science  are  keeping  march  with  the  many  other  lines  of  progress. 
Through  investigation  and  discussion,  public  attention  is  being  more 
generally  aroused,  and,  with  the  better  class  of  operators,  the  best  at- 
tainable methods  for  pure  water,  ventilation,  sewerage,  etc.,  are  sought 
in  order  that  disease  may  be  prevented,  instead  of  waiting  for  it  that  it 
might  be  cured.  The  laws  of  hygiene  are  fast  assuming  their  rightful 
importance,  and  the  work  of  erecting  health-promoting  factories,  work- 
shops, schoolhouses  and  public  buildings  has  fairly  well  begun,  and  is 
meeting  the  demand  and  approbation  of  the  public.  Yet  we  found 
some  places  where  there  was  not  sufficient  air-space,  and  the  surround- 
ings of  bad  plumbing  and  disease-creating  closets  called  for  attention.

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INDIANA  FACTORY  LAW. 

CHAPTER  LXV. 

A.N  ACT  to  regulate  the  employment  of  women  and  children  in  manu- 
facturing establishments,  and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  in- 
spectors to  enforce  the  same. 

[H.  206.      Approved  March  2,  1897.] 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  That  no  person  under  sixteen  years  of  age  and  no  woman 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  employed  in  any  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment, shall  be  required,  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  therein  more 
than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  week,  or  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one 
day,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  shorter  day  on  the  last  day 
of  the  week;  nor  more  hours  in  any  one  week  than  will  make  an  aver- 
age of  ten  hours  per  day  for  the  whole  number  of  days  in  which  such 
person  or  such  woman  shall  so  work  during  such  week;  and  every 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  company  employing  any  person  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  or  any  woman  under  eighteen  years  of  age  in  any 
manufacturing  establishment  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicu- 
ous place  in  every  room  where  such  help  is  employed  a  printed  notice 
stating  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  per  day  required  of  such  persons 
for  each  day  of  the  week,  and  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  exacted 
or  permitted  to  be  performed  hj  such  persons  shall  not  exceed  the 
number  of  hours  of  labor  so  posted  as  being  required.  The  time  of  be- 
ginning and  ending  the  day's  labor  shall  be  the  time  stated  in  such 
notice:  Provided,  That  such  woman  under  eighteen  and  persons  un- 
der sixteen  years  of  age  may  begin  after  the  time  set  for  beginning 
and  stop  before  the  time  set  in  such  notice  for  the  stopping  of  the 
day's  labor,  but  they  shall  not  be  permitted  or  required  to  perform 
any  labor  before  the  time  stated  on  the  notices  as  the  time  for  begin- 
ning the  day's  labor,  nor  after  the  time  stated  upon  the  notices  as  the 
hour  for  ending  the  day's  labor. 

Sec.  2.  No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in 
any  manufacturing  establishment  within  this  State.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  person  employing  children  to  keep  a  register,  in  which 
shall  be  recorded  the  name,  birth-place,  age  and  place  of  residence  of 
every  person  employed  by  him  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and  it 
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shall  be  unlawful  for  any  i^roprietor,  agent,  foreman  or  other  person 
in  or  connected  with  a  manufacturing  establishment  to  hire  or  employ 
any  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  to  work  therein  without  there 
is  first  provided  and  placed  on  file  in  the  office  an  affidavit  made  by 
the  parent  or  guardian,  stating  the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth  of  said 
child;  if  said  child  have  no  parent  or  guardian,  then  such  affidavit 
shall  be  made  by  the  child,  which  affidavit  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the 
employer,  and  said  register  and  affidavit  shall  be  produced  for  inspec- 
tion on  demand  made  by  the  Inspector,  appointed  under  this  act. 
There  shall  be  posted  conspicuously  in  every  room  where  children 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  are  employed,  a  list  of  their  names,  with 
their  ages,  respectively.  (No  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  who  can  not 
read  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language,  except  dur- 
ing the  vacation  of  the  public  schools  in  the  city  or  town  where  such 
minor  lives.  The  Factory  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  to  demand 
a  certificate  of  physical  fitness  from  some  regular  physician  in  the  case 
of  children  who  may  seem  ph3^sically  unable  to  perform  the  labor  at 
which  they  may  be  employed,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  prohibit  the 
employment  of  any  minor  that  can  not  obtain  such  a  certificate.) 

Sec.  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  employ  or  permit  any 
child  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  to  have  the  care,  custody,  manage- 
ment of  or  to  operate  any  elevator,  or  shall  employ  or  permit  any 
person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  to  have  the  care,  custody,  man- 
agement or  operation  of  any  elevator  running  at  a  speed  of  over  two 
hundred  feet  a  minute. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  lessee  of  any  manufac- 
turing establishment  where  there  is  any  elevator,  hoisting  shaft  or 
well  hole  to  cause  the  same  to  be  properly  and  substantially  inclosed  or 
secured,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Factory  Inspector  it  is  necessary,  to 
protect  the  lives  or  limbs  of  those  employed  in  such  establishment. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  ovmer,  agent  or  lessee  of  each  of  such 
establishments  to  provide,  or  cause  to  be  provided,  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Inspector  the  safety  of  persons  in  or  about  the  premises  should 
require  it,  such  proper  trap  or  automatic  doors  so  fastened  in  or  at  all 
elevator-ways  as  to  form  a  substantial  surface  when  closed,  and  so 
constructed  as  to  open  and  close  by  the  action  of  the  elevator  in  its 
passage;  either  ascending  or  descending,  but  the  reriuirements  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  passenger  elevators  that  are  closed  on  all 
sides.  The  Factory  Inspector  may  inspect  the  cables,  gearing  or  other 
apparatus  of  elevators  in  manufacturing  establishments  and  require 
that  the  same  be  kept  in  safe  condition. 
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Sec.  5.  Proper  and  substantial  hand  rails  shall  be  provided  on  all 
stairways  in  manufacturing  establishments,  and  where  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Factory  Inspector  it  is  necessary,  the  steps  of  said  stairs  in  all 
such  establishments  shall  be  substantially  covered  with  rubber,  se- 
curely fastened  thereon,  for  the  better  safety  of  persons  employed  in 
said  establishments.  The  stairs  shall  be  properly  screened  at  the  sides 
and  bottom.  All  doors  leading  in  or  to  such  factory  shall  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  open  outwardly  where  practicable,  and  shall  be  neither 
locked,  bolted  nor  fastened  during  working  hours. 

Sec.  6.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Factory  Inspector,  it  is  necessary 
to  insure  the  safety  of  the  persons  employed  in  any  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment, three  or  more  stories  in  height,  one  or  more  fire  escapes, 
as  may  be  deemed  by  the  Factory  Inspector  as  necessary  and  sufficient 
therefor,  shall  be  provided  on  the  outside  of  such  establishment,  con- 
nected with  each  floor  above  the  first,  well  fastened  and  secured,  and 
of  sufhcient  strength,  each  of  which  fire  escapes  shall  have  landings 
or  balconies  not  less  than  six  feet  in  length  and  three  feet  in  width, 
guarded  by  iron  railings  not  less  than  three  feet  in  height,  and  em- 
bracing at  least  two  windows  at  each  story  and  connecting  with  the 
interior  by  easily  accessible  and  unobstructed  openings,  and  the  bal- 
conies or  landings  shall  be  connected  by  iron  stairs,  not  less  than 
eighteen  inches  wide,  the  steps  not  to  be  less  than  six  inches  tread, 
placed  at  a  proper  slant,  and  protected  by  a  well-secured  hand-rail  on 
both  sides,  with  a  twelve-inch  wide  drop-ladder  from  the  lower  plat- 
form reaching  to  the  ground.  Any  other  plan -or  style  of  fire  escape 
shall  be  sufficient,  if  approved  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  but  if  not  so 
approved,  the  Factory  Inspector  may  notify  the  owner,  proprietor  or 
lessee  of  such  establishment,  or  of  the  building  in  which  such  estab- 
lishment is  conducted,  or  the  agent  or  superintendent,  or  either  of 
them,  in  writing,  that  any  such  other  plan  or  style  of  fire  escape  is  not 
sufficient,  and  may  by  an  order  in  writing,  served  in  like  manner,  re- 
quire one  or  more  fire  escapes,  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  and  suffi- 
cient, to  be  provided  for  such  establishment  at  such  location  and  such 
plan  and  style  as  shall  be  specified  in  such  written  order.  Within 
twenty  days  after  the  service  of  such  order,  the  number  of  fire  escapes 
required  in  such  order  for  such  establishment  shall  be  provided  there- 
for, each  of  which  shall  be  either  of  the  plan  and  style  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  specifications  in  said  order  required,  or  of  the  plan  and 
style  in  the  section  above  described  and  declared  to  be  sufficient.  The 
Mdndows  or  doors  to  each  fire  escape  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  and  be 
located  as  far  as  possible  consistent  with  accessibility  from  the  stair- 
ways and  elevator  hatchways  or  openings,  and  the  ladder  thereof  shall 
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extend  to  the  roof.  Stationary  stairs  or  ladders  sliall  he  pi-ovidcd  on 
the  inside  of  such  establishment  from  the  upper  story  to  llie  roof,  as 
a  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  owner,  a^eiit.  siipei'iiUeudeiit  or 
other  person  having-  charge  of  such  maniiractui'ing  estal:li>liiiieiit,  or 
of  any  iioor  or  part  thereof,  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Factory  In- 
spector all  accidents  or  injury  done  to  any  person  in  such  factory, 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  time  of  the  accident,  stating  as  fully 
as  possible  the  extent  and  cause  of  such  injury  and  the  place  where 
the  injured  person  is  sent,  with  such  other  information  relative  thereto 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Factory  Inspector.  The  FactoiT  Inspeetor 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  fully  investigate  the  causes 
of  such  accidents,  and  to  require  such  reasonal)le  precautions  to  be 
taken  as  will  in  his  judgment  prevent  the  recurrence  of  similar  acci- 
dents. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  manufacturing 
establishment,  or  his  agents,  superintendent  or  other  person  in  charge 
of  the  same,  to  furnish  and  supply,  or  cause  to  be  furnished  and  sup- 
plied therein,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Factory  Inspector,  where  ma- 
chinery is  used,  belt  shifters  or  other  safe  mechanical  contrivances  for 
the  purpose  of  throwing  on  or  off  belts  or  pulleys;  and  wherever  pos- 
sible, machinery  therein  shall  be  provided  with  loose  pulleys;  all  vats, 
pans,  saws,  planers,  cogs,  gearing,  belting,  shafting,  set-screws  and 
machiner}^  of  every  description  therein  shall  be  properly  guarded,  and 
no  person  shall  remove  or  make  ineffective  any  safeguard  around  or 
attached  to  any  planer,  saw%  belting,  shafting  or  other  machinery,  or 
around  any  vat  or  pan,  while  the  same  is  in  use,  unless  for  the  purpose 
of  immediately  making  repairs  thereto,  and  all  such  safeguards  shall 
be  promptly  replaced.  By  attaching  thereto  a  notice  to  that  effect, 
the  use  of  any  machinery  may  be  prohibited  by  the  Factory  Inspector, 
should  such  machiner}^  be  regarded  as  dangerous.  Such  notice  must 
be  signed  by  the  Inspector,  and  shall  only  be  removed  after  the  re- 
quir-ed  safeguards  are  provided,  and  the  unsafe  or  dangerous  machine 
shall  not  be  used  in  the  meantime.  Exhaust  fans  of  sufficient  power 
shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  dust  from  emery 
wheels  and  grindstones,  and  dust-creating  machinery  therein.  Xo 
person  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  no  woman  under  eighteen 
years  of  age,  shall  be  allowed  to  clean  machinery  while  in  motion. 

Sec.  9.  A  suitable  and  proper  wash-room  and  water-closets  shall 
be  provided  in  each  manufacturing  establishment,  and  such  water- 
closets  shall  be  properly  screened  and  ventilated  and  be  kept  at  all 
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times  in  a  clean  condition,  and  if  women  or  girls  are  employed  in  any 
such  establishment,  the  water-closets  used  by  them  shall  have  separate 
approaches  and  be  separate  and  apart  from  those  used  by  men.  All 
water-closets  shall  be  kept  free  of  obscene  writing  and  marking.  A 
dressing  room  shall  be  provided  for  women  and  girls,  when  required 
by  the  Factory  Inspector,  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  in 
which  women  and  girls  are  employed. 

Sec.  10.  Not  less  than  sixty  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  the  noon- 
day meal  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  in  this  State.  The 
Factory  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  written,  permits  in 
special  cases,  allowing  shorter  meal  time  at  noon,  and  such  permit 
must  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the  main  entrance  of  the  establish- 
ment, and  such  permit  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  the  Factory  In- 
spector deems  necessary,  aud  shall  only  be  given  where  good  cause  can 
be  shown. 

Sec.  11.  The  walls  and  ceilings  of  each  room  in  every  manufac- 
turing establishment  shall  be  lime-washed  or  painted,  when  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Factory  Inspector  it  shall  be  conducive  to  the  health 
or  cleanliness  of  the  persons  working  therein. 

Sec.  12.  The  Factory  Inspector,  or  other  competent  person  desig- 
nated for  such  purpose  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  shall  inspect  any 
building  used  as  a  workshop  or  manufacturing  establishment  or  any- 
thing attached  thereto,  located  therein,  or  connected  therewith,  which 
has  been  represented  to  be  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  life  or  limb.  If  it 
appears  upon  such  inspection  that  the  building  or  anything  attached 
thereto,  located  therein,  or  connected  therewith,  is  unsafe  or  danger- 
ous to  life  or  limb,  the  Factory  Inspector  shall  order  the  same  to  be 
removed  or  rendered  safe  and  secure,  and  if  such  notification  be  not 
complied  with  within  a  reasonable  time,  he  shall  prosecute  whoever 
may  be  responsible  for  such  delinquency. 

Sec.  13.  No  room  or  rooms,  apartment  or  apartments  in  any  tene- 
ment or  dwelling  house  shall  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of  coats, 
vests,  trousers,  knee-pants,  overalls,  cloaks,  furs,  fur  trimmings,  fur 
garments,  shirts,  purses,  feathers,  artificial  flowers,  or  cigars,  excepting 
by  the  immediate  members  of  the  family  living  therein.  No  person, 
firm  or  corporation  shall  hire  or  employ  any  person  to  work  in  any 
one  room  or  rooms,  apartment  or  apartments,  in  any  tenement  or 
dwelling  house,  or  building  in  the  rear  of  a  tenement  or  dwelling 
house,  at  making,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  coats,  vests,  trousers,  knee- . 
pants,  fur,  fur  trimmings,  shirts,  purses,  feathers,  artificial  fiowers,  or 
cigars,  without  obtaining  first  a  written  permit  from  the  Factory  In- 
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spector,  which  permit  may  be  revoked  at  any  lime  the  lualili  of  the 
community,  or  of  those  employed  therein,  may  require  it,  and  which 
permit  shall  not  be  granted  until  an  inspection  of  such  premises  is 
made  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  Assistant  Factory  Inspector,  or  a 
Deputy  Factory  Inspector,  and  the  maximum  number  of  persons 
allowed  to  be  employed  therein  shall  be  stated  in  such  permit.  Such 
permit  shall  be  framed  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  room, 
or  in  an}^  one  of  the  rooms  to  which  it  relates. 

Sec.  14.  Ko  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  space 
shall  be  allowed  for  each  person  in  any  workroom  where  persons  are 
employed  during  the  hours  between  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  not  less  than  four  hundred  cubic  feet 
of  air  space  shall  be  provided  for  each  person  in  any  one  workroom 
where  persons  are  employed  between  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  and 
six  [o'clock]  in  the  morning.  By  a  written  permit  the  Factory  In- 
spector may  allow  persons  to  be  employed  in  a  room  where  there  are 
less  than  four  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  each  person  employed 
between  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  six  o'clock  in  the  morning: 
Provided,  Such  room  is  lighted  by  electricity  at  all  times  during  such 
hours  while  persons  are  employed  therein.  There  shall  be  sufficient 
means  of  ventilation  provided  in  each  workroom  of  every  manufac- 
turing establishment,  and  the  Factory  Inspector  shall  notify  the  owner 
in  writing  to  provide,  or  cause  to  be  provided,  ample  and  proper  means 
of  ventilation  for  such  workroom,  and  shall  prosecute  such  owner, 
agent  or  lessee  if  such  notification  be  not  complied  with  within  twenty 
days  of  the  service  of  such  notice. 

Sec.  15.  The  Governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  appoint  a  Factory  Inspector.  Said  Factory  Inspector 
shall  hold  and  continue  in  office,  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office  until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  The  term 
of  office  of  the  Factory  Inspector  shall  be  two  years.  The  annual 
salary  of  such  Inspector  shall  be  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($1,500),  paj^able  in  monthly  installments;  said  Inspector  shall,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  appoint  one  Assistant  Factory 
Inspector  whose  salary  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  per  year, 
and  he  shall  hold  his  office  subject  to  removal  by  said  Inspector  or  the 
Governor;  shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  Auditor,  issued  upon  proper  vouchers  therefor. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Factory  Inspector  to  cause  this 
act  to  be  enforced,  and  to  cause  all  violators  of  this  act  to  Ije  prose- 
cuted, and  for  that  purpose  he  is  empowered  to  visit  and  inspect  at  all 
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reasonable  hours,  and  as  often  as  shall  be  practicable  and  necessar}^,  all 
manufactnring  establishments  in  this  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Factory  Inspector  to  examine  into  all  violations  of  laws  made  for 
the  benefit  of  labor  and  to  prosecute  all  violations  thereof.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  interfere  with,  obstruct  or  hinder  said 
Inspector  Avhile  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  or  to  refuse  to  prop- 
erly answer  questions  asked  by  him  with  reference  to  any  of  the  pro- 
visions hereof.  The  Factory  Inspector  shall  make  an  annual  report 
of  his  doings  as  such  Inspector  to  the  Governor  during  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year.  Such  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  as  a 
notar}^  public  to  administer  oaths  and  take  affidavits  in  matters  con- 
nected with  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  17.  The  Prosecuting  Attorney  of  any  county  of  this  State  is 
hereby  authorized  upon  request  of  the  Factory  Inspector  or  of  any 
other  person  of  full  age,  to  commence  and  prosecute  to  termination 
before  any  circuit  or  criminal  court  or  police  court,  in  the  name  of  the 
State,  actions  or  proceedings  against  any  person  or  persons  reported 
to  him  to  have  violated  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  18.  The  words  "manufacturing  establishment,"  wherever 
used  in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  mill,  factory  or  work- 
shop where  ten  or  more  persons  are  employed  at  labor. 

Sec.  19.  A  copy  of  this  act  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  and  kept 
posted  in  each  workroom  of  every  manufacturing  establishment  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  20.  Any  person  who  violates  or  omits  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  provisions,  or  who  refuses  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  Fac- 
tor}'  Inspector,  properly  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
who  suffers  or  permits  any  child  to  be  employed  in  violation  of  its 
provisions,  shall  be  deemed  guilt}^  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  convic- 
tion shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the 
first  offense,  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  second 
offense,  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ten 
days,  and  for  the  third  offense  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  thirty  clays'  imprisonment. 

Sec.  21.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
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SUMMAEY  OF  PENXSYLVAXIA   LAW. 

Cliilclren  under  13  years  of  age  can  not  he  employed  in  aiiv  iiiami- 
facturing  or  mercantile  establishment.  Swoni  statement  is  rcciiiired 
of  chikTs  age  from  parents  or  guardians,  and  wall  record  in  I'adi  room 
where  children  are  employed,  and  office  register  must  he  ke])t  of  all 
minors  under  IG  years  of  age.  No  boy  under  14  years  is  allowed  to 
run  an  elevator,  and  no  minor  under  1(3  years  to  clean  machinery  while 
in  motion. 

Minors  must  not  be  employed  in  any  one  day  longer  than  twelve 
hours  nor  in  any  one  week  more  than  sixty  hours. 

Heating,  lighting,  ventilation  and  other  sanitary  conditions  come 
under  the  regulation  of  inspectors.  Suitable  and  separate  water- 
closets  and  wash  and  dress  rooms  must  be  provided  for  females;  they 
must  not  adjoin  closets  for  males,  and  shall  he  kept  clean,  properly 
screened  and  ventilated.  Special  enactment  regulates  the  sweatshop 
system. 

All  floor  openings  for  elc^'ators  must  l)e  properly  guarded  and  |iro- 
vided  with  automatic  traps  or  doors.  Belting,  shafting,  gearing, 
drums  and  other  dangerous  machinery  must  he  sufficientl}'  guarded, 
and  all  vats,  pans  and  structures  containing  molten  metal  or  hot  liquid 
must  be  surrounded  with  proper  safeguards.  Shifting  belts  and  ])nl- 
leys  must  be  provided  with  shifters. 

Inspectors  can  order  all  l)uildings  more  than  two  stories  high  pro- 
vided with  one  or  more  fire  escapes,  after  a  certain  model  designated 
by  statute,  and  Avith  life-ropes  and  chains,  as  any  such  building  may 
require. 

All  accidents  causing  death  or  serious  injury  to  any  person  must  l)e 
reported  within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  occurrence. 

The  statute  provides  that  wages  to  all  employes  shall  he  jiaid  twice 
each  month — upon  demand  of  employes — and  failure  to  comply  here- 
with may,  upon  complaint  of  any  citizen,  he  prosecuted  by  the  Fac- 
tor}^ Inspector. 

TThile  the  factory  laws  of  Pennsylvania  embrace  manufactunng, 
mercantile,  laundrying  and  renovating  estal)lishraents,  any  such  ])lace 
emiDloying  less  than  five  persons  does  not  come  witliiu  the  nifaning 
of  the  act. 
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.   -  SUMMAEY  OF  OHIO  LAW. 

The  age  at  whicH  children  may  be  employed  in  manufacturing, es- 
tablishments is  "14.  years,  with  the  provision  that  children  more  than. 
12  years  of  age  may  be  employed  at  non-dangerous  employment  dur- 
ing the  time  they  are  not  required  by  law  to  attend  school.  The 
school  law  requires  that  all  children  under  14  years  of  age  and  over  8 
years  must  attend  school  during  the  school  term.  This  law  is  not 
enforced  by  factory  inspectors,  but  by  truant  officers,  one  or  more,  in 
all  school  districts..  Office  record  must  be  kept  by  employers  of  all 
minors  under  18"  years  of  age,  giving  name,  date  and  place  of  birth, 
with  residence  of  parents  or  guardians.  'No  minor  under  16  years  of 
age  shall  work  at  any  employment  whereby  his  life  or  limb  is  endan- 
gered, or  his  health  is  likely  to  be  impaired,  or  his  morals  may  be 
depraved.  ,    • 

No  minor  under  the  age  of  18  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  manu- 
facturing establishment  more  than  ten  hours  in  one  day,  nor  more 
than  sixty  hours  in  one  week.  ^NTotices  containing  the  law  must 
be  posted  by  manufacturers  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  room 
where  minors  are  employed,  the  chief  inspector  of  factories  to  furnish 
such  notices. 

Heating,  lighting,  ventilation  and  other  sanitary  requirements  in 
factories,  workshops  and  mercantile  establishments  are  under  the  in- 
spector's supervision,  and  to  secure  such  he  may  cut  through  walls, 
floors,  roofs  and  ceilings,  or  make  changes  in  sewerages  and  plumbing, 
and  require  proper  closet  arrangements,  and  may  demand  separate 
closets  for  the  sexes,  with  toilet  and  dressing  rooms  for  females  on  the 
floors  on  which  they  work,  and  seats  for  females  to  be  used  by  them 
when  not  actively  engaged.    Special  bakeshop  and  sweatshop  laws. 

Inspectors  must  order  guards  for  belting,  shafting,  gearing,  eleva- 
tors and  other  machinery;  also  for  vats,  pans  and  other  structures 
filled  with  molten  metal  or  hot  liquid;  also  efficient  safety  gates  for 
elevator  openings,  guarding  of  hatchways  and  hoisting  apparatus  in 
floors  or  outside  of  buildings;  the  repair  of  all  elevators  and  all  gear- 
ing, and  of  defective  walls,  roofs,  ceilings,  stairways  and  doors,  and  all 
other  improvements  necessary  to  secure  the  safety  of  employes. 
Blowers  may  be  required  where  dust-creating  machinery  is  used. 

Inspectors  have  power  to  examine  all  buildings  as  to  their  safety, 
and  to  order  all  necessary  alterations  to  obtain  the  same;  also  to  pro- 
vide for  stairways  and  fire  escapes  and  other  efficient  means  of  egress, 
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and  hand  rails  on  all  stairways,  and  may  require  in  all  halls  and  other 
buildings  for  public  assemblage  means  of  extinguishing  fire  on  all 
floors  above  the  first,  and  that  all  doors  in  such  buildings  shall  open 
outward. 

Employers  must  report  all  accidents  upon  blanks  furnished  ])y  in- 
spectors; those  resulting  in, death  within  seven  days  after,  and  those  in 
bodily  injury,  necessitating  six. days'  loss  of  time,  within  thirty  days 
after.  . 

Stated  wages,  beforehand  agreed  upon  between  employer  and  em- 
ploye, must  be  paid  to  all  minors,  and  the  retention  of  such  by  fines 
or  upon  any  other  pretext,  is  absolutely  prohibited.  No  change  of 
wages  must  occur,  without  a  written  notice  being  given  to  each  minor 
aSected  twenty-four  hours  before  such  change  shall  take  place. 
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
